but gave ‘their life over to the pes- 
tilence ;

52 But "made his own people to go 
forth like sheep, and guided them 
in the wilderness like a flock. 

58 And he "led them on safely, so 
that they feared not: but the sea 
°© overwhelmed their enemies. 

54 And he brought them to the 
border of his ?sanctuary, even to 
this mountain, ‘which his right hand 
had purchased. 

55 "He cast out the heathen also 
before them, and ‘divided them 
an inheritance by line, and made 
the tribes of Israel to dwell in their 
tents. 

56 ‘Yet they tempted and provoked 
the most high God, and kept not his 
testimonies : 

57 But “turned back, and dealt 
unfaithfully like their fathers : they 
were turned aside *like a deceitful 
bow. 

58 For they provoked him to 
anger with their "high places, and 
moved him to jealousy with their 
graven images. 

59 When God heard this, he was 
wroth, and greatly abhorred Israel : 

60 *So that he forsook the taber- 
nacle of Shiloh, the tent which he 
placed among men ; 

61 "And delivered his strength into 
captivity, and his glory into the 
enemy's hand. 

62 °He gave his people over also 
unto the sword ; and was wroth with 
his inheritance. 

68 The fire consumed their young 
men; and ‘their maidens were not 
“given to marriage. , 
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64 °Their priests fell by the sword ; 
and ‘their widows made no lamen- 
tation. 

65 Then the Lord *‘awaked as one 
out of sleep, and "like a mighty 
man that shouteth by reason of 
wine. 

66 And the smote his enemies in 
the hinder parts: he put them to a 
perpetual reproach. 


67 Moreover he refused the taber- | 


nacle of Joseph, and chose not the 
tribe of Ephraim : 

68 But chose the tribe of Judah, 
the mount Zion “which he loved. 

69 And he'built his sanctuary like 
high palaces, like the earth which 
he hath * established for ever. 

70 ™He chose David also his ser- 
vant, and took him from the sheep- 
folds : 

71 "From following "the ewes great 
with young he brought him °to feed 
Jacob his people, and Israel his in- 
heritance. 

72 So he fed them according to 
the "integrity of his heart; and 
guided them by the skilfulness of 
his hands.

31 And that was counted unto 
him ° for righteousness unto all ge- 
nerations for evermore. 

82 » They angered him also at the 
waters of strife, ‘so that it went 
ill with Moses for their sakes : 

38 ‘Because they provoked his 
spirit, so that he spake unadviscdly 
with his lips. 

84 ‘They did not destroy the na- 
tions, ‘concerning whom the Lorn 
commanded them : 

85 "But were mingled among the 
heathen, and learned their works. 

36 And «they served their idols: 
y which were a snare unto them. 

87 Yea, *they sacrificed their sons 
and their daughters unto * devils, 

ss And shed innocent blood, even 
the blood of their sons and of their 
daughters, whom they sacrificed 
unto the idols of Canaan: and *the 
land was polluted with blood. 

s9 Thus were they ‘defiled with 
their own works, and ‘went a whor- 
ing with their own inventions. 
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40 Therefore ° was the wrath of the 
Lorp kindled against his people, 
insomuch that he abhorred ‘his own 
inheritance. 

41 And *he gave them into the 
hand of the heathen; and they that 
hated them ruled over them. 

42 Their enemies also oppressed 
them, and they were brought into 
subjection under their hand. 

43 "Many times did he deliver 
them; but they provoked him with 
their counsel, and were ® brought 
low for their iniquity. 

44 Nevertheless he regarded their 
affliction, when ‘he heard their 
cry: 
45 ‘And he remembered for them 
his covenant, and ‘repented ™ac- 
cording to the multitude of his 
mercies. 

46 "He made them also to be 
pitied of all those that carried them 
captives. 

47 °Save us, O Lorp our God, and 
gather us from among the heathen, 
to give thanks unto thy holy name, 
and to triumph in thy praise. 

48 » Blessed be the Lorn God of 
Israel from everlasting to everlast- 
ing: and let all the people say, 
Amen. ° Praise ye the Lorn. 


PSALM CVII. 


1 The psalmist exhorteth the redeemed, im prais- 
ing God, to observe his manifold providence, 
4 over travellers, 10 over captives, 17 over 
sick men, 23 over seamen, 33 and in divers 
varieties of life. 

*GIVE thanks unto the Lorp, 
for ’he is good: for his mercy 
endureth for ever. 

2 Let the redeemed of the Lorp 
say so, ‘whom he hath redeemed 
from the hand of the enemy ;

CHAPTER I.

8 *My son, hear the instruction of 
thy father, and forsake not the law 
of thy mother: 

9 For "they shall be °an ornament 
of grace unto thy head, and chains 
about thy neck. 

10 7 My son, if sinners entice thee, 
‘consent thou not. 

11 If they say, Come with us, let 
us ‘lay wait for blood, let us 
lurk privily for the innocent with- 
out cause: 

12 Let us swallow them up alive 
as the grave; and whole, 'as those 
that go down into the pit: 


18 We shall find all precious sub- 
stance, we shall fill our houses with 
spoil : 

14 Cast in thy lot among us; let 
us all have one purse: 

15 My son, "walk not thou in the 
way with them; "refrain thy foot 
from their path: 

16 °For their feet run to evil, and 
make haste to shed blood. 

17 Surely in vain the net is spread 
in the sight of any bird. 

18 And they lay wait for their own 
blood; they lurk privily for their 
own lives.

5‘ Lest they drink, and forget the 
law, and ’pervert the judgment ° of 
any of the afflicted. 

6 Give strong drink unto him that 
is ready to perish, and wine unto 
those that be * of heavy hearts. 

7 Let him drink, and forget his 
poverty, and remember his misery 
no more. 

8 »Open thy mouth for the dumb 
‘in the cause of all such as are 
appointed to destruction. 

9 Open thy mouth, * judge righte- 
ously, and ‘plead the cause of the 
poor and needy. 

10 1 ™ Who can find a virtuous wo- 
man ? for her price?s far above rubies. 

11 The heart of her husband doth 
safely trust in her, so that he shall 
have no need of spoil. 

12 She will do him good and not 
evil all the days of her life. 

18 She seeketh wool, and flax, and 
worketh willingly with her hands. 

14 She is like the merchants’ ships ; 
she bringeth her food from afar. 

15 "She riseth also while it 1s yet 
night, and °giveth meat to her 
household, and a portion to her 
maidens. 

16 She considercth a field, and 
Sbuyeth it: with the fruit of her 
hands she planteth a vineyard. 

17 She girdeth her loins with 
strength, and strengthencth her 
arms, 
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18 *She perceiveth that her mer- 
chandise is good: her candle goeth 
not out by might. 

19 She layeth her hands to the 
spindle, and her hands hold the 

istaff. 

20 ?’ She stretcheth out her hand 
to the poor; yea, she reacheth forth 
her hands to the needy. 

21 She is not afraid of the snow for 
her household: for all her house- 
hold are clothed with * scarlet. 

22 She maketh herself coverings of 
tapestry; her clothing 7s silk and 
purple. 

23 ‘Her husband is known in the 
gates, when he sitteth among the 
elders of the land. 

24 She maketh fine linen, and sell- 
eth if; and delivereth girdles unto 
the merchant. 

25 Strength and honour are her 
clothing; and she shall rejoice in 
time to come. 

26 She openeth her mouth with 
wisdom; and in her tongue is the 
law of kindness. 

27 She looketh well to the ways of 
her household, and eateth not the 
bread of idleness. 

28 Ifer children arise up, and call 
her blessed; her husband also, and 
he praiseth her. 

29 Many daughters *have done 
tae but thou excellest them 
all. 

30 Favour is deceitful, and beaut 
is vain: but a woman that feareth 
the Lorn, she shall be praised. 

31 Give her of the fruit of her 
hands ; and let her own works praise 
her in the gates. 
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THE PREACHER. 
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CHAPTER LI. 


1 The preacher sheweth that all human courses 
are vain: 4 because the creatures are restless 
in their courses, 9 they bring forth nothing 
new, and all old things are forgotten, 12 and 
because he hath found it so in the studies of 
wisdom. 


HE words * of the Preacher, the 
son of David, king in Jerusa- 
lem. 

2 ’Vanity of vanities, saith the 
Preacher, vanity of vanities; ‘all is 
vanity. 

8 *What profit hath a man of all 
his labour which he taketh under 
the sun ? 

4 One generation passeth away, 
and another generation cometh: *but 
the earth abideth for ever. 

5 ‘The sun also ariseth, and the 
sun goeth down, and *hasteth to 
his place where he arose. 

6 *The wind goeth toward the 
south, and turneth about unto the 
north ; it whirleth about continually, 
and the wind returneth again ac- 
cording to his circuits. 

7" All the rivers run into the sea; 
yet the sea 7s not full; unto the 
place from whence the rivers come, 
thither they. ’return again. 

8 All things are full of labour; 
man cannot utter it: ‘the eye is 
not satisfied with seeing, nor the 
ear filled with hearing. 

9 ‘The thing that hath been, it 
is that which shall be; and that 
which is done is that which shall 
be done: and there is no new thing 
under the sun. 

10 Is there any thing whereof it 
may be said, See, this is new? it 


hath been already of old time, 
which was before us. 

11 There ig no remembrance of 
former things; neither shall there 
be any remembrance of things that 
are to come with those that shall 
come after. 

12 7 'I the Preacher was king over 
Israel in Jerusalem. 

18 And I gave my heart to seek 
and search out by wisdom con- 
cerning all things that are done 
under heaven: “this sore travail 
hath God given to the sons of man 
*to be cxercised therewith. 

14 | have seen all the works that are 
done under the sun; and, behold, 
all 7s vanity and vexation of spirit. 

15 "That which is crooked cannot 
be made straight: and *that which 
is wanting cannot be numbered. 

16 I communed with mine own 
heart, saying, Lo, I am come to 
great estate, and have gotten °more 
wisdom than all they that have 
been before me in Jerusalem: yea, 
my heart *had great experience of 
wisdom and knowledge. 

17 "And I gave my heart to know 
wisdom, and to know madness and 
folly: I perceived that this also is 
vexation of spirit. 

18 For *in much wisdom is much 
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erief: and he that increaseth know- | 


ledge increaseth sorrow. 


CHAPTER IT. 


1 The vanity of human courses in the works of 
pleasure. 12 Though the wise be better than 
the fool, yet both have one event. 18 The 
vanity of human labour, in leaving it they 
know not to whom. 24 Nothing better than 
joy in our labour ; but that is God's gift. 
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The vanity of pleasure. 
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® ch. 3. 22. & 
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| that my hands had wrou 


*"T SAID in mine heart, Go to now, 

I will prove thee with mirth, 
therefore enjoy pleasure: and, be- 
hold, this also 7s vanity. 

2 °I said of laughter, /¢ 7 mad: 
and of mirth, What doeth it ? 

8°] sought in minc heart ’to.give 
myself unto wine, yet acquainting 
mine heart with wisdom; and to 
lay hold on folly, till I might see 
aa was that good for the sons of 
men, which they should do under 
the heaven ‘all the days of their 
life. 

4 I made me great works; I build- 
ed me houses; I planted me vine- 
yards : 

5 I made me gardens and orchards, 
and I planted trees in them of all 
kind of fruits : 

6 I made me pools of water, to 
water therewith the wood that 
bringeth forth trees : 

7 I got me servants and maidens, 
and had ‘servants born in my house ; 
also I had great possessions of great 
and small cattle above all that were 
in Jerusalem before me: 

8 °I gathered me also silver and 
gold, and the peculiar treasure of 
kings and of the provinces: I gat 
me men singers and women sing- 
ers, and the delights of the sons 
of men, as *musical instruments, 
and that of all sorts. 

9 So ‘I was great, and increased 
more than all that were before me 
in Jerusalem: also my wisdom re- 
mained with me. 

10 And whatsoever mine eyes 
desired I kept not from them, I 
withheld not my heart from any 
{oY 5 for my heart rejoiced in all my 
abour: and «this was my portion of 
all my labour. 

11 Then I looked on all the works 
cht, and 
on the labour that I had laboured 


to do: and, behold, all eas * vanity 


and vexation of spirit, and there was 
no profit under the sun. 

12 7 And I turned myself to be- 
hold wisdom, ‘and madness, and 
folly : for what can the man do that 
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cometh after the king? *even that 
which hath been already done. 
18 Then I saw *that wisdom ex- 


celleth folly, as far as light excel- 


leth darkness. 

14 *The wise man’s eyes are in 
his head; but the fool walketh in 
darkness: and I myself perceived 
also that 'one event happeneth to 
them all. 

15 Then said I in my heart, As it 
happencth to the fool, so it ‘hap- 
peneth even to me; and why was 
I then more wise? Then I said in 
my heart, that this also 78 vanity. 

16 For there 18 no remembrance 
of the wise more than of the fool 
for ever; seeing that which now is 
in the days to come shall all be 
forgotten. And how dieth the wise 
man? as the fool. 

17 Therefore I hated life; because 
the work that is wrought under the 
sun 78 grievous unto me: for all is 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

18 {| Yea, I hated all my labour 
which I had °taken under the sun: 
because “I should leave it unto the 
man that shall be after me. 

19 And who knoweth whether he 
shall be a wise man or a fool? yet 
shall he have rule over all my la- 
bour wherein I have laboured, and 
whercin I have shewed myself wise 
under the sun. This is also vanity. 

20 Therefore I went about to cause 
my heart to despair of all the labour 
which T took under the sun. 

21 For there is a man whose labour 
28 in wisdom, and in knowledge, and 
in equity; yet to a man that hath 
not laboured therein shall he ‘leave 
it for his portion. This also is vanity 
and a great evil. 

22 "For what hath man of all his 
labour, and of the vexation of his 
heart, wherein he hath laboured 
under the sun ? 

23 For all his days are °sorrows, 
and his travail grief; yea, his heart 
taketh not rest in the night. This 
is also vanity. 

24 1’ There is nothing better for a 
man, than that he should eat and 


Wisdom excelleth folly. 
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drink, and that he *should make 
his soul enjoy good in his labour. 
This also r saw, that it was from 
the hand of God. 

25 For who can eat, or who else 
can hasten hereunto, more than I? 

26 For God giveth to a man that 
is good *in his sight wisdom, and 
knowledge, and joy: but to the 
sinner he giveth travail, to gather 
and to heap up, that *he may give 
to him that is good before God. 
This also is vanity and vexation of 
spirit. 


CHAPTER III. 


1 By the necessary change of times, vanity 78 
added to human travail. 11 There 73 an 
excellency in God’s works. 16 But as for 
man, God shall judge his works there, and 
here he. shall be like a beast. 


O every thing there ig a season, 
and a *time to every purposc 
under the heaven: 

2 A time ‘to be born, and °a time 
to die; a time to plant, and a time 
to pluck up that which is planted ; 

8 A time to kill, and a time to 
heal; a time to break down, and 
a time to build up; 

4 A time to weep, and a time to 
laugh ; a time to mourn, and a time 
to dance ; 

5 A time to cast away stones, and 
a time to gather stones together; 
a time to embrace, and °a time "to 
refrain from embracing ; 

6 A time to ‘get, and a time to 
lose; a time to keep, and a time 
to cast away ; 

7 A time to rend, and a time to 
sew; “a time to keep silence, and 
a time to speak ; 

8 A time to love, and a time to 
‘hate; a time of war, and a time 
of peace. 

9 ‘What profit hath he that 
—— in that wherein he labour- 
et 

10 I have seen the travail, which 
God hath given to the sons of men 
to be exercised in it. 

11 He hath made eve 


thin 
beautiful in his time: also 


e hat 
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set the world in their heart, so that 
hno man can find out the work that 
God maketh from the beginning to 
the end. 

12 ‘I know that ¢here is no good 
in them, but for a@ man to rejoice, 
and to do good in his life. 

13 And also «that every man should 
eat and drink, and enjoy the good 
of all his labour, it is the gift of 
God. 

14 I know that, whatsoever God 
doeth, it shall be for ever: ‘nothing 
can be put to it, nor any thing 
taken from it: and God doeth i, 
that men should fear before him. 

15 "That which hath been Is now; 


and that which is to be hath al-. 


ready been; and God _ requireth 
*that which is past. 

16 {| And moreover "I saw under 
the sun the place of judgment, 
that wickedness was there; and 
the place of righteousness, that ini- 
quity was there. 

17 I said in mine heart, °God shall 
Judge the righteous and the wicked : 
for there is »a time there for every 
purpose and for every work. 

18 [ said in mine heart concerning 
the estate of the sons of men, * that 
God might manifest them, and that 
they might see that they themselves 
are beasts. 

19 1For that which befalleth the 
sons of men befalleth beasts; even 
one thing befalleth them: as the 
one dieth, so dieth the other; yea, 
they have all one breath; so that 
a man hath no preeminence above 
a beast: for all 7s vanity. 

20 All go unto one place; ‘all are 
of the dust, and all turn to dust 
again. 

21 *Who knoweth the spirit ‘of 
man that °goeth upward, and the 
spirit of the beast that goeth down- 
ward to the earth ? 

22 ‘Wherefore I perceive that 
there is nothing better, than that 
a man should rejoice in his own 
works; for “that is his portion: 
*for who shall bring him to see 
what shall be after him ? 
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An excellency in God’s works. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

1 Vanity is inereased unto men by oppression, 
4 by envy, 5 by idleness, 7 by covctousness, 
9 by solitariness, 13 by wilfulness. 

O I returned, and considered all 
the *oppressions that are done 
under the sun: and behold the tears 
of such as were oppressed, and they 
had no comforter; and on the *side 
of their oppressors there was power ; 
but they had no comforter. 

2 *Wherefore I praised the dead 
which are already dead more than 
the living which are yet alive. 

8 °Yea, better 7s he than both 
they, which hath not yet been, 
who hath not seen the evil work 
that is done under the sun. 

4 { Again, I considered all travail, 
and *every right work, that ‘for this 
a man is envied of his neighbour. 
This is also vanity and vexation of 
spirit. 

5 “The fool foldeth his hands to- 
gether, and eateth his own flesh. 

6 °Better is an handful with quiet- 
ness, than both the hands full with 
travail and vexation of spirit. 

7 1 Then I returned, and I saw 
vanity under the sun. 

8 There is one alone, and there is 
not a second; yea, he hath neither 
child nor brother: yet 7s there no 
end of all his labour; neither is his 
‘eye satisfied with riches; * neither 
saith he, For whom do I labour, and 
bereave my soul of good? This 18 
also vanity, yea, it is a sore travail. 

9 1 Two are better than one; be- 
cause they have a good reward for 
their labour. 

10 For if they fall, the onc: will 
lift up his fellow: but woe to him 
that is alone when he falleth; for he 
hath not another to belp him up. 

11 Again, if two ).: together, then 
they have heat: but how can one 
be warm alone ? 

12 And if one prevail against him, 
two shall withstand him; and a 
threefold cord is not quickly broken. 

18 {| Better 7s a poor and a wise 
child than an old and foolish king, 


5who will no more be admonished. 


14 For out of prison he cometh to 
reign; whereas also he that is born 
in his kingdom becometh poor. 

15 I considered all the living which 
walk under the sun, with the se- 
cond child that shall stand up in 
his stead. 

16 There 18 no end of all the peo- 
ple, even of all that have been before 
them: they also that come after 
shall not rejoice in him. Surely 
this also 78 vanity and vexation of 


spirit. 

CHAPTER V. 

1 Vanitics mm divine service, 8 wd murmuring 
against oppression, 9 and in riches. 18 Joy 
in riches is the gift of God. 

EEP *thy foot when thou goest 

to the house of God, and be 

more ready to hear, >than to give 

the sacrifice of fools: for they con- 
sider not that they do evil. 

2 Be not rash with thy mouth, and 
let not thine heart be hasty to ut- 
ter any * thing before God: for God 
1g in heaven, and thou upon earth: 
therefore let thy words ° be few. 

3 For a dream cometh through 
the multitude of business; and “a 
fool’s voice is known by multitude 
of words. 

4°When thou vowest a vow unto 
God, defer not to pay it; for he 
hath no pleasure in fools: ‘pay that 
which thou hast vowed. 

5 *Better is it that thou shouldest 
not vow, than that thou shouldest 
vow and not pay. 

6 Suffer not thy mouth to cause 
thy flesh to sin; "neither say thou 
before the angel, that it was an 
error: wherefore should God be 
angry at thy voice, and destroy the 
work of thine hands ? 

7 For in the multitude of dreams 
and many words there are also divers 
vanities: but ‘fear thou God. 

8 {| If thou *seest the oppression 
of the poor, and violent perverting 
of judgment and justice in a pro- 
vince, marvel not *at the matter: 
for ‘he that is higher than the high- 
est regardeth; and there be higher 
than they. | 
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10 He that loveth silver shall not 
be satisfied with silver; nor he that 
loveth abundance with increase: this 
is also vanity. 

11 When goods increase, they are 
increased that eat them: and what 
good is there to the owners thercof, 
saving the beholding of them with 
their eyes ? 

12 The sleep of a labouring man 
ig sweet, whether he eat little or 
much: but the abundance of the 
rich will not suffer him to sleep. 

18 ™There is a sore evil which 
T have seen under the sun, namely, 
riches kept for the owners thereof 
to their hurt. 

14 But those riches perish by evil 
travail: and he begetteth a son, and 
there is nothing in his hand. 

15 "As he came forth of his mo- 
ther’s womb, naked shall he return 
to go as he came, and shall take 
nothing of his labour, which he 
may carry away in his hand. 

16 And this also is a sore evil, 
that in all points as he came, so 
shall he go: and °what profit hath 
he ?that hath laboured for the 
wind ? 

17 All his days also “he eateth 
in darkness, and he hath much 
sorrow and wrath with his sick- 


ness. 

18 {| Behold that which I have 
seen: **i is good and comely for 
one to eat and to drink, and to 
enjoy the good of all his labour 
that he taketh under the sun “all 
the days of his life, which God 
giveth him: ‘for it 7s his portion. 

19 ‘Every man also to whom God 
hath given riches and wealth, and 
hath given him power to eat there- 
of, and to take his portion, and to 
rejoice in his labour; this is the 
gift of God. . 

20 “For he shall not much remem- 
ber the days of his life; because 
God answereth him in the joy of 
his heart. 
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CHAPTER VI. 
1 The vanity of riches without use. 3 Of chil- 
dren, 6 and old age uithout riches. 9 The 


vanity of sight and wandering desires. 1) 

The conclusion of vanities. 

*fTVHERE is an evil which I have 
seen under the sun, and it is 
common among men: 

2 A man to whom God hath given 
riches, wealth, and honour, ’so that 
he wanteth nothing for his soul of 
all that he desireth, ‘yet God giveth 
him not power to eat thereof, but 
a stranger eateth it: this 78 vanity, 
and it is an evil disease. 

8 1 If a man beget an hundred 
children, and live many years, so 
that the days of his years be many, 
and his soul be not filled with 
good, and ‘also that he have no 
burial;. I say, that *°an untimely 
birth is better than he. 

4 For he cometh in with vanity, 
and departeth in darkness, and his 
namc shall be covered with dark- 
ness. 

5 Moreover he hath not seen the 
sun, nor known any thing: this 
hath more rest than the other. 

6 {| Yea, though he live a thou- 
sand years twice fold, yet hath he 
seen no good: do not all go to gne 

lace ? 

7 ‘All the labour of man is for his 
mouth, and yet the ?appetite is not 
filled. 

8 For what hath the wise more 
than the fool? what hath the poor, 
that knoweth to walk before the 
living ? 

9 {1 Better is the sight of the eyes 
3tha. the wandering of the desire : 
this is also vanity and vexation of 
spirit. 

10 That which hath been is named 
already, and ih is known that it 
is man: ‘neither may he contend 
with him that is mightier than he. 

11 { Seeing there be many things 
that increase vanity, what is man 
the better ? 

12 For who knoweth what is good 
for man in this life, ‘all the days 
of his vain life which he spendeth

The difficulty of wisdom. 

A *GOOD name is better than 

precious ointment; and the 
day of death than the day of one’s 
birth. 

2 7 Jt is better to go to the house 
of mourning, than to go to the 
house of feasting: for that is the 
end of all men; and the living will 
lay if to his heart. 

8 >Sorrow is better than laughter: 
>for by the sadness of the counte- 
nance the heart is made better. 

4 The heart of the wise ig in the 
house of mourning; but the heart 
of fools 7s in the house of mirth. 

5 °It 18 better to hear the rebuke 
of the wise, than for a man to hear 
the song of fools. 

6 “For as the *crackling of thorns 
under a pot, so is the laughter of 
the fool: this also is vanity. 

7 | Surely oppression maketh a 
wise man mad; “and a gift destroy- 
eth the heart. 

8 Better is the end of a thing than 
the beginning thereof: and ‘the 
patient in spirit 7s better than the 
proud in spirit. 

9 *Be not hasty in thy spirit to 
be angry: for anger resteth in the 
bosom of fools. 

10 Say not thou, What is the cause 
that the former days were better 
than these? for thou dost not en- 
quire * wisely concerning this. 

11 1 Wisdom is ’ pood with an in- 
heritance: and by it there is profit 
‘to them that see the sun. 

12 For wisdom is a ‘defence, and 
money 78 a defence: but the excel- 
lency of knowledge is, that wisdom 
giveth life to them that have it. 

18 Consider the work of God: for 
iwho can make that straight, which 
he hath made crooked ? 

14 *In the day of prosperity be 
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joyful, but in the ~ of adversity 
consider: God also hath *set the 
one over against the other, to the 
end that man should find nothing 
after him. 

15 All things have I seen in the 
days of my vanity: 'there is a just 
man that perisheth in his righ- 
teousness, and there is a wicked 
man that prolongeth his life in his 
wickedness. 

16 ™Be not righteous over much; 
"neither make thyself over wise: 
why shouldest thou ‘destroy thy- 
self? 

17 Be not over much wicked, nei- 
ther be thou foolish: °why should- 
est thou die ‘before thy time ? 

18 /é is good that thou shouldest 
take hold of this; yea, also from 
this withdraw not thine hand: for 
he that fearecth God shall come 
forth of them all. 

19 Wisdom strengtheneth the wise 
more than ten mighty men which 
are in the city. 

20 *For there 18 not a just man 
upon carth, that doeth good, and 
sinneth not. 

21 Also *take no heed unto all 
words that are spoken; lest thou 
hear thy servant curse thee : 

22 For oftentimes also thine own 
heart knoweth that thou thyself 
likewise hast cursed others. 

23 § All this have I proved by 
wisdom: "I said, I will be wise; 
but it was far from me. 

24 *That which is far off, and ‘ ex- 
ceeding deep, who can find it out ? 

25°"] applied mine heart to know, 
and to search, and to seek out wis- 
dom, and the reason of things, and 
to know the wickedness of folly, 
even of foolishness and madness : 

26 *And I find more bitter than 
death the woman, whose heart is 
snares and nets, and her hands as 
bands: ’whoso pleaseth God shall 
= from her; but the sinner 
shall be taken by her. 

27 Behold, this have I found, saith 
*the preacher, * counting one by one, 
to find out the account: :

changed. 

2 1 counsel thee to keep the king’s 
commandment, ‘and that in regard 
of the oath of God. 

8 “Be not hasty to go out of his 
sight: stand not in an evil thing; 
a3 he docth whatsoever pleaseth 

im. 

4 Where the word of a king is, 
there is power: and °who may say 
unto him, What doest thou ? 

5 Whoso keepeth the command- 
ment *shall feel no evil thing: and 
a wise man’s heart discerneth both 
time and judgment. 

6 1 Because ‘to every purpose there 
is time and judgment, therefore the 
misery of man 7s great upon him. 

7 *For be knoweth not that which 
shall be: for who can tell him 
“when it shall be ? 

8 *There is no man that hath 
power ‘over the spirit to retain the 
spirit; neither hath he power in the 

ay of death: and there is no ° dis- 
charge in that war; neither shall 
wickedness deliver those that are 
given to it. 

9 All this have I seen, and ap- 
plied my heart unto every work 
that is done under the sun: there ig 
a time wherein one man ruleth over 
another to his own hurt. 
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10 And so I saw the wicked bu- 
ried, who had come and gone from 
the place of the holy, and they were 
forgotten in the city where they 
had so done: this 28 also vanity. 

11 * Because sentence against an 
evil work is not executed speedily, 
therefore the heart of the sons of 
men is fully set in them to do evil. 

12 4 'Though a sinner do evil an 
hundred times, and his days be 
prolonged, yet surely I know that 
™it shall be well with them that 
fear God, which fear before him: 

138 But it shall not be well with 
the wicked, neither shall he prolong 
his days, which are as a shadow: 
because he feareth not before God. 

14 There is a vanity which is done 
upon the earth; that there be just 
men, unto whom it "happeneth ac- 
cording to the work of the wicked ; 
again, there be wicked men, to 
whom it happeneth according to 
the work of the righteous: I said 
that this also 78 vanity. 

15 °Then I commended mirth, be- 
cause a man hath no better thing 
under the sun, than to eat, and to 
drink, and to be merry: for that 
shall abide with him of his labour 
the days of his life, which God 
giveth him under the sun. 

16 7 When I applied minc heart 
to know wisdom, and to see the 
business that is done upon the 
earth: (for also there is that neither 
day nor night seeth sleep with his 
eyes :) 

17 Then I beheld all the work of 
God, that a man cannot find out 
the work that 1s done under the 
sun: because though a man labour 
to seck 7 out, yet he shall not find 
it ; yea farther; though a wise man 
think to know 7, ‘yet shall he not 
be able to find 7. 


CHAPTER IX. 


1 Like things happen to good and bad. 4 There 
as a necessity of death unto men. 7 Comfort 
is all ther portion in this life. 11 God’s 
providence ruleth over all. 13 Wisdom 1 
better than strength. 
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Like things happen 
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Isai. 26. 14 
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3 Heb.

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OR all this ?I considered in my 

heart even to declare all this, 
*that the righteous, and the wise, 
and their works, are in the hand 
of God: no man knoweth either 
love or hatred by all that is before 
them. 

2 “All things come alike to all: 
there is one event to the righteous, 
and to the wicked ; to the good and 
to the clean, and to the unclean; 
to him that sacrificeth, and to him 
that sacrificeth not: as is the good, 
so is the sinner; and he that swear- 
eth, as Ae that feareth an oath. 

8 This is an evil among all things 
that are done under the sun, that 
there is one event unto all: yea, 
also the heart of the sons of men 
is full of evil, and madness 78 in 
their heart while they live, and 
after that they go to the dead. 

4 7 For to him that is joined to 
all the living there is hope: for 
: living dog is better than a dead 
ion. 

5 For the living know that they 
shall die: but ‘the dead know not 
any thing, neither have they any 
more a reward; for ‘the memory of 
them is forgotten. 

6 Also their love, and their hatred, 
and their envy, is now perished ; 
neither have they any more a por- 
tion for ever in any thing that is 
done under the sun. 

7 % Go thy way, °eat thy bread 
with joy, and drink thy wine with 
a merry heart; for God now ac- 
cepteth thy works. 

8 Let thy garments be always 
white; and let thy head lack no 
ointment. 

9 *Live joyfully with the wife 
whom thou lovest all the days of 
the life of thy vanity, which he 
hath given thee under the sun, all 
the days of thy vanity: ‘for that 
is thy portion in this life, and in 
thy labour which thou takest under 
the sun. 

10 Whatsoever thy hand findeth 
to do, do i with thy might; for 
there ig no work, nor device, nor

knowledge, nor wisdom, in the grave, 
whither thou goest. 

11 7 I returned, ¢and saw under 
the sun, that the race is not to the 
swift, nor the battle to the strong, 
neither yet bread to the wise, nor 
yet riches to men of understanding, 
nor yet favour to men of skill; but 
— and chance happeneth to them 
all. 

12 For "man also knoweth not his 
time: as the fishes that are taken 
in an evil net, and as the birds 
that are caught in the snare; so 
are the sons of men ‘snared in an 
evil time, when it falleth suddenly 
upon them. 

18 { This wisdom have I seen also 
under the sun, and it seemed great 
unto me: 

14 ‘There was a little city, and 
few men within it; and there came 
a ereat king against it, and be- 
sieged it, and built great bulwarks 
against it: 

15 Now there was found in it a 
poor wise man, and he by his wis- 
dom delivered the city ; yet no man 
remembered that same poor man. 

16 'Then said I, Wisdom is better 
than strength: nevertheless ™the 
poor man’s wisdom 7s despised, and 
his words are not heard. 

17 The words of wise men are 
heard in quiet more than the cry 
of him that ruleth among fools. 

18" Wisdom is better than weapons 
of war: but °one sinner destroyeth 
much good. 


CHAPTER X. 

1 Observations of wisdom and folly: 16 of riot, 
18 slothfulness, 19 and money. 20 Men’s 
thoughts of kings ought to be reverent. 

EAD * flies cause the ointment 
_ of the apothecary to send forth 

a stinking savour: so doth a little

2 A wise man’s heart is at his 
right hand; but a fool’s heart at 
his left. 

8 Yea also, when he that is a fool 
walketh by the way, *his wisdom

faileth him, *and he saith to every 
one that he 78 a fool. 

4 If the spirit of the ruler rise 
at against thee, leave not thy 
place; for °yielding pacifieth great 
offences. 

5 There is an evil which I have 
seen under the sun, aS an error 
which proceedeth *from the ruler: 

6 ‘Folly is set *in great dignity, 
and the rich sit in low place. 

7 I have seen servants ° upon 
horses, and princes walking as ser- 
vants upon the earth. 

8 ‘He that diggeth a pit shall fall 
into it; and whoso breaketh an 
hedge, a serpent shall bite him. 

9 Whoso removeth stones shall 
be hurt therewith; and he that 
cleaveth wood shall be endangered 
thereby. 

10 If the iron be blunt, and he do 
not whet the cdgec, then must he 
put to more strength: but wisdom 
18 profitable to direct. 

11 Surely the serpent will bite 
without enchantment; and ‘a bab- 
bler is no better. 

12 "The words of a wise man’s 
mouth are °gracious; but ‘the lips 
of a fool will swallow up himself. 

13 The beginning of the words of 
his mouth 7s foolishness: and the 
end of ‘his talk is mischievous 
madness. 

14 *A fool also "is full of words: 
a man cannot tell what shall be; 
and 'what shall be after him, who 
can tell him ? 

15 The labour of the foolish wea- 
rieth every one of them, because 
he knoweth not how to go to the 
city. 

16 1 ™ Woe to thee, O land, when 
thy king is a child, and thy princes 
eat in the morning ! 

17 Blessed art thou, O land, when 
th king ig the son of nobles, and 
"thy princes eat in due season, for 
strength, and not for drunkenness ! 

18 { By much slothfulness the 
building decayeth; and_ through 
idleness of the hands the house 
droppeth through.

19 7 A feast is made for laughter, 


and ° wine ?maketh merry: but mo- 
ney answereth all things. 

20 7’ Curse not the king, no not 
in thy *thought; and curse not the 
rich in thy bedchamber: for a bird 
of the air shall carry the voice, and 
that which hath wings shall tell the 
matter. 


CHAPTER XI.

4 He that observeth the wind 
shall not sow; and he that regard- 
eth the clouds shall not reap. 

5 As ‘thou knowest not what 78 
the way of the spirit, «207 how the 
bones do grow m the womb of her 
that is with child: even so thou 
knowest not the works of God who 
maketh all. 

6 In the morning sow thy seed, 
and in the evening withhold not 
thine hand: for thou knowest not 
whether *shall prosper, either this 
or that, or whether they both shall 
be alike good. 

7 1 Truly the light 7s sweet, and 
a pleasant thing it 1s for the eyes 
‘to behold the sun: 

8 But if a man live many years, 
and rejoice in them all; yet let him 
remember the days of darkness ; for 
they shall be many. All that com- 
eth is vanity. 

9 { Rejoice, O young man, in thy 

outh ; and let thy heart cheer thec 
in the days of thy youth, ‘and walk

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thou, that for all these things ‘God 
will bring thee into judgment.

6 Or ever the silver cord be loosed, 
or the golden bowl be broken, or 
the pitcher be broken at the foun- 
tain, or the wheel broken at the 
cistern. 

7 ‘Then shall the dust return to 
the earth as it was: “and the spirit 
shall return unto God "who gave it. 

8 {7 ' Vanity of vanities, saith the 
preacher ; all 7s vanity. 

g9 And *moreover, because the 
preacher was wise, he still taught 
the people knowledge ; yea, he gave 
good heed, and sought out, and * set 
in order many proverbs. 

10 The preacher sought to find out 
-acceptable words: and that which 
wes written was upright, even words 
of truth. 

11 The words of the wise are as 
goads, and as nails fastened by the 
masters of assemblies, which are 
given from one shepherd. 

12 And further, by these, my son, 
be admonished: of making many 
books there ig no end; and 'much 
“study 78 a weariness of the flesh. 

13 {1 °Let us hear the conclusion of 
the whole matter: "Fear God, and 
keep his commandments: for this 
a8 the whole duty of man. 

14 For *God_ shall bring every 
work into judgment, with every 
secret thing, whether it be good, or 
whether it be evil.

17 The beams of our house are 
cedar, and our ‘rafters of fir.

4 Ah sinful nation, a people *laden 
with iniquity, *a seed of evildoers, 
children that are corrupters: they 
have forsaken the Lorn, they have 
provoked the Holy One of Israel 
unto anger, they are *gone away 
backward. 

5 "Why should ye be stricken 
any more? ye will ‘revolt more and 
more: the whole head is sick, and 
the whole heart faint. 

6 From the sole of the foot even 
unto the head there is no soundness 
in it; but wounds, and bruises, and

OW will I sing to my well- 

beloved a song of my beloved 
touching *his vineyard. My well- 
beloved hath a vineyard in *a very 
fruitful hill : 

2 And he “fenced it, and gathered 
out the stones thereof, and planted 
it with the choicest vine, and built 
a tower in the midst of it, and also 
‘made a winepress therein: >and he 
looked that it should bring forth 
grapes, and it brought forth wild 
oTapes. 

8 And now, O inhabitants of Je- 
rusalem, and men of Judah, °judge, 
I pray you, betwixt me and my 
vineyard. 

4 What could have been done more 
to my vineyard, that I have not 
done in it? wherefore, when I look- 
ed that it should bring forth grapes, 
brought it forth wild grapes ?

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17 *Behold, I will stir up the 
Medes against them, which shall 
not regard silver; and as for gold, 
they shall not delight in it. 

18 Their bows also shall dash the 
young men to pieces; and they 
shall have no pity on the fruit of 
the womb; their eye shall not spare 
children. 

19 7 ‘And Babylon, the glory of 
kingdoms, the beauty of the Chal- 
dees’ excellency, shall be *?as when 
God overthrew "Sodom and Go- 
morrah. 

20 *It shall never be inhabited, 
neither shall it be dwelt in from 
generation to generation: neither 
shall the Arabian pitch tent there; 
neither shall the shepherds make 
their fold there. 

21’ But * wild beasts of the desert 
shall lie there; and their houses 
shall be full of *doleful creatures ; 
and ®*owls shall dwell there, and 
satyrs shall dance there. 

22 And ‘the wild beasts of the 
islands shall cry in their * desolate 
houses, and dragons In their plea- 
sant palaces: ‘and her time is near 
to come, and her days shall not be 
prolonged. 


CHAPTER XIV.

5 The Lory hath broken *the 
staff of the wicked, and the scep- 
tre of the rulers. 

6 He who smote the people in 
wrath with ‘a continual stroke, he 
that ruled the nations in anger, is 
persecuted, and none hindereth. 

7 The whole earth is at rest, 
and is quiet: they break forth into 
singing. 

8 'Yea, the fir trees rejoice at thee, 
and the cedars of Lebanon, saying, 
Since thou art laid down, no feller 
is come up against us. 

9 *° Hell from beneath is moved 
for thee to meet thee at thy coming: 
it stirreth up the dead for thee, even 
all the °’ chief ones of the earth; it 
hath raised up from their thrones 
all the kings of the nations. 

10 All they shall speak and say 
unto thee, Art thou also become 
weak as we? art thou become like 
unto us ? 

11 Thy pomp is brought down to 
the grave, and the noise of thy 
viols: the worm is spread under 
thee, and the worms cover thee. 

12 'How art thou fallen from 
heaven, *O Lucifer, son of the 
morning! ow art thou eut down 
to the ground, which didst weaken 
the nations ! 

18 For thou hast said in thine 
heart, ™]I will ascend into heaven, 
"I will exalt my throne above the 
stars of God: I will sit also upon 
the mount of the congregation, °in 
the sides of the north: 

14 I will ascend above the heights 
of the clouds; I will be like the 
most High. 

15 Yet thou ‘shalt be brought 
down to hell, to the sides of the 


pit. 
16 They that see thee shall nar- 
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rowly look upon thee, and consider 
thee, saying, Is this the man that 
made the earth to tremble, that did 
shake kingdoms ; 

17 That made the world as a wil- 
derness, and destroyed the cities 
thereof; that ® opened not the house 
of his prisoners ? 

18 All the kings of the nations, 
even all of them, lie in glory, every 
one in his own house. 

19 But thou art cast out of thy 
grave like an abominable branch, 
and as the raiment of those that 
are slain, thrust through with a 
sword, that go down to the stones 
of the pit; as a carcase trodden 
under feet. 

20 Thou shalt not be joined with 
them in burial, because thou hast 
destroyed thy land, and slain th 
people: *the seed of evildoers shall 
never be renowned. 

21 Prepare slaughter for his chil- 
dren ‘for the iniquity of their fa- 
thers; that they do not rise, nor 
possess the land, nor fill the face of 
the world with cities. 

22 For I will rise up against them, 
saith the Lorp of hosts, and cut 
off from Babylon ‘the name, and 
"remnant, *and son, and nephew, 
saith the Lorp. 

23 YI will also make it a possession 
for the bittern, and pools of water :

of destruction, saith the Lorp of 
hosts. 

24 7 The Lorp of hosts hath sworn, 
saying, Surely as I have thought, so 
shall it come to pass; and as I have 
purposed, so shall it stand :

4 And Heshbon shall cry, ‘and 
Elealeh: their voice shall be heard 
even unto Jahaz: therefore the 
armed soldiers of Moab shall cry 
“ty his life shall be grievous unto 

im. 

5 *My heart shall cry out for 
Moab; *his fugitives shall flee unto 
Zoar, an "heifer of three years old: 
for ‘by the mounting up of Luhith 
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with weeping shall they go it up; 
for in the way of Horonaim they 
shall raise up a cry of °* destruc- 
tion. 

6 For the waters ‘of Nimrim shall 
be * desolate: for the hay is wither- 
ed away, the grass faileth, there is 
no green thing. 

7 Therefore the abundance they 
have gotten, and that which they 
have laid up, shall eon calry away 
to the ‘brook of the willows. 

8 For the cry is gone round about 
the borders of Moab; the howlin 
thereof unto Eglaim, and the howl- 
ing thereof unto Beer-elim. 

9 For the waters of Dimon shall be 
full of blood: for I will bring >more 
upon Dimon, ‘lions upon him that 
escapeth of Moab, and upon the 
remnant of the land. 


CHAPTER XVI. 
1 Moab is exhorted to yield obedience to Christ's 
kingdom. 6 Moab is threatened for her pride. 

9 The prophet bewaileth her. 12 The judg- 

ment of Moab. 

. prey ye the lamb to the ruler 

of the land >from ‘°Sela to the 
wilderness, unto the mount of the 
daughter of Zion. 

2 For it shall be, that, as a wan- 
dering bird ‘cast out of the nest, 
so the daughters of Moab shall be 
at the fords of °Arnon. 

8 *Take counsel, execute judg- 
ment; make thy shadow as the 
night in the midst of the noonday; 
hide the outcasts; bewray not him 
that wandereth. 

4 Let mine outcasts dwell with 
thee, Moab; be thou a covert to 
them from the face of the spoiler: 
for the * extortioner Is at an end, 
the spoiler ceaseth, *the oppressors 
are consumed out of the land. 

5 And in mercy ‘shall the throne 
be *established: and he shall sit 
upon it in truth in the tabernacle 
of David, ° judging, and seeking 
judgment, and hasting righteous- 
ness. 

6 7 We have heard of the ‘pride 
of Moab ; he is very proud: even of 
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his haughtiness, and his pride, and 
his wrath: but his lies shal’ not 
be so. 

7 Therefore shall Moab “howl for 
Moab, every one shall howl: for the 
foundations ‘of Kir-hareseth shall 
ye ?mourn; surely they are stricken. 

8 For «the fields of Heshbon lan- 
ruish, and ‘the vine of Sibmah: the 
lords of the heathen have broken 
down the principal plants thereof, 
they are come even unto Jazer, they 
wandered through the wilderness : 
her branches are *stretched out, 
they. are gone over the sea. 

9 {| Therefore "I will bewail with 
the wecping of Jazer the vine of 
Sibmah: I will water thee with 
my tears, "Q Heshbon, and Elea- 
Ich: for ‘the shouting for thy sum- 
mer fruits and for thy harvest is 
fallen. 

10 And °’gladness is taken away, 
and joy out of the plentiful field ; 
and in the vineyards there shall be 
no singing, neither shall there be 
shouting: the treaders shall tread 
out no wine in their presses; I 
have made their vintage shouting to 
cease. 

11 Wherefore "my bowels shall 
sound like an harp for Moab, and 
mine inward parts for Kir-haresh. 

12 { And it shall come to pass, 
when it is seen that Moab 1s weary 
on “the high place, that he shall 
come to his sanctuary to pray; but 
he shall not prevail. 

13 This 78 the word that the Lorp 
hath spoken concerning Moab since 
that time. 

14 But now the Lorp hath spoken, 
saying, Within three years, ‘as the 
years of an hireling, and the glor 
of Moab shall be contemned, with 
all that great multitude ; and the 
remnant shall be very small and 
° feeble. 


CHAPTER XVII.

8 ©The fortress also shall cease 
from Ephraim, and the kingdom 
from Damascus, and the remnant 
of Syria: they shall be as the glory 
of the children of Israel, saith the 
Lorp of hosts. 

4 And in that’ day it shall come 
to pass, that the glory of Jacob shall 
be made thin, and ‘the fatness of 
his flesh shall wax lean. 

5 °And it shall be as when the 
harvestman gathereth the corn, and 
reapeth the ears with his arm; and 


it shall be as he that gathereth ears 


in the valley of Rephaim. 

6 7 ‘Yet gleaning grapes shall 
be left in it, as the shaking of an 
olive tree, two or three berries in 
the top of the uppermost bough, 
four or five in the outmost fruitful 
branches thereof, saith the Lorp 
God of Israel.

10 Because thou hast forgotten 
"the God of thy salvation, and hast 
not been mindful of the rock of thy 
strength, therefore shalt thou plant 
pleasant plants, and shalt set it with 
Strange slips : 

11 In the day shalt thou make thy

18 The nations shall rush like the 
rushing of many waters: but God 
shall *rebuke them, and they shall 
flee far off, and 'shall be chased as 
the chaff of the mountains before 
the wind, and like ‘a rolling thing 
before the whirlwind.

8 All ye inhabitants of the world, 
and dwellers on the earth, see ye, 
°when he lifteth up an ensign on 
the mountains; and when he blow- 
eth a trumpet, hear ye. 

4 For so the Lorn said unto me, 
I will take my rest, and I will 
consider in my dwelling place like 
a clear heat *upon herbs, and like a 
cloud of dew in the heat of harvest. 

5 For afore the harvest, when the 
bud is perfect, and the sour grape 
is ripening in the flower, he shall 
both cut off the sprigs with pruning 
hooks, and take away and cut down 
the branches. 

6 They shall be left together unto

5 © And the waters shall fail from 
the sea, and the river shall be 
wasted and dried up. 

6 And they shall turn the rivers far 
away; and the brooks *of defence 
shall be emptied and dried up: the 
reeds and flags shall wither. 

7 The paper reeds by the brooks, 


by the mouth of the brooks, and

8 The fishers also shall mourn, and

9 Moreover they that work in ‘fine 
flax, and they that weave ‘net- 
works, shall be confounded. 

10 And they shall be broken in 
the ‘ purposes thereof, all that make 
sluices and ponds ° for fish. 

11 § Surely the princes of * Zoan 
are fools, the counsel of the wise 
counsellors of Pharaoh is become 
brutish: how say ye unto Pharaoh, 
I am the son of the wise, the son 
of ancient kings ? 

12 'Where are they? where are 
thy wise men? and let them tell 
thee now, and let them know what 
the Lorp of hosts hath purposed 
upon Egypt. 

18 The princes of Zoan are be- 
come fools, "the princes of Noph 
are deceived; they have also se- 
duced Egypt, even °’ they that are 
the stay of the tribes thereof. 

14 The Lorp hath mingled °"a 
perverse spirit in the midst thereof: 
and they have caused Egypt to err 
in every work thereof, as a drunken 
man staggereth in his vomit. 

15 Neither shall there be any work 
for Egypt, which °the head or tail, 
branch or rush, may do. 

16 In that day shall Egypt ” be like 
unto women: and it shall be afraid 
and fear because of the shaking 
of the hand of the Lorp of hosts, 
‘which he shaketh over it. 

17 And the land of Judah shall 
be a terror unto Egypt, every ‘one 
that maketh mention thereof shall 
be afraid in himself, because of the 
counsel of the Lorp of hosts, which 
he hath determined against it. 

18 In that day shall five cities 
in the land of Egypt ‘speak °the 
language of Canaan, and swear to 
the Lorp of hosts; one shall be 
called, The city * of destruction. 
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19 In that day ‘shall there be an 
altar to the Lorp in the midst of 
the land of Egypt, and a pillar at 
the border thereof to the Lorp. 

20 And ‘it shall be for a sign and 
for a witness unto the Lorp of 
hosts in the land of Eeypt: for 
they shall cry unto the Lorp be- 
cause of the oppressors, and he 
shall send them a saviour, and a 
great one, and he shall deliver 
them.

23 {1 In that day *shall there be 
a highway out of Egypt to Assyria, 
and the Assyrian shall come into 
Egypt, and the Egyptian into As- 
syria, and the Egyptians shall serve 
with the Assyrians. 

24 In that day shall Israel be the 
third with Egypt and with Assyria, 
even a blessing in the midst of the 
land : 

25 Whom the Lorp of hosts shall 
bless, saying, Blessed be Egypt my 
people, and Assyria ‘the work of 
my hands, and Israel mine inhe- 
ritance.

6 For thus hath the Lord said 
unto me, Go, set a watchman, let 
him declare what he seeth.

4 Therefore said I, Look away 
from me; °*I will weep bitterly, 
labour not to comfort me, because 
of the spoiling of the daughter of 
my people. 

5 °For it is a day of trouble, and 
of treading down, and of perplexity 
‘by the Lord Gop of hosts in the 
valley of vision, breaking down the 
walls, and of crying to the moun- 
tains. 

6°And Elam bare the quiver with 
chariots of men and horsemen, and 
‘Kir ‘uncovered the shield. 

7 And it shall come to pass, that 
‘thy choicest valleys shall be full of 
chariots, and the horsemen shall set 
themselves in array ‘at the gate. 

8 { And he discovered the cover- 
ing of Judah, and thou didst look 
in that day to the armour ‘of the 
house of the forest. 

9 "Ye have seen also the breaches 
of the city of David, that they are 
many: and ye gathered together 
the waters of the lower pool. 

10 And ye have numbered the 
houses of Jerusalem, and the houses 
nok ye broken down to fortify the 
wall. 

11 'Ye made also a ditch between 
the two walls for the water of the 
old pool: but ye have not looked 
unto ‘the maker thereof, neither 
had respect unto him that fashioned 
it long ago.

17 Behold, *the Lorp will ca 
thee away with ‘a mighty capti- 
vity, ‘and will surel:” cover thee. 

18 He will surely violently turn 
and toss thee like a ball into a 
“large country: there shalt thou 
die, and there the chariots of thy 
glory shall be the shame of thy 
ord’s house. 

19 And I will drive thee from thy 
station, and from thy state shall he 
pull thee down. 

20 {| And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that I will call my servant 
‘ cliakim the son of Hilkiah: 

21 And I will clothe him with thy 
robe, and strengthen him with thy 
girdle, and I will commit thy go- 
vernment into his hand: and he 
shall be a father to the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, and to the house of 
Judah. 

22 And the key of the house of 
David will I lay upon his shoulder ; 
s0 he shall *open, and none shall 
shut; and he shall shut, and none 
Shall open. - 

23 And I will fasten him as ‘a 
nail in a sure place; and he shall 
be for a glorious throne to his fa- 
ther’s house. | 

24 And they shall hang upon him 
all the glory of his father’s house, 
the offspring and the issue, all

HE ‘burden of Tyre. Howl, ye 
ships of Tarshish ; for it is laid 
waste, so that there is no house, no 
entering in: from the land of Chit- 

tim it is revealed to them. 

2 Be ’still, ye inhabitants of the 
isle; thou whom the merchants of 
Zidon, that pass over the sea, have 
replenished. 

8 And by grext waters the seed 
of Sihor, the harvest of the river, 
is her revenue; and ‘she is a mart 
of nations. 

4 Be thou ashamed, O Zidon: for 
the sea hath spoken, even the 
strength of the sea, saying, I tra- 
vail not, nor bring forth children, 
neither do I nourish up young men, 
nor bring up virgins. 

5 “As at the report concerning 
Egypt, so shall they . sorely paingd 
at the report of Tyre. 

6 Pass ye over to Tarshish ; howl, 
ye inhabitants of the isle. 

7 Is this your °joyous city, whose 
antiquity 1s of ancient days ? her 
own feet shall carry her ‘afar off 
to sojourn. 

8 Who hath taken this counsel 
against Tyre, ‘the crowning city, 
whose merchants are princes, whose 
traffickers are the honourable of the 
earth ? 

9 The Lorp of hosts hath purposed 
it, °to stain the pride of all glory, 
and to bring into contempt all the 
honourable of the earth. 

10 Pass through thy land as a 
river, O daughter of Tarshish: there 
18 NO more ‘strength. 

11 He stretched out his hand over 
the sea, he shook the kingdoms: 
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the Lorp hath given a command- 
ment ’against *the merchant city, 
to destroy the ‘strong holds there- 
of. 

12 And he said, *Thou shalt no 
more rejoice, O thou oppressed vir- 
gin, daughter of Zidon: arise, " pass 
over to Chittim; there also shalt 
thou have no rest. 

18 Behold the land of the Chal- 
deans ; this people was not, é// the 
Assyrian founded it for ‘them that 
dwell in the wilderness: they set up 
the towers thereof, they raised up 
the palaces thereof; and he brought 
it to ruin. 

14 *Howl, ye ships of Tarshish: 
for your strength is laid waste. 

15 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that Tyre shall be for- 
gotten seventy years, according to 
the days of one king: after the end 
of seventy years ’shall Tyre sing as 
an harlot. 

16 Take an harp, go about the 
city, thou harlot that hast been 
forgotten ; make swect melody, sing 
many songs, that thou mayest be 
remembered. 

17 And it shall come to pass 
after the end of seventy years, that 
the Lorp will visit Tyre, and she 
shall turn to her hire, and 'shall 
commit fornication with all the 
kingdoms of the world upon the 
face of the earth. 

18 And her merchandise and her 
hire ™shall be holiness to the Lorn: 
it shall not be treasured nor laid 
up; for her merchandise shall be 
for them that dwell before the Lorp, 
to eat sufficiently, and for °durable 
clothing. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 

1 The doleful gudgments of God upon the land. 
13 A remnant shall joyfully praise him. 16 
God in his gudgments shall advance his king- 
dom. 

EHOLD, the Lorp maketh 

the earth empty, and maketh 
it waste, and ‘turneth it upside 
down, and scattereth abroad the 
inhabitants thereof.

2 And it shall be, as with the peo- 
ple, so with the **priest; as with 
the servant, so with his master; 
as with the maid, so with her mis- 
tress; "as with the buyer, so with 
the seller; as with the lender, so 
with the borrower; as with the 
taker of usury, so with the giver 
of usury to him. 

8 The land shall be utterly emptied, 
and utterly spoiled: for the Lorp 
hath spoken this word. 

4 The earth mourneth and fadeth 
away, the world languisheth and 
fadeth away, *the haughty people 
of the earth do languish. 

5 °The carth also is defiled under 
the inhabitants thereof; because 
they have transgressed the laws, 
changed the ordinance, broken the 
everlasting covenant. 

6 Therefore hath ‘the curse de- 
voured the earth, and they that 
dwell therein are desolate: there- 
fore the inhabitants of the earth 
are burned, and few men left. 

7 °The new wine mourneth, the 
vine languisheth, all the merry- 
hearted do sigh. 

§ The mirth fof tabrets ceaseth, 
the noise of them that rejoice end- 
eth, the joy of the harp ceaseth. 

§ They shall not drink wine with 
a song; strong drink shall be bitter 
to them that drink it. 

10 The city of confusion is broken 
down: every house is shut up, that 
no man may come in. 

11 There is a crying for wine in 
the streets; all joy is darkened, the 
mirth of the land is gone. 

12 In the city is left desolation, 
and the gate is smitten with de- 
struction. 

18 {| When thus it shall be in the 
midst of the land among the people, 
’ there shall be as the shaking of an 
olive tree, andas the gleaning grapes 
when the vintage is done. 

14 They shall lift up their voice, 
they shall sing for the majesty of 
the Lorp, they shall cry aloud 
from the sea. 

15 Wherefore glorify ye the Lorp 
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in the * fires, even "the name of the 
Lorp God of Israel in the isles of 
the sea. ; 

16 {7 From the *uttermost part of 
the earth have we heard songs, even 
glory to the righteous. But I said, 

My leanness, my leanness, woe 
unto me! ‘the treacherous dealers 
have dealt treacherously ; yea, the 
treacherous dealers have dealt very 
treacherously. 

17 *Fear, and the pit, and the 
snare, are upon thee, O inhabitant 
of the earth. 

18 And it shall come to pass, that 
he who fleeth from the noise of the 
fear shall fall into the pit; and he 
that cometh up out of the midst of 
the pit shall be taken in the snare: 
for 'the windows from on high are 
open, and “the foundations of the 
earth do shake. 

19 "The earth is utterly broken 
down, the earth is clean dissolved, 
the earth is moved exceedingly. 

20 The earth shall °reel to and 
fro like a drunkard, and shall be 
removed like a cottage; and the 
transgression thereof shall be heavy 
upon it; and it shall fall, and not 
rise again.

19 From the time that it goeth 
forth it shall take you: for morning 
by morning shall it pass over, by 
day and by night: and it shall be 
a vexation only *¢o0 understand the 
report. 

20 For the bed is shorter than 
that a man can stretch himself on 
it: and the covering narrower than 
that he can wrap himself in if. 

21 For the Lorn shall rise up as 
in mount "Perazim, he shall be 
wroth as in the valley of ° Gibeon, 
that he may do his work, "his 
strange work; and bring to pass 
his act, his strange act. 

22 Now therefore be ye not mock- 
ers, lest your bands be made strong: 
for I have heard from the Lord Gon 
of hosts ‘a consumption, even de- 
termined upon the whole earth. 

23 {| Give ye ear, and hear my voice ;

25 When he hath made plain the 
face thercof, doth he not cast abroad 
the fitches, and scatter the cummin, 
and cast in ‘the principal wheat 
and the appointed barley and the 
rie in their * place ?

removed their heart far from me, 
and their fear toward me is taught 
by ‘the precept of men: 

14 "Thercfore, behold, °I will pro- 
ceed to do a marvellous work amon 
this people, even a marvellous work 
and a wonder: *for the wisdom of 
their wise men shall perish, and the 
understanding of their prudent men 
shall be hid. 

15 ’Woe unto them that seek deep 
to hide their counsel from the Lorp, 
and their works are in the dark, 
and "they say, Who seeth us? and 
who knoweth us ? 

16 Surely your turning of things 
upside down shall be esteemed as 
the potter’s clay: for shall the *work 
say of him that made it, He made 
me not? or shall the thing framed 
say of him that framed it, He had 
no understanding ? 

17 Js it not yet a very little while, 
and > Lebanon shall be turned into 
a fruitful field, and the fruitful field 
shall be esteemed as a forest ? 

18 {| And ‘in that day shall the 
deaf hear the words of the book, 
and the eyes of the blind shall see 
out of obscurity, and out of dark- 
ness. 


ISAIAH, XXX. 


19 “The meek also *shall increase 
their joy in the Lorp, and ‘the 
poor among men shall rejoice in 
the Holy One of Israel. 

20 For the terrible one is brought 
to nought, and ‘the scorner is con- 
sumed, and all that * watch for ini- 
quity are cut off: " 

21 That make a man an offender 
for a word, and "lay a snare for 
him that reproveth in the gate, and 
turn aside the just ‘for a thing of 
nought. 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lorp, 
kwho redeemed Abraham, concern- 
ing the house of Jacob, Jacob shall 
not now be ashamed, neither shall 
his face now wax pale.

OE to the rebellious children, 

saith the Lorn, “that take 
counsel, but not of me; and that 
cover with a covering, but not of 
my spirit, >that they may add sin 
to sin: 

2 °That walk to go down into 
Egypt, and “have not asked at my 
mouth; to strengthen themselves in 
the strength of Pharaoh, and to trust 
in the shadow of Egypt! 

8 °Therefore shall the strength of 
Pharaoh be your shame, and the 
trust in the shadow of Egypt your 
confusion. 

4 For his princes were at ‘Zoan, 
and his ambassadors came to Hanes. 

5 ®*They were all ashamed of a 
people that could not profit them,

nor be an help nor profit, but a 
shame, and also a reproach. 

6 "The burden of the beasts of 
the south : into the land of trouble 
and anguish, from whence come the 
young and old lion, ‘the viper and 
fiery flying serpent, they will carry 
their riches upon the shoulders of 
young asses, and their treasures 
upon the bunches of camels, to a 
people that shall not profit them. 

7 *For the Egyptians shall help in 
vain, and to no purpose: therefore 
have I cried * concerning this, ' Their 


strength 7s to sit still. 
8 | Now go, "write it before them 


in a table, and note it in a book, 
that it may be for “the time to come 
for ever and ever: 

9 That "this 7s a rebellious people, 
lying children, children that will not 
hear the law of the Lorp: 

10 ° Which say to the seers, See 
not; and to the prophets, nee! 
not unto us right things, ’ speak 
unto us smooth things, prophesy 
deceits : 

11 Get you out of the way, turn 
aside out of the path, cause the 
Holy One of Israel to cease from 
before us. 

12 Wherefore thus saith the Holy 
One of Israel, Because ye despise 
this word, and trust in * oppression 
and perverseness, and stay thereon : 

18 Therefore this shag ie 4 shall be 
to you ‘as a breach rea y to fall, 
swelling out in a high wall, whose 
breaking ‘cometh suddenly at an 
instant. 

14 And ‘he shall break it as the 


breaking of °the potters’ vessel that 


is broken in pieces; he shall not 
spare: so that there shall not be 
found in the bursting of it a sherd 
to take fire from the hearth, or to 
take water withal out of the pit. 

15 For thus saith the Lord Gon, 
the Holy One of Israel ; ‘In return- 
ing and rest shall ye be saved; in 
quietness and in confidence shall be 
your strength; "and ye would not. 

16 But ye said, No; for we will 
flee upon horses; therefore shall ye 
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flee: and, We will ride upon the 
swift; therefore shall they that pur- 
sue you be swift. 

17 *One thousand shall flee at the 
rebuke of one; at the rebuke of five 
shall ye flee: till ye be left as *a 
beacon upon the top of a mountain, 
and as an ensign on an hill. 

18 § And therefore will the Lorn 
wait, that he may be gracious unto 
you, and therefore will he be ex- 
alted, that he may have mercy upon 
you: for the Lorp is a God of judg- 
ment: ‘blessed are all they that 
wait for him. 

19 For the people ‘shall dwell in 
Zion at Jerusalem; thou shalt weep 
no more: he will be very gracious 
unto thee at the voice of thy cry; 
when he shall hear it, he will an- 
swer thee. | 

20 And though the Lord give you 
‘the bread of adversity, and the 
water of ‘affliction, yet shall not 
*thy teachers be removed into a 
corner any more, but thine eyes 
shall see thy teachers : 

21 And thine ears shall hear a 
word behind thee, saying, This is 
the way, walk ye in it, when ye 
‘turn to the right hand, and when 
ye turn to the left. 7 

22 “Ye shall defile also the cover- 
ing of ‘thy graven images of silver, 
and the ornament of thy molten 
images of gold: thou shalt ° cast 
them away as a menstruous cloth ; 
*thou shalt say unto it, Get thee 
hence. 

23 ‘Then shall he give the rain of 
thy seed, that thou shalt sow the 
ground withal; and bread of the 
increase of the earth, and it shall 
be fat and plenteous: in that day 
shall thy cattle feed in large pas- 
tures. 

24 The oxen likewise and the 
young asses that ear the ground 
shall eat *’clean provender, which 
hath heen winnowed with the shovel 
and with the fan. 

25 And there shall be *upon every 
high mountain, and upon every 
‘high hill, rivers and streams of

shall the Lorp of hosts come down 
to fight for mount Zion, and for the 
hill thereof. 

5 "As birds flying, so will the Lorp 
of hosts defend Jerusalem; ‘de- 
fending also he will deliver it; and 
passing over he will preserve 77.

8 And ‘the cyes of them that see 
shall not be dim, and the ears of 
them that hear shall hearken. 

4 The heart also of the ‘rash 
shall understand knowledge, and 
the tongue of the stammerers shall 
be ready to speak ‘ plainly.

9 7 Rise up, ye women ‘that are 
at ease; hear my voice, ye care- 
less daughters; give ear unto my 
speech. 

10 7Many days and years shall ye 
be troubled, ye careless women : for 
the vintage shall fail, the gathering 
shall not come. 

11 Tremble, ye women that are at 
ease ; be troubled, ye careless ones : 
strip you, and make you bare, and 
gird sackcloth upon your loins. 

12 They shall lament for the teats, 
for the pleasant fields, for the fruit- 
ful vine. ) 

18 °Upon the land of my people 
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shall come up thorns and briers; 
?vea, upon all the houses of joy in 
‘the joyous city: 

14 * Because the palaces shall be 
forsaken; the multitude of the city 
shall be left; the *forts and towers 
shall be for dens for ever, a joy of 
wild asses, a pasture of flocks ; 

15 Until "the spirit be poured upon 
us from on high, and ‘the wilderness 
be a fruitful field, and the fruitful 
field be counted for a forest. 

16 Then judgment shall dwell in 
the wilderness, and righteousness 
remain in the fruitful field. 

17 *And the work of righteousness 
shall be peace; and the effect of 
righteousness quietness and assur- 
ance for ever.

12 And the people shall be as the 
burnings of lime: ‘as thorns cut up 
shall they be burned in the fire. 

18 {| Hear, ™ye that are far off, 
what I have done; and, ye that are 
near, acknowledge my might. 

14 The sinners in Zion are afraid ; 
fearfulness hath surprised the hy- 
pocrites. Who among us shall 
dwell with the devouring fire ? who 
among us shall dwell with everlast- 
ing burnings ? 

15 He that "walketh ‘righteously, 
and speaketh ‘uprightly; he that 
despiseth the gain of ’ oppressions, 
that shaketh his hands from hold- 
ing of bribes, that stoppeth his ears 
from hearing of * blood, and °shut- 
teth his eyes from seeing evil;

19 1Thou shalt not see a fierce 
people, a people of a deeper speech 
than thou canst perceive; of a 
7 stammering tongue, that thou canst 
not understand. 

20 ‘Look upon Zion, the city of 
our solemnities: thine eyes shall 
see ‘Jerusalem a quiet habitation, a 
tabernacle that shall not be taken 
down; "not one of *the stakes there- 
of shall ever be removed, neither 
shall any of the cords thereof be 
broken. 

21 But there the glorious Lorp 
will be unto us a place ‘ of broad 
rivers and streams; wherein shall 
go no galley with oars, neither shall 
gallant ship pass thereby. 

22 For the Lorp is our judge, the 
Lorp is our ¥* lawgiver, *the Lorp 
18 our king; he will save us. 

23 ° Thy tacklings are loosed ; they 
could not well strengthen their mast, 
they could not spread the sail: then 
is the prey of a great spoil divided ; 
the lame take the prey. 

24 And the inhabitant shall not 
say, I am sick: *the people that 
dwell therein shall be forgiven their 
iniquity. 


CHAPTER XXXIV. 

1 The judgments wherewith God revengeth his 
church. 11 The desolation of her enemies. 
16 The certainty of the prophecy. 

*< NOME near, ye nations, to hear; 

and hearken, ye people : let 
the earth hear, and ‘all that is 
therein; the world, and all things 
that come forth of it. 

2 For the indignation of the Lorp 
is upon all nations, and his fury 
upon all their armies: he hath ut- 
terly destroyed them, he hath deli- 
vered them to the slaughter. 

8 Their slain also shall be cast out, 
and ‘their stink shall come up out 
of their carcases, and the mountains 
shall be melted with their blood. 

4 And ‘all the host of heaven shall 
be dissolved, and the heavens shall 
be °rolled together as a scroll: ‘and 
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all their host shall fall down, as the 
leaf falleth off from the vine, and as 
a *falling jig from the fig tree. 

5 For my sword shall be bathed 
in heaven: behold, it ‘shall come 
down upon Idumea, and upon the 
people of my curse, to judgment. 

6 The sword of the Lorp is filled 
with blood, it is made fat with fat- 
ness, and with the blood of lambs 
and goats, with the fat of the kid- 
neys of rams: for ‘the Lorp hath 
a sacrifice in Bozrah, and a great 
slaughter in the land of Idumea. 

7 And the *unicorns shall come 
down with them, and the bullocks 
with the bulls; and their land shall 
be *soaked with blood, and their 
dust made fat with fatness. 

8 For it 18 the day of the Lorp’s 
‘vengeance, and the year of re- 
compences for the controversy of 
Zion. 

9 ™And the streams thereof shall 
be turned into pitch, and the dust 
thereof into brimstone, and the land 
thereof shall become burning pitch. 

10 It shall not be quenched night 
nor day ; "the smoke thereof shall 
go up for ever: °from generation to 
generation it shall lie waste; none 
shall pass through it for ever and 
ever. 

11 1 ? But the ‘cormorant and the 
bittern shall possess it; the owl also 
and the raven shall dwell in it: and 
che shall stretch out upon it the 
line of confusion, and the stones of 
emptiness. 

12 They shall call the nobles there- 
of to the kingdom, but none shall 
be there, and all her princes shall 
be nothing. 

18 And ‘thorns shall come up in 
her palaces, nettles and brambles in 
the fortresses thereof: and °it shall 
be an habitation of dragons, and a 
court for *owls. ) 

14 ‘The wild beasts of the desert 
shall also meet with *the wild beasts 
of the island, and the satyr shall 
cry to his fellow; the *screech owl 
also shall rest there, and find for 
herself a place of rest. 
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15 There shall the great owl make 
her nest, and lay, and hatch, and 
gather under her shadow: there 
shall the vultures also be gathered, 
every one with her mate. 

16 § Seek ye out of ‘the book of 
the Lorp, and read: no one of 
these shall fail, none shall want her 
mate: for my mouth it hath com- 
manded, and his spirit it hath ga- 
thered them. 

17 And he hath cast the lot for 
them, and his hand hath divided it 
unto them by line: they shall pos- 
sess it for ever, from generation to 
generation shall they dwell therein. 


CHAPTER XXXV. 
1 The joyful flourishing of Christ's kingdom. 

3 The weak are encouraged by the virtues 

and privileges of the gospel. 

i hen *wilderness and the solitary 

place shall be glad for them; 
and the desert shall rejoice, and 
blossom as the rose. 

2 >It shall blossom abundantly, 
and rejoice even with joy and sing- 
ing: the glory of Lebanon shall be 
given unto it, the excellency of 
Carmel and Sharon, they shall see 
the glory of the Lorp, and the ex- 
cellency of our God. 

8 {1 “Strengthen ye the weak hands, 
and confirm the feeble knees. 

4 Say to them that are of a *fearful 
heart, Be strong, fear not: behold, 
your God will come with vengeance, 
even God with a recompence; he 
will come and save you. 

5 Then the ‘eyes of the blind shall 
be opened, and °the ears of the deaf 
shall be unstopped. 

6 Then shall the ‘lame man leap 
as an hart, and the “tongue of the 
dumb sing: for in the wilderness 
shall "waters break out, and streams 
in the desert. 

7 And the parched ground shall 
become a pool, and the thirsty land 
springs of water: in ‘the habitation 
of dragons, where each lay, shall be 
*grass with reeds and rushes. 

8 And an highway shall be there, 
and a way, and it shall be 
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The way of holiness; ‘the unclean 
shall not pass over it; “but it shall 
be for those: the wayfaring men, 
though fools, shall not err therein. 

9 'No lion shall be there, nor any 
ravenous beast shall go up thereon, 
it shall not be found there; but the 
redeemed shall walk there: 

10 And the ™ransomed of the Lorp 
shall return, and come to Zion with 
songs and everlasting joy upon their 
heads: they shall obtain joy and 
gladness, and "sorrow and sighing 
shall flee away. 


CHAPTER XXXVI. 


Sennacherih invadeth Judah. 4 Rabshakeh, 
sent by Sennacherrb, by blasphemous persua- 
sions soliciteth the people to revolt. 22 His 
words are told to Hezekiah. 


OW “it came to pass in the 

fourteenth year of king He- 
zekiah, that Sennacherib king of 
Assyria came up against all the 
defenced cities of Judah, and took 
them. 

2 And the king of Assyria sent 
Rabshakeh from Lachish to Jeru- 
salem unto king Hezekiah with a 
great army. And he stood by the 
conduit of the upper pool in the 
highway of the fuller’s field. 

8 Then came forth unto him Elia- 
kim, Hilkiah’s son, which was over 
the house, and Shebna the * scribe, 
and Joah, Asaph’s son, the recorder. 

4 § >And Rabshakeh said unto 
them, Say ye now to Hezekiah, 
Thus saith the great king, the king 
of Assyria, What confidence is this 
wherein thou trustest ? 

5 I say, sayest thou, (but they are 
but ‘vain words) °I have counsel 
and strength for war: now on whom 
dost thou trust, that thou rebellest 
against me ? 

6 Lo, thou trustest in the °staff of 
this broken reed, on Egypt; where- 
on if a man lean, it will go into his 
hand, and pierce it: so 1s Pharaoh 
xing of Egypt to all that trust in

_7 But if thou say to me, We trust 
in the Lorn our God: is ié not he, 
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XXXVI. Rabshakeh’s blasphemous speech. 


whose high places and whose altars 
Hezekiah hath taken away, and said 
to Judah and to Jerusalem, Ye shall 
worship before this altar ? 

8 Now therefore give * pledges, I 
pray thee, to my master the king 
of Assyria, and I will give thee two 
thousand horses, if thou be able on 
thy part to set riders upon them. 

9 How then wilt thou turn away 
the face of one captain of the least 
of my master’s servants, and put 
thy trust on Egypt for chariots and 
for horsemen ? 

10 And am I now come up without 
the Lorp against this land to de- 
stroy it? the Lorp said unto me, 
Go up against this land, and de- 
stroy it. 

11 { Then said Eliakim and Shebna 
and Joah unto Rabshakeh, Speak, 
I pray thee, unto thy servants in 
the Syrian language ; for we under- 
stand i#: and speak not to us in the 
Jews’ language, in the ears of the 
people that are on the wall. 

12 {/ But Rabshakeh said, Hath 
my master sent me to thy master 
and to thee to speak these words ? 
hath he not sent me to the men that 
sit upon the wall, that they may 
eat their own dung, and drink their 
own piss with you ? 

13 Then Rabshakeh stood, and 
cried with a loud voice in the Jews’ 
language, and said, Hear ye the 
words of the great king, the king 
of Assyria. 

14 Thus saith the king, Let not 
Hezekiah deceive you: for he shall 
not be able to deliver you. 

15 Neither let Hezekiah make you 
trust in the Lorp, saying, The 
Lorp will surely deliver us: this 
city shall not be delivered into the 
hand of the king of Assyria. 

16 Hearken not to Hezekiah: for 
thus ‘saith the king of Assyria, 
34Make an agreement with me 
a present, and come out to me: 
4and eat ye eve 
and every one of his fig tree, and

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17 Until I come and take you 
away to a land like your own land, 
land of corn and wine, a land of 
bread and vineyards. 

18 Beware lest Hezekiah persuade 
you, saying, The Lorp will deliver 
us. Hath any of the gods of the 
nations delivered his land out of the 
hand of the king of Assyria ? 

19 Where are the gods of Hamath 
and Arphad ? where are the gods of 
Sepharvaim ? and have they deliver- 
ed Samaria out of my hand ? 

20 Who are they among all the 
rods of these lands, that have de- 
livered their land out of my hand, 
that the Lorp should deliver Jeru- 
salem out of my hand ? 

21 But they held their peace, and 
answered him not a word: for the 
king’s commandment was, saying, 
Answer him not. 

22 7 Then came Eliakim, the son 
of Hilkiah, that was over the house- 
hold, and Shebna the scribe, and 
Joah, the son of Asaph, the record- 
er, to Hezekiah with their clothes 
rent, and told him the words of 
Rabshakeh. 


CHAPTER XXXVIL. 

1 Heeekiah mourning sendeth to Isaiah to pray 
Jor them. 6 Isaiah comforteth them. 8 Senna- 
cherib, going to encounter Tirhakah, sendeth 
a blasphemous letter to Hexkiah. 14 Heze- 
kiah’s prayer. 21 Isaiah’s prophecy of the 
pride and destruction of Sennacherth, and the 
good of Zion. 36 An angel slayeth the Assy- 
rians. 37 Sennacherib is slain at Nineveh by 
his own sons. 


AS “it came to pass, when king 
Hezekiah heard if, that he 
rent his clothes, and covered him- 
self with sackcloth, and went into 
the house of the Lorn. 

2 And he sent Eliakim, who was 
over the household, and Shebna the 
scribe, and the elders of the priests 
covered with sackcloth, unto Isaiah 
the ee the son of Amoz. 

8 And they said unto him, Thus 
saith Hezekiah, This day is a day 
of trouble, and of rebuke, and of 
*blasphemy: for the children are 


XXXVIT. 


come to the birth, and there is not 
strength to bring forth. 

4 It may be the Lorp thy God 
will hear the words of Rabshakeh, 
whom the king of Assyria his mas- 
ter hath sent to reproach the living 
God, and will reprove the words 
which the Lorp thy God hath 
heard : wherefore lift up thy prayer 
for the remnant that is * left. 

5 So the servants of king Hezekiah 
came to Isaiah. 

6 {7 And Isaiah said unto them, 
Thus shall ye say unto your master, 
Thus saith the Lorn, Be not afraid 
of the words that thou hast heard, 
wherewith the servants of the king 
of Assyria have blasphemed me. 

7 Behold, I will *send a blast upon 
him, and he shall hear a rumour, 
and return to his own land; and I 
will cause him to fall by the sword 
in his own land. 

8 {| So Rabshakeh returned, and 
found the king of Assyria warrin 
against Libnah: for he had hear 
that he was departed from Lachish. 

9 And he heard say concerning 
Tirhakah king of Ethiopia, He is 
come forth to make war with thee. 
And when he heard it, he sent mes- 
sengers to Hezekiah, saying, 

10 Thus shall ye speak to Heze- 
kiah king of Judah, saying, Let 
not thy God, in whom thou trust- 
est, deceive thee, saying, Jerusalem 
shall not be given into the hand of 
the king of Assyria. 

11 Behold, thou hast heard what 
the kings of Assyria have done to 
all lands by destroying them utter- 
ly; and shalt thou be delivered ? 

12 Have the gods of the nations 
delivered them which my fathers 
have destroyed, as Gozan, and Ha- 
ran, and Rezeph, and the children 
of Eden which were in Telassar ? 

18 Where is the king of » Hamath, 
and the king of Arphad, and the 
king of the city of Sepharvaim, 
Hena, and Ivah ? 

14 1 And Hezekiah received the 
letter from the hand of the mes- 
sengers, and read it: and Hezekiah 
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Lorp, and spread it before the 
Lorp. 

15 And Hezekiah prayed unto the 
Lorp, saying, 

16 O Lorp of hosts, God of Is- 
rael, that dwellest between the che- 
rubims, thou grt the God, even thou 
alone, of all the kingdoms of the 
earth: thou hast made heaven and 
earth. 

17 ‘Incline thine ear, O Lorp, and 
hear; open thine eyes, O Lorn, 
and sce: and hear all the words 
of Sennacherib, which hath sent to 
reproach the living God. 

18 Of a truth, Lorp, the kings of 
Assyria have laid waste all the ’na- 
tions, and their countries, 

19 And have *cast their gods into 
the fire: for they were no gods, but 
the work of men’s hands, wood and 
stone: therefore they have destroy- 
ed them. 

20 Now therefore, O Lorp our 
God, save us from his hand, that 
all the kingdoms of the earth may 
know that thou art the Lorp, even 
thou only. 

21 {7 Then Isaiah the son of Amoz 
sent unto Hezekiah, saying, Thus 
saith the Lorp God of Israel, 
Whereas thou hast prayed to me 
against Sennacherib king of <As- 
syria : 

22 This is the word which the 
Lorp hath spoken concerning him ; 
The virgin, the daughter of Zion, 
hath despised thee, and laughed 
thee to scorn; the daughter of Je- 
rusalem hath shaken her head at 
thee. 

28 Whom hast thou reproached 
and blasphemed ? and against whom 
hast thou exalted thy voice, and 
lifted up thine eyes on high? even 
against the Holy One of Israel. 

24 * By thy servants hast thou re- 

roached the Lord, and hast said, 

y the multitude of my chariots am 
I come up to the height of the moun- 
tains, to the sides of Lebanon; and 
I will cut down ‘the tall cedars 
thereof, and the choice fir trees 
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|went up unto the house of the 


thereof: and I will enter into the 
height of his border, and ’ the forest 
of his Carmel. 

25 I have digged, and drunk water; 
and with the sole of my feet have 1 
dried up all the rivers of the *be- 
sieged places. 

26 ‘Hast thou not heard long ago, 
how I have done it; and of ancient 
times, that I have formed it? now 
have I brought it to pass, that thou 
shouldest be to lay waste defenced 
cities into ruinous heaps. 

27 Therefore their inhabitants were 
“of small power, they were dismay- 
ed and confounded: they were as 
the grass of the field, and as the 
ereen herb, as the grass on the 
housetops, and as corn blasted be- 
fore it be grown up. 

28 But I know thy ‘abode, and thy 
going out, and thy coming in, and 
thy rage against me. 

29 Because thy rage against me, 
and thy tumult, is come up into 
mine ears, therefore ‘will I put my 
hook in thy nose, and my bridle in 
thy lips, and I will turn thee back 
by the way by which thou camest. 

30 And this shall be a sign unto 
thee, Ye shall eat this year such as 
croweth of itself; and the second 
year that which springeth of the 
same: and in the third year sow 
ye, and reap, and plant vineyards, 
and eat the fruit thereof. 

31 And ‘the remnant that is es- 
caped of the house of Judah shall 
again take root downward, and bear 
fruit upward : 

32 For out of Jerusalem shall go 
forth a remnant, and *they that es- 
cape out of mount Zion: the ° zeal 
of the Lorp of hosts shall do this. 

33 Therefore thus saith the Lorp 
concerning the king of Assyria, He 
shall not come into this city, nor 
shoot an arrow there, nor come 
before it with ’shields, nor cast a 
bank against it. 

84 By the way that he came, by 
the same shall he return, and shall 
not. come into this city, saith the 
LoRD. 
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85 For I will ‘defend this cit 
save it for mine own sake, an 
my servant David’s sake. 

86 Then the “angel of the Lorp 
went forth, and smote in the camp 
of the Assyrians a hundred and 
fourscore and five thousand: and 
when they arose early in the morn- 
ing, behold, they were all dead 
corpses. 

37 7 So Sennacherib king of As- 
syria departed, and went and re- 
turned, and dwelt at Nineveh. 

38 And it came to pass, as he was 
worshipping in the house of Nis- 
roch his god, that Adrammelech 
and Sharezer his sons smote him 
with the sword; and they escaped 
into the land of *Armenia: and 
Ksar-haddon his son reigned in his 
stead. 


CHAPTER XXXVIII. 

1] Hezekiah, having received a message of death, 
by prayer hath his life lengthened. 8 The sun 
gocth ten degrees backward, for a sign of that 
promise, 9 His song of thanksgiving. 


N *those days was Hezekiah sick 
unto death. And Isaiah the 


4 prophet the son of Amoz came un- 


to him, and said unto him, Thus 
saith the Lorn, °*Set thine house 


}in order: for thou shalt die, and 


not live. 

2 Then Hezekiah turned his face 
toward the wall, and prayed unto 
the Lorn, 

8 And said, *Remember now, O 
Lorp, I beseech thee, how I have 
walked before thee in truth and 
with a perfect heart, and have done 
that which is good in thy sight. And 
Hezekiah wept ‘ sore. 

4 {| Then came the word of the 
Lorp to Isaiah, saying, 

5 Go, and say to Hezekiah, Thus 
saith the Lorn, the God of David 
thy father, I have heard thy prayer, 
I have seen thy tears: behold, I will 
add unto thy days fifteen years. 

6 And I will deliver thee and this 
city out of the hand of the king of 
Assyria: and ‘I will defend this 
city. 
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7 And this shall be °a sign unto 
thee from the Lorp, that the Lorp 
will do this thing that he hath 
spoken ; 

8 Behold, I will bring again the 
shadow of the degrees, which is 
gone down in the ’gun dial of Ahaz, 
ten degrees backward, So the sun 
returned ten degrees, by which de- 
grees it was gone down. 

‘9 7 The writing of Hezekiah king 
of Judah, when he had been sick, 
and was recovered of his sickness : 

10 I said in the cutting off of my 
days, I shall go to the gates of the 
crave: I am deprived of the residue 
of my years. 

11 I said, I shall not see the Lorn, 
even the Lorn, ‘in the land of the 
living: I shall behold man no more 
with the inhabitants of the world. 

12 *Mine age is departed, and is 
removed from me as a shepherd’s 
tent: I have cut off like a weaver 
my life: he will cut me off * with 
pining sickness: from day even to 
night wilt thou make an end of 
me. 

13 I reckoned till morning, that, 
as a lion, so will he break all my 
bones: from day even to night wilt 
thou make an end of me. 

14 Like a crane or a swallow, so 
did I chatter: *I did mourn as a 
dove: mine eyes fail with looking 
upward: O Lorn, I am oppressed ; 
‘undertake for me. 

15 What shall I say? he hath both 
spoken unto me, and himself hath 
done it: I shall go softly all my 
years ‘in the bitterness of my soul. 

16 Q Lord, by these things men 
live, and in all these things is the 
life of my spirit: so wilt thou re- 
cover me, and make me to live. 

17 Behold, *for peace I had great 
bitterness: but ‘thou hast in love 
to my soul delivered it from the pit 
of corruption: for thou hast cast all 
my sins behind thy back. 

18 For *the grave cannot praise 
thee, death can not celebrate thee: 
they that go down into the pit can- 
not hope for thy truth. 
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praise thee, as I do this day: 'the 
father to the children shall make 
known thy truth. 

20 The Lorp was ready to save 
me: therefore we will sing my 
songs to the stringed instruments 
all the days of our life in the house 
of the Lorn. 

21 For ™Isaiah had said, Let them 
take a lump of figs, and lay 7 for 
a plaister upon the boil, and he 
shall recover. 

22 » Hezekiah also had said, What 
is the sign that I shall go up to the 
house of the Lorp ? 


CHAPTER XXXIX. 


1 Merodach-baladan, sending to visit Hexkiah 
because of the wonder, hath notice of his 
treasures. 3 Isaiah, understanding thereof, 
Joretelleth the Balyylonian captivity. 


N *that time Merodach-baladan, 


Babylon, sent letters and a_ pre- 
sent to Hezekiah: for he had heard 
that he had been sick, and was re- 
covered. 

2 And Hezekiah was glad of 
them, and shewed them the house 
of his *precious things, the silver, 
and the gold, and the spices, and 
the precious ointment, and all the 
house of his *‘armour, and all that 
was found in his treasures: there 
was nothing in his house, nor in all 
his dominion, that Hezekiah shewed 
them not. 

8 {| Then came Isaiah the prophet 
unto king Hezekiah, and said unto 
him, What said these men? and 
from whence came they unto thee ? 
And Hezekiah said, They are come 
from a far country unto me, even 
from Babylon. 

4 Then said he, What have they 
seen in thine house? And Heze- 
kiah answered, All that is in mine 
house have they seen: there is no- 
thing among my treasures that I 
have not shewed them. 

5 Then said Isaiah to Hezekiah, 
Hear the word of the Lorp of hosts: 

6 Behold, the days come, °that all 
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that is in thine house, and that 
which thy fathers have laid up in 
store until this day, shall be carried 


to Babylon: nothing shall be left, 


saith the Lorp. 

7 And of thy sons that shall issue 
from thee, which thou shalt beget, 
shall they take away; and *they 
shall be ecunuchs in the palace of 
the king of Babylon. 

8 Then said Hezekiah to Isaiah, 
“Good is the word of the Lorp 
which thou hast spoken. He said 
moreover, For there shall be peace 
and truth in my days. 


CHAPTER XI. 


1 The promulgation of the gospel. 3 The preach- 
ing of John Baptist. 9 The preaching of the 
apostles, 12 The prophet by the omnipotency 
of God, 18 and his incomparableness, 26 com- 
Jorteth the people. 

OMFORT ye, comfort ye my 
people, saith your God. 

2 Speak ye *comfortably to Jeru- 
salem, and cry unto her, that her

4 Every valley shall be exalted, 
and every mountain and hill shall 
be made low: ‘and the crooked 
shall be made “straight, and the 
rough places * plain: 

5 And the glory of the Lorp shall 
be revealed, and all flesh shall see 
it together: for the mouth of the 
Lorp hath spoken 7. 

6 The voice said, Cry. And he 
said, What shall I cry ? ‘All flesh 2s 
grass, and all the goodliness thereof 
18 as the flower of the field: 

7 The grass withereth, the flower 
fadeth: because *the spirit of the 
Lorp bloweth upon it: surely the 
people 7s grass. 

8 ihe rass withereth, the flower 
fadeth: but "the word of our God 
shall stand for ever. 
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The preaching of the apostles. 
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2 Job 21, 22. 
& 36. 22, 23. 
Rom. 11. 34. 
1 Cor. 2. 16.

10 Behold, the Lord Gon will come 
‘with strong jand, and ‘his arm 
shall rule for him: behold, *his 
reward 7s with him, and °his work 
before him. 

11 He shall 'feed his flock like a 
shepherd : he shall gather the lambs 
with his arm, and carry them in his 
bosom, and shall gently lead those 
“that are with young. 

12 { ™Who hath measured the wa- 
ters in the hollow of his hand, and 
meted out heaven with the span, 
and comprehended the dust of the 
earth in 7a measure, and weighed 
the mountains in scales, and the 
hills in a balance ? 

13 "Who hath directed the Spirit 
of the Lorp, or being *his counsel- 
lor hath taught him ? 

14 With whom took he counsel, 
and who ‘instructed him, and taught 
him in the path of judgment, and 
taught him knowledge, and shew- 
ed to him the way of ? understand- 
ing ? 

15 Behold, the nations are as a 
drop of a bucket, and are counted 
as the small dust of the balance : 
behold, he taketh up the isles as a 
very little thing. 

16 And Lebanon is not sufficient 
to burn, nor the beasts thereof suf- 
ficient for a burnt offering. 

17 All nations before him are as 
*nothing; and ?’they are counted 
to him less than nothing, and va- 
nity. 

18 { To whom then will ye ‘liken 
God ? or what likeness will ye com- 
pare unto him ? 

19 "The workman melteth a graven 
image, and the goldsmith spreadeth 
it over with gold, and casteth silver 
chains. 

20 He that *is so impoverished that 
he hath no oblation chooseth a tree 


es 
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that will not rot; he seeketh ufto 
him a cunning workman ‘to pre- 
ea a graven image, that shall not 

e moved. 

21 ‘Have ye not known? have ye 
not heard? hath it not been told 
you from the beginning? have ye 
not understood from the founda- 
tions of the earth ? 

22 *It is he that sitteth upon the 
circle of the earth, and the inha- 
bitants thereof are as grasshoppers ; 
that "“stretcheth out the heavens as 
a curtain, and spreadeth them out 
as a tent to dwell in: 

23 That bringeth the * princes to 
nothing; he maketh the judges of 
the carth as vanity. 

24 Yea, they shall not be planted ; 
yea, they shall not be sown: yea, 
their stock shall not take root in 
the carth: and he shall also blow 
upon them, and they shall wither, 
and the whirlwind shall take them 
away as stubble. 

25 °To whom then will ye liken 
me, or shall I be equal? saith the 
Holy One. 

26 Lift up your eyes on_ high, 
and behold who hath created these 
things, that bringeth out their host 
by number: *he calleth them all by 
names by the greatness of his might, 
for that he is strong in power ; not 
one faileth. 

27 Why sayest thou, O Jacob, and 
speakest, O Israel, My way is hid 
from the Lorp, and my judgment 
Is passed over from my God ? 

28 ‘| Hast thou not known? hast 
thou not heard, that the everlasting 
God, the Lorp, the Creator of the 
ends of the earth, fainteth not, nei- 
ther is weary ? *there is no search- 
ing of his understanding. 

29 He giveth power to the faint; 
and to them that have no might he 
increaseth strength. 

80 Even the youths shall faint and 
be weary, and the young men shall 
utterly fall: 

81 But they that wait upon the 
Lorp ° shall *renew their strength ; 
they shall mount up with wings as 
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CHAPTER XLI. 


1 God expostulateth with his people, about his 
mereics to the church, 10 about his promises, 
21 and about the vanity of cdols. 


. EEP silence before me, O 

islands; and let the people 
renew their strength: let them 
come near; then let them speak: 
let us come near together to judg- 
ment. 

2 Who raised up *the righteous 
man *from the cast, called him to 
his foot, ‘gave the nations before 
him, and made /im rule over kings ? 
he gave them as the dust to his 
sword, and as driven stubble to 
his bow. 

8 He pursued them, and passed 
* safely ; even by the way that he 
had not gone with his feet. 

4 ‘Who hath wrought and done 
it, calling the generations from the 
beginning ? I the Lorp, the ° first, 
and with the last; I am he. 

5 The isles saw it, and feared ; the 
ends of the earth were afraid, drew 
near, and came. 

6 ‘They helped every one his 
neighbour; and every one said to 
his brother, *Be of good courage. 

7 *So the carpenter encouraged the 
°goldsmith, and he that smootheth 
with the hammer °him that smote 
the anvil, “saying, It is ready for 
the sodering: and he fastened it 
with nails, "that it should not be 
moved. 

8 But thou, Israel, art my servant, 
Jacob whom I have ‘chosen, the 
seed of Abraham my “* friend. 

9 Thou whom I have taken from 
the ends of the carth, and called 
thee from the chief men thereof, 
and said unto thee, Thou aré my 
servant; I have chosen thee, and 
not cast thee away. 

10 1 'Fear thou not; "for I am 
with thee: be not dismayed; for 
I am thy God: I will strengthen 
thee; yea, I will help thee; yea, 


I will uphold thee with the right 
hand of my righteousness. 

11 Behold, all they that were in- 
censed against thee shall be "a- 
shamed and confounded: they shall 
be as nothing ; and * they that strive 
with thee shall perish. 

12 Thou shalt seek them, and shalt 
not find them, even *them that con- 
tended with thee: ‘they that war 
against’ thee shall be as nothing, 
and as a thing of nought. 

13 For I the Lorp thy God will 
hold thy right hand, saying unto 
thec, ° Fear not; I will help thee. 

14 Fear not, thou worm Jacob, and 
ye ’men of Israel; I will help thee, 
saith the Lorp, and thy redeemer, 
the Holy One of Israel. 

15 Behold, ?I will make thee a 
new sharp threshing instrument 
having °teeth: thou shalt thresh 
the mountains, and beat them small, 
and shalt make the hills as chaff. 

16 Thou shalt ‘fan them, and the 
wind shall carry them away, and 
the whirlwind shall scatter them: 
and thou shalt rejoice in the Lorp, 
and *shalt glory in the Holy One 
of Israel. 

17 When the poor and needy seek 
water, and there ig none, and their 
tongue faileth for thirst, I the Lorp 
will hear them, J the God of Israel 
will not forsake them. 

18 I will open ‘rivers in high 
places, and fountains in the midst 
of the valleys : I will make the ‘wil- 
derness a pool of water, and the 
dry land springs of water. 

19 I will plant in the wilderness 
the cedar, the shittah tree, and the 
myrtle, and the oil tree; I will set 
in the desert the fir tree, and the 
pine, and the box tree together: 

20 “That they may see, and know, 
and consider, and understand to- 
gether, that the hand of the Lorp 
hath done this, and the Holy One 
of Israel hath created it. 

21 ’ Produce your cause, saith the 
Lorp; bring forth your strong rea- 
sons, saith the King of Jacob. 

22 * Let them bring them forth, and 
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shew us what shall happen: let 
them shew the former things, what 
they be, that we may * consider 
them, and know the latter end of 
them; or declare us things for to 
come. 

23 YShew the things that are to 
come hereafter, that we may know 
that ye are gods: yea, *do good, or 
do evil, that we may be dismayed, 
and behold i¢ together. 

24 Behold, *ye are *of nothing, and 
your work ‘of nought: an abomina- 
tion is he that chooseth you. 

25 I have raised up one from the 
north, and he shall come: from the 
rising of the sun ’shall he call upon 
my name: ‘and he shall come upon 
princes as upon morter, and as the 
potter treadeth clay. 

26 “Who hath declared from the 
beginning, that we may know? and 
beforetime, that we may say, He is 
righteous ? yea, there is none that 
sheweth, yea, there is none that 
declareth, yea, there is none that 
heareth your words. 

27 ‘The first ‘shall say to Zion, 
Behold, behold them: and I will 
give to Jerusalem one that bringeth 
good tidings. 

28 © For I beheld, and there was no 
man; even among them, and there 
was no counsellor, that, when I 
asked of them, could ®answer a 
word. 

29 * Behold, they are all vanity; 
their works are nothing: their 
molten images ave wind and con- 
fusion.

Babylon foretold. 
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shall declare it, and set it in order 
for me, since I appointed the ancient 
people? and the things that are 
coming, and shall come, let them 
shew unto them. 

8 Fear ye not, neither be afraid: 
bhave not I told thee from that 
time, and have declared it? ‘yé are 
even my witnesses. Is there a God 
beside me? yea, ‘there is no ’God; 
I know not any. 

9 1' They that make a graven image 
are all of them vanity; and their 
*delectable things shall not profit; 
and they are their own witnesses ; 
"they see not, nor know; that they 
may be ashamed. 

10 Who hath formed a god, or 
molten a graven image "that is pro- 
fitable for nothing ? 

11 Behold, all his fellows shall be 
°ashamed: and the workmen, they 
are of men: let them all be gather- 
ed together, let them stand up; yet 
they shall fear, and they shall be 
ashamed together. 

12 *The smith ‘with the tongs 
both worketh in the coals, and 
fashioneth it with hammers, and 
worketh it with the strength of his 
arms: yea, he 1s hungry, and his 
strength faileth: he drinketh no 
water, and is faint. 

18 The carpenter stretcheth out his 
rule; he marketh it out with a line; 
he fitteth it with planes, and he 
marketh it out with the compass, 


and maketh it after the figure of 


& man, according to the beauty of 
aman; that it may remain in the 
house. 

14 He heweth him down cedars, 
and taketh the cypress and the oak, 
which he ‘strengtheneth for him- 
self among the trees of the forest : 
he planteth an ash, and the rain 
doth nourish it. 

15 Then: shall it be for a man to 
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burn: for he will take thereof, and 
warm himself; yea, he kindleth it, 
and baketh bread; yea, he maketh 
a god, and worshippeth 7; he mak- 
eth it a graven image, and falleth 
down thereto. 

16 He burneth part thereof in the 
fire; with part thereof he eateth 
flesh; he roasteth roast, and is sa- 
tisfied: yea, he warmeth himself, 
and saith, Aha, I am warm, I have 
seen the fire: 

17 And the residue thereof he 
maketh a god, even his graven 
image: he falleth down unto it, and 
worshippeth i, and prayeth unto 
it, and saith, Deliver me; for thou 
art my god. 

18 °They have not known nor un- 
derstood: for "he hath *shut their 
eyes, that they cannot see; and 
their hearts, that they cannot un- 
derstand. 

19 And none *‘considereth in his 
heart, neither is there knowledge 
nor understanding to say, I have 


‘burned part of it in the fire; yea, 


also I have baked bread upon the 
coals thereof; I have roasted flesh, 
and eaten i#: and shall I make the 
residue thereof an abomination ? 
shall I fall down to *the stock of 
a tree ? 

20 He feedeth on ashes: ta de- 
ceived heart hath turned him aside, 
that he cannot deliver his soul, nor 
say, Is there not a lie in my right 
hand ? 

21 {| Remember these, O Jacob and 
Israel; for "thou art my servant: I 
have formed thee; thou art my 
servant: O Israel, thou shalt not 
be forgotten of me. 

22 *jI have blotted out, as a thick 
cloud, thy transgressions, and, as a 
cloud, thy sins: return unto me; 
for ’ I have redeemed thee. 

23 ‘Sing, O ye heavens; for the 
Lorp hath done ié: shout, ye lower 
parts of the earth: break forth into 
singing, ye mountains, O forest, and 
every tree therein: for the Lorp 
hath redeemed Jacob, and glorified 
himself in Israel. 
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24 Thus saith the Lorp, *thy re- 
deemer, and *he that formed thee 
from the womb, I am the Lorp that 
maketh all things ; °that stretcheth 
forth the heavens alone; that spread- 
eth abroad the earth by myself; 

25 That ‘frustrateth the tokens ° of 
the liars, and maketh diviners mad ; 
that turneth wise men backward, 
fand maketh their knowledge fool- 
ish ; 

26 *That confirmeth the word of 
his servant, and performeth the 
counsel of his messengers ; that saith 
to Jerusalem, Thou shalt be inha- 
bited; and to the cities of Judah, 
Ye shall be built, and I will raise 
up the “decayed places thereof:

em, ‘Thou shalt be built; and to 
a Thy foundation shall be 
aid. 


CHAPTER XLV. 

1 God calleth Cyrus for his church’s sake. 5 
By his omnipotency he challengeth obedvence. 
20 He convinceth the idols of vanity by his 
saving power. 

HUS saith the Lorp to his an- 

ointed, to Cyrus, whose *right 
hand I “have holden, °to subdue 
nations before him; and I will loose 
the loins of kings, to open before 
him the two leaved gates; and the 
gates shall not be shut ;

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5 1 I ‘am the Lorp, and * there is 
none else, there is no God beside 
me: 'I girded thee, though thou 
hast not known me: 

6 ™That they may know from the 
rising of the sun, and from the west, 
that there is none beside me. I am 
the Lorp, and there is none else. 

7 I form the light, and create dark- 
ness: I make peace, and "create 
evil: I the Lorn do all these things. 

8 °Drop down, ye heavens, from 
above, and let the skies pour down 
righteousness: let the earth open, 
and let them bring forth salvation, 
and let righteousness spring up to- 
gether; I the Lorp have created it. 

9 Woe unto him that striveth with 
Phis Maker! Let the potsherd strive 
with the potsherds of the earth. 
‘Shall the clay say to him that 
fashioneth it, What makest thou ? 
or thy work, He hath no hands ? 

10 Woe unto him that saith unto 
his father, What begettest thou ? 
or to the woman, What hast thou 
brought forth ? 

11 Thus saith the Lorn, the Hol 
One of Israel, and his Maker, As 
me of things to come concerning 
"my sons, and concerning * the work 
of my hands command ye me. 

12 ‘I have made the earth, and 
“created man upon it: I, even my 
hands, have stretched out the hea- 
vens, and “all their host have I 
commanded. 

13 YT have raised him up in right- 
eousness, and I will *direct all his 
ways: he shall *build my city, and 
he shall let go my captives, * not for 
— nor reward, saith the Lorp of 

osts. 

14 Thus saith the Lorp, ° The la- 
bour of Egypt, and merchandise of 
Ethiopia and of the Sabeans, men 
of stature, shall come over unto 
thee, and they shall be thine: they 
shall come after thee; °in chains 
they shall come over, and they shall 
fall down unto thee, they shall 


make supplication unto thee, say- |: 


ing, “Surely God is in thee; and 
* there is none else, there ig no God. 
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18 none else. 

19 I have not spoken in 'secret, in 
a dark place of the earth: I said 
not unto the seed of Jacob, Seek 
ye me in vain: "I the Lorp speak 
righteousness, I declare things that 
are right. 

20 {| Assemble yourselves and 
come; draw near together, ye that 
are escaped of the nations: "they 
have no knowledge that set up the 
wood of their graven image, and 
pray unto a god that cannot save. 

21 Tell ye, and bring them near; 
yea, let them take counsel together : 
°who hath declared this from an- 
cient time? who hath told it from 
that time? have not I the Lorp ? 
Pand there 18 no God else beside 
me; a just God and a Saviour ; there 
ig none beside me. 

22 4Look unto me, and be ye saved, 
all the ends of the carth: for I am 
God, and there is none else. 

23 ‘I have sworn by myself, the 
word is gone out of my mouth in 
righteousness, and shall not return, 
That unto me every ‘knee shall 
bow, ‘every tongue shall swear. 

24 *Surely, shall one say, in the 
Lorp have I **righteousness and 
strength: even to him shall men 
come; and *‘all that are incensed 
against him shall be ashamed.

CHAPTER XLVI. 

1 The idols of Babylon could not save them- 
selves.

2 They stoop, they bow down to- 
gether; they could not deliver the 
burden, ‘but *themselves are gone 
into captivity. 

3 9 Howken unto me, O house of 
Jacob, and all the remnant of the 
house of Israel, ‘which are borne 
by me from the belly, which are 
carried from the womb: 

4 And even to your old age °I am 
he; and even to hoar hairs ‘will I 
carry you: I have made, and I will 
bear; even I will carry, and will 
deliver you. 

5 1 *To whom will ye liken me, 
and make me equal, and compare 
me, that we may be like ? 

6 "They lavish gold out of the bag, 
and weigh silver in the balance, and 
hire a goldsmith; and he maketh 
it a god: they fall down, yea, they 
worship. 

7 i'They bear him upon the shoul- 
der, they carry him, and set him in 
his place, and he standeth; from 
his place shall he not remove: yea, 
kone shall cry unto him, yet can he 
not answer, nor save him out of his 
trouble. 

8 Remember this, and shew your- 
selves men: 'bring i¢ again to mind, 
O ye transgressors. 

9 ™ Remember the former things of 
old: for I am God, and "there is 
none else; J am God, and there is 
none like me, 

10 °Declaring the end from the 
beginning, and from ancient times 
the things that are not yet done, 
saying, "My counsel shall stand, 
and I will do all my pleasure: 

11 Calling a ravenous bird ‘from 
the east, >the man ‘that executeth 
my counsel from a far country: yea, 
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God saveth his people. 
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"I have spoken it, I will also = 
it to pass; I have purposed 2, 
will also do it. 

12 7 Hearken unto me, ye ‘stout- 
hearted, "that are far from right- 
eousness : 

18 *I bring near my righteousness ; 
it shall not be far off, and my sal- 
vation ‘shall not tarry: and I will 
place ‘salvation in Zion for Israel

bylon, sit on the ground: there is 
no throne, O daughter of the Chal- 
deans: for thou shalt no more be 
called tender and delicate. 

2 °Take the millstones, and grind 
meal: uncover thy locks, make bare 
the leg, uncover the thigh, pass 
over the rivers. 

8 ‘Thy nakedness shall be un- 
covered, yea, thy shame shall be 
seen: °I will take vengeance, and 
I will not meet thee ag a man. 

4 As for ‘our redeemer, the Lorp 
of hosts is his name, the Holy One 
of Israel. 

5 Sit thou ‘silent, and get thee 
into darkness, O daughter of the 
Chaldeans: "for thou shalt no more 
be called, The lady of kingdoms. 

6 4'I was wroth with my people, 
“I have polluted mine inheritance, 
and given them into thine hand: 
thou didst shew them no mercy; 
‘upon the ancient hast thou very 
heavily laid thy yoke. 

7 { And thou saidst, I shall be ™a 
lady for ever: so that thou didst not 
“lay these things to thy heart, ° nei- 
_ didst remember the latter end 
of it. 

8 Therefore hear now this, thou that 
art given to pleasures, that dwellest 
carelessly, that sayest in thine heart, 
PT am, and none else beside me; °1 
shall not sit as a widow, neither 
shall I know the loss of children: 
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9 But ' these two things shall come 
to thee ‘in a moment in one day, 
the loss of children, and widow- 
hood: they shall come upon thee 
in their perfection ‘for the multi- 
tude of thy sorceries, and for the 
great abundance of thine enchant- 
ments. 

10 7 For thou “hast trusted in 
thy wickedness: *thou hast said, 
None seeth me. Thy wisdom and 
thy knowledge, it hath * perverted 
thee; Y’and thou hast said in thine 
heart, I am, and none else beside 


me. 

11 { Therefore shall evil come 
upon thee; thou shalt not know 
“from whence it riseth: and mis- 
chief shall fall upon thee; thou 
shalt not be able to ‘put it off: 
and "desolation shall come upon 
thee suddenly, which thou shalt 
not know. 

12 Stand now with thine enchant- 
ments, and with the multitude of 
thy sorceries, wherein thou hast 
laboured from thy youth; if so be 
thou shalt be able to profit, if so 
be thou mayest prevail. 

13*Thou art wearied in the multi- 
tude of thy counsels. Let now ° the 
“astrologers, the stargazers, *the 
monthly prognosticators, stand up, 
and save thee from these things that 
shall come upon thee. 

14 Behold, they shall be ‘as stub- 
ble; the fire shall] burn them; they 
shall not deliver ’ themselves from 
the power of the flame: there shall 
not be a coal to warm at, nor fire to 
sit before it. 

15 Thus shall they be unto thee 
with whom thou hast laboured, even 
“thy merchants, from thy youth: 
they shall wander every one to his 
quarter ; none shall save thee. 


CHAPTER XLVIII. 

1 God, to convince the people of their foreknown 
obstinacy, revealed his prophecies. 9 He saveth 
them for his own sake. 12 He exhorteth 
them to obedience, because of his power and 
provulence.

8 ‘I have declared the former 
things from the beginning; and 
they went forth out of my mouth, 
and I shewed them; I did them 
suddenly, ‘and they came to pass. 

4 Because I knew that thou aré 
- obstinate, and "thy neck is an iron 
sinew, and thy brow brass ; 

5 ‘I have even from the beginning 
declared i to thee; before it came 
to pass I shewed i thee: lest thou 
shouldest say, Mine idol hath done 
them, and my graven image, and 
my molten image, hath commanded 
them. 

6 Thou hast heard, see all this; 
and will not ye declare it? I have 
shewed thee new things from this 
time, even hidden things, and thou 
didst not know them. 

7 They are created now, and not 
from the beginning ; even before the 
day when thou heardest them not; 
lest thou shouldest say, Behold, I 
knew them. 

8 Yea, thou heardest not; yea, 
thou knewest not; yea, from that 
time that thine ear was not opened: 
for I knew that thou wouldest deal 
very treacherously, and wast called 
“a transgressor from the womb. 

9 {'For my name’s sake “will I 
defer mine anger, and for my praise 
will I refrain for thee, that I cut 
thee not off. 

10 Behold, "I have refined thee, 
but not * with silver; I have chosen 
thee in the furnace of affliction. 

11 °For mine own sake, even for 
mine own sake, will I do if: for 
Phow should my name be polluted ? 
and ‘I will not give my gine unto 
another. 
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12 7 Hearken unto me, O Jacob 
and Israel, my called; 'I am he; I 
am the ‘first, I also am the last. 

18 ‘Mine hand also hath laid the 
foundation of the earth, and *my 
right hand hath spanned the hea- 
vens: when "I call unto them, they 
stand up together. 

14 * h ye, assemble yourselves, 
and hear; which among them hath 
declared these things ? »The Lorp 
hath loved him: the will do his 
pleasure on Babylon, and his arm 
shall be on the Chaldeans. 

15 I, even I, have spoken; yea, *I 
have called him: I have brought 
him, and he shall make bis way 
prosperous.

5 They hatch *cockatrice’ eggs, 
and weave the spider’s web: he 
that eateth of their eggs dieth, and 
*that which is pee ake out 
into a viper. 

6 "Their webs shall not become 
garments, neither shall they cover 
themselves with their works: their 
works are works of iniquity, and 
the act of violence is in _ their 
hands. 

7 °Their feet run to evil, and they 
make haste to shed innocent blood : 
their thoughts are thoughts of ini- 
quity ; wasting and ‘destruction are 
in their paths. 

8 The way of peace they know not; 
and there is no *judgment in their 
goings: ‘they have made them 
crooked paths: whosoever goeth 
therein shall not know peace. 

9 {| Therefore is judgment far from 
us, neither doth justice overtake us: 
=we wait for light, but behold ob- 
scurity ; for brightness, but we walk 
in darkness. 

10 "We grope for the wall like the 
blind, and we grope as if we had 
no eyes: we stumble at noon day 
as in the night; we are in desolate 
places as dead men. 

11 We roar all like bears, and

8 The Lorp hath sworn by his 
right hand, and by the arm of his 
strength, ‘Surely I will no more 
kgive thy corn to be meat for thine 
enemies; and the sons of the stran- 
ger shall not drink thy wine, for the 
which thou hast laboured : 

9 But they that have gathered it 
shall eat it, and praise the Lorp;

15 The church 
in their prayer, 17 and complaint, profess 
their faith. 

HO is this that cometh from 

Edom, with dyed garments 
from Bozrah? this that is ° glorious 
in his apparel, travelling in the 
greatness of his strength ? I that 
speak in righteousness, mighty to 
save. 

2 Wherefore *art thou red in thine 
apparel, and thy garments like him 
that treadeth in the winefat ? 

8 I have trodden the winepress 
alone; and of the people there was 
none with me: for I will tread them 
in mine anger, and trample them in 
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my fury; and their blood shall be 
sprinkled upon my garments, and I 
will stain all my raiment. 

4 For the ‘day of vengeance is in 
mine heart, and the year of my re- 
deemed is come. 

5 ‘And I looked, and °there was 
none to help; and I wondered that 
there was none to uphold: therefore 
mine own farm brought salvation 
unto me; and my fury, it upheld 
me. 

6 And I will tread down the peo- 
ple in mine anger, and §make them 
drunk in my fury, and I will bring 
down their strength to the earth. 

7 {1 I will mention the lovingkind- 
nesses of the Lorn, and the praises 
of the Lorn, according to all that 
the Lorp hath bestowed on us, and 
the great goodness toward the house 
of Israel, which he hath bestowed 
on them according to his mercies, 
and according to the multitude of 
his lovingkindnesses. 

8 For he said, Surely they are my 
people, children that will not lie: 
so he was their Saviour. 

9 "In all their affliction he was 
afflicted, ‘and the angel of his pre- 
sence saved them: “in his love and 
mm his pity he redeemed them; and 
‘he bare them, and carried them all 
the days of old. 

10 4 But they "rebelled, and "vexed 
his holy Spirit: °therefore he was 
turned to be their enemy, and he 
fought against them. 

11 Then he remembered the days 
of old, Moses, and his people, say- 
ing, Where is he that’ brought them 
up out of the sea with the °’shep- 
herd of his flock ? ‘where is he that 
put his holy Spirit within him ? 

12 That led them by the right 
hand of Moses ‘with his glorious 
arm, ‘dividing the water before 
them, to make himself an everlast- 
Ing hame ? 

13 ‘That led them through the 
deep, as an horse in the wilderness, 
that they should not stumble ? 

14 As a beast goeth down into the 
valley, the Spirit of the Lorp caused

CHAPTER LXIV. 


1 The church prayeth for the dlustration of 
10d'8 power. 5 Celebrating God’s mercy, it 
maketh confession of their natural corruptions. 
9 It complaineth of their affliction. 

H that thou wouldest *rend the 

heavens, that thou wouldest 

come down, that "the mountains 
might flow down at thy presence, 

2 As when °the melting fire burn- 
eth, the fire causeth the waters to 
boil, to make thy name known to 
thine adversaries, that the nations 
may tremble at thy presence! 

8 When ‘thou didst terrible things 
which we looked not for, thou camest 
down, the mountains flowed down 
at thy presence. 

4 For since the beginning of the 
world ‘men have not heard, nor 
perceived by the ear, neither hath 
the eye ‘seen, O God, beside thee, 
what he hath prepared for him that 
waiteth for him. 

5 Thou meetest him that rejoiceth 
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‘and worketh righteousness, ‘those 
that remember thee in thy ways: 
behold, thou art wroth ; for we have 
sinned: *in those is continuance, 
and we shall be saved. 

6 But we are all as an unclean 
thing, and all our righteousnesses 
are as filthy rags; and we all do 
‘fade as a leaf; and our iniquities, 
like the wind, have taken us away. 

7 And “there is none that calleth 
upon thy name, that stirreth up 
himself to take hold of thee: for 
thou hast hid thy face from us, and 
hast ?consumed us, * because of our 
iniquities. 

8 ' But now, O Lorn, thou art our 
father; we are the clay, "and thou 
our potter; and we all are "the 
work of thy hand.

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CHAPTER I. 
1 The time, 3 and the calling of Jeremiah. 11 

His prophetical visions of an almond rod and 

a seething pot. 15 His heavy message against 

Judah.

HE words of Jeremiah the son 

of Hilkiah, of the priests that 
were “in Anathoth in the land of 
Benjamin : 

2 To whom the word of the Lorp 
came in the days of Josiah the son 
of Amon king of Judah, °in the 
thirteenth year of his reign. 

8 It came also in the days of Je- 
hoiakim the son of Josiah king of 
Judah, ‘unto the end of the eleventh 
year of Zedekiah the son of Josiah 
king of Judah, “unto the carrying 
away of Jerusalem captive °in the 
fifth month. 

4 Then the word of the Lorp came 
unto me, saying, 

5 Before I ‘formed thee in the 
belly ¢I knew thee; and before thou 
camest forth out of the womb I 
"sanctified thee, and I 2 ordained 
thee a prophet unto the nations. 

6 Then said I, ‘Ah, Lord Gop! 
behold, I cannot speak: for I am 
a child. 

7 7 But the Lorp said unto me, 
Say not, I am a child: for thou 
shalt go to all that I shall send 


thee, and "whatsoever I command 


thee thou shalt speak. 

8' Be not afraid of their faces: for 
"I am with thee to deliver thee, 
saith the Lorp. 

9 Then the Lorp put forth his 
hand, and “touched my mouth. 
And the Lorp said unto me, Be- 


hold, I have ° put my words in thy 
mouth. 

10 "See, I have this day set thee 
over the nations and over the king- 
doms, to ‘root out, and to pull down, 
and to destroy, and to throw down, 
to build, and to plant. 

11 { Moreover the word of the 
Lorp came unto me, saying, Jere- 
miah, what seest thou ? And I said, 
I see a rod of an almond tree. 

12 Then said the Lorp unto me, 
Thou hast well seen: for I will 
hasten my word to perform it. 

18 And the word of the Lorn came 
unto me the second time, saying, 
What seest thou ? And I said, I see 
Ta seething pot; and the facc there- 
of is ? toward the north. 

14 Then the Lorp said unto me, 
Out of the ‘north an evil ° shall 
break forth upon all the inhabitants 
of the land. 

15 For, lo, I will ‘call all the fami- 
lies of the kingdoms of the north, 
saith the Lorn; and they shall 
come, and they shall “set every 
one his throne at the entering of 
the gates of Jerusalem, and against 
all the walls thereof round about, 
and against all the cities of Judah. 

16 And I will utter my judgments 
against them touching all their 
wickedness, * who have forsaken 
me, and have burned incense un- 
to other gods, and worshipped the 
works of their own hands. 

17 § Thou therefore ’ gird up thy 
loins, and arise, and speak unto 
them all that I command thee: *be 
not dismayed at their faces, lest I 
‘confound thee before them. :

8 °Israel was holiness unto the 
Lorp, and “the firstfruits of his 
increase: °all that devour him shall 
offend ; evil shall come upon them, 
salth the Lorp. 

4 Hear ye the word of the Lorp, 
O house of Jacob, and all the fami- 
lies of the house of Israel : 

5 7 Thus saith the Lorn, ‘What 
iniquity have your fathers found in 
me, that they are gone far from me, 
Sand have walked after vanity, and 
are become vain ? 

6 Neither said they, Where is the 
Lorp that " brought us up out of the 
land of Egypt, that led us through 
‘the wilderness, through a land of 
deserts and of pits, through a land 
of drought, and of the shadow of 
death, through a land that no man 
passed through, and where no man 
dwelt ? 

7 And I brought you into °* a plen- 
tiful country, to eat the fruit thereof 
and the goodness thereof; but when 
ye entered, ye 'defiled my land, and 


made mine heritage an abomination.

8 The priests said not, Where is 
the Lorp? and they that handle 
the ™law knew me not: the pastors 
also transgressed against me, "and 
the prophets prophesied by Baal, 
and walked after things that °do 
not profit. 

9 4 Wherefore ’I will yet plead 
with you, saith the Lorp, and 
4with your children’s children will 
T plead. 

10 For pass ’ over the isles of Chit- 
tim, and see; and send unto Kedar, 
and consider diligently, and see if 
there be such a thing. 

11 *Hath a nation changed their 
gods, which are ‘yet no gods ? ‘but 
my people have changed their glory 
for "that which doth not profit. 

12 * Be astonished, O ye heavens, 
at this, and be horribly afraid, be 
ye very desolate, saith the Lorn.

16 Also the children of Noph and 
"Tahapanes ‘have broken the crown 
of thy head. 

17 ° Hast thou not procured this 
unto thyself, in that thou hast for- 
saken the Lorp thy God, when “he 
led thee by the way ? 

18 And now what hast thou to 
do ‘in the way of Egypt, to drink 
the waters of ‘Sihor? or what hast 
thou to do in the way of Assyria, 
to drink the waters of the river ? 

19 Thine own * wickedness shall

29 *Wherefore will ye plead with 
me ? ye all have transgressed against 
me, saith the Lorp. 
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80 In vain have I "smitten your 
children ; they received no correc- 
tion: your own sword hath °de- 
voured your prophets, like a de- 
stroying lion. 

81 § O generation, see ye the 
word of the Lorp. ‘Have I been 
a wilderness unto Israel? a land of 
darkness ? wherefore say my peo- 
ple, 7° We are lords; ‘we will come 
no more unto thee ? 

32 Can a maid forget her orna- 
ments, or a bride her attire? yet 
my people *have forgotten me days 
without number. 

33 Why trimmest thou thy way to 
seek love ? therefore hast thou also 
taught the wicked ones thy ways. 

34 Also in thy skirts is found "the 
blood of the souls of the poor inno- 
cents: I have not found it by “se- 
cret search, but upon all these. 

85 } Yet thou sayest, Because I 
am innocent, surely his anger shall 
turn from me. Behold, *I will plead 
with thee, ‘because thou sayest, I 
have not sinned. 

36 "Why gaddest thou about so 
much to change thy way? "thou 
also shalt be ashamed of Egypt, °as 
thou wast ashamed of Assyria. 

37 Yea, thou shalt go forth from 
him, and ?thine hands upon thine 
head: for the Lorp hath rejected 
thy confidences, and thou shalt not 
prosper in them. 


CHAPTER ITI. 

1 God's great mercy in Judah's vile whoredom. 
6 Judah is worse than Israel. 12 The pro- 
mises of the goapel to the penitent. 20 Israel 
reproved, and called by God, maketh a solemn 
confession of their sins. 

HEY ‘say, If a man put away 
his wife, and she go from him, 
and become another man’s, * shall 
he return unto her again ? shall not 
that "land be greatly polluted ? but 
thou hast * played the harlot with 
many lovers; “yet return again to 
me, saith the Lorp. 
2 Lift up thine eyes unto ° the high 
places, and see where thou hast not 
been lien with. ‘In the ways hast 
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Her confidence is rejected.

thou sat for them, as the Arabian 
in the wilderness ; ‘and thou hast 
polluted the land with thy whore- 
doms and with thy wickedness. 

8 Therefore the showers have 
been withholden, and there hath 
been no latter rain; and thou hadst 
a i'whore’s forehead, thou refusedst 
to be ashamed. 

4 Wilt thou not from this time cry 
unto me, My father, thou art *the 
guide of 'my youth ? 

5 ™Will he reserve his anger for 
ever ? will he keep if to the end ? 
Behold, thou hast spoken and done 
evil things as thou couldest. 

6 7 The Lorp said also unto me 
in the days of Josiah the king, Hast 
thou seen that which " backsliding 
Israel hath done ? she is ° gone up 
upon,every high mountain and un- 
der every green tree, and there hath 
played the harlot. 

7 And I said after she had done 
all these things, Turn thou unto me. 
But she returned not. And _ her 
treacherous ‘sister Judah saw 7. 

8 And I saw, when ‘for all the 
causes whereby backsliding Israel 
committed adultery I had ‘put her 
away, and given her a bill of di- 
vorce ; ‘yet her treacherous sister 
Judah feared not, but went and 
played the harlot also. 

9 And it came to pass through the 
"lightness of her whoredom, that 
she “defiled the land, and commit- 
ted adultery with *stones and with 
stocks. 

10 And yet for all this her trea- 
cherous sister Judah hath not turn- 
ed unto me with her whole heart, 
but *feignedly, saith the Lorp. 

11 And the Lorp said unto me, 
*The backsliding Israel hath justi- 
fied herself more than treacherous 
Judah. 

12 1 Go and proclaim these words 
toward *the north, and say, Return, 
thou backsliding Israel, saith the 
Lorp; and I will not cause mine 
anger to fall upon you: for I am 
>merciful, saith the Lorp, and I 
will not keep anger for ever. 
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18 “Only acknowledge thine ini-' 


quity, that thou hast transgressed 
against the Lorp thy God, and 
hast ‘scattered thy ways to the 
°strangers ‘under every green tree, 
and ye have not obeyed my voice, 
saith the Lor. 

14 Turn, O backsliding children, 
saith the Lorp; “for I am married 
unto you: and I will take you * one 
of a city, and two of a family, and I 
will bring you to Zion : 

15 And I will give you ‘ pastors ac- 
cording to mine heart, which shall 
«feed you with knowledge and un- 
derstanding. 

16 And it shall come to pass, when 
ye be multiplied and increased in 
the land, in those days, saith the 
Lorp, they shall say no more, The 
ark of the covenant of the Lorp: 
‘neither shall it ?come to mind: 
neither shall they remember it; 
neither shall they visit i; neither 
shall *that be done any more. 

17 At that time they shall call Je- 
rusalem the throne of the Lorn; 
and all the nations shall be gathered 
unto it, "to the name of the Lorp, 
to Jerusalem: neither shall they 
"walk any more after the ‘imagi- 
nation of their evil heart. 

18 In those days °the house of Ju- 
dah shall walk *with the house of 
Israel, and they shall come toge- 
ther out of the land of ’the north 
to ‘the land that I have ‘given for 
an inheritance unto your fathers. 

19 But I said, How shall I put 
thee among the children, and give 
thee "a "pleasant land, *a goodly 
heritage of the hosts of nations ? 
and I said, Thou shalt call me, *My 


father ; and shalt not turn away 
from me. 

20 I Surely as a wife treacherously 
departeth from her * husband, so 

have ye dealt treacherously with 
me, O house of Israel, saith the 
Lorp. 

21 A voice was heard upon "the 
high places, weeping and supplica- 
tions of the children of Israel: for 
they have perverted their way, and

22 *Return, ye backsliding chil- 
dren, and ‘I will heal your back- 
slidings. Behold, we come unto 
thee; for thou art the Lorp our 
God. 

23 * Truly in vain is salvation hoped 
for from the hills, and from the 
multitude of mountains: *truly in 
the Lorp our God is the salvation 
of Israel. 

24 *For shame hath devoured the 
labour of our fathers from our 
youth ; their flocks and their herds, 
their sons and their daughters. 

25 We lie down in our shame, and 
our confusion covereth us: ‘for we 
have sinned against the Lorp our 
God, we and our fathers, from our 
youth even unto this day, and “have 
not obcyed the voice of the Lorp 
our God. 


CHAPTER IV. 


1 God calleth Israel by his promise. 3 He 
exhorteth Judah to repentance by fearful 
judgments, 19 A grievous lamentation for 
the maseries of Judah. 

F thou wilt return, O Israel, 
saith the Lorpb, ‘return unto 
me: and if thou wilt put away 
thine abominations out of my sight, 
then shalt thou not remove. — 
2°And thou shalt swear, The Lorp 
liveth, °in truth, in judgment, and 
in righteousness ; “and the nations 
shall bless themselves in him, and 
in him shall they ° glory. 

8 7 For thus saith the Lorp to 
the men of Judah and Jerusalem, 
‘Break up your fallow ground, and 
= sow not among thorns. 

4 'Circumcise yourselves to the 
Lorp, and take away the foreskins 
of your heart, ye men of Judah and 
inhabitants of Jerusalem: lest my 
fury come forth like fire, and burn 
that none can quench i#, because of 
the evil of your doings. 

5 Declare ye in Judah, and pub- 
lish in Jerusalem ; and say, Blow ye 
the trumpet in the land: cry, gather 
together, and say, ‘Assemble your- 
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selves, and let us go into the de- 
fenced cities. 

6 Set up the standard toward Zion : 
*retirec, stay not: for I will bring 
evil from the *north, and a great 
* destruction. 

7 'The lion is come up from his 
thicket, and ™the destrover of the 
Gentiles is on his way; he is gone 
forth from his place "to make thy 
land desolate ; and thy cities shall 
be laid waste, without an inhabit- 
ant. 

8 For this °gird you with sack- 
cloth, lament and howl: for the 
fierce anger of the Lorp is not 
turned back from us. 

8 And it shall come to pass at 
that day, saith the Lorn, that the 
heart of the king shall perish, and 
the heart of the princes; and the 
priests shall be astonished, and the 
prophets shall wonder. 

10 Then said I, Ah, Lord Gop! 
Psurely thou hast greatly deceived 
this people and Jerusalem, ‘saying, 
Ye shall have peace; whereas the 
sword reacheth unto the soul. 

11 At that time shall it be said to 
this people and to Jerusalem, *A 
dry ind. of the high places in the 
wilderness toward the daughter of 
my people, not to fan, nor to cleanse, 

12 Aven *a full wind from those 
places shall come unto me: now 
also ‘will I °give sentence against 
them. 

18 Behold, he shall come up as 
clouds, and this chariots shall be as 
a whirlwind: "his horses are swifter 
than eagles. Woe unto us! for we 
are spoiled. 

14 O Jerusalem, * wash thine heart 
from wickedness, that thou mayest 
be saved. How long shall thy vain 
thoughts lodge within thee ? 

15 For a voice declareth * from 
Dan, and publisheth affliction from 
mount Ephraim. 

16 Make ye mention to the nations ; 
behold, publish against Jerusalem, 
that watchers come ‘from a far 
country, and give out their voice 
against the cities of Judah. 


He exhorteth Judah to repent. 
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6 Wherefore "a l'on out of the 
forest shall slay them, °and « wolf 
of the *evenings shall spoil them, 
Pa leopard shall watch over their 
cities: every one that goeth out 
thence shall be torn in pieces: be- 
cause their transgressions are many, 
and their backslidings *are in- 


| creased. 


7 § How shall I pardon thee for 
this? thy children have forsaken 
me, and ‘sworn by them ‘that are 
no gods: *when I had fed them to 
the full, they then committed adal- 
tery, and assembled themselves by 
troops in the harlots’ houses. 

8 ‘They were as fed horses in the 
morning : every one "neighed after 
his neighbour's wife. 

9 *Shall I not visit for these things ? 
saith the Lorp: and shall not my 
soul be avenged on such a nation 
as this ? 

10 { *Go ye up upon her walls, 
and destroy; *but make not a full 
end: take away her battlements ; 
for they are not the Lorp’s. 

11 For *the house of Israel and 
the house of Judah have dealt very 
treacherously against me, saith the 
Lorp. 

12 * They have belied the Lorp, 
and said, “/¢ 7s not he; neither shall 
evil come upon us; ° neither shall 
we see sword nor famine: 

18 And the prophets shall become 
wind, and the word 7s not in them: 
thus shall it be done unto them. 

14 Wherefore thus saith the Lorp 
God of hosts, Because ye speak 
this word, ‘behold, I will make my 
words in thy mouth fire, and this 
people wood, and it shall devour 
them. 

15 Lo, I will bring a ¢ nation upon 
you "from far, O house of Israel, 
salth the Lorp: it is a mighty 
nation, it is an ancient Nation, a 
nation whose language thou know- 
est not, neither understandest what 
they say. 

16 Their quiver is as an open se- 
pulchre, they are all mighty men. 

17 And they shall eat up thine 
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‘harvest, and thy bread, which thy 
sons and thy daughters should eat: 
they shall eat up thy flocks and 
thine herds: they shall eat up th 
vines and thy fig trees: they shall 
impoverish thy fenced cities, where- 
in thou trustedst, with the sword. 

18 Nevertheless in those days, 
saith the Lorp, I * will not make 
a full end with you. 

19 { And it shall come to pass, 
when ye_ shall say, ' Wherefore 
doeth the Lorp our God all these 
things unto us? then shalt thou 
answer them, Like as ye have ™ for- 
saken me, and served strange gods 
in your land, so “shall ye serve 
strangers in a land that is not 
your's. 

20 Declare this in the house of 
Jacob, and publish it in Judah, 
saying, 

21 Hear now this, O °foolish peo- 
ple, and without * understanding ; 
which have eyes, and see not; 
which have ears, and hear not: 

22 ? Fear ye not me? saith the 
Lorp: will ye not tremble at my 
presence, which have placed the 
sand for the ‘bound of the sea by 
a perpetual decree, that it cannot 
pass it: and though the waves 
thereof toss themselves, yet can 
they not prevail; though they roar, 
yet can they not pass over it ? 

23 But this people hath a revolt- 
ing and a rebellious heart; they 
are revolted and gone. 

24 Neither say they in their heart, 
Let us now fear the Lorp our God, 
‘that giveth rain, both the * former 
and the latter, in his season: ‘he 
reserveth unto us the appointed 
weeks of the harvest. 

25 7" Your iniquities have turned 
away these things, and your sins 
have withholden good things from 

ou. 

— For among my people are found 
wicked men: ° they * lay wait, as he 
that setteth snares; they set a trap, 
they catch men. 

27 As a ‘cage is full of birds, 
so are their houses full of deceit: 
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therefore they are become great, 
and waxen rich. 

28 They are waxen ’ fat, they shine: 
yea, they overpass the deeds of the 
wicked : they judge not *the cause, 
the cause of the fatherless, * yet they 
prosper ; and the right of the needy 
do they not judge. 

29 »Shall I not visit for these 
things? saith the Lorp: shall not 
my soul be avenged on such a na- 
tion as this ? 

30 7 *A wonderful and ° horrible 
thing is committed in the land; 

31 The prophets prophesy “ falsely, 
and the priests *bear rule by their 
means; and my people °love to 
have it so: and what will ye do in 
the end thereof ? 


CHAPTER VI. 


1 The enemies sent against Judah 4 encourage 
themselves. 6 God setteth them on work. be- 
cause of their sins. 9 The prophet lamenteth 
the judgments of God because of therr sins. 
18 He proclaimeth God's wrath. 26 He call- 
eth the people to mourn for the judgment on 
their sins. 

YE children of Benjamin, ga- 
ther yourselves to flee out of 
the midst of Jerusalem, and blow 

the trumpet in Tekoa, and set up a 

sign of fire in * Beth-haccerem : ” for 

evil appeareth out of the north, and 
great destruction. 

2 I have likened the daughter of 
Zion to a ‘comely and delicate 
woman. 

8 The shepherds with their flocks 
shall come unto her; ‘they shall 
pitch their tents against her round 
about; they shall feed every one in 
his place. 

4 “Prepare ye war against her ; 
arise, and let us go up °at noon. 
Woe unto us! for the day goeth 
away, for the shadows of the even- 
ing are stretched out. 

5 Arise, and let us go by night, 


~4and let us destroy her palaces. 
—* 6 9% For thus hath the Lorp of 
' ¥hosts said, Hew ye down trees, and 


5 Or, pour out 
the engine 
of shot. 


cast a mount against Jerusalem : 


this is the city to be visited; she 
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ig wholly oppi 2ssion in the midst 


of her. 

7 ‘As a fountain casteth out her 
waters, so she casteth out her wick- 
edness : “violence and spoil is heard 
in her; before me continually is 
grief and wounds. : 

8 Be thou instructed, O Jerusa- 
lem, lest "my soul *depart from 
thee; lest I make thee desolate, a 
land not inhabited. 

9 {| Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, 
They shall throughly glean the rem- 
ndnt of Israel as a vine: turn back 
thine hand as a grapegatherer into 
the baskets. 

10 To whom shall I speak, and 
give warning, that they may hear ? 
behold, their ‘ear 48 uncircumcised, 
and they cannot hearken: behold, 
«the word of the Lorp is unto them 
a reproach; they have no delight 
in it. 

11 Therefore I am full of the fury 
of the Lorn; 'I am weary with 
holding in: I will pour it out ™upon 
the children abroad, and upon the 
assembly of young men together : 
for even the husband with the wife 
shall be taken, the aged with him 
that is full of days. 

12 And "their houses shall be turn- 
ed unto others, with their fields and 
wives together: for I will stretch 
out my hand upon the inhabitants 
of the land, saith the Lorn. 

13 For from the least of them even 
unto the greatest of them every one 
18 given to °covetousness ; and from 
the prophet even unto the priest 
every one dealeth falsely. | 
id They have "healed also the 

hurt of the daughter of my peo- 
ple slightly, ‘saying, Peace, peace ; 
when there is no peace. 

15 Were they "ashamed when they 
had committed abomination ? nay, 
they were not at all ashamed, nei- 
ther could they blush : therefore they 
shall fall among them that fall: at 
the time that I visit them they shall 
be cast down, saith the Lorn. 

_ 16 Thus saith the Lorp, Stand ye 
in the ways, and see, and ask for 
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the ‘old paths, where is the good 
way, and walk therein, and ye shall 
find trest for your souls. But they 
said, We will not walk theredn. 

17 Also I set "watchmen over 
you, saying, Hearken to the sound 
of the trumpet. But they said, We 
will not hearken. 

18 {| Therefore hear, ye nations, 
and know, O congregation, what is 
among them. 

19 * Hear, O earth: behold, I will 
bring evil upon this people, even 
¥the fruit of their thoughts, because 
they have not hearkened unto my 
words, nor to my law, but reject- 
ed it. 

20 *To what purpose cometh there 
to me incense “from Sheba, and 
the sweet cane from a far country ? 
your burnt offerings are not ac- 
ceptable, nor your sacrifices sweet 
unto me. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lorp, 
Behold, I will lay stumblingblocks 
before this people, and the fathers 
and the sons together shall fall 
upon them ; the neighbour and his 
friend shall perish. 

22 Thus saith the Lorn, Behold, 
a people cometh from the ‘north 
country, and a great nation shall be 
raised from the sides of the earth. 

23 They shall lay hold on bow 
and spear ; they are cruel, and have 
no mercy; their voice ‘roareth like 
the sea; and they ride upon horses, 
set in array as men for war against 
thee, O daughter of Zion. 

24 We have heard the fame there- 
of; our hands wax feeble : °anguish 
hath taken hold of us, and pain, as 
of a woman in travail. 

25 Go not forth into the field, nor 
walk by the way; for the sword 
of the enemy and fear 18 on every 
side. 

26 7 O daughter of my people, ‘ gird 
thee with sackcloth, *and wallow 
thyself in ashes: "make thee mourn- 
ing, as for an only son, most bitter 
lamentation: for the spoiler shall 
suddenly come upon us. } 

27 I have set thee for a tower 
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and ‘a fortress among my people, 
that thou mayest know and try their 
way, 

28 “They are all grievous revolt- 
ers, ‘walking with slanders: they 
are “brass and iron; they are all 
corrupters. 

20 The bellows are burned, the 
lead is consumed of the fire; the 
founder melteth in vain: for the 
wicked are not plucked away. 

30 "" Reprobate silver shall men 
call them, because the Lorp hath 
rejected them. 


CHAPTER VII. 


1 Jeremiah is sent to call for trie repentance, 
to prevent the Jews’ captivity. 8 He vejecteth 
their vain confidence, 12 by the erample of 
Shiloh. 17 He threateneth them for their idol- 
atry. 2) He rejecteth the sacrifices of the dis- 
obedient, 20 He exhorteth to mourn for their 
abominations tie Tophet, 32 ard the judgments 
Jor the same, 

HE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lorp, saying, 

2°Stand in the gate of the Lorp’s 
house, and proclaim there this 
word, and say, Hear the word of 
the Lorp, all ye of Judah, that 
enter in at these gates to worship 
the Lorp. 

3 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, 
the God of Israel, "Amend your 
ways and your doings, and I will 
cause you to dwell in this place. 

4 °Trust ye not in lying words, 
saying, The temple of the Lorp, 
The temple of the Lorn, The tem- 
ple of the Lorn, are these. 

5 For if ye throughly amend your 
ways and your doings; if ye through- 
ly ‘execute judgment between a 
man and his neighbour ; 

6 If ye oppress not the stranger, 
the fatherless, and the widow, and 
shed not innocent blood in _ this 
place, °* neither walk after other gods 
to your hurt: 

7 *Then will I cause you to dwell 
in this place, in *the land that I 
gave to your fathers, for ever and 
ever. 

8 { Behold, "ye trust in ‘lying 
words, that cannot profit. 
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9 “Will ye steal, murder, and com- 
mit adultery, and swear falsely, and 
burn incense unto Baal, and 'walk 
after other gods whom ye know 
not ; 

10 “And come and stand before 
me in this house, *" which is called 
by my name, and say, We are de- 
livered to do all these abomina- 
tions ? 

11 Is °this house, which is called 
by my name, become a ’den of 
robbers in your eyes ? Behold, even 
I have seen if, saith the Lorn. 

12 But go ye now unto ‘my place 
which was in Shiloh, ‘where f set 
my name at the first, and see * what 
I did to it for the wickedness of my 
people Israel. 

18 And now, because ye have done 
all these works, saith the Lorp, 
and I spake unto you, ‘rising up 
carly and speaking, but ye heard 
not ; and I "called you, but ye an- 
swered not ; 

14 Therefore will I do unto this 
house, which is called by my name, 
wherein ye trust, and unto the 
place which I gave to you and to 
your fathers, as I have done to 
* Shiloh. 

15 And I will cast you out of my 
sicht, Yas I have cast out all your 
brethren, "even the whole seed of 
Ephraim. 

16 Therefore *pray not thou for 
this people, neither lift up cry nor 
prayer for them, neither make in- 
tercession to me: ?for I will not 
hear thee. 

17 {1 Seest thou not what they do 
in the cities of Judah and in the 
streets of Jerusalem ? 

18 The children gather wood, and 
the fathers kindle the fire, and the 
women knead their dough, to make 
cakes to the ? queen of heaven, and 
to “pour out drink offerings unto 
other gods, that they may provoke 
me to anger. 

19 ° Do they provoke me to anger ? 
saith the Lorp: do they not pro- 
voke themselves to the confusion of 
their own faces ? 
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20 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Behold, mine anger and my 
fury shall be poured out upon this 
place, upon man, and upon beast, 
and upon the trees of the field, 
and upon the fruit of the ground ; 
and it shall burn, and shall not be 
quenched. 

21 { Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of Israel; ‘Put your burnt 
offerings unto your sacrifices, and 
eat ficsh. 

22 For I spake not unto your fa- 
thers, nor commanded them in the 
day that I brought them out of the 
land of Egypt, *concerning burnt 
offerings or sacrifices : 

23 But this thing commanded I 
them, saying, "Obey my voice, and 
‘I will be your God, and ye shall 
be my people: and walk ye in all 
the ways that I have commanded 
you, that it may be well unto you. 

24 But they hearkened not, nor 
inclined their ear, but 'walked in 
the counsels and in the °imagina- 
tion of their evil heart, and ‘™ went 
backward, and not forward. 

25 Since the day that your fathers 
came forth out of the land of Egypt 
unto this day I have even "sent 
unto you all my servants the pro- 
phets, daily rising up early and 
sending them: 

26 'Yet they hearkened not unto 
me, nor inclined their ear, but 
‘hardened their neck: "they did 
worse than their fathers. 

27 Therefore ‘thou shalt speak all 
these words unto them; but they 
will not hearken to thee : thou shalt 
also call unto them; but they will 
not answer thee. 

28 But thou shalt say unto them, 
This is a nation that obeyeth not 
the voice of the Lorp their God, 
hor receiveth ° correction : "truth is 
perished, and is cut off from their 
mouth. 

29 1 *Cut off thine hair, O Jeru- 
salem, and cast it away, and take 
up a lamentation on high places ; 
for the Lorp hath rejected and for- 
saken the generation of his wrath. 
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30 For the children of Judah have 
done evil in my sight, saith the 
Lorp: ‘they have set their abo- 
minations in the house which is 
called by my name, to pollute it. 

81 And they have built the * high 
places of Tophet, which is in the 
valley of the son of Hinnom, to 
*burn their sons and their daugh- 
ters in the fire; which I com- 
manded them not, neither ’came it 
into my heart. 

32 {| Therefore, behold, *the days 
come, saith the Lorn, that it shall 
no more be called Tophet, nor the 
valley of the son of Hinnom, but 
the valley of slaughter: ‘for they 
shall bury in Tophet, till there be 
no place. 

838 And the °carcases of this peo- 
ple shall be meat for the fowls of 
the heaven, and for the beasts of 
the earth; and none shall fray them 


| away. 


84 Then will I cause to ‘cease from 
the cities of Judah, and from the 
streets of Jerusalem, the voice of 
mirth, and the voice of gladness, 
the voice of the bridegroom, and the 
voice of the bride: for “the land 
shall be desolate. 


CHAPTER VIII. 

1 The calamity of the Jews, both dead and alive. 
4 He upbraideth their foolish and shameless 
unpentency. 13 He sheweth their grievous 
judgment, 18 and bewaileth their desperate 
estate. 

T that time, saith the Lorp, 
they shall bring out the bones 

of the kings of Judah, and the 
bones of his princes, and the bones 
of the priests, and the bones of the 
oh, fae. and the bones of the in- 
abitants of Jerusalem, out of their 

QTAVES : 

2 And they shall spread them be- 
fore the sun, and the moon, and 
all the host of heaven, whom they 
have loved, and whom they have 
served, and after whom they have 
walked, and whom they have 
sought, and *whom they have wor- 
shipped: they shall not be gather- 
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ed, ’nor be buried; they shall be 
for ‘dung upon the face of the 
earth. 

8 And ‘death shall be chosen 
rather than life by all the residue 
of them that remain of this evil 
family, which remain in all the 
places whither I have driven them, 
saith the Lorp of hosts. 

4 7 Moreover thou shalt say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lorn; Shall 
they fall, and not arise? shall he 
turn away, and not return ? 

5 Why then is this people of Jeru- 
salem °slidden back by a perpetual 
backsliding ? ‘they hold fast deceit, 
€ they refuse to return. 

6 "I hearkened and heard, but 
they spake not aright: no man re- 
pented him of his wickedness, say- 
ing, What have I done? every one 
turned to his course, as the horse 
rusheth into the battle. 

7 Yea, ‘the stork in the heaven 
knoweth her appointed times; and 
Kthe turtle and the crane and the 
swallow observe the time of their 
coming ; but 'my people know not 
the judgment of the Lorn. 

8 hae do ye say, We are wise, 
"and the law of the Lorn 7s with 
us? Lo, certainly *in vain made 
he it; the pen of the scribes 73 in 
vain. 

9 "*The wise men are ashamed, 
they are dismayed and taken: lo, 
they have rejected the word of 
the Lorp; and ‘what wisdom is 
in them ? 

10 Therefore °will I give their 
wives unto others, and their. fields 
to them that shall inherit them: 
for every one from the least even 
unto the greatest is given to ”co- 
vetousness, from the prophet even 
unto the priest every one dealeth 
falsely. 

11 For they have ‘healed the 
hurt of the daughter of my peo- 
ple slightly, saying, "Peace, peace ; 
when there is no peace. 

12 Were they ‘ashamed when they 
had committed abomination? nay, 
they were not at all ashamed, nei- 
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* Heb. 
gone up 


ther could they blush: therefore 
shall they fall among them that 
fall: in the time of their visitation 
they shall be cast down, saith the 
Lorp. 

13 9 71 will surely consume them, 
saith the Lorn: there shall be no 
grapes ‘on the vine, nor figs on the 
"fiz tree, and the leaf shall fade ; 
and the things that I have given 
them shall pass away from them. 

14 Why do we sit still? *assem- 
ble yourselves, and let us enter into 
the defenced cities, and let us be 
silent there: for the Lorp our God 
hath put us to silence, and given 
us Ywater of *gall to drink, be- 
cause we have sinned against the 
Lorp. 

15 We *looked for peace, but no 
good came; and for a time of health, 
and behold trouble ! 

16 The snorting of his horses was 
heard from *Dan: the whole land 
trembled at the sound of the neigh- 
ing of his ’strong ones; for they 
are come, and have devoured the 
land, and ‘all that is in it; the city, 
and those that dwell therein. 

17 For, behold, I will send ser- 
pents, cockatrices, among you, which 
will not be * charmed, and they shall 
bite you, saith the Lorp. 

18 {| When I would comfort myself 
against sorrow, my heart 7s faint °in 
me. 

19 Behold the voice of the cry of 
the daughter of my people * because 
of them that dwell in “a far coun- 
try : /s not. the Lorp in Zion ? ts not 
her king in her? Why have they 
‘provoked me to anger with their 
graven images, and with strange 
vanities ? 

20 The harvest is past, the summer 
is ended, and we are not saved. 

21 ‘For the hurt of the daughter 
of my people am I hurt; am 
‘black ; astonishment hath taken 
hold on me. 

22 Is there no "balm in Gilead ; 78 
there no physician there ? why then 
is not the health of the daughter 
of my people ' recovered ? : 
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CHAPTER IX. 

1 Jeremiah lamenteth the Jews for their mani- 
fold sins, 9 and for their judgment. 12 Dis- 
obedience is the cause of their bitter calamity. 
17 He exhortcth to mourn for their destruc- 
tion, 23 and to trust not in themselves, but 
in God. 25 He threateneth both Jews and 
Gentiles. 

H **that my head were waters, 

and mine eyes a fountain of 
tears, that I might weep day and 
night for the slain of the daughter 
of my people ! 

2 Oh that I had in the wilder- 
ness a lodging place of wayfaring 
men; that I might leave my peo- 
ple, and go from them! for ° they 
be all adulterers, an assembly of 
treacherous men. | 

8 And ‘they bend their tongues 
like their bow for lies : but they are 
not valiant for the truth upon the 
earth ; for they proceed from evil to 
evil, and they ‘know not me, saith 
the Lorn. 

4°Take ye heed every one of his 
“neighbour, and trust ye not In any 
brother: for every brother will ut- 


terly supplant, and every neighbour. 


will ‘walk with slanders. 

5 And they will ‘deceive every 
one his neighbour, and will not 
speak the truth: they have taught 
their tongue to speak lies, and weary 
themselves to commit iniquity. 

6 Thine habitation is in the midst 
of deceit; through deceit they re- 
fuse to know me, saith the Lorn. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lorp 
of hosts, Behold, *I will melt them, 
and try them; *for how shall I do 
for the daughter of my people ? 

8 Their tongue is as an arrow 
shot out; it speaketh ‘deceit : one 
speaketh ‘peaceably to his neigh- 
bour with his mouth, but °in heart 
he layeth “his wait. 

9 1 ‘Shall I not visit them for 
these things ? saith the Lorp : shall 
not my soul be avenged on such a 
nation as this ? 

10 For the mountains will I take 
up a weeping and wailing, and ™ for 
the ‘habitations of the wilderness 


Their manifold sins lamented. 
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a lamentation, because they are 
*burned up, so that none can pass 
through them; neither can men hear 
the voice of the cattle; *" both the 
fowl of the heavens and the beast 
are fled; they are gone. 

11 And I will make Jerusalem 
°heaps, and a den of dragons; and 
I will make the cities of Judah * de- 
solate, without an inhabitant. 

12 § °Who is the wise man, that 
may understand this? and who is 
he to whom the mouth of the Lorp 
hath spoken, that he may declare 
it, for what the land perisheth and 
is burned up like a wilderness, that 
none casas through ? 

13 And the Lorp saith, Because 
they have forsaken my law which 
I set before them, and have not 
obeyed my voice, neither walked 
therein ; 

14 But have "walked after the 
°imagination of their own heart, 
and after Baalim, ‘which their fa- 
thers taught them : 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lorp 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, 
I will ‘feed them, even this people, 
“with wormwood, and give them 


_| water of gall to drink. 


16 I will *scatter them also among 
the heathen, whom neither they nor 
their fathers have known: Yand I 
will send a sword after them, till I 
have consumed them. 

17 { Thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, Consider ye, and call for 
‘the mourning women, that they 
may come; and send for cunning 
women, that they may come: 

18 And let them make haste, and 
take up a wailing for us, that *our 
eyes may run down with tears, and 
our eyelids gush out with waters. 

19 For a voice of wailing is heard 
out of Zion, How are we spoiled ! 
we are greatly confounded, because 
we have forsaken the land, because 
’our dwellings have cast us out. 

20 Yet hear the word of the Lorp, 
O ye women, and let your ear re- 
ceive the word of his mouth, and 
teach your daughters wailing, and 


every one her neighbour lamenta- 
tion. 

21 For death is come up into our 
windows, and is entered into our 
palaces, to cut off ‘the children 
from without, and the young men 
from the streets. 

22 Speak, Thus saith the Lorp, 
Even the carcases of men shall fall 
“as dung upon the open field, and 
as the handful after the harvest- 
man, and none shall gather them. 

23 { Thus saith the Lorp, ° Let not 
the wise man glory in his wisdom, 
neither let the mighty man glory 
in his might, let not the rich man 
glory in his riches : 

24 But ‘let him that glorieth glo- 
ry in this, that he understandeth 
and knoweth me, that I am the 
Lorp which exercise lovingkind- 
ness, judgment, and righteousness, 
in the carth: ‘for in these things I 
delight, saith the Lorp. 

25 1 Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lorp, that "I will ? punish all 
them which are circumcised with 
the uncircumcised ; 

26 Egypt, and Judah, and Edom, 
and the children of Ammon, and 
Moab, and all that are *in the ‘ut- 
most corners, that dwell in the wil- 
derness: for all these nations are 
uncircumeised, and all the house 
of Israel are * uncircumcised in the 
heart. 


CHAPTER X. 


1 The unequal comparison of God and idols. 
17 The prophet exhorteth to flee from the ca- 
lamity to come. 19 He lamenteth the spoil 
of the tabernacle by foolish pastors. 23 He 
maketh an humble supplication. 

EAR ye the word which the 
LorpD cma unto you, O 
house of Israel : 

2 Thus saith the Lorp, * Learn not 
the way of the heathen, and be not 
dismayed at the signs of heaven ; 
for the heathen are dismayed at 
them. 

8 For the ‘customs of the people 
are vain: for °one cutteth a tree out 
of the forest, the work of the hands 
of the workman, with the ax. 
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in might. 
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2 Or, it liketh 
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or, at once.

and in all their kingdoms, there is 
none like unto thee. 

8 But they are ’ altogether * brutish 
and foolish : the stock is a doctrine 
of vanities. 

9 Silver spread into plates is 
brought from Tarshish, and ‘gold 
from Uphaz, the work of the 
workman, and of the hands of the 
founder: blue and purple 7s their 
clothing : they are all "the work 
of cunning men. 

10 But the Lorp ws the ‘true 
God, he is "the living God, and 
an °° everlasting king: at his wrath 
the earth shall tremble, and the na- 
tions shall not be able to abide his 
indignation. . 

11 “Thus shall ye say unto them, 
?The gods that have not made the 
heavens and the earth, even ‘they 
shall perish from the earth, and 
from under these heavens. 

12 He ‘hath made the earth by 
his power, he hath ‘established the 
world by his wisdom, and thath 
stretched out the heavens by his 
discretion. 

18 “When he uttereth his voice, 
there is a ‘multitude of waters in 
the heavens, and *he causeth the 
vapours to ascend from the ends 
of the earth; he maketh lightnings 
‘with rain, and bringeth forth the 
wind out of his treasures. 

14 ’ Every man °is *brutish in his 
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knowledge: *every founder is con- 
founded by the graven image: "for 
his molten image 78 falsehood, and 
there is no breath in them. 

15 They are vanity, and the work 
of errors: in the time of their vi- 
sitation ‘they shall perish. 

16 “The portion of Jacob is not 
like them: for he is the former of 
all things; and ‘Israel is the rod 
of his inheritance: ‘The Lorp of 
hosts 78 his name. 

17 { ¢Gather up thy wares out 
of the land, O ?inhabitant of the 
fortress. 

18 For thus saith the Lorp, Be- 
hold, 1 will *sling out the inhabit- 
ants of the land at this once, and 
will distress them, ‘that they may 
find it 8o. 

19 {|*Woe is me for my hurt! 
my wound is grievous: but I said, 
'Truly this is a orief, and “I must 
bear it. 

20 "My tabernacle is spoiled, and 
all my cords are broken: my chil- 
dren are gone forth of me, and they 
are not: there 78 none to stretch 
forth my tent any more, and to set 
up my curtains. 

21 For the pastors are become 

brutish, and have not sought the 
Lorp: therefore they shall not pro- 
sper, and all their flocks shall be 
scattered. 
_22 Behold, the noise of the bruit 
is come, and a great commotion out 
of the °north country, to make the 
cities of Judah desolate, and a’ den 
of dragons, 

23 1 O Lorn, I know that the * way 
of man 7s not in himself: it is not 


in man that walketh to direct his’ 


steps. 
_ 24 O Lorn, ‘correct me, but with 
Judgment ; not in thine anger, lest 
thou *bring me to nothing. 

25 "Pour out thy fury upon the 
heathen ‘that know thee not, and 
upon the families that call not on 
thy name: for they have eaten u 
Jacob, and "devoured him, an 
consumed him, and have 
habitation desolate. 
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between God and idols. 
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Jeremiah rebuketh the Jews. 
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CHAPTER XI. 

1 Jeremiah proclaimeth God’s covenant, 8 re- 
buketh the Jews’ disobeying thereof, 11 pro- 
phesieth evils to come upon them, 18 and 
upon the men of Anathoth, for conspiring to 
kill Jeremiah. 

HE word that came to Jere- 
miah from the Lorp, saying, 

2 Hear ye the words of this cove- 
nant, and speak unto the men of 
Judah, and to the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem ; 

3 And say thou unto them, Thus 
saith the Lorp God of Israel ; * Curs- 
ed be the man that obeyeth not the 
words of this covenant, 

4 Which I commanded your fa- 
thers in the day that I brought 
them forth out of the land of E- 
egypt, from the iron furnace, say- 
ing, “Obey my voice, and do them, 
according to all which I command 
you: so shall ye be my people, and 
I will be your God: 

5 That 1 may perform the ‘oath 
which I have sworn unto your fa- 
thers, to give them a land flowing 
with milk and honey, as if is this 
day. Then answered I, and said, 
?So be it, O Lorp. 

6 Then the Lorp said unto me, 
Proclaim all these words in the 
cities of Judah, and in the streets 
of Jerusalem, saying, Hear ye the 
words of this covenant, °and do 
them. 

7 For I earnestly protested unto 
your fathers in the day that I 
brought them up out of the land 
of Egypt, even unto this day, ‘rising 
early and protesting, saying, Obey 
my voice. 

8 *Yet they obeyed not, nor in- 
clined their ear, but "walked every 
one in the “imagination of their evil 
heart: therefore I will bring upon 
them all the words of this cove- 
nant, which I commanded them to 
do; but they did them not. 

9 And the Lorp said unto me, 
‘A conspiracy is found among the 
men of Judah, and among the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem. 

10 They are turned back to *the 


iniquities of their forefathers, which 
refused to hear my words ; and they 
went after other gods to serve them: 
the house of Israel and the house 
of Judah have broken my covenant 
which I made with their fathers. 

11 7 Therefore thus saith the Lorn, 
Behold, I will bring evil upon them, 
which they shall not be able ’to 
escape ; and 'though they shall cry 
unto me, I will not hearken unto 
them. 

12 Then shall the cities of Judah 
and inhabitants of Jerusalem go, 
and ™ecry unto the gods unto whom 
they offer incense: but they shall 
not save them at all in the time of 
their * trouble. 

18 For according to the number of 
thy "cities were thy gods, O Judah ; 
and according to the number of the 
streets of Jerusalem have ye set up 
altars to that *shameful thing, even 
altars to burn incense unto Baal. 

14 Therefore °pray not thou for 
this people, neither lift up a cry 
or prayer for them: for I will not 
hear them in the time that they 
cry unto me for their ° trouble. 

15”°What hath my beloved to do 
in mine house, seeing she hath 
‘wrought lewdness with many, and 
‘the holy flesh is passed from thee ? 
7when thou doest evil, then thou 
*rejoicest. 

16 The Lorp called thy name, ‘A 
ereen olive tree, fair, and of goodly 
fruit: with the noise of a great tu- 
mult he hath kindled fire upon it, 
and the branches of it are broken. 

17 For the Lorp of hosts, "that 
planted thee, hath pronounced evil 
against thee, for the evil of the 
house of Israel and of the house 
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of Judah, which they have done| 


against themselves to provoke me 
to anger in offering incense unto 
Baal. 

18 { And the Lorp hath given me 
knowledge of it, and I know i#: then 
thou shewedst me their doings. 

19 But I was like a lamb or an 
ox that is brought to the slaugh- 
ter ; and I knew not that * they had 
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devised devices against me, saying, 
Let us destroy *the tree with the 
fruit thereof, ’and let us cut him 
off from 7 the land of the living, that 
his name may be no more remem- 
bered. 

20 But, O Lorp of hosts, that 
judgest righteously, that *triest the 
reins and the heart, let me see thy 
vengeance on them: for unto thee 
have I revealed my cause. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lorp 
of the men of Anathoth, ? that seek 
thy life, saying, °Prophesy not in 
the name of the Lorn, that thou 
die not by our hand: 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lorp 
of hosts, Behold, I will * punish 
them: the young men shall die by 
the sword; their sons and their 
daughters shall die by famine : 

23 And there shall be no remnant 
of them: for I will bring evil upon 
the men of Anathoth, even “the year 
of their visitation. 


CHAPTER XII. 


1 Jeremiah, complaining of the wicked’s pros- 
perity, by faith sceth their ruin. 5 God 
calmonisheth him of his brethren’s treachery 
against him, 7 and lamenteth his heritage. 
14 He promiseth to the penitent return from 
captivity. 

IGHTEOUS “art thou, O Lorp, 
when I plead with thee: yct 

‘let me talk with thee of thy judg- 

ments: > Wherefore doth the way 

of the wicked prosper? wherefore 
are all they happy that deal very 
treacherously ? 

2 Thou hast planted them, yea, 
they have taken root: 'they grow, 
yea, they bring forth fruit: *thou 
art near in their mouth, and far 
from their reins. 

8 But thou, O Lorp, ‘knowest 
me: thou hast seen me, and ° tried 
mine heart °toward thee: pull them 
out like sheep for the slaughter, 
and prepare them for ‘the day of 


— ter. 
4 How long shall *the land mourn, 


and the herbs of every field wither, 
‘fer the wickedness of them that 
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dwell therein ? ‘the beasts are con- 
sumed, and the birds; because they 
said, He shall not see our last end. 

5 7 If thou hast run with the foot- 
men, and they have wearied thee, 
then how canst thou contend with 
horses ? and if in the land of peace, 
wherein thou trustedst, they wearied 
thee, then how wilt thou do in * the 
swelling of Jordan ? 

6 For even ‘thy brethren, and the 
house of thy father, even they have 
dealt treacherously with thee ; yea, 
*they have called a multitude after 
thee: "believe them not, though 
they speak ° fair words unto thee. 

7 71 have forsaken mine house, 
T have left mine heritage; I have 
given ‘the dearly beloved of my 
soul into the hand of her enemies. 

8 Mine heritage is unto me as a 
lion m the forest; it °®crieth out 
against me: therefore have I hated 
it. 

9 Mine heritage 7s unto me as 
a ‘speckled bird, the birds round 
about are against her; come ye, 
assemble all the beasts of the field, 
"come to devour. 

10 Many °pastors have destroyed 
my vineyard, they have ‘trodden 
my portion under foot, they have 
made my * pleasant portion a deso- 
late wilderness. 

11 They have made it desolate, 
and being desolate *it mourneth 
unto me; the whole land is made 
desolate, because *no man layeth 
it to heart. 


12 The spoilers are come upon all 


high places through the wilderness : 
for the sword of the Lorp shall de- 
vour from the one end of the land 
even to the other end of the land: 
no flesh shall have peace. 

18 ‘They have sown wheat, but 
shall reap thorns: they have put 
themselves to pain, but shall not 
profit: and ‘they shall be ashamed 
of your revenues because of the 
fierce anger of the Lorp. 

14 Thus saith the Lorn against 


all mine evil neighbours, that "touch 


the inheritance which I have caused 


desolation of his heritage. 
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8 Heb. good 
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5 Or, yelleth. 
® Heb. giveth 
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8 Or, cause 
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my people Israel to inherit; Be- 
hold, I will *pluck them out of 
their land, and pluck out the house 
of Judah from among them. 

15 ’And it shall come to pass, 
after that I have plucked them out 
I will return, and have compas- 
sion on them, ?and will bring them 
again, every man to his heritage, 
and every man to his land. 

16 And it shall come to pass, if 
they will diligently learn the ways 
of my people, *to swear by my 
name, The Lorp liveth; as_ they 
taught my people to swear by Baal ; 
then shall they be ’built in the 
midst of my people. 

17 But if they will not ‘obey, I 
will utterly pluck up and destroy 
that nation, saith the Lorn. 


CHAPTER XIII. 

1 In the tyne of a linen girdle, hidden at Ew 
phrates, God prefigureth the destruction of his 
people. 12 Under the parable of the bottles 
filled with wine he foretelleth their drunken- 
ness in misery. 15 He exhorteth to prevent 
their future judgments. 22 He sheweth their 
abominations are the cause thereof. 


HUS saith the Lorp unto me, 

Go and get thee a linen girdle, 
and put it upon thy loins, and put 
it not in water. 

2 So I got a girdle according to 
the word of the Lorn, and put it 
on my loins. 

3 And the word of the Lorp came 
unto me the second time, saying, 

4 Take the girdle that thou hast 
got, which 7s upon thy loins, and 
arise, go to Euphrates, and hide it 
there in a hole of the rock. 

5 So I went, and hid it b Euphra- 
tes, as the Lorp commanded me. 

6 And it came to pass after many 
days, that the Lorp said unto me, 
Arise, go to Euphrates, and take 
the girdle from thence, which I 
commanded thee to hide there. 

7 Then I went to Euphrates, and 
digged, and took the girdle from 
the place where I had hid it: and, 
behold, the girdle was. marred, it 
was profitable for nothing, 
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8 Then the word of the Lorp came 
unto me, saying, 

9 Thus saith the Lorn, After this 
manner *will I mar the pride of 
Judah, and the great pride of Je- 
rusalem. 

10 This evil people, which refuse 
to hear my words, which ' walk in 
the “imagination of their heart, 
and walk after other gods, to serve 
them, and to worship them, shall 
even be as this girdle, which is 
good for nothing. 

11 For as the girdle cleaveth to 
the loins of a man, so have I caused 
to cleave unto me the whole house 
of Israel and the whole house of 
Judah, saith the Lorp; that °they 
might be unto me for a _ people, 
and “for a name, and for a praise, 
and for a glory: but they would not 
hear. 

12 {1 Therefore thou shalt speak 
unto them this word; Thus saith 
the Lorp God of Israel, Every 
bottle shall be filled with wine: 
and they shall say unto thee, Do 
we not certainly know that every 
bottle shall be filled with wine ? 

13 Then shalt thou say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lory, Behold, I 
will fill all the mhabitants of this 
land, even the kings that sit upon 
David’s throne, and the priests, and 
the prophets, and all the inhabit- 
ants of Jerusalem, °with drunken- 
ness. 

14 And ‘I will dash them *one a- 
gainst another, even the fathers and 
the sons together, saith the Lorp: 
I will not pity, nor spare, nor hay 
mercy, ‘but destroy them. 7 

15 7 Hear ye, and give ear; be not 
proud: for the Lory hath spoken. 

16 §Give glory to the Lorp your 
God, before he cause "darkness, 
and before your feet stumble upon 
the dark mountains, and, while ye 
‘look for light, he turn it into * the 
shadow of death, and make ié gross 
darkness. 

17 But if ye will not hear it, my 
soul shall weep in secret places 
for your pride; and 'mine eye shall

18 Say unto ™the king and to 
the queen, Humble yourselves, sit 
down: for your ’ principalities shall 
come down, even the crown of your 

lory. 

19 The cities of the south shall 
be shut up, and none shall open 
them: Judah shall be carried away 
captive all of it, it shall be wholly 
carried away captive. 

20 Lift up your eyes, and behold 
them "that come from the north: 
where is the flock that was given 
thee, thy beautiful flock ? 

21 What wilt thou say when he 
shall * punish thee? for thou hast 
taught them fo be captains, and as 
chief over thee: shall not ° sorrows 
take thee, as a woman in travail ? 

22 {| And if thou say in thine heart, 
PWherefore come these things up- 
on me? For the greatness of thine 
i cd are ‘thy skirts discovered, 
and thy heels ‘made bare. 

23 Can the Ethiopian change his 
skin, or the leopard his spots ? then 
may ye also do good, that are °’ac- 
customed to do evil. 

24 Therefore will I scatter them 
ras the stubble that passeth away 
by the wind of the wild 3mNess. 

25 *This is thy lot, the portion 
of thy measures from me, saith the 
Lorp; because thou hast forgotten 
me, and trusted in ‘falsehood. 

26 Therefore “will I discover thy 
skirts upon thy face, that thy shame 
may appear. 

27 I have seen thine adulteries, 
and thy *neighings, the lewdness 
of thy whoredom, and thine abomi- 
nations on the hills in the fields. 
Woe unto thee, O Jerusalem! wilt 
thou not be made clean? ‘when 
shall it once be? 


CHAPTER XIV. 

1 The grievous famine 7 canseth Jeremiah to 
pray. 10 The Lord will not be intreated for 
the people. 183 Lying prophets are no excuse 
Jor them. 17 Jeremiah is moved to complain 
Sor them. - 7 
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HE word of the Lorp that 
came to Jeremiah concerning 
*the dearth. 

2 Judah mourneth, and *the gates 
thereof languish; they are "black 
unto the ground; and ‘the cry of 
Jerusalem is gone up. 

8 And their nobles have sent 
their little ones to the waters: 
they came to the pits, and found 
no water; they returned with their 
vessels empty ; they were ‘ashamed 
and confounded, °and covered their 
heads. 

4 Because the ground is chapt, 
for there was no rain in the earth, 
the plowmen were ashamed, they 
covered their heads. 

5 Yea, the hind also calved in the 
ficld, and forsook 7f, because there 
was no grass. 

6 And ‘the wild asses did stand in 
the high places, they snuffed up the 
wind like dragons; their eyes did 
fail, because there was no grass. 

7 1 O Lorp, though our iniqui- 
tics testify against us, do thou # 
‘for thy name’s sake: for our back- 
slidings are many; we have sinned 
against thee. 

8 "O the hope of Israel, the sa- 
viour thereof in time of trouble, 
why shouldest thou be as a stranger 
In the land, and as a wayfaring 
man that turneth aside to tarry for 
a nicht ? 

9 Why shouldest thou be as a man 
astonied, as a mighty man ‘that 
cannot save? yet thou, O Lonp, 
“art in the midst of us, and *we 
ne called by thy name; leave us 
not. 

10 1 Thus saith the Lorp unto 
this people, 'Thus have they loved 
to wander, they have not refrain- 
ed their feet, therefore the Lorp 
doth not accept them; ™he will 
now remember their iniquity, and 
visit their sins. 

11 Then said the Lorp unto me, 
"Pray not for this people for their 
good. 

12 °When they fast, I will not 
hear their cry; arid ?when they

offer burnt offering and an oblation, 
I will not accept them: but ‘I will 
consume them by the sword, and by 
the famine, and by the pestilence. 

18 1'Then said I, Ah, Lord Gop! 
behold, the prophets say unto them, 
Ye shall not see the sword, nei- 
ther shall ye have famine; but I 
will give you *assured peace in this 
place. 

14 Then the Lorp said unto me, 
‘The prophets prophesy lies in my 
name: ‘I sent them not, neither 
have I commanded them, neither 
spake unto them: they prophesy 
unto you a false vision and divi- 
nation, and a thing of nought, and 
the deceit of their heart. 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lorp 
concerning the prophets that pro- 
phesy in my name, and I sent them 
not, “yet they say, Sword and fa- 
mine shall not be in this land; By 
sword and famine shall those pro- 
phets be consumed. 

16 And the ee to whom they 
prophesy shall be cast out in the 
streets of Jerusalem because of the 
famine and the sword; *and they 
shall have none to bury them, them, 
their wives, nor their sons, nor their 
daughters: for I will pour their 
wickedness upon them. 

17 1 Therefore thou shalt say this 
word unto them; *Let mine eyes 
run down with tears night and 
day, and let them not cease: *for 
the virgin daughter of my eople is 
broken with a — rene 9 with a 
very grievous blow. 

18 If I go forth into * the field, then 
behold the slain with the sword! 
and if I enter into the city, then 
behold them that are sick with 
famine! yea, both the prophet and 
the priest *go about into a land 
that they know not. 

19 > Hast thou utterly rejected Ju- 
dah? hath thy soul lothed Zion? why 
hast thou smitten us, and ‘there ig 
no healing for us? ‘we looked for 
peace, and there is no good; and 
for the time of healing, and behold 


trouble ! 
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20 We acknowledge, O Lor», our 
wickedness, and the iniquity of our 
fathers: for ° we have sinned against 
thee. 

21 Do not abhor wa, for thy name’s 
sake, do not disgrace the throne 
of thy glory: ‘remember, break not 
thy covenant with us. 

22 Are there any among "the 
vanities of the Gentiles that can 
cause rain? or can the heavens 
give showers ? ‘art not thou he, O 
Lorp our God? therefore we will 
wait upon thee: for thou hast made 
all these things. 


CHAPTER XV. 

1 The utter rejection and manifold judgments 
of the Jews. 10 Jeremiah, complaining of 
their spite, receiveth a promise for himself, 
12 and a threatening for them. 15 He pray- 
cth, 19 and receiveth a gracious promise. 

HEN said the Lorp unto me, 

‘Though »Moses and °*Samuel 
stood before me, yet my mind could 
not be toward this people: cast 
them out of my sight, and let them 
go forth. 

2 And it shall come to pass, if 
they say unto thee, Whither shall 
we go forth? then thou shalt tell 
them, Thus saith the Lorp; ‘Such 
as are for death, to death; and such 
as are for the sword, to the sword; 
and such as are for the famine, to 
the famine; and such as are for the 
captivity, to the captivity. 

8 And I will ‘appoint over them 
four *kinds, saith the Lorp: the 
sword to slay, and the dogs to tear, 
and ‘the fowls of the heaven, and 
the beasts of the earth, to devour 
and destroy. 

4 And °I will cause them to be 
Sremoved into all kingdoms of the 
earth, because of 'Manasseh the 
son of Hezekiah king of Judah, for 
that which he did in Jerusalem. 

5 For ‘who shall have pity upon 
thee, O Jerusalem? or who shall 
bemoan thee ? or who shall go aside 
‘to ask how thou doest ? 

6 *Thou hast forsaken me, saith 
the Lorp, thou art 'gone backward : 
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therefore will I stretch out my hand 
against thee, and destroy thee; "I 
am weary with repenting. 

7 And I will fan them with a fan 
in the gates of the land; I will 
bereave them of *children, I will 
destroy my people, since "they re- 
turn not from their ways. 

8 Their widows are increased to 
me above the sand of the seas: I 
have brought upon them ‘against 
the mother of the young men a 
spoiler at noonday: I have caused 
him to fall upon it suddenly, and 
terrors upon the city. 

9 °She that hath borne seven lan- 
guisheth: she hath given up the 
ghost; her sun is gone down while 
v¢ was yet day: she hath been a- 
shamed and confounded: and the 
residue of them will I deliver to 
the sword before their enemies, 
saith the Lorn. 

10 1 “Woe is me, my mother, that 
thou hast borne me a man of strife 
and a man of contention to the 
whole earth! I have neither lent 
on usury, nor men have lent to me 
on usury; yet every one of them 
doth curse me. 

11 The Lorn said, Verily it shall 
be well with thy remnant; verily 
*I will cause "the enemy to entreat 
thee well in the time of evil and in 
the time of affliction. 

12 Shall iron break the northern 
iron and the steel ? 

13 Thy substance and thy trea- 
sures will I give to the ‘spoil with- 
out price, and ¢hat for all thy sins, 
even in all thy borders. 

14 And I will make thee to 
with thine enemies ‘into a land 
which thou knowest not: for a 
“fire 1s kindled in mine anger, which 
shall burn upon you. ) 

15 1 O Lorn, *thou knowest: re- 
member me, and visit me, and ’re- 
venge me of my persecutors; take 
me not away in thy longsuffering: 
know that ‘for thy sake I have 
suffered rebuke. 

16 Thy words were fownd,. and I 
did *eat them; and ’thy word was 
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unto me the joy and 2 opr of 
mine heart: for “I am called by thy 
name, O Lorp God of hosts. 

17 °I sat not in the assembly of the 
mockers, nor rejoiced; I sat alone 
because of thy hand: for thou hast 
filled me with indignation. 

18 Why is my “pain perpetual, 
and my wound incurable, which 
refuseth to be healed? wilt thou 
be altogether unto me °as a liar, 
and ‘as waters that * fail ? 

19 4] Therefore thus saith the Lorp, 
eJf thou return, then will I bring 
thee again, and thou shalt "stand 
before me: and if thou ‘take forth 
the precious from the vile, thou 
shalt be as my mouth: let them re- 
turn unto thee; but return not thou 
unto them. 

20 And T will make thee unto this 
people a fenced brasen ‘wall: and 
they shall fight against thee, but 
‘they shall not prevail against thee : 
for I am with thee to save thee and 
to deliver thee, saith the Lorp. 

21 And I will deliver thee out of 
the hand of the wicked, and J will 
redeem thee out of the hand of the 
terrible. 


CHAPTER XVI. 


1 The prophet, under the types of abstaining 
Jrom marriage, from houses of mourning 
cul feasting, foresheweth the utter ruin of 
the Jews, 10 because they were worse than 
their fathers. 14 Their return from captivity 
shall be stranger than their deliverance out of 
Egypt. \6 God will doubly recompense their 
wdolatry. 

HE word of the Lorp came 
also unto me, saying, 

2 Thou shalt not take thee a wife, 
neither shalt thou have sons or 
daughters in this place. my 

8 For thus saith the Lorp con- 
cerning the sons and concerning 
the daughters that are born in this 
place, and concerning their mothers 
that bare them, and concerning 
their fathers that begat them in this 
land ; : ! 

4 They shall die of ‘grievous 
deaths; they shall not be *lament- 
ed; neither shall they be buried: 


recewveth a gracious promise. 
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8 Thou shalt not also go into the 
house of feasting, to sit with them 
to eat and to drink. 

9 For thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, 
*T will cause to cease out of this 
place in your eyes, and in your 
days, the voice of mirth, and the 
voice of gladness, the voice of the 
bridegroom, and the voice of the 
bride. 

10 7 And it shall come to pass, 
when thou shalt shew this people 
all these words, and they shall 
say unto thee, ‘Wherefore hath the 
Lorp pronounced all this great evil 
against us? or what is our ini- 
quity ? or what is our sin that we 
have committed against the Lorp 
our God ? 

11 Then shalt thou say unto them, 
™Because your fathers have forsak- 
en me, saith the Lorpb, and have 
walked after other gods, and have 
served them, and have worshipped 
them, and have forsaken me, and 
have not kept my law; 

12 And ye have done "worse than 
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your fathers; for, behold, °ye walk 
every one after the *imagination 
of his evil heart, that they may not 
hearken unto me: 

18 Therefore will I cast you out 
of this land ‘into a land that ye 
know not, neither ye nor your fa- 
thers; and there shall ye serve 
other gods day and night; where I 
will not shew you favour. 

14 { Therefore, behold, the 'days 
come, saith the Lorp, that it shall 
no more be said, The Lorp liveth, 
that brought up the children of Is- 
rael out of the land of Egypt ; 

15 But, The Lorp liveth, that 
brought up the children of Israel 
from the ro of the north, and 
from all the lands whither he had 
driven them: and ‘I will bring them 
again into their land that I gave 
unto their fathers. 

16 {| Behold, I will send for many 
‘fishers, saith the Lorp, and they 
shall fish them; and after will I send 
for many hunters, and they shall 
hunt them from every mountain, 
and from every hill, and out of the 
holes of the rocks. 

17 For mine “eyes are upon all 
their ways: they are not hid from 
my face, neither is their miquity 
hid from mine eyes. 

18 And first I will recompense 
their iniquity and their sin * double ; 
because * they have defiled my land, 
they have filled mine inheritance 
with the carcascs of their detestable 
and abominable things. 

19 O Lorp, ‘my strength, and 
my fortress, and *my refuge in the 
day of affliction, the Gentiles shall 
come unto thee from the ends of 
the earth, and shall say, Surely 
our fathers have inherited lies, va- 


nity, and things wherein there is no |° 


profit. 

20 Shall a man make gods unto 
himself, and ‘they are no gods ? 

21 Therefore, behold, I will this 
once cause them to know, I will 
cause them to know mine hand 
and my might:;.and they shall know 
that ‘iny name is ?The Lorp, | 
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CHAPTER XVII. 

1 The captivity of Judah for her sin. 5 Trust 
in man is cursed, 7 in God is blessed. 9 The 
deceitful heart cannot deceive God. 12 The 
salvation of God. 15 The prophet complain- 
eth of the mockers of his prophecy. 19 He is 
sent to renew the covenant in hallowing the 
sabbath. 


HE sin of Judah 7s written with 
| a *pen of iron, and with the 
*point of a diamond: 7 78 °graven 
upon the table of their heart, and 
upon the horns of your altars ; 

2 Whilst their children remem- 
ber their altars and their ° groves 
by the green trees upon the high 
hills. 

8 O my mountain in the field, ‘I 
will give thy substance and all th 
treasures to the spoil, and thy hi 

laces for sin, throughout all thy 
borders. 

4 And thou, even ‘thyself, shalt 
discontinue from thine heritage that 
I gave thee; and I will cause thee 
to serve thine enemies in °the land 
which thou knowest not: for ‘ye 
have kindled a fire in mine anger, 
which shall burn for ever. 

5 1 Thus saith the Lorp; *Cursed 
be the man that trusteth in man, 
and maketh "flesh his arm, and 
whose heart departeth from the 
Lorp. 

6 For he shall be ‘like the heath 
in the desert, and ‘shall not see 
when good cometh; but shall in- 
habit the parched places in the 
wilderness, ‘in a salt land and not 
inhabited. 

7 ™ Blessed is the man that trust- 
eth in the Lorp, and whose hope 
the Lorp is. 

8 For he shall be “as a tree plant- 
ed by the waters, and that spread- 
eth out her roots by the river, and 
shall not see when heat cometh, 
but her leaf shall be green; and 
shall not be careful in the year of 
‘drought, neither shall cease from 
yielding fruit. 

9 { The heart is deceitful above 
all things, and desperately wicked : 
who can know it ? 
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10 I the Lorn °search the heart, 
I try the reins, ?even to give every 
man according to his ways, and ac- 
cording to the fruit of his doings. 

11 As the partridge *sitteth on 
eggs, and hatcheth them not; 80 
he that getteth riches, and not by 
right, ‘shall leave them in the midst 
of his days, and at his end shall be 
Ta fool. 

12 { A glorious high throne from 
the beginning 7 the place of our 
sanctuary. 

18 O Lorp, ‘the hope of Israel, ‘ all 
that forsake thee shall be ashamed, 
and they that depart from me shall 
be "written in the earth, because 
they have forsaken the Lorp, the 
*fountain of living waters. 

14 Heal me, O Lorp, and I shall 
be healed; save me, and I shall be 
saved: for thou art my praise. 

15 {1 Behold, they say unto me, 
‘Where is the word of the Lorn ? 
let it come now. 

16 As for me, *I have not hasten- 
ed from being a pastor *to follow 
thee: neither have I desired the 
woeful day; thou knowest: that 
which came out of my lips was 
right before thee. 

17 Be not a terror unto me: thou 
art my hope in the.day of evil. 

18 ‘Let them be confounded that 
persecute me, but ‘let not me be 
confounded : let them be dismayed, 
but let not me be dismayed: bring 
upon them the day of evil, and 
“*destroy them with double de- 
struction. 

19 {i Thus said the Lorp unto me; 
Go and stand in the gate of the 
children of the people, whereby the 
kings of Judah come in, and by the 
which they go out, and in all the 
gates of Jerusalem ; 

20 And say unto them, ‘Hear ye 
the word of the Lorn, ye kings of 
Judah, and all Judah, and all the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, that enter 
in by these gates: 

21 Thus saith the Lorp;: *Take 
heed to yourselves, and bear no 
burden on the sabbath day, nor 
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bring if in by the gates of Jerusa- 


em ; 

22 Neither carry forth a burden 
out of your houses on the sabbath 
day, neither do ye any work, but 
hallow ye the sabbath day, as I 
»commanded your fathers. 

23 ‘But they obeyed not, neither 
inclined their ear, but made their 
neck stiff, that they might not hear, 
nor receive instruction. 

24 And it shall come to pass, if ye 
diligently hearken unto me, saith 
the Lorp, to bring in no burden 
through the gates of this city on 
the sabbath day, but hallow the 
sabbath day, to do no work there- 
in ; 

25 *Then shall there enter into the 
gates of this city kings and princes 
sitting upon the throne of David, 
riding in chariots and on_ horses, 
they, and their princes, the men 


‘lof Judah, and the inhabitants of 


Jerusalem: and this city shall re- 
main for ever. 

26 And they shall come from the 
cities of Judah, and from 'the places 
about Jerusalem, and from the land 
of Benjamin, and from ™the plain, 
and from the mountains, and from 
"the south, _——- burnt offerings, 
and sacrifices, and meat offerings, 
and incense, and bringing °sacri- 
fices of praise, unto the cine of 
the Lorp. 

27 But if ye will not hearken unto 
me to hallow the sabbath day, and 
not to bear a burden, even entering 
in at the gates of Jerusalem on the 
sabbath day; then ’will I kindle 
a fire in the gates thereof, ‘and it 
shall devour the palaces of Jerusa- 
lem, and it shall not be quenched. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 


1 Under the type of a potter is shewed God's 
absolute power in disposing of nations. 11 
Judgments threatened to Judah for her 


strange revolt. 18 Jeremiah prayeth against 
his conspirators. 


HE word which came to Jere- 


miah from the Lorp, saying, 
2 Arise, and go down to the pot- 
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ter’s house, and there I will cause 
thee to hear my words. 

8 Then I went down to the potter’s 
house, and, behold, he wrought a 
work on the * wheels. 

4 And the vessel “that he made 
of clay was marred in the hand of 
the potter: so he ‘made it again 
another vessel, as seemed good to 
the potter to make 7#. 

5 Then the word of the Lorp came 
to me, saying, 

6 O house of Israel, *cannot I do 
with you as this potter? saith the 
Lorp. Behold, as the clay 7s in 
the potter’s hand, so are ye in mine 
hand, O house of Israel. 

7 At what instant I shall speak 
concerning a nation, and concern- 
ing a kingdom, to ‘pluck up, and 
to pull down, and to destroy it ; 

8 “If that nation, against whom I 
have pronounced, turn from their 
evil, °f will repent of the evil that 
I thought to do unto them. 

9 And at what instant I shall 
speak concerning a nation, and 
concerning a kingdom, to build and 
to plant it; 

10 If it do evil in my sight, that 
it obey not my voice, then I will 
repent of the good, wherewith I 
said I would benefit them. 

11 {| Now therefore go to, speak 
to the men of Judah, and to the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, saying, 
Thus saith the Lorp; Behold, I 
frame evil against you, and devise 
a device against you: ‘return ye 
now every one from his evil way, 
and make your ways and your do- 
ings good. 

12 And they said, ‘There is no 
hope: hat we will walk after our 
own devices, and we will every one 
do the nise2inuiion of his evil heart. 

18 Therefore thos saith the Lorp; 
bAsk ye now anong the heathen, 
who hail: heard such things: the 
virgin «! Israel hath done ‘a very 
horrible thing. 

14 Will @ man leave *the snow 
of Lebanon which cometh from the 
rock of the field? or shall the cold 
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* vor. 20. 


the time of thine anger, 


flowing waters that come from an- 
other place be forsaken ? 

15 Because my people hath forgot- 
ten ‘me, they Aa burned incense 
to ‘vanity, and they have caused 
them to stumble in their ways from 
the ™ancient paths, to walk in paths, 
in a way not cast up ; 

16 To make their land "desolate, 
and a perpetual ’ hissing; every one 
that passeth thereby shall be asto- 
nished, and wag his head. 

17 *I will scatter them ‘as with 
an cast wind before the enemy; 'I 
will shew them the back, and not 
the face, in the day of their ca- 
lamity. 

18 {| Then said they, *Come, and 
let us devise devices against Jere- 
miah ; ‘for the law shall not perish 
from the priest, nor counsel from 
the wise, nor the word from the 
prophet. Come, and let us smite 
him ’with the tongue, and let us not 
give heed to any of his words. 

19 Give heed to me, O Lorn, and 
hearken to the voice of them that 
contend with me. 

20 “Shall evil be recompensed for 
good ? for *they have digged a pit 
for my soul. Remember that I 
stood before thee to speak good for 
them, and to turn away thy wrath 
from them. 

21 Therefore ‘deliver up their chil- 
dren to the famine, and * pour out 
their blood by the force of the 
sword; and let their wives be be- 
reaved of their children, and be wi- 
dows; and let their men be put to 
death ; /e¢ their young men 6e slain 
by the sword in battle. 

22 Let a cry be heard from their 
houses, when thou shalt bring a 
troop suddenly upon them: for 
‘they have digged a pit to take me, 
and hid snares for my feet. 

23 Yet, Lonrp, thou knowest all 
their counsel against me ‘to slay 
me: “forgive not their iniquity, 
neither blot out their sin from thy 
sight, but let them be overthrown 
before thee; deal thus with them in 
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CHAPTER XIX. 

Under the type of breaking a potter’s vessel 
is foreshewed the desolation of the Jews for 
their sins. 

HUS saith the Lorp, Go and 
get a potter’s earthen bottle, 
and take of the ancients of the 


people, and of the ancients of the 


priests ; 

2 And go forth unto ‘the valley 
of the son of Hinnom, which is by 
the entry of *the east gate, and pro- 
claim there the words that I shall 
tell thee, 

8 >And say, Hear ye the word of 
the Lorp, O kings of Judah, and in- 
habitants of Jerusalem; Thus saith 
the Lorn of hosts, the God of Is- 
rael; Behold, I will bring evil up- 
on this place, the which whosoever 
hearcth, his ears shall ‘tingle. 

4 Because they ‘have forsaken 
me, and have estranged this place, 
and have burned incense in it unto 
other gods, whom neither they nor 
their fathers have known, nor the 
kings of Judah, and have filled this 
place with °the blood of innocents ; 

5 ‘They have built also the high 
places of Baal, to burn their sons 
with fire for burnt offerings unto 
Baal, “which I commanded not, 
nor spake i#, neither came if into 
my mind: 

6 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lorp, that this place shall 
no more be called Tophet, nor "The 
valley of the son of Hinnom, but 
The valley of slaughter. 

7 And J] will make void the coun- 
sel of Judah and Jerusalem in this 
place; ‘and I will cause them to 
fall by the sword before their ene- 
mies, and by the hands of them 
that seek their lives: and_ their 

carcases will I give to be meat for 
the fowls of the heaven, and for the 
beasts of the earth. 

8 And I will make this city 'deso- 
late, and an hissing; every one that 
passeth thereby shall be astonished 
and hiss because of all the plagues 
thereof, | : oa 
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9 And I will cause them to eat the 
™flesh of their sons and the flesh of 
their daughters, and they shall eat 
every one the flesh of his friend in 
the siege and straitness, wherewith 
their enemies, and they that seek 
their lives, shall straiten them. 

10 "Then shalt thou break the 
bottle in the sight of the men that 
go with thee, 

11 And shalt say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lory of hosts; #@ Even so 
will I break this people and this 
city, as one breaketh a_ potter's 
vessel, that cannot ?be made whole 
again: and they shall ? bury them 
in Tophet, till there be no place to 
bury. 

12 Thus will I do unto this place, 
saith the Lorp, and to the inhabit- 
ants thereof, and even make this 
city as Tophct: 

13 And the houses of Jerusalem, 
and the houses of the kings of Ju- 
dah, shall be defiled 4as the place 
of Tophet, because of all the houses 
upon whose ‘roofs they have burned 
incense unto all the host of heaven, 
and ‘have poured out drink offer- 
ings unto other gods. 

14 Then came Jeremiah from To- 

het, whither the Lorp had sent 

im to prophesy; and he stood in 
‘the court of the Lorp’s house; and 
said to all the people, 

15 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Behold, I will 
bring upon this city and upon all 
her towns all the evil that I have 
sag ie against it, because "they 

ave hardened their necks, that 
they might not hear my words. 


CHAPTER XX. 

1 Pashur, smiting Jeremiah, receiveth a new 
name, and a fearful doom. 7 Jeremiah com- 
plaineth of contempt, 10 of treachery, 14 and 
of his birth. 

OW Pashur the son of *Immer 

the priest, who was also chief 

overnor in the house of the Lorp, 

eard that Jeremiah prophesied 
these things. | 


2 Then Pashur smote Jeremiah | 
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the prophet, and put him in the 
stocks that were in the high gate 
of Benjamin, which was by the 
house of the Lorp. 

3 And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that Pashur brought forth 
Jeremiah out of the stocks. Then 
said Jeremiah unto him, The Lorp 
hath not called thy name Pashur, 
but ? Magor-missabib. 

4 For thus saith the Lorn, Bc- 
hold, I will make thee a terror to 
thyself, and to all thy friends: and 
they shall fall by the sword of their 
enemies, and thine eyes shall be- 
hold it: and I will give all Judah 
into the hand of the king of Baby- 
lon, and he shall carry them captive 
into Babylon, and shall slay them 
with the sword. 

5 Morcover I ° will deliver all the 
strength of this city, and all the 
labours thereof, and all the precious 
things thereof, and all the treasures 
of the kings of Judah will I give 
into the hand of their enemies, 
which shall spoil them, and take 
them, and carry them to Babylon. 

6 And thou, Pashur, and all that 
dwell in thine house shall go into 
captivity: and thou shalt come to 
Babylon, and there thou shalt die, 
and shalt be buried there, thou, 
and all thy friends, to whom thou 
hast ° prophesied lies. 

770O Lorp, thou hast deceived 
me, and I was ’ deceived: ‘thou art 
stronger than I, and hast prevailed : 
¢T am in derision daily, every one 
mocketh me. 

8 For since I spake, I cried out, 
‘I cried violence and spoil; because 
the word of the Lorp was made 
a reproach unto me, and a derision, 
daily. 

9 Then I said, I will not make 
mention of him, nor speak any more 
in his name. But fis word was in 
mine heart as a * burning fire shut u 
in my bones, and I was weary with 
forbearing, and "I could not stay. 

10 1‘For I heard the defaming of 
many, fear on every side. Report, 
say they, and we will report it. 
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*k All my familiars watched for my 
halting, saying, Peradventure he 
will be enticed, and we shall pre- 
vail against him, and we shall take 
our revenge on him. 

11 But 'the Lorp is with me as a 
mighty terrible one: therefore my 
persecutors shall stumble, and they 
shall not "prevail: they shall be 
creatly ashamed; for they shall not 
prosper: their “everlasting confu- 
sion shall never be forgotten. 

12 But, O Lorp of hosts, that 
triest the rightcous, and seest the 
reins and the heart, ? let me see thy 
vengeance on them: for unto thee 
have I opened my cause. 

13 Sing unto the Lorp, praise ye 
the Lorn: for “he hath delivered 
the soul of the poor from the hand 
of evildoers. 

14 {7 "Cursed be the day wherein 
TI was born: let not the day wherein 
my mother bare me be blessed. 

15 Cursed be the man who brought 
tidings to my father, saying, A man 
child is born unto thee; making 
him very glad. 

16 And let that man be as the 
cities which the Lorp ‘overthrew, 
and repented not: and let him ‘hear 
the cry in the morning, and the 
shouting at noontide ; 

17 * Because he slew me not from 
the womb ; or that my mother might 
have been my grave, and her womb 
to be always great with me. 

18 * Wherefore came I forth out of 
the womb to ’see labour and sor- 
row, that my days should be con- 
sumed with shame ? 


CHAPTER XXTI. 


1 Zedckiah sendeth to Jeremiah to enquire the 
event of Nebuchadreszar’s war. 3 Jeremiah 
Soretelleth a hard siege and miserable captivity. 
8 He cownselleth the people to fall to the Chal- 
deans, 11 and upbraideth the king’s house. 

HE word which came unto Je- 

remiah from the Lorp, when 
king Zedekiah sent unto him * Pa- 
shur the son of Melchiah, and 
>Zephaniah the son of Maaseiah 
the priest, saying, 2 
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2 °Enquire, I pray thee, of the 
Lorp for us; for Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon maketh war against 
us; if so be that the Lorp will deal 
with us according to all his won- 
drous works, that he may go up 
from us. 

8 { Then said Jeremiah unto them, 
Thus shall ye say to Zedekiah : 

4 Thus saith the Lorp God of 
Israel; Behold, I will turn back the 
weapons -of war that are in your 
hands, wherewith ye fight against 
the king of Babylon, and against 
the Chaldeans, which besiege you 
without the walls, and “I will as- 
semble them into the midst of this 
city. 

5 And I myself will fight against 
you with an °outstretched hand and 
with a strong arm, even in anger, 
and in fury, and in great wrath. 

6 And I will smite the inhabitants 
of this city, both man and beast: 
they shall die of a great pestilence. 

7 And afterward, saith the Lorn, 
"Il will deliver Zedekiah king of 
Judah, and his servants, and the 
people, and such as are left in this 
city from the pestilence, from the 
sword, and from the famine, into 
the hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon, and into the hand of their 
enemies, and into the hand of those 
that seek their life: and he shall 
smite them with the edge of the 
sword; he shall not spare them, 
neither have pity, nor have mercy. 

8 { And unto this people thou 
Shalt say, Thus saith the Lorn; 
Behold, "I set before you the way 
of life, and the way of death. 

9 He that ‘abideth in this city 
shall die by the sword, and by the 
famine, and by the pestilence: but 
he that goeth out, and falleth to 
the Chaldeans that besiege you, he 
shall live, and “his life shall be 
unto him for a prey. 


10 For I have 'set my face against | 


this city for evil, and not for good, 
saith the Lorn: “it shall be given 
into the hand of the king of 


by- | 
lon, and he shall "burn it with fire. | 


siege and miserable captivity. 
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| gates of this house kin 


11 { And touching the house of 
the king of Judah, say, Hear ye 
the word of the Lorn ; 

12 O house of David, thus saith 
the Lorp; °* Execute judgment ” in 
the morning, and deliver him that 
is spoiled out of the hand of the 
oppressor, lest my fury go out like 
fire, and burn that none can quench 
it, because of the evil of your doings. 

18 Behold, *I am against thee, 


|O *inhabitant of the valley, and 


rock of the plain, saith the Lorp; 
which say, "Who shall come down 
against us? or who shall enter into 
our habitations ? 

14 But I will ‘punish you accord- 
ing to the ‘fruit of your doings, 
saith the Lorp: and I will kindle 
a fire in the forest thereof, and ‘it 
shall devour all things round about 


it. 

CHAPTER XXIT. 

1 He exhorteth to repentance, with promises 
und threats. 10 The judgment of Shallum, 
13 of Jehoiakim, 20 and of Coniah. 

HUS saith the Lorp; Go down 
to the house of the king of 

Judah, and speak there this word, 

2 And say, “Hear the word of the 
Lorp, O king of Judah, that sittest 
upon the throne of David, thou, 
and thy servants, and thy people 
that enter in by these gates: 

8 Thus saith the Lorn; ° Execute 
ye judgment and righteousness, and 
deliver the spoiled out of the hand 
of the oppressor : and °do no wrong, 
do no violence to the stranger, the 
fatherless, nor the widow, neither 
shed innocent blood in this place. 

4 For if ye do this thing indeed, 
“then shall there enter in by the 
sitting 
upon the throne of David, riding 
in chariots and on horses, he, and 
his servants, and his people. 

5 But if ye will not hear these 
words, °I swear by myself, saith 
the Lorn, that this house shall 
become a desolation. 

6 For thus saith the Lorp unto 

the king’s house of Judah; Thou 

art Gilead unto me, and the head 
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of Lebanon: yet surely I will make 
thee a wilderness, and cities which 
are not inhabited. 

7 And I will prepare destroyers 
against thee, every one with his 
weapons: and they shall cut down 
‘thy choice cedars, ‘and cast them 
into the fire. 

8 And many nations shall pass by 
this city, and they shall say every 
man to his neighbour, "Wherefore 
hath the Lorp done thus unto this 
great city ? 

9 Then they shall answer, ' Be- 
cause they have forsaken the cove- 
nant of the Lory their God, and 
worshipped other gods, and served 
them. 

10 { Weep ye not for “the dead, 
neither bemoan him: but weep sore 
for him 'that goeth away: for he 
shall return no more, nor see his 
native country. 

11 For thus saith the Lorp touch- 
ing ™Shallum the son of Josiah king 
of Judah, which reigned instead of 
Josiah his father, "which went forth 
out of this place; He shall not re- 
turn thither any more: 

12 But he shall die in the place 
whither they have led him captive, 
and shall see this land no more. 

18 {| °Woe unto him that build- 
eth his house by unrighteousness, 
and his chambers by wrong; ’that 
useth his neighbour’s service with- 
out wages, and giveth him not for 
his work ; 

14 That saith, I will build me a 
wide house and “large chambers, 
and cutteth him out * windows; and 
it is cieled with cedar, and painted 
with vermilion. 

15 Shalt thou reign, because thou 
closest thyself in cedar? ‘did not 
thy father eat and drink, and do 
judgment and justice, and then ‘it 
was well with him ? 

16 He judged the cause of the 
poor and needy; then it was well 
with him: was not this to know 
me? saith the Lorn. 

17 * But thine eyes and thine heart 
‘are not but for thy covetousness, 
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18 Therefore thus saith the Lorp 
concerning Jehoiakim the son of 
Josiah king of Judah; ‘They shall 
not lament for him, saying, "Ah 
my brother! or, Ah sister! they 
shall not lament for him, saying, 
Ah lord! or, Ah his glory! 

19 *He shall be buried with the 
burial of an ass, drawn and cast 
forth beyond the gates of Jerusalem. 

20 {| Go up to Lebanon, and cry; 
and lift up thy voice in Bashan, 
and cry from the passages: for all 
thy lovers are destroyed. 

21 I spake unto thee in thy * pros- 
erity; but thou saidst, I will not 
ear. This hath been thy manner 
from thy youth, that thou obeyedst 
not my voice. 

22 The wind shall eat up all *thy 
pastors, and *thy lovers shall go 
into captivity: surely then shalt 
thou be ashamed and confounded 
for all thy wickedness. 

28 O ‘inhabitant of Lebanon, that 
makest thy nest in the cedars, how 
gracious shalt thou be when pangs 
come upon thee, 'the pain as of a 
woman In travail ! 

24 As I live, saith the Lorp, 
°though Coniah the son of Jehoia- 
kim king of Judah ‘were the signet 
7 my right hand, yet would I 
pluck thee thence ; 

25 °And I will give thee into the 
hand of them that seek thy life, 
and into the hand of them whose 
face thou fearest, even into the 
hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of: 
Babylon, and into the hand of the 
Chaldeans. 

26 ‘And I will cast thee out, and 
ny mother that bare thee, into an- 
other country, where ye were not 
born; and there shall ye die. 

27 But to the land whereunto they 
* desire to return, thither shall they 
not return. 

28 Is this man Coniah a despised 
broken idol? is he *a vessel where- 
in 7@ no pleasure? wherefore are 
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they cast out, he and his seed, and 
are cast into a land which they 
know not? 

29 *O earth, earth, earth, hear the 
word of the Lorp. 

30 Thus saith the Lorp, Write 
ye this man ‘childless, a man that 
shall not prosper in his days: for 
no man of his seed shall prosper, 
k sitting upon the throne of David, 
and ruling any more in Judah. 


CHAPTER XXIII. 

1 He prophesieth a restoration of the scattered 
Hock. 5 Christ shall rule and save them. 
9 Against false prophets, 33 and mockers of 
the true prophets. 

We *be unto the pastors that 

destroy and scatter the sheep 
of my pasture! saith the Lorp. 

2 Therefore thus saith the Lorp 
God of Israel against the pastors 
that feed my people; Ye have scat- 
tered my flock, and driven them 
away, and have not visited them: 
»behold, I will visit upon you the 
evil of your doings, saith the Lorp. 

3 And °I will gather the remnant 
of my flock out of all countries 
whither I have driven them, and 
will bring them again to their folds; 
and they shall be fruitful and in- 
crease. 

4 And I will set up ‘shepherds 
over them which shall feed them: 
and they shall fear no more, nor 
be dismayed, neither shall they be 
lacking, saith the Lorp. 

5 § Behold, *the days come, saith 
the Lorp, that I will raise unto 
David a righteous Branch, and a 
King shall reign and prosper, ‘and 
shall execute judgment and justice 
in the earth. 

6 *In his days Judah shall be 
saved, and Israel *shall dwell safe- 
ly: and ‘this is his name whereb 
he shall be called, ?THE LOR 
OUR RIGHTEOUSNESS. 

7 Therefore, behold, ‘the days 
come, saith the Lorp, that they 
shall no more say, The Lorp liv- 
eth, which brought up the children 
of Israel out of the land of Egypt; _ 
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of the house of Israel out of the 
north country, 'and from all coun- 
tries whither I had driven them; 
and they shall dwell in their own 
land. 

9 { Mine heart within me is broken 
because of the prophets; “all my 
bones shake; I am like a drunken 
man, and like a man whom wine 
hath overcome, because of the Lorn, 
and because of the words of his 
holiness. : 

10 For "the land is full of adul- 
terers; for °because of *swearing 
the land mourneth; ’?the pleasant 
places of the wilderness are dried 
up, and their ’course is evil, and 
their force is not right. 

11 For *both prophet and _ priest 
are profane; yea, "In my house 
have I found their wickedness, saith 
the Lorp. 

12 * Wherefore their way shall be 
unto them as slippery ways in the 
darkness: they shall be driven on, 
and fall therein: for I ‘will bring 
evil upon them, even the year of 
their visitation, saith the Lorp. 

13 And I have seen ‘’ folly in the 
prophets of Samaria; “they pro- 
phesied in Baal, and *caused my 
people Israel to err. 

14 I have seen also in the pro- 
phets of Jerusalem ‘an _ horrible 
thing: *they commit adultery, and 
*walk in lies: they ‘strengthen also 
the hands of evildoers, that none 
doth return from his wickedness: 
they are all of them unto me as 
'Sodom, and the inhabitants there- 
of as Gomorrah. 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lorp 
of hosts concerning the prophets ; 
Behold, I will feed them with 
°wormwood, and make them drink 
the water of gall: for from the pro- 
phets of Jerusalem is ’ profaneness 
gone forth into all the land. 

16 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, 
Hearken not unto the words of the 


| prophets that prophesy unto you: 


they make you vain: ‘they speak a 
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vision of their own heart, and not 
out of the mouth of the Lorp. 

17 They say still unto them that 
despise me, The Lorp hath said, 
*Ye shall have peace; and they say 
unto every one that walketh after 
the ?imagination of his own heart, 
‘No evil shall come upon you. 

18 For *who hath stood in the 
Scounsel of the Lorp, and hath 
perceived and heard his word ? who 
hath marked his word, and heard 
ut ? 

19 Behold, a "whirlwind of the 
Lorp is gone forth in fury, even 
a grievous whirlwind: it shall fall 
grievously upon the head of the 
wicked. 

20 The ‘anger of the Lorp shall 
not return, until he have executed, 
and till he have performed the 
thoughts of his heart: ‘in the latter 
days ye shall consider it perfectly. 

21'] have not sent these prophets, 
yet they ran: I have not spoken to 
them, yet they prophesied. 

22 But if they had “stood in my 
counsel, and had caused my peo- 
ple to hear my words, then they 
should have "turned them from 
their evil way, and from the evil 
of their doings. 

23 Am 1a God at hand, saith the 
Lorp, and not a God afar off ? 

24 Can any ° hide himself in secret 
places that I shall not see him ? 
saith the Lorp. ?’ Do not I fill hea- 
ven and earth ? saith the Lorp. 

25 I have heard what the pro- 
phets said, that prophesy lies in 
my name, saying, I have dreamed, 


I have dreamed. 


26 How long shall ¢hzs be in the 
heart of the prophets that prophesy 
lies? yea, they are prophets of the 
deceit of their own heart ; 

27 Which think to cause my peo- 
ple to forget my name by their 
dreams which they tell every man 
to his neighbour, ‘as their fathers 
have forgotten my name for Baal. 

28 The prophet *that hath a dream, 
let him tell a dream; and he that 
hath my word, let him speak my

29 Is not my word like as a 
fire? saith the Lorp; and like a 
hammer that breaketh the rock in 
pieces ? 

80 Therefore, behold, * I am against 
the prophets, saith the Lorp, that 
steal my words every one from his 
neighbour. 

81 Behold, I am against the pro- 


‘phets, saith the Lorn, ’that use 


their tongues, and say, He saith. 

82 Behold, I am against them that 
prophesy false dreams, saith the 
Lorp, and do tell them, and cause 
my people to err by their lies, 
and by “their lightness; yet I sent 
them not, nor commanded them: 
therefore they shall not profit this 
people at all, saith the Lorp. 

83 {| And when this pa or the 
prophet, or a priest, shall ask thee, 
saying, What zs ‘the burden of the 
Lorp? thou shalt then say unto 
them, What burden? *I will even 
forsake you, saith the Lorn. 

34 And as for the prophet, and 
the priest, and the people, that 
shall say, The burden of the Lor», 
I will even *punish that man and 
his house. 

85 Thus shall ye say cvery one to 
his neighbour, and every one to 
his brother, What hath the Lorp 
answered ? and, What hath the 
Lorp spoken ? 

86 And the burden of the Lorp 
shall ye mention no more: for every 
man’s word shall be his burden; 
for ye have perverted the words 
of the living God, of the Lorp of 
hosts our God. 

87 Thus shalt thou say to the 
prophet, What hath the Lorp an- 
swered thee? and, What hath the 
Lorp spoken ? 

88 But since ye say, The burden 
of the Lorn; therefore thus saith 
the Lorp; Because ye say this 
word, The burden of the Lorp, 
and I have sent unto you, saying, 
Ye shall not say, The burden of 


the Lorn; 
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s9 Therefore, behold, I, even I, 
«will utterly forget you, and ’I will 
forsake you, and the city that I 
gave you and your fathers, and cast 
you out of my presence : 

40 And I will bring *an ever- 
lasting reproach upon you, and a 
perpetual shame, which shall not 
be forgotten. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 

1 Under the type of good and bad figs, 4 he 
Foresheweth the restoration of them that were 
in captivity, 8 and the desolation of Zedekiah 
and the rest. 

HE *Lorp shewed me, and, be- 
hold, two baskets of figs were 
set before the temple of the Lorp, 
after that Nebuchadrezzar » king of 

Babylon had carried away captive 

‘Jeconiah the son of Jehoiakim 

king of Judah, and the princes 

of Judah, with the carpenters and 
smiths, from Jerusalem, and had 
brought them to Babylon. 

2 One basket had very good figs, 
even like the figs that are first 
ripe: and the other basket had 
very naughty figs, which could not 
be eaten, ? they were so bad. 

8 Then said the Lorp unto me, 
What seest thou, Jeremiah? And 
I said, Figs; the good figs, very 
good; and the evil, very evil, that 
cannot be eaten, they are so evil. 

4 {| Again the word of the Lorp 
came unto me, saying, 

5 Thus saith the Lorp, the God 
of Israel; Like these good figs, 
so will I acknowledge *them that 
are carried away captive of Judah, 
whom I have sent out of this place 
into the land of the Chaldeans for 
their good. 

6 For I will set mine eyes upon 
them for good, and ¢I will brin 


them again to this land: and ° 
will build them, and not pull them 
down; and I will plant them, and 


not pluck them up. 

7 And I will give them ‘fan heart 
to know me, that I am the Lorp: 
and they shall be ‘my people, and 


I will be their God: for they shall 
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return unto me *with their whole 
heart. 

8 7 And as the evil ‘figs, which 
cannot be eaten, they are so evil; 
surely thus saith the Lorp, So will 
I give Zedekiah the king of Judah, 
and his princes, and the residue of 
Jerusalem, that remain in this land, 
and *them that dwell in the land 
of Egypt: 

9 And I will deliver them *to 'be 
removed into all the kingdoms of 
the earth for their hurt, ™to be a 
reproach and a proverb, a taunt 
"and a curse, in all places whither 
I shall drive them. 

10 And I will send the sword, the 
famine, and the pestilence, among 
them, till they be consumed from 
off the land that I gave unto them 
and to their fathers. 


CHAPTER XXV. 


Jeremiah reproving the Jews’ disobedience to 
the prophets, 8 foretelleth the seventy years’ 
captinity, 12 and after that, the destruction 
of Babylon. 15 Under the type of a cup of 
wine he foresheweth the destruction of all 
nations. 34 The howling of the shepherds. 

HE word that came to Jere- 

miah concerning all the people 
of Judah ‘in the fourth year of 
Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king 
of Judah, that was the first year of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon; 

2 The which Jeremiah the pro- 
phet spake unto all the people of 
Judah, and to all the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, saying, 

8 >From the thirteenth year of 
Josiah the son of Amon king of 
Judah, even unto this day, that is 
the three and twentieth year, the 
word of the Lorp hath come unto 
me, and I have spoken unto you, 
rising early and speaking; °but ye 
have not hearkened. 

4 And the Lorp hath sent unto 
you all his servants the prophets, 
“rising early and sending them ; 
but ye have not hearkened, nor 
inclined your ear to hear. 

5 They said, °Turn ye again now 
every one from his evil way, and 


pi 


from the evil of your doings, and 
dwell in the leak that the Lorp 
hath given unto you and to your 
fathers for ever and ever: 

6 And go not after other gods to 
serve them, and to worship them, 
and provoke me not to anger with 
the works of your hands; and I 
will do you no hurt. 

7 Yet ye have not hearkened unto 
me, saith the Lorp; that ye might 
‘provoke me to anger with the 
works of your hands to your own 
hurt. 

8 {| Therefore thus saith the Lorp 
of hosts ; Because ye have not heard 
my words, 

9 Behold, I will send and take 
fall the families of the north, saith 
the Lorp, and Nebuchadrezzar the 
king of Babylon, "my servant, and 
will bring them against this land, 
and against the inhabitants there- 
of, and against all these nations 
round about, and will utterly de- 
stroy them, and ‘make them an 
astonishment, and an hissing, and 
perpetual desolations. 

10 Moreover *I will take from 
them the “voice of mirth, and the 
voice of gladness, the voice of the 
bridegroom, and the voice of the 
bride, 'the sound of the millstones, 
and the light of the candle. 

11 And this whole land shall be 
a desolation, and an astonishment ; 
and these nations shall serve the 
king of Babylon seventy years. 

12 § And it shall come to pass, 
™when *seventy years are accom- 
Cape that I will *punish the 
cing of Babylon, and that nation, 
saith the Lorp, for their iniquity, 
and the land of the Chaldeans, " and 
will make it perpetual desolations. 

18 And I will bring upon that 
land all my words which I have 

ronounced against it, even all that 
is written in this book, which Je- 
remiah hath prophesied against all 
the nations. 

14 °For many nations ’and great 
kings shall ‘serve themselves of 
them also: ‘and I will recompense 
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them according to their deeds, and 
according to the works of their 
own hands. 

15 9 For thus saith the Lorp God 
of Israel unto me; Take the ‘wine 


,cup of this fury at my hand, and 


cause all the nations, to whom I 
send thee, to drink 1t. 

16 And ‘they shall drink, and be 
moved, and be mad, because of the 
sword that I will send among them. 

17 Then took I the cup at the 
Lorpv’s hand, and made all the 
nations to drink, unto whom the 
Lorp had sent me: 

18 Zo wit, Jerusalem, and the cities 
of Judah, and the kings thereof, and 
the princes thereof, to make them 
"a, desolation, an astonishment, an 
hissing, and *a curse; as 7 ts this 
day ; 

19 Pharaoh king of Egypt, and 
his servants, and his princes, and 
all his people ; 

20 And all *the mingled people, 
and all the kings of “the land of 
Uz, and all the kings of the land 
of the Philistines, and Ashkclon, 
and Azzah, and Ekron, and ‘the 
remnant of Ashdod, 

21 ‘Edom, and *Moab, and the 
children of ‘Ammon, 

22 And all the kings of *Tyrus, 
and all the kings of Zidon, and 
the kings of the “isles which are 
beyond the "sea, 

28 'Dedan, and Tema, and Buz, 
and all *¢hat are in the utmost 
corners, 

24 And ‘all the kings of Arabia, 
and all the kings of the 'mingled 
people that dwell in the desert, 

25 And all the kings of Zimri, and 
all the kings of "Elam, and all the 
kings of the Medes, 

26°And all the kings of the north, 
far and near, one with another, and 
all the kingdoms of the world, which 
are _— the face of the earth: °and 
the king of Sheshach shall drink 
after them. 

27 Therefore thou shalt say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, 
the God of Israel; * Drink ye, and 
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‘be drunken, and spue, and fall, and 
rise no more, because of the sword 
which I will send ng you. 

28 And it shall be, if the 
to take the cup at thine hand to 
drink, then shalt thou say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lorp of hosts; 
Ye shall pees e drink. : 

29 For, lo, ‘I begin to bring evil 
on the city **which is called by 
my name, and should ye be utterly 
unpunished ? Ye shall not be un- 
punished : for ‘I will call for a sword 
upon all the inhabitants of the 
earth, saith the Lorp of hosts. 

30 Therefore prophesy thou against 
them all these words, and say unto 
them, The Lorp shall "roar from on 
high, and utter his voice from * his 
holy habitation; he shall mightil 
roar upon ‘his habitation; he shall 
give “a shout, as they that tread the 
grapes, against all the inhabitants 
of the earth. 

81 A noise shall come even to the 
ends of the earth; for the Lorp 
hath *a controversy with the na- 
tions, »he will plead with all flesh ; 
he will give them that are wicked 
to the sword, saith the Lorn. 

82 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, 
Behold, evil shall go forth from na- 
tion to nation, and °a great whirl- 
wind shall be raised up from the 
coasts of the earth. 

33 “And the slain of the Lorp 
shall be at that day from one end 
of the carth even unto the other 
end of the earth: they shall not be 
‘lamented, ‘neither gathered, nor 
buried; they shall be dung upon 
the ground. 

34 ‘| § Howl, ye shepherds, and cry ; 
and wallow yourselves in the ashes, 
ye principal of the flock: for *the 
days of your slaughter and of your 
dispersions are accomplished; and 
ye shall fall like ‘a pleasant vessel. 

85 And °the shepherds shall have 
no way to flee, nor the principal of 
the flock to escape. 

86 A voice of the cry of the shep- 
herds, and an howling of the prin- 
cipal of the flock, shall be heard: 
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for the Lorp hath spoiled their 
asture. | 

37 And the peaceable habitations 
are cut down because of the fierce 
anger of the Lorp. 

88 He hath forsaken "his covert, 
as the lion: for their land is ? deso- 
late because of the fierceness of the 
oppressor, and because of his fierce 
anger. 


CHAPTER XXVI. 


1 Jeremiah by promises and threatenings ex- 
horteth to repentance. 8 He is therefore ap- 
prehended, 10 and arraigned. 12 His apology. 
16 He is quit in judgment, by the example of 
Micah, 20 and of Uriah, 24 and by the care 
of Ahikam. 

N the beginning of the reign of 

Jehoiakim the son of Josiah 
king of Judah came this word from 
the Lorp, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lorn; Stand 
in *the court of the Lorp’s house, 
and speak unto all the cities of 
Judah, which come to worship in 
the Lorn’s house, "all the words 
that I command thee to speak unto 
them ; °diminish not a word : 

8 “If so be they will hearken, and 
turn every man from his evil way, 
that I may °repent me of the evil, 
which I purpose to do unto them 
because of the evil of their doings. 

4 And thou shalt say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lorn; ‘If ye will 
not hearken to me, to walk in my 
law, which I have set before you, 

5 To hearken to the words of my 
servants the prophets, * whom I sent 
unto you, both rising up early, 
and sending them, but ye have not 
hearkened ; 

6 Then will I make this house 
like "Shiloh, and will make this 
city ‘a curse to all the nations of 
the earth. 

7 So the priests and the prophets 
and all the people heard Jeremiah 
speaking these words in the house 
of the Lorp. , 

8 { Now it came to pass, when 
Jeremiah had made an end of 


‘Speaking all that the Lorp had 
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commanded him to speak unto all 

the people, that the priests and the 
rophets and all the people took 
ulm, saying, Thou shalt surely die. 

9 Why hast thou prophesied in 
the name of the Lorp, saying, This 
house shall be like Shiloh, and 
this city shall be desolate without 
an inhabitant ? And all the people 
were gathered against Jeremiah in 
the house of the Lorp. 

10 {| When the princes of Judah 
heard these things, then they came 
up from the king’s house unto the 
house of the Lorpb, and sat down 
“in the entry of the new gate of the 
Lorp’s house. 

11 Then spake the priests and the 
prophets unto the princes and to 
all the people, saying, *This man 
is worthy to die; ‘for he hath 
ear against this city, as ye 
1ave heard with your ears. 

12 {| Then spake Jcremiah unto 
all the princes and to all the peo- 
ple, saying, The Lorp sent me to 
prophesy against this house and 
against this city all the words that 
ye have heard. 

18 Therefore now ‘amend your 
ways and your doings, and obey 
the voice of the Lorp your God ; 
and the Lorp will ™repent him of 
the evil that he hath pronounced 
against you. 

14 As for me, behold, °I am in 
your hand: do with me ‘as seem- 
eth good and mcet unto you. 

15 But know ye for certain, that 
if ye put me to death, ye shall 
surely bring mnocent blood upon 


He is arraigned, &c. 
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yourselves, and upon this city, and |: 


upon the inhabitants thereof: for 
of a truth the Lorp hath sent me 
unto you to speak all these words 
in your ears. | 

16 {7 Then said the princes and all 
the people unto the priests and to 
the prophets ; This man 7s not wor- 
thy to die: for he hath spoken to us 
in the name of the Lorp our God. 

17 °Then rose up certain of the 
elders of the land, and spake to all 
the assembly of the people, saying, 
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18 » Micah the Morasthite prophe- 
sied in the days of Hezekiah king 
of Judah, and spake to all the peo- 
ple of Judah, saying, Thus saith 
the Lorp of hosts; ‘Zion shall be 
plowed like a field, and Jerusalem 
shall become heaps, and the moun- 
tain of the house as the high places 
of a forest. 

19 Did Hezekiah king of Judah 
and all Judah put him at all to 
death ? ‘did he not fear the Lorp, 
and besought *the Lorp, and the 
Lorp ‘repented him of the evil 
which he had pronounced against 
them? ‘Thus might we procure 
great evil against our souls. 

20 And there was also a man that 
prophesied in the name of the 
Lorp, Urijah the son of Shemaiah 
of Kirjath-jearim, who prophesied 
against this city and against this 


land according to all the words of 


Jeremiah : 

21 And when Jehoiakim the king, 
with all his mighty men, and all the 
princes, heard his words, the king 
sought to put him to death: but 
when Urijah heard it, he was afraid, 
and fled, and went into Egypt : 

22 And Jehoiakim the king sent 
men into Egypt, namely, Elnathan 
the son of Achbor, and certain men 
with him into Egypt. 

28 And they fetched forth Urijah 
out of Egypt, and brought him un- 
to Jehoiakim the king; who slew 
him with the sword, and cast his 
dead body into the graves of the 
*common people. 

24 Nevertheless "the hand of Ahi- 
kam the son of Shaphan was with 
Jeremiah, that they should not give 
him into the hand of the people to 
put him to death. 


CHAPTER XXVIII.

OW these are the words of the 

letter that Jeremiah the pro- 
phet sent from Jerusalem unto the 
residue of the elders which were 
carried away captives, and to the 
priests, and to the prophets, and 
to all the people whom Nebuchad- 
nezzar had carried away captive 
from Jerusalem to Babylon ; 

2 (After that *Jeconiah the king, 
and the queen, and the *eunuchs, 
the princes of Judah and Jerusa- 
lem, and the carpenters, and_ the 
smiths, were departed from Jeru- 
salem ; 

8 By the hand of Elasah the son 

of Shaphan, and Gemariah the son 

of Hilkiah, (whom Zedekiah king of 

Judah sent unto Babylon to Nebu- 

chadnezzar king of Babylon) saying, 

4 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, the 
God of Israel, unto all that are car- 
ried away captives, whom I have 
caused to be carried away from Je- 
rusalem unto Babylon ; 

5 Build ye houses, and dwell in 
them ; and plant gardens, and eat 
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6 Take ye wives, and beget sons 
and daughters ; and take wives for 
your sons, and give your daughters 
to husbands, that they may bear 
sons and daughters; that ye ma 
be increased there, and not dimi- 
nished. ; 

7 And seek the peace of the city 
whither I have caused you to be 
carried away captives, ‘and pray 
unto the Lorp for it: for in the 
peace thereof shall ye have peace. 

8 7 For thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Let not 
your prophets and your diviners, 
that be in the midst of you, ‘de- 
ceive you, ncither hearken to your 
dreams which ye cause to be 
dreamed. 

9° For they prophesy * falsely unto 
you in my name: [I have not sent 
them, saith the Lorn. 

10 {1 For thus saith the Lorn, That 
after ‘seventy years be accomplish- 
ed at Babylon I will visit you, 
and perform my good word toward 
you, in causing you to return to 
this place. 

11 For I know the thoughts that I 
think toward you, saith the Lorp, 
thoughts of peace, and not of evil, 
to give you an “expected end. 

12 Then shall ye “call upon me, 
and ye shall go and pray unto me, 
and I will hearken unto you. 

18 And "ye shall seek me, and 
find me, when ye shall search for 
me ‘with all your heart. 

14 And *I will be found of you, 
saith the Lorp: and I will turn 
away your captivity, and ‘I will 
gather you from all the nations, 
and from all the places whither I 
have driven you, saith the Lorn; 
and I will bring you again into the 
place whence I caused you to be 
carried away captive. | 

15 § Because ye have said, The 
Lorp hath raised us up prophets 
in Babylon ; 

16 Know that thus saith the Lorp 
of the king that sitteth upon the 
throne of David, and of all the 
people that dwelleth in this city, 





and of your brethren that are not 
gone forth with you into captivity ; 

17 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts; 
Behold, I will send upon them the 
"sword, the famine, and the pes- 
tilence, and will make them like 
"vile figs, that cannot be eaten, 
they are so evil. 

18 And I] will persecute them with 
the sword, with the famine, and 
with the pestilence, and °will de- 
liver them to be removed to all 
the kingdoms of the earth, *to be 
Pa curse, and an astonishment, and 
an hissing, and a reproach, among 
all the nations whither I have 
driven them : 

19 Because they have not heark- 
ened to my words, saith the Lorp, 
which "J sent unto them by my 
servants the prophets, rising up 
early and sending them; but ye 
would not hear, saith the Lorp. 

20 {| Hear ye therefore the word 
of the Lorp, all ye of the captivity, 
whom I have sent from Jerusalem 
to Babylon : 

21 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of Israel, of Ahab the son 
of Kolaiah, and of Zedekiah the 
son of Maaseiah, which prophesy 
a lic unto you in my name; Be- 
hold, I will deliver them into the 
hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon; and he shall slay them 
before your eyes ; 

22 *And of them shall be taken 
up a curse by all the captivity of 
Judah which are in Babylon, say- 
ing, The Lorp make thee like Ze- 
dekiah and like Ahab, ‘whom the 
king of Babylon roasted in the fire ;

OREOVER the word of the 

Lorp came unto Jeremiah 

the second time, while he was yet 

*shut up in the court of the prison, 
saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lorp the ° maker 
thereof, the Lorp that formed it, 
to establish it; *°the Lorp 7s his 
name ; 

8 *Call unto me, and IJ will an- 
swer thee, and shew thee great and 
*mighty things, which thou knowest 
not. 

4 For thus saith the Lorn, the God 
of Israel, concerning the houses of 
this city, and concerning the houses 
of the kings of Judah, which are 
thrown down by *the mounts, and 
by the sword ; 

5 ‘They come to fight with the 
Chaldeans, but if is to fill them 


with the dead bodies of men, whom |: 


I have slain in mine anger and in 
my fury, and for all whose wicked- 
ness I have hid my face from this 
city. 

6 Behold, *T will bring it health 
and cure, and I will cure them, 
and will reveal unto them the abun- 
dance of peace and truth. 

7 And *I will cause the captivity 
of Judah and the captivity of Israel 
to return, and will build them, ‘as 
at the first. 
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g And I will «cleanse them from 
all their iniquity, whereby the 
have sinned against me; and I wi 


'pardon all their iniquities, where- 


by they have sinned, and whereby 
they have transgressed against me. 

9 7 ™And it shall be to me a name 
of joy, a praise and an honour be- 
fore all the nations of the earth, 
which shall hear all the 
I do unto them: and they shall 
"fear and tremble for all the good- 
ness and for all the prosperity that 
I procure unto it. 

10 Thus saith the Lorp; Again 
there shall be heard in this place, 
°which ye say shall be desolate 
without man and without beast, 
even in the cities of Judah, and in 
the streets of Jerusalem, that are 
desolate, without man, and without 
inhabitant, and without beast, 

11 The "voice of joy, and the 
voice of gladness, the voice of the 
bridegroom, and the voice of the 
bride, the voice of them that. shall 
say, ‘Praise the Lorp of hosts: for 
the Lorp is good; for his mercy 
endureth for ever: and of them that 
shall bring ‘the sacrifice of praise 
into the house of the Lorp. For 
"I will cause to return the capti- 
vity of the land, as at the first, saith 
the Lorn. 

12 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts; 

‘Again in this place, which is de- 
solate without man and _ without 
beast, and in all the cities there- 
of, shall be an habitation of shep- 
herds causing their flocks to lie 
down. 
_13 "In the cities of the mountains, 
in the cities of the vale, and in the 
citics of the south, and in the land 
of Benjamin, and in the places 
about Jerusalem, and in the cities 
of Judah, shall the flocks * pass 
again under the hands of him that 
telleth them, saith the Lorp. 

14 ¥Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lorp, that *I will perform that 


good thing which I have promised | 


unto the house of Israel and to the 
house of Judah.

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15 { In those days, and at that 
time, will I cause the * Branch of 
righteousness to grow up unto Da- 


| vid; and he shall execute judgment 


and righteousness in the land. 

16 °In those days shall Judah be 
saved, and Jerusalem shall dwell 
safely: and this is the name where- 
with she shall be called, The Lorp 
our righteousness. 

17 { For thus saith the Lorp; 
*David shall never °want a man 
to sit upon the throne of the house 
of Israel ; 

18 Neither shall the priests the 
Levites want a man before me to 
‘offer burnt offerings, and to kindle 
meat offerings, and to do sacrifice 
continually. 

19 { And the word of the Lorp 
came unto Jeremiah, saying, 

20 Thus saith the Lorp; °If ye 
can break my covenant of the day, 
and my covenant of the night, and 
that there should not be day and 
night in their season ; 

21 Then may also ‘my covenant 
be broken with David my servant, 
that he should not have a son to 
reign upon his throne; and with 
the Levites the priests, my minis- 
ters. 

22 As the host of heaven cannot 
be numbered, neither the sand of 
the sea measured: so will I mul- 
tiply the seed of David my servant, 
and the Levites that minister unto 
me. 

23 Moreover the word of the Lorp 
came to Jeremiah, saying, 

24 Considerest thou not what this 
people have spoken, saying, "The 
two families which the Lorp hath 
chosen, he hath even cast them off ? 
thus they have despised my peo- 
ple, that they should be no more a 
nation before them. 

25 Thus saith the Lorp; If ‘my 
covenant be not with day and night, 
and if I have not ‘appointed the 
ordinances of heaven and earth ; 

26 'Then will I cast away the seed 
of Jacob, and David my servant, so 
that I will not take any of his seed 


to be rulers over the seed of Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob: for ™I will 
cause their captivity to return, and 
have mercy on them. 


CHAPTER XXXIV. 

1 Jeremiah prophesieth the captivity of Zedekiah 
and the city. 8 The princes and the people 
having dismissed their bondservants, contrary 
to the covenant of God, reassume them. 12 Je- 
remiah, for their disobedience, giveth them and 
ZAcdekiah into the hands of their enemies. 


HE word which came unto Je- 

remiah from the Lorp, * when 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, 
and all his army, and “all the king- 
doms of the earth * of his dominion, 
and all the people, fought against 
Jerusalem, and against all the cities 
thereof, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lorp, the God 
of Israel; Go and speak to Zede- 
kiah king of Judah, and tell him, 
Thus saith the Lorn; Behold, °I 
will give this city into the hand 
of the king of Babylon, and “he 
shall burn it with fire: 

8 And *thou shalt not escape out 
of his hand, but shalt surely be 
taken, and delivered into his hand; 
and thine eyes shall behold the 
big of the king of Babylon, and 
she shall speak with thee mouth 
to mouth, and thou shalt go to 
Babylon. 

4 Yet hear the word of the Lorp, 
O Zedekiah king of Judah; Thus 
saith the Lorp of thee, Thou shalt 
not die by the sword: 

5 But thou shalt die in peace: 
and with ‘the burnings of thy fa- 
thers, the former kings which were 
before thee, *so shall they burn 
odours for thee; and "they will la- 
ment thee, saying, Ah lord! for I 
have pronounced the word, saith 
the Lorn. 

_ 6 Then Jeremiah the prophet spake 
all these words unto Zedekiah king 
of Judah in Jerusalem, 

7 When the king of Babylon’s 
army fought against Jerusalem, 
and against all the cities of Judah 
that were left, against Lachish, and 
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‘against Azekah: for ‘these defenc- 


ed cities remained of the cities of 
Judah. 

8 § This is the word that came 
unto Jeremiah from the Lorp, after 
that the. king Zedekiah had made a 
covenant with all the people which 
were at Jerusalem, to proclaim * li- 
berty unto them ; 

9 !That every man should let his 
manservant, and every man _ his 
maidservant, beng an Hebrew or 
an Hebrewess, go free; ™that none 
should serve himself of them, to wit, 
of a Jew his brother. 

10 Now when all the princes, and 
all the people, which had entered 
into the covenant, heard that every 


‘one should let his manservant, and 


every one his maidservant, go free, 
that none should serve themselves 
of them any more, then they obcy- 
ed, and let them go. 

11 But "afterward they turned, 
and caused the servants and the 
handmaids, whom they had let go 
free, to return, and brought them 
into subjection for servants and for 
handmaids. 

12 {1 Therefore the word of the 
Lorp came to Jeremiah from the 


Lorn, saying, 


13 Thus saith the Lorn, the God 
of Israel; I made a covenant with 
your fathers in the day that I 
brought them forth out of the land 
of Egypt, out of the house of bond- 
men, saying, 

14 At the end of °seven years let 
ye go every man his brother an 

ebrew, which “hath been sold 
unto thee; and when he hath serv- 
ed thee six years, thou shalt let 
him go free from thee: but your 
fathers hearkened not unto me, 
neither inclined their ear. 

15 And ye were *now turned, and 
had done right in my sight, in pro- 
claiming liberty every man to his 
neighbour; and ye had ’made a 
covenant before me “in the house 
‘which is called by my name: 

16 But ye turned and ‘polluted 
my name, and caused every man 


his servant, and every man his 
handmaid, whom he had set at 
liberty at their pleasure, to return, 
and brought them into subjection, 
to be unto you for servants and for 
handmaids. : 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lorp; 
Ye have not hearkened unto me, 
in proclaiming liberty, every one to 
his brother, and every man to his 
neighbour: *behold, I proclaim a 
liberty for you, saith the Lorp, ‘to 
the sword, to the pestilence, and 
to the famine; and I will make you 
?to be "removed into all the king- 
doms of the earth. 

18 And I will give the men that 
have transgressed my covenant, 
which have not performed the 
words of the covenant which they 
had made before me, when *they 
cut the calf in twain, and passed 
between the parts thereof, 

19 The princes of Judah, and the 
princes of Jerusalem, the eunuchs, 
and the priests, and all the people 
of the land, which passed between 
the parts of the calf; 

20 I will even give them into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek their life: 
and their ’dead bodies shall be for 
meat unto the fowls of the heaven, 
and to the beasts of the earth. 

21 And Zedekiah king of Judah 
and his princes will I give into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek their life, 
and into the hand of the king of 
Babylon’s army, ‘which are gone up 
from you. 

22 °Behold, I will command, saith 
the Lorn, and cause them to re- 
turn to this city; and they shall 
fight against it, "and take it, and 
burn it with fire: and °I will make 
the cities of Judah a desolation 
without an inhabitant. 


CHAPTER XXXV. 


1 By the obedience of the Rechabites, 12 Je- 
remiah condemneth the disobedience of the 


Jews. 18 God blesseth the Rechabitea For 


JEREMIAH, XXXIV. and fate of Zedekiah, foretold. 
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remiah: from the Lorp in the 
days of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah 
king of Judah, saying, 

2 Go unto the house of the * Re- 
chabites, and speak unto them, and 
bring them into the house of the 
Lorp, into one of >the chambers, 
and give them wine to drink. | 

8 Then I took Jaazaniah the son 
of Jeremiah, the son of Habazi- 
niah, and his brethren, and all his 
sons, and the whole house of the 
Rechabites ; 

4 And I brought them into the 
house of the Lorp, into the cham- 
ber of the sons of Hanan, the son 
of Igdaliah, a man of God, which 
was by the chamber of the princes, 
which was above the chamber of 
Maaseiah the son of Shallum, ‘the 
keeper of the *door: 

5 And I set before the sons of 
the house of the Rechabites pots 
full of wine, and cups, and I said 
unto them, Drink ye wine. 

6 But they said, We will drink 
no wine: for ‘Jonadab the son of 
Rechab our father commanded us, 
saying, Ye shall drink no wine, nei- 
ther ye, nor your sons for ever : 

7 Neither shall ye build house, 
nor sow seed, nor plant vineyard, 
nor have any: but all your days ye 
shall dwell in tents; *that ye may 
live many days in the land where 
ye be strangers. 

8 Thus have we obeyed the voice 
of Jonadab the son of Rechab our 
father in all that he hath charged 


‘us, to drink no wine all our days, 


we, our wives, OUr SONS, nor our 
daughters ; 

9 Nor to build houses for us to 
dwell in: neither have we vine- 
yard, nor field, nor seed : 

10 But we have dwelt in tents, 
and have obeyed, and done accord- 
ing to all that Jonadab our father 
commanded us. 

11 But it came to pass, when 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon 
came up into the land, that we 
said, Come, and let us go to Je- 
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rusalem for fear of the army of the 
Chaldeans, and for fear of the army 
of the Syrians: so we dwell at Je- 
rusalem. 

12 {¢ Then came the word of the 
Lorp unto Jeremiah, saying, 

18 Thus saith the Lorp of. hosts, 
the God of Israel; Go and tell the 


men of Judah and the inhabitants 


of Jerusalem, Will ye not ‘receive 


instruction to hearken to my words? 


saith the Lorn. 


14 The words of Jonadab the son. 
of Rechab, that he commanded his. 


sons not to drink wine, are per- 
formed ; 
drink none, but obey their father’s 
commandment: “notwithstanding I 


have spoken unto you, "rising early 
and speaking ; but ye hearkened not 


unto me. 

15 ‘I have sent also unto you all 
my servants the prophets, rising 
up early and sending them, saying, 
*Return ye now every man from 
his evil way, and amend your do- 


ings, and go not after other gods 


to serve them, and ye shall dwell 
in the land which I have given 
to you and to your fathers: but 
ye have not inclined your ear, nor 
hearkened unto me. 

16 Because the sons of Jonadab 
the son of Rechab have performed 
the commandment of their father, 
which he commanded them; but 
this people hath not hearkened un- 
to me: 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lorp 
God of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Behold, I will bring upon Judah 
and upon all the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem all the evil that 1 have 
yp ercragetior: against them: 'because 

have spoken unto them, but they 
have not heard; and I have called 
unto them, but they have not an- 
swered. 

18 7 And Jeremiah said unto the 
house of the Rechabites, Thus saith 
the Lorp of hosts, the God of Is- 
rael; Because ye have obeyed the 
commandment of Jonadab your fa- 
ther, and kept all his precepts, and 
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BEFORE

ND it came to pass in the 

fourth year of Jehoiakim the 

son of Josiah king of Judah, that 

this word came unto Jeremiah from 
the Lorp, saying, 

2 Take thee a ‘roll of a book, and 
bwrite therein all the words that I 
have spoken unto thee against Is- 
rael, and against Judah, and against 
‘all the nations, from the day I 
= unto thee, from the days of 
‘Josiah, even unto this day. 

8 °It may be that the house of 
Judah will hear all the evil which 
I purpose to do unto them; that 
they may ‘return every man from 
his evil way; that I may forgive 
their iniquity and their sin. 

4 Then Jeremiah ‘called Baruch 
the son of Neriah: and * Baruch 
wrote from the mouth of Jeremiah 
all the words of the Lorp, which 
he had spoken unto him, upon a 
roll of a book. 

5 And Jeremiah commanded Ba- 
ruch, saying, I am‘ shut up; I can- 
not go into the house of the LorpD: 

6 Therefore go thou, and read in 
the roll, which thou hast written 
from my mouth, the words of the 
Lorp in the ears of the people in 
the Lornp’s house upon ‘the fast- 
ing day: and also thou shalt read 
them in the ears of all Judah that 
come out of their cities, _ 

7 *It may be *they will present 
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their supplication before the Lorp, 
and will return every one from his 
evil way: for great is the anger 
and the fury that the Lorp hath 
pronounced against this people. 

g And Baruch the son of Neriah 
did according to all that Jeremiah 
the prophet commanded him, read- 
ing in the book the words of the 
Lorp in the Lorp’s house. 

9 And it came to pass in the fifth 
year of Jehoiakim the son of Jo- 


‘siah king of Judah, in the ninth 


month, that they proclaimed a fast 
before the Lorp to all the people 
in Jerusalem, and to all the people 
that came from the cities of Judah 
unto Jerusalem. 

10 Then read Baruch in the book 
the words of Jeremiah in the house 
of the Lorp, in the chamber of 
Gemariah the son of Shaphan the 
scribe, in the higher court, at the 
“‘entry of the new gate of the 
Lorp’s house, in the ears of all 
the people. 

11 { When Michaiah the son of 
Gemariah, the son of Shaphan, had 
heard out of the book all the words 
of the Lorn, 

12 Then he went down into the 
king’s house, into the scribe’s cham- 
ber: and, lo, all the princes sat 
there, even Elishama the scribe, and 
Delaiah the son of Shemaiah, and 
Elnathan the son of Achbor, and 
Gemariah the son of Shaphan, and 
Zedekiah the son of Hananiah, and 
all the princes. 

138 Then Michaiah declared unto 
them all the words that he had 
heard, when Baruch read the book 
in the ears of the people. 

14 Therefore all the princes sent 
Jehudi the son of Nethaniah, the 
son of Shelemiah, the son of Cushi, 
unto Baruch, saying, Take in thine 
hand the roll wherein thou hast 
read in the ears of the people, and 
come. So Baruch the son of Ne- 
riah took the roll in his hand, and 
came unto them. 


15 And they said unto him, Sit | 


down now, and read it in our 


of threatening prophecies. 
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ears. So Baruch read 7 in their 
ears. 

16 Now it came to pass, when 
they had heard all the words, they 
were afraid both one and other, and 
said unto Baruch, We will surely 
tell the king of all these words. 

17 And they asked Baruch, saying, 
Tell us now, How didst thou write 
all these words at his mouth ? 

18 Then Baruch answered them, 
He pronounced all these words un- 
to me with his mouth, and I wrote 
them with ink in the book. 

19 Then said the princes unto 
Baruch, Go, hide thee, thou and 
Jeremiah; and let no man know 
where ye be. 

20 {| And they went in to the king 
into the court, but they laid up the 
roll in the chamber of Elishama the 
scribe, and told all the words in 
the ears of the king. 

21 So the king sent Jehudi to 
fetch the roll: and he took it out 
of Elishama the scribe’s chamber. 
And Jehudi read it in the ears of 
the king, and in the cars of all 
on princes which stood beside the 

ing. 

22 Now the king sat in ™the win- 
terhouse in the ninth month: and 
there was a fire on the hearth 
burning before him. 

23 And it came to pass, that when 
Jehudi had read three or four 
leaves, he cut it with the penknife, 
and cast it into the fire that was 
on the hearth, until all the roll was 
consumed in the fire that was on 
the hearth. 

24 Yet they were not afraid, nor 
"rent their garments, neither the 
king, nor any of his servants that 
heard all these words. 

25 Nevertheless Elnathan and 
Delaiah and Gemariah had made 
Intercession to the king that he 


would not burn the roll: but he 


would not hear them. 

26 But the king commanded Je- 
rahmeel the son *of Hammelech, 
and Seraiah the son of Azriel, and 
Shelemiah the son of Abdeel, to 
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take Baruch the scribe and Jere- 
miah the prophet: but the Lorp 
hid them. 

27 7 Then the word of the Lorp 
came to Jeremiah, after that the 
king had burned the roll, and the 
words which Baruch wrote at the 
mouth of Jeremiah, saying, 

28 Take thee again another roll, 
and write in it all the former words 
that were in the first roll, which 
Jehoiakim the king of Judah hath 
burned. 

29 And thou shalt say to Jehoia- 
kim king of Judah, Thus saith the 
Lorn; Thou hast burned this roll, 
saying, Why hast thou’ written 
therein, saying, The king of Ba- 
bylon shall certainly come and de- 
stroy this land, and shall cause to 
cease from thence man and beast ? 

80 Therefore thus saith the Lorp 
of Jehoiakim king of Judah; °He 
shall have none to sit upon the 
throne of David: and his dead 
body shall be ’ cast out in the day 
to the heat, and in the night to 
the frost. 

31 And I will *punish him and 
his seed and his servants for their 
iniquity; and I will bring upon 
them, and upon the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, and upon the men of 
Judah, all the evil that [ have pro- 
nounced against them; but they 
hearkened not. 

82 7 Then took Jeremiah another 
roll, and gave it to Baruch the 
scribe, the son of Neriah; who 
wrote therein from the mouth of 
Jeremiah all the words of the book 
which Jchoiakim king of Judah 
had burned in the fire: and there 
were added besides unto them many 
*‘Jike words. 


CHAPTER XXXVII. 

1 The Egyptians having raised the siege of 
the Chaldeans, king Zedekiah sendeth to Je- 
remiah to pray for the people. 6 Jeremiah 
prophesicth the Chaldeans’ certain return 
and victory. 11 He is taken for a fugitive, 
beaten, and put in prison. 16 He assureth 
Zedekiah of the captivity. 18 Intreating for 
his liberty, he obtaineth some favour. 
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Jeremiah’s prophecy. 

BEFORE ND king *Zedekiah the son of

» 2 Chron. 36. 2 >But neither he, nor his ser- 


vants, nor the people of the land, 
did hearken untd the words of the 
Lorp, which he spake * by the pro- 
phet Jeremiah. 

38 And Zedekiah the king sent 
Jchucal the son of Shelemiah and 
‘Zephaniah the son of Maaseiah 
the priest to the prophet Jeremiah, 
saying, Pray now unto the Lorp 
our God for us. 

4 Now Jeremiah came in and went 
out among the people: for they 
had not put him Into prison. 

5 Then ‘Pharaohb’s army was come 
forth out of Egypt: °and when the 
Chaldeans that besieged Jerusalem 
heard tidings of them, they depart- 
ed from Jerusalem. 

697 Then came the word of the 
Lorp unto the prophet Jeremiah, 
saying, 

7 Thus saith the Lorp, the God 
of Israel; Thus shall ye say to the 
king of Judah, ‘that sent you unto 
me to enquire of me; Behold, Pha- 
raoh’s army, which is come forth 
to help you, shall return to Egypt 
into their own land. 

8 “And the Chaldeans shall come 
again, and fight against this city, 
and take it, and burn it with fire. 

9 Thus saith the Lorp; Deceive 
not “yourselves, saying, The Chal- 
deans shall surely depart from us: 
for they shall not depart. 

10 "For though ye had smitten 
the whole army of the Chaldeans 
that fight against you, and there 
remained but ‘wounded men among 
them, yet should they rise up every 
man in his tent, and burn this city 
with fire. 

11 7 ‘And it came to pass, that 
when the army of the Chaldeans 
was *broken up from Jerusalem for 
fear of Pharaoh’s army, 

i2 Then Jeremiah went forth out 
of Jerusalem to go into the land 
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of Benjamin, *to separate himself 
thence in the midst of the people. 

18 And when he was in the gate 
of Benjamin, a captain of the ward 
was there, whose name was Irijah, 
the son of Shelemiah, the son of 
Hananiah; and he took Jeremiah 
the prophet, saying, Thou fallest 
away to the Chaldeans. 


14 Then said Jeremiah, Jt is * false ; 


I fall not away to the Chaldeans, 
But he hearkened not to him: so 
Irijah took Jeremiah, and brought 
him to the princes. 

15 Wherefore the princes were 
wroth with Jeremiah, and smote 
him, ‘and put him in prison in the 
house of Jonathan the scribe: for 
they had made that the prison. 

16 {| When Jeremiah was enter- 
ed into ‘the dungeon, and into the 
‘cabins, and Jeremiah had remain- 
ed there many days ; 

17 Then Zedekiah the king sent, 
and took him out: and the king 
asked him secretly in his house, 
and said, Is there any word from 
the Lorp? And Jeremiah said, 
There is: for, said he, thou shalt 
be delivered into the hand of the 
king of Babylon. 

18 Moreover Jeremiah said unto 
king Zedekiah, What have I offend- 
ed against thee, or against thy ser- 
vants, or against this people, that 
ye have put me in prison ? 

19 Where are now your prophets 
which prophesied unto you, say- 
ing, The king of Babylon shall not 
come against you, nor against this 
land ? 

20 Therefore hear now, I pray 
thee, O my lord the king: *let my 
supplication, I pray thee, be ac- 
cepted before thee ; that thou cause 
ine not to return to the house of 
Jonathan the scribe, lest I die 
there. 

21 Then Zedekiah the king com- 
manded that they should commit

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CHAPTER XXXVIII. 

1 Jeremiah, by a false suggestion, is put into 
the dungeon of Malchiah. 7 Ebed-melech, by 
suit, getteth him some enlargement.

HEN Shephatiah the son of 

Mattan, and Gedaliah the son 
of Pashur, and *Jucal the son of 
Shelemiah, and > Pashur the son of 
Malchiah, ‘heard the words that 
Jeremiah had spoken unto all the 
people, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lorn, ‘He that 
remaineth in this city shall die by 
the sword, by the famine, and b 
the pestilence: but he that. goetl 
forth to the Chaldeans shall live; 
for he shall have his life for a prey, 
and shall live. 

8 Thus saith the Lorp, ° This city 
shall surely be given into the hand 
of the king of Babylon’s army, 
which shall take it. 

4 Therefore the princes said unto 
the king, We beseech thee, ‘let 
this man be put to death: for thus 
he weakeneth the hands of the 
men of war that remain in this 
city, and the hands of all the peo- 
ple, in speaking such words unto 
them: for this man seeketh not 
the ’welfare of this people, but the 
hurt. 

5 Then Zedekiah the king said, 
Behold, he is in your hand: for 
the king ts not he that can do any 
rir gr ou. | 

6®Then took they Jeremiah, and 
cast him into the dungeon of Mal- 
chiah the son *of Hammelech, that 
was in the court of the prison: and 
they let down Jeremiah with cords. 
And in the dungeon there was no 
water, but mire: so Jeremiah sunk 
In the mire. 

7 1" Now. when Ebed-melech the 

thiopian, one of the eunuchs 
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which was in the king’s house, 
heard that they had put Jeremiah 
in the dungeon; the king then sit- 
ting in the gate of Benjamin ; 

8 Ebed-melech went forth out of 
the king’s house, and spake to the 
king, saying, 

9 My lord the king, these men 
have done evil in all that they 
have done to Jeremiah the pro- 
phet, whom they have cast into the 
dungeon; and “he is like to die 
for hunger in the place where he 
is: for there is no more bread in 
the city. 

10 Then the king commanded E- 
bed-melech the Ethiopian, saying, 
Take from hence thirty men *with 
thee, and take up Jeremiah the 

rophet out of the dungeon, before 
1e die. 

11 So Ebed-melech took the men 
with him, and went into the house 
of the king under the treasury, and 
took thence old cast clouts and old 
rotten rags, and let them down by 
cords into the dungeon to Jere- 
miah. 

12 And Ebed-melech the Ethio- 
pian said unto Jeremiah, Put now 
these old cast clouts and rotten rags 
under thine armholes under the 
cords. And Jeremiah did so. 

13 ‘So they drew up Jeremiah with 
cords, and took him up out of the 
dungeon: and Jeremiah remained 
kin the court of the prison. 

14 {Then Zedekiah the king sent, 
and took Jeremiah the prophet un- 
to him into the ‘third entry that as 
in the house of the Lorn: and the 
king said unto Jeremiah, I will ask 
thee a thing; hide nothing from 
me. 

15 Then Jeremiah said unto Ze- 
dekiah, If I declare 7 unto thee, 
wilt thou not surely put me to 
death ? and if I give thee counsel, 
wilt thou not hearken unto me ? 

16 So Zedekiah the king sware 
secretly unto Jeremiah, saying, As 
the Lorp liveth, 'that made us this 
soul, I will not put thee to death, 
neither will I give thee into the

and thou shalt live, and thine 
house : 

18 But if thou wilt not go forth to 
the king of Babylon’s princes, then 
shall this city be given into the 
hand of the Chaldeans, and they 
shall burn it with fire, and ° thou 
shalt not escape out of their hand. 

19 And Zedekiah the king said 
unto Jeremiah, T am afraid of the 
Jews that are fallen to the Chal- 
deans, lest they deliver me into 
their hand, and they "mock me. 

20 But Jeremiah said, They shall 
not deliver fhee. Obey, I beseech 
thee, the voice of the Lorn, which 
I speak unto thee: so it shall be 
well unto thee, and thy soul shall 
live. 

21 But if thou refuse to go forth, 
this is the word that the Lorp hath 
shewed me: 

22 And, behold, all the women 
that are left in the king of Judah's 
house shall be brought forth to the 
king of Babylon’s princes, and those 
women shall say, “Thy friends have 
set thee on, and have prevailed 
against thee: thy feet are sunk In 
the mire, and they are turned away 
back. 

28 So they shall bring out all thy 
wives and ‘thy children to the 
Chaldeans: and ‘thou shalt not 
escape out of their hand, but shalt 
be taken by the hand of the king 
of Babylon: and *thou shalt cause 
this city to be burned with fire. 

24 ‘| Then said Zedekiah unto Je- 
remiah, Let no man know of these 
words, and thou shalt not die. 

25 But if the princes hear that 
I have talked with thee, and they 
come unto thee, and say unto thee, 
Declare unto us now what thou

from us, and we will not put thee 
to death; also what the. king said 
unto thee:

28 So" Jeremiah abode in the court 
of the prison until the day that Je- 
rusalem was taken: and he was 
there when Jerusalem was taken. 


CHAPTER XXXIX. 


1 Jerusalem is taken. 4 Zedekiah 73s made blind, 
and sent to Babylon. 8 The city ruinated, 
9 the people captivated. 11 Nebuchadrezzar’s 
charge for the good usage of Jeremiah. 15 
God's promise to Ebed-melech. 

‘N the ‘ninth year of Zedekiah 
A king of Judah, in the tenth 
month, came Nebuchadrezzar king 
of Babylon and all his army against 
Jerusalem, and they besieged 1t. 

2 And in the eleventh year of 
Zcdekiah, in the fourth month, the 
ninth day of the month, the city 
was broken up. 

3° And all the princes of the king 
of Babylon came in, and sat in the 
middle gate, even Nergal-sharezer, 
Samgar-nebo, Sarsechim, Rab-saris, 
Nergal-sharezer, Rab-mag, with all 
the residue of the princes of the 
king of Babylon. 

4 1 °And it came to pass, that 
when Zedekiah the king of Judah 
saw them, and all the men of war, 
then they fled, and went forth out 
of the city by night, by the way of 
the king’s garden, by the gate be- 
twixt the two walls: and he went 
out the way of the plain. 

5 But the Chaldeans’ army pur- 
sued after them, and ‘overtook Ze- 
dekiah in the plains of Jericho:

6 Then the king of Babylon slew 
the sons of Zedekiah in‘ Riblah 
before his eyes: also the king of 
Babylon slew all the nobles of 
Judah. 

7 Moreover ‘he put out Zedekiah’s 
eyes, and bound him @with chains, 
to carry him to Babylon. 

8 { *And the Chaldeans burned 
the king’s house, and the houses 
of the people, with fire, and brake 
down the walls of Jerusalem. 

9 "Then Nebuzar-adan the *’cap- 
tain of the guard carried away 
captive mto Babylon the remnant 
of the people that remained in the 
city, and those that fell away, that 
fell to him, with the rest of the 
people that remained. 

10 But Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard left of the poor of the 
people, which had nothing, in the 
and of Judah, and gave them vine- 
yards and fields ‘at the same time. 

11 7 Now Nebuchadrezzar king 
of Babylon gave charge concern- 
ing Jeremiah ‘to Nebuzar-adan the 
captain of the guard, saying,

18 So Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard sent, and Nebushas- 
ban, Rab-saris, and Nergal-sharezer, 
Rab-mag, and all the king of Baby- 
lon’s princes ; 

14 Even they sent, ‘and took Jere- 
miah out of the court of the prison, 
and committed him ‘unto Geda- 
liah the son of 'Ahikam the son 
of Shaphan, that he should carry 
him home: so he dwelt among the 
people. 

15 | Now the word of the Lorp 
came unto Jeremiah, while he was 
shut up in the court of the prison, 
Saying, 

16 Go and speak to ™ Ebed-melech 
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the Ethiopian, saying, Thus saith 
the Lorp of hosts, the God of Is- 
rael; Behold, *I will bring my words 
upon this city for evil, and not for 
good; and they shall be accom- 
plished in that day before thee. 

17 But I will deliver thee in that 
day, saith the Lorp: and thou shalt 
not be given into the hand of the 
men of whom thou a7¢ afraid. 

18 For I will surely deliver thee, 
and thou shalt not fall by the sword, 
but °*thy life shall be for a prey 
unto thee: "because thou hast put 
thy trust in me, saith the Lorp. 


CHAPTER XL. 

1 Jeremiah, beiny set free by Nebuzar-adan, 
goeth to Gedaliah. 7 The dispersed Jews 
repair unto him. 13 Johanan revealing Ish- 
macl’s conspiracy is not believed. 

TINHE word that came to Jere- 

miah from the Lorp, ‘after 
that Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard had Jet him go from 

Ramah, when he had taken him 

being bound in *chains among all 

that were carried away captive of 

Jerusalem and Judah, which were 

carried away captive unto Babylon. 
2 And the captain of the guard 

took Jeremiah, and "said unto him, 

The Lorp thy God hath pronounced 

this evil upon this place. 

3 Now the Lorp hath brought 7, 
and done according as he hath said: 

‘because ye have sinned against 


the Lorp, and have not obeyed his | 


voice, therefore this thing is come 
upon you. 

4 And now, behold, I loose thee 
this day from the chains which 
Savere upon thine hand. “If it seem 

ood unto thee to come with me 
into Babylon, come; and ‘I will 
look well unto thee: but if it seem 
ill unto thee to come with me in- 
to Babylon, forbear: behold, °all 
the land is before thee: whither it 
seemeth good and convenient for 
thee to go, thither go. 

5 Now while he was not yet gone 
back, he said, Go back also to Ge- 
daliah the son of Ahikam the son

6 *Then went Jeremiah unto Ge- 
daliah the son of Ahikam to " Miz- 
pah; and dwelt with him among 


the people that were left in the 


land. 

7 ‘Now when all the captains of 
the forces which were in the fields, 
even they and their men, heard that 
the king of Babylon had made Ge- 
daliah the son of Ahikam governor 
in the land, and had committed 
unto him men, and women, and 
children, and of ‘the poor of the 
land, of them that were not carried 
away captive to Babylon ; 

8 Then they came to Gedaliah to 
Mizpah, ‘even Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah, and Johanan and Jona- 
than the sons of Kareah, and Se- 
raiah the son of Tanhumeth, and 
the sons of Ephai the Netophathite, 
and Jezaniah the son of a Maach- 
athite, they and their men. 

9 And Gedaliah the son of Aht- 
kam the son of Shaphan sware 
unto them and to their men, say- 
ing, Fear not *to serve the Chal- 
deans: dwell in the land, and serve 
the king of Babylon, and it shall 
be well with you. 

10 As for me, behold, I will dwell 
at Mizpah, to serve the Chaldeans, 
which will come unto us: but ye, 
gather ye wine, and summer fruits, 
and oil, and put ¢hem in your ves- 
sels, and dwell in your cities that 
ye have taken. 

11 Likewise when all the Jews 
that were in Moab, and among the 
Ammonites, and in Edom, and that

84 ’ From the cry of Heshbon even 
unto Elealeh, and even unto Jahaz,

at that day shall be as the heart 
of a woman in her pangs. 

42 And Moab shall be destroyed 
‘from being a people, because he 
hath magnificd himself against the 
Lorp. 

43 ™Fear, and the pit and the 
snare, shall be upon thee, O inha- 
bitant of Moab, saith the Lorp. 

44 He that fleeth from the fear 
shall fall into the pit; and he that 
getteth up out of the pit shall be 
taken in the snare: for "I will bring 
upon it, even upon Moab, the year 
of their visitation, saith the Lorp. 

45 They that fled stood under the 
shadow of Heshbon because of the 
force: but °a fire shall come forth 
out of Heshbon, and a flame from

24 I] have laid a snare for thee, 
and thou art also taken, O Baby- 
lon, *and thou wast not aware: 
thou art found, and also caught, 
because thou hast striven against 
the Lorn. 

25 The Lorn hath opened his 
armoury, and hath brought forth 
¥ the weapons of his indignation : 
for this 7s the work of the Lord 
Gop of hosts in the land of the 
Chaldeans. 

26 Come against her ‘from the ut- 
most border, open her storehouses: 
°cast her up as heaps, and destroy 
— utterly: let nothing of her be 
eit. 

27 Slay all her *bullocks; let them 
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go down to the slaughter: woe un- 
to them! for their day is come, the 
time of * their visitation. 

28 The voice of them that flee and 
escape out of the land of Babylon, 
to declare in Zion the vengeance 
of the Lorp our God, the vengeance 
of his temple.

HUS saith the Lorn; Behold, 

I will raise up against Baby- 
lon, and against them that dwell 
in the *midst of them that rise up 
against me, *a destroying wind ; 

2 And will send unto Babylon 
bfanners, that shall fan her, and 
shall empty her land: ‘for in the 
day of trouble they shall be against 
her round about. 

3 Against him that bendeth “let the 
archer bend his bow, and against 
him thaé lifteth himself up in_ his 
brigandine: and spare ye not her 
young men; °destroy ye utterly all 
her host. 

4 Thus the slain shall fall in the 
land of the Chaldeans, ‘and they 
that are thrust through in her 
streets. 

5 For Israel hath not been forsak- 
en, nor Judah of his God, of the 
Lorn of hosts; though their land 
was filled with sin against the Holy 
One of Israel. 

6 *Flee out of the midst of Ba- 

bylon, and deliver every man his 
soul: be not cut off in her iniquity ; 
for "this is the time of the Lorp’s 
vengeance ; ‘he will render unto her 
a recompence. 
_7 “Babylon hath been a golden cup 
in the Lorn’s hand, that made all 
the earth drunken: 'the nations 
have drunken of her wine; there- 
fore the nations ™are mad. 

8 Babylon is suddenly "fallen and 
destroyed: °howl for her; ?take 
balm for her pain, if so be she may 
be healed.

29 And the land shall tremble and 
sorrow: for every purpose of the 
Lorp shall be performed against 
Babylon, *to make the land of 
Babylon a desolation without an 
inhabitant. 

80 The mighty men of Babylon 
have forborn to fight, they have re- 
mained in their holds: their might 
hath failed; ’they became as wo- 
men: they have burned her dwell- 
ingplaces ; ‘her bars are broken. 

31 ‘One post shall run to meet 
another, and one messenger to meet 
another, to shew the king of Ba- 
bylon that his city is taken at one 
end, 

32 And that °the passages are 
stopped, and the reeds they have 
burned with fire, and the men of 
war are affrighted. 

38 For thus saith the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of Israel; The daughter 
of Babylon is ‘like a threshingfloor, 
e*it is time to thresh her: yet a 
little while, "and the time of her 
harvest shall come. 

84 Nebuchadrezzar the king of 
Babylon hath ‘devoured me, he 
hath crushed me, he hath made me 
an empty vessel, he hath swallow- 
ed me up like a dragon, he hath 
filled his belly with my delicates, he 
hath cast me out. 

35 *The violence done to me and 
to my ‘flesh be upon Babylon, shall 
the inhabitant of Zion say; and 
my blood upon the inhabitants of 
Chaldca, shall Jerusalem say. 

86 Therefore thus saith the Lorp; 
Behold, *I will plead thy cause, and 
take vengeance for thee; ‘and I 
will dry up her sea, and make her 
springs dry. 

87 "And Babylon shall become 
heaps, a dwellingplace for dragons, 
"an astonishment, and an hissing, 
without an inhabitant. 

88 They shall roar together like 
lions: they shall ‘yell as lions’ 
a 
89 In their heat I will make their 
feasts, and °I will make them 
drunken, that they may rejoice, 
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and sleep a perpetual sleep, and 
not wake, saith the Lorp. 

40 I will bring them down like 
lambs to the slaughter, like rams 
with he goats. 

41 How is ?Sheshach taken! and 
how is ‘the praise of the whole 
earth surprised! how is Babylon 
become an astonishment among the 
nations ! 

42 ‘The sea is come up upon 
Babylon: she is covered with the 
multitude of the waves thereof. 

43 “Her cities are a desolation, a 
dry land, and a wilderness, a land 
wherein no man dwelleth, neither 
doth any son of man pass thereby. 

44 ‘And I will punish Bel in Ba- 
bylon, and I will bring forth out 
of his mouth that which he hath 
swallowed up: and the nations shall 
not flow together any more unto 
him: yea, "the wall of Babylon 
shall fall. 

45 *My people, go ye out of the 
midst of her, and deliver ye every 
man his soul from the fierce anger 
of the Lorn. 

46 And “lest your heart faint, and 
ye fear ’for the rumour that shall 
be heard in the land; a rumour 
shall both come one year, and after 
that in another year shall come a 
rumour, and violence in the land, 
ruler against ruler. 

47 Therefore, behold, the days 
come, that *I will *do judgment 
upon the graven images of Baby- 
Jon: and her whole land shall be 
confounded, and all her slain shall 
fall in the midst of her. 

48 Then *the heaven and the earth, 
and all that is therein, shall sing 
for Babylon: "for the spoilers shall 
come unto her from the north, saith 
the Lorp. 

49 “As Babylon hath caused the 
slain of Israel to fall, so at Baby- 
lon shall fall the slain of all ‘the 
earth. 

50 °Ye that have escaped the 
sword, go away, stand not still: re- 
member the Lorp afar off, and let 
Jerusalem come into your mind.

51 *We are confounded, because 
we have heard reproach: shame 
hath covered our faces: for stran- 
gers are come into the sanctuaries 
of the Lorn’s house. 

52 Wherefore, behold, the days 
come, saith the Lorn, ‘that I will 
do judgment upon her graven im- 
ages: and through all her land the 
wounded shall groan. 

53 ‘Though Babylon should mount 
up to heaven, and though she should 
fortify the height of her strength, 
yet from me shall spoilers come 
unto her, saith the Lorn. 

54®A sound of a cry cometh from 
Babylon, and great destruction from 
the land of the Chaldeans: 

55 Because the Lorp hath spoiled 
Babylon, and destroyed out of her 
the great voice; when her waves 
do roar like great waters, a noise of 
their voice is uttered : 

56 Because the spoiler is come 
upon her, even upon Babylon, and 
her mighty men are taken, every 
one of their bows is broken: * for 
the Lorp God of recompences shall 
surely requite. 

57 ‘And I will make drunk her 
princes, and her wise men, her 
captains, and her rulers, and her 
mighty men: and they shall sleep 
a perpetual sleep, and not wake, 
saith “the King, whose name is the 
Lorp of hosts. 

58 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts; 
"The broad walls of Babylon shall 
be utterly *broken, and her high 
gates shall be burned with fire: 
and ™the pag oe shall labour in 
vain, and the folk in the fire, and 
they shall be weary. 

59 { The word which Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded Seraiah the 
son of Neriah, the son of Maaseiah, 
when he went ‘with Zedekiah the 
king of Judah into Babylon in the 
fourth year of his reign. And this 
Seraiah was a *quiet prince. 

60 So Jeremiah wrote in a book 
all the evil that should come upon 
Babylon, even all these words that 
are written against Babylon. 
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61 And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, 
When thou comest to Babylon, and 
shalt see, and shalt read all these 
words; 

62 Then shalt thou say, O Lorn, 
thou hast spoken against this place, 
to cut it off, that "none shall re- 
main in it, neither man nor beast, 
but that it shall be ’desolate for 
ever. 

638 And it shall be, when thou 
hast made an end of reading this 
book, °fthat thou shalt bind a stone 
to it, and cast it into the midst of 
Euphrates : 

64 And thou shalt say, Thus shall 
Babylon sink, and shall not rise 
from the evil that I will bring upon 
her: ’and they shall be weary. Thus 
far are the words of Jeremiah. 


CHAPTER LILI. 

1 Zedekiah rebelleth. 4 Jerusalem is besieged 
and taken. 8 Zedekiah’s sons killed, and 
his own eyes put out. 12 Nebuzar-adan 
burneth and spoileth the city. 24 He car- 
rieth away the captives. 31 Evil-merodach 
advanceth Jehovachin. 


EDEKIAH was * one and twen- 

ty years old when he * began to 
reign, and he reigned eleven years 
in Jerusalem. And his mother’s 
name was Hamutal the daughter 
of Jeremiah of Libnah. 

2 And he did that which was evil 
in the eyes of the Lorn, according 
to all that Jehoiakim had done. 

8 For through the anger of the 
Lorp it came to pass in Jerusalem 
and Judah, till he had cast them 
out from his presence, that Zede- 
kiah rebelled against the king of 
Babylon. 

4 { And it came to pass in the 
ninth year of his reign, in the 
tenth month, im the tenth day of 
the month, that Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon came, he and all 
his army, against Jerusalem, and 
pitched against it, and built forts 
against it round about. 

5 So the city was besieged unto 
ae eleventh year of king Zede- 

iah.

6 And in the fourth month, in the 
ninth day of the month, the famine 
was sore in the city, so that there 
was no bread for the people of the 
land. 

7 Then the city was broken up, 
and all the men of war fled, and 
went forth out of the city by night 
by the way of the gate between 
the two walls, which was by the 
king’s garden ; (now the Chaldeans 
were by the city round about:) 
and they went by the way of the 
plain. 

8 7 But the army of the Chal- 
deans pursued after the king, and 
overtook Zedekiah in the _ plains 
of Jericho; and all his army was 
scattered from him. 

9 ‘Then they took the king, and 
carried him up unto the king of 
Babylon to Riblah in the land of 
Hamath; where he gave judgment 
upon him. 

10 ‘And the king of Babylon slew 
the sons of Zedckiah before his 
eyes: he slew also all the princes 
of Judah in Riblah. 

11 Then he ’put out the eyes of 
Zedckiah ; aon the king of Ba- 
bylon bound him in *chains, and 
carried him to Babylon, and put 
him in ‘prison till the day of his 
death. 

12 { °Now in the fifth month, in 
the tenth day of the month, ‘which 
was the nineteenth year of Nebu- 
chadrezzar king of Babylon, * came 
Nebuzar-adan, ®°*captain of the 
ruard, which "served the king of 

abylon, into Jerusalem, 

18 And burned the house of the 
Lorp, and the king’s house; and 
all the houses of Jerusalem, and 
all the houses of the great men, 
burned he with fire: 

14 And all the army of the Chal- 
deans, that were with the captain 
of the guard, brake down all the 
walls of Jerusalem round about. 

15 >Then Nebuzar-adan the cap- 
tain of the guard carried away 
captive certain of the poor of the 
people, and the residue of the 


people that remained in the city, 
and those that fell away, tlfat fell 
to the king of Babylon, and the rest 
of the multitude. 

16 But Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard left certain of the poor 
of the land for vinedressers and for 
husbandmen. 

17 ‘Also the * pillars of brass that 
were in the house of the Lorp, and 
the bases, and the brasen sea that 
was in the house of the Lorp, the 
Chaldeans brake, and carried all 
the brass of them to Babylon. 

18 'The caldrons also, and the 
2 shovels, and the snuffers, and the 
"bowls, and the spoons, and all 
the vessels of brass wherewith they 
ministered, took they away. 

19 And the basons, and the ‘fire- 
pans, and the bowls, and the cal- 
drons, and the candlesticks, and the 
spoons, and the cups; that which 
was of gold in gold, and that which 
was of silver in silver, took the cap- 
tain of the guard away. 

20 The two pillars, one sea, and 
twelve brasen bulls that were un- 
der the bases, which king Solomon 
had made in the house of the Lorp: 
"°the brass of all these vessels was 
without weight. 

21 And concerning the "pillars, the 
height of one pillar was eighteen 
cubits; and a ‘fillet of twelve cu- 
bits did compass it; and the thick- 
ness thereof was four fingers : i was 
hollow. 

22 And a chapiter of brass was 
upon it; and the height of one 
chapiter was five cubits, with net- 
work and pomegranates upon the 
chapiters round about, all of brass. 
The second pillar also and the pome- 
granates were like unto these. 

23 And there were ninety and six 
pomegranates on a side; and °all 
the pomegranates upon the network 
were an hundred round about. 

24 {| And ?the captain of the guard 
took Seraiah the chief priest, ‘and 
Zephaniah the second priest, and 
the three keepers of the "door: 

25 He took also out of the city 
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an eunuch, which had the charge 
of the men of war; and seven men 
of them that ? were near the king’s 
person, which were found in the 
city; and the ‘principal scribe of 
the host, who mustered the people 
of the land; and threescore men of 
the people of the land, that were 
found in the midst of the city. 

26 So Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard took them, and brought 
them to the king of Babylon to 
Riblah. 

27 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and put them to death in 
Riblah in the land of Hamath. 
Thus Judah was carried away cap- 
tive out of his own land. 

28 *This is the people whom Ne- 
buchadrezzar carried away captive : 
in the “seventh year ‘three thou- 
sand Jews and three and twenty : 

29 "In the eighteenth year of Ne- 
buchadrezzar he carried away cap- 
tive from Jerusalem eight hundred 
thirty and two ‘ persons : 

80 In the three and twentieth year 
of Nebuchadrezzar Nebuzar-adan 
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the captain of the guard carried 
away captive of the Jews seven 
hundred forty and five persons: all 
the persons were four thousand and 
six hundred. 

831 7 *And it came to pass in the 
seven and thirtieth year of the cap- 
tivity of Jehoiachin king of J dah 
in the twelfth month, in the five 
and twentieth day of the month, 
that Evil-merodach king of Baby- 
lon in the first year of his reign 
ylifted up the head of Jehoiachin 
king of Judah, and brought him 
forth out of prison, 

32 And spake *kindly unto him, 
and set his throne above the throne 
of the kings that were with him in 
Babylon, 

38 And changed his prison gar- 
ments : *and he did continually eat 
— before him all the days of his 
ife. 

84 And for his diet, there was a 
continual diet given him of the 
king of Babylon, *every day a por- 
tion until the day of his death, all 
the days of his life.

CHAPTER LI. 

1 The miserable estate of Jerusalem by reason 
of her sin. 12 She complaineth of her grief, 
18 and confesseth God's gudgment to be righ- 
Leous. 

OW doth the city sit solitary, 
that was full of people! * how 
is she become as a widow! she that 
was great among the nations, and 

»princess among the provinces, how 

is she become tributary ! 

2 She ‘weepeth sore in the ¢ night, 
and her tears are on her cheeks: 
camong all her lovers ‘she hath 
none to comfort Aer; all her friends 
have dealt treacherously with her, 
they are become her enemies. 

8 § Judah is gone into captivity 
because of affliction, and ? because 
of great servitude: "she dwelleth 
among the heathen, she findeth no 
rest: all her persecutors overtook 
her between the straits. 

4 The ways of Zion do mourn, 
because none come to the solemn 
feasts: all her gates are desolate : 
her priests sigh, her virgins are 
afflicted, and she is in bitterness. 

5 Her adversaries iare the chief, 
her enemies prosper; for the Lorp 
hath afflicted her * for the multitude 
of her transgressions : her ' children 
are gone into captivity before the 
enemy. 

6 And from the daughter of Zion 
all her beauty is departed: her 
— are become like harts that 

nd no pasture, and they are gone 
without strength before the pur- 
suer. 

7 Jerusalem remembered in the 


days of her affliction and of her mi- 
series all her * pleasant things that 
she had in the days of old, when 
her people fell into the hand of the 
enemy, and none did help her: the 
adversaries saw her, and did mock 
at her sabbaths. 

$s "Jerusalem hath grievously sin- 
ned; therefore she °is removed : all 
that honoured her despise her, be- 
cause "they have seen her naked- 
ness: yea, she sigheth, and turneth 
backward. 

9 ITer filthiness 7s in her skirts ; 
she °remembereth not her last end ; 
therefore she came down wonder- 
fully: "she had no comforter. O 
Lorn, behold my affliction : for the 
enemy hath magnified himself. 

10 The adversary hath spread out 
his hand upon ‘all her ‘pleasant 
things : for she hath seen that * the 
heathen entered into her sanctuary, 
Whom thou didst command that 
‘they should not enter into thy con- 
eregation, 

11 All her people sigh, ‘they seek 
bread; they have given their plea- 
sant things for meat *to relieve the 
soul: see, O Lorp, and consider ; 
for [ am become vile. 

12 1 “Js it nothing to you, all ye 
that “pass by ? behold, and see “if 
there be any sorrow like unto my 
sorrow, which is done unto me, 
wherewith the Lorp hath afflicted 
me in the day of his fierce anger. 

13 From above hath he sent fire 


into my bones, and it prevaileth | 


against them: he hath «spread a 
net for my feet, he hath turned 
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me back: he hath made me deso- 
late and faint all the day. 

-14 %The yoke of my transgres- 
sions is bound by his hand: they 


‘|are wreathed, and come up upon 
| my neck : he hath made my strength 
{to fall, the Lord hath delivered me 
|into their hands, from whom I am 
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| not able to rise up. 


15 The Lord hath trodden under 
foot all my mighty men in the midst 
of me: he hath called an assembly 
against me to crush my young men : 
‘the Lord hath trodden *the vir- 
gin, the daughter of Judah, as in 
& winepress. 

16 For these things I weep; *mine 
eye, mine eye runneth down withe 
water, because » the comforter that 
should *relieve my soul is far from 
me: my children are desolate, be- 
cause the enemy prevailed. 

17 ° Zion spreadeth forth her hands, 
and “there is none to comfort her: 
the Lorp hath commanded con- 
cerning Jacob, that his adversaries 
should be round about him: Jeru- 
salem is as a menstruous woman 
among them. 

18 {| The Lorp is °righteous ; for 
I have ‘rebelled against his *com- 
mandment: hear, I pray you, all 
people, and behold my sorrow: my 
virgins and my young men are gone 
into captivity... 

19 I called for my lovers, but * they 
deceived me: my priests and mine 
elders gave up the ghost in the 
city, "while they sought their meat 
to relieve their souls. 

20 Behold, O Lorn; for I am in 
distress : my ‘bowels are troubled ; 
mine heart is turned within me; for 
I have grievously rebelled : * abroad 
the sword bereaveth, at home there 
is as death. 7 

21 They have heard that I sigh: 
‘there is none to comfort me: all 
mine enemies have heard of m 
trouble; they are glad that thou 
hast done i¢: thou wilt bring ™the 
day that thou hast ° called, and they 
shall be like unto me. 

22 "Let all their wickedness come 
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before thee; and do unto them, as 
thou hast done unto me for all my 
transgressions: for my sighs are 
many, and °my heart 7s faint. 


CHAPTER II. 

1 Jeremiah lamenteth the misery of Jerusalem. 

20 He complaineth thereof to God. 

OW hath the Lord covered 

the daughter of Zion with a 
cloud in his anger, *and cast down 
from heaven unto the earth *the 
beauty of Israel, and remembered 
not °his footstool in the day of his 
anger ! 

2 The Lord hath swallowed up all 
the habitations of Jacob, 4and hath 
not pitied: he hath thrown down 
in his wrath the strong holds of 
the daughter of Judah; he hath 
*brought them down to the ground : 
*he hath polluted the kingdom and 
the princes thereof. 

8 He hath cut off in fis fierce 
anger all the horn of Israel: ‘he 
hath drawn back his right hand 
from before the enemy, “and he 
burned against Jacob like a flaming 
fire, which devoureth round about. 

4 "He hath bent his bow like an 
enemy: he stood with his right 
hand as an adversary, and slew 
‘tall that were picasant to the eye 
in the tabernacle of the daughter 
of Zion: he poured out his fury 
like fire. 

5 *The Lord was as an enemy: 
he hath swallowed up Israel, ‘he 
hath swallowed up all her palaces : 
he hath destroyed his strong holds, 
and hath increased in the daughter 
of Judah mourming and lamenta- 
tion. 

6 And he hath violently ™taken 
away his ‘tabernacle, "as tf ié were 
of a garden: he hath destroyed his 

laces of the assembly: °the Lorp 

ath caused the solemn feasts and 
sabbaths to be forgotten in Zion, 
and hath despised in the indigna- 
tion of his anger the king and the 
priest. 

” The Lord hath cast off his altar, 
he hath abhorred his sanctuary, he 
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hath *given up into the hand of the 
enemy the walls of her palaces; 
Pthey have made a noise in the 
house of the Lorp, as in the day 
of a solemn feast. 

8 The Lorp hath ea eee to 
destroy the wall of the daughter 
of Zion: “he hath stretched out 
a line, he hath not withdrawn 
his hand from ‘destroying: there- 
fore he made the rampart and the 
wall to lament; they languished 
together. 

9 Her gates are sunk into the 
sround; he hath destroyed and 
‘broken her bars: *her king and 
her princes are among the Gen- 
tiles: ‘the law is no more; her 
“prophets also find no vision from 
the Lorn. 

10 The elders of the daughter of 
Zion *sit upon the ground, and 
keep silence: they have ‘cast up 
dust upon their heads; they have 
‘girded themselves with sackcloth : 
the virgins of Jerusalem hang down 
their heads to the ground. 

11 “Mine eyes do fail with tears, 
’my bowels are troubled, °my liver 
is poured upon the earth, for the 
destruction of the daughter of my 
people ; because ‘the children and 
the sucklings ‘swoon in the strects 
of the city. 

12 They say to their mothers, 
Where 7 corn and wine? when 
they swooned as the wounded in 
the streets of the city, when their 
soul was poured out into their mo- 
thers’ bosom. 

13 What thing shall I take to wit- 
ness for thee? °what thing shall 
I liken to thee, O daughter of Je- 
rusalem ? what shall equal to 
thee, that I may comfort thee, O 
virgin daughter of Zion? for thy 
breach is great like the sea: who 
can heal thee ? 

14 Thy ‘prophets have seen vain 
and foolish ings for thee: and 
they have not “discovered thine 
iniquity, to turn away thy capti- 
vity ; but have seen for thee false 
burdens and causes of banishment. 
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15 "All that pass "by ‘clap their 
hands at thee; they hiss ‘and wag 
their head at the daughter of Jeru- 
salem, saying, ds this the city that 
men call ‘The perfection of beauty, 
The joy of the whole earth ? 

16 “All thine enemies have open- 
ed their mouth against thee: they 
hiss and gnash the teeth: they 
say, "We have swallowed her up: 
certainly this 7s the day that we 
looked for; we have found, °we 
have seen 7. 

17 The Lorp hath done that which 
he had ’ devised; he hath fulfilled 
his word that he had commanded 
in the days of old: “he hath thrown 
down, and hath not pitied: and he 
hath caused thine enemy to ' rejoice 
over thee, he hath set up the horn 
of thine adversaries. 

18 Their heart cried unto the Lord, 
O ‘wall of the daughter of Zion, 
‘let tears run down like a river 
day and night: give thyself no 
rest; let not the apple of thine eye 
cease. 

19 Arise, “ery out in the night: in 
the beginning of the watches * pour 
out thine heart like water before 
the face of the Lord: lift up thy 
hands toward him for the life of 
thy young children, ’ that faint for 
hunger “in the top of every street. 

20 1 Behold, O Lorpb, and con- 
sider to whom thou hast done this. 
‘Shall the women eat their fruit, 
and children * of a span long ? "shall 
the priest and the prophet be slain 
in the sanctuary of the Lord ? 

21 °The young and the old lie 
on the ground in the streets: my 
virgins and my young men are 
fallen by the sword; thou hast 
slain them in the day of thine 
anger; “thou ‘hast killed, and not 
pitied. 

22 Thou hast called as in a so- 
lemn day °my terrors round about, 
so that in the day of the Lorp’s 
anger none escaped nor remained : 
‘those that I have swaddled and 
brought up hath mine enemy con- 
sumed. 
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CHAPTER III. 

1 The faithful bewail their calamities. 22 By 
the mercies of God they nourish their hope. 
37 They acknowledge God's justice. 55 They 
pray for deliverance, 64 and vengeance on 
their enemies. 

AM the man that hath seen 
affliction by the rod of his 
wrath. 

2 He hath led me, and brought me 
into darkness, but not info light. 

8 Surely against me is he turned ; 
he turneth his hand against me all 
the day. 

4 *My flesh and my skin hath 
he made old; he hath >broken my 
bones. 

5 He hath builded against me, 
and compassed me with gall and 
travel. 

6 °He hath set me in dark places, 
as they that be dead of old. 

7°He hath hedged me about, that 
I cannot. get out: he hath made 
my chain heavy. 

8 Also °when I cry and shout, he 
shutteth out my prayer. 


9 He hath inclosed my ways with 


hewn stone, he hath 
paths crooked. 

10 ‘He was unto me as a bear 
lying in wait, and as a lion in se- 
cret places. 

11 He hath turned aside my ways, 
and *pulled me in pieces: he hath 
made me desolate. 

12 He hath bent his bow, and " set 
me as a mark for the arrow, 

18 He hath caused ‘the * arrows of 
his quiver to enter into my reins. 

14 I was a “derision to all my

15 ™He hath filled me with *bit- 
terness, he hath made me drunken 
with wormwood. 

16 He hath also broken my teeth 
"with gravel stones, he hath ‘co- 
vered me with ashes. 

17 And thou hast removed my soul

' 18 °And I said, My strength and 


my hope is perished from the Lorp: 
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19 * Remembering mine affliction 
and my misery, ’the wormwood 
and the gall. 

20 My soul hath them still in 
remembrance, and is *humbled in 
me. 

21 This I ‘recall to my mind, 
therefore have I hope. 

22 7 1Jt is of the Lorp’s mercies 
that we are not consumed, because 
his compassions fail not. 

23 They are new "every morning : 
great is thy faithfulness. 

24 The Lorp is my * portion, saith 
my soul; therefore will I hope in 
him. 

25 The Lorn is good unto them 
that ‘wait for him, to the soul that 
seeketh him. 

26 Jt is good that a man should 
both hope "and quietly wait for the 
salvation of the Lorp. 

27 *Jt is good for a man that he 
bear the yoke in his youth. 

28 ’ He sitteth alone and keepeth 
silence, because he hath borne if 
upon him. 

29 *He putteth his mouth in the 
dust ; if so be there may be hope. 

80 *He giveth his cheek to him 
that smiteth him: he is filled full 
with reproach. 

31 For the Lord will not cast off 
for ever : 

32 But though he cause grief, yet 
will he have compassion accord- 
ing to the multitude of his mer- 
cies. 

33 For ‘he doth not afflict ° will- 
ingly nor grieve the children of 
men. 

84 To crush under his feet all the 

risoners of the earth, 

85 To turn aside the right of a 
man before the face of °the most 
High, 

36 To subvert a man in his cause, 
4the Lord ’approveth not. 

87 I Who its he °that saith, and 
it cometh to pass, when the Lord 
commandeth 7 not ?

19 Our persecutors are *swifter 
than the eagles of the heaven : they 
pursued us upon the mountains, 
they laid wait for us in the wil- 
derness. 

20 The breath of our nostrils, the 
anointed of the Lorpb, ‘was taken 
in their pits, of whom we said, 
Under his shadow we shall live 
among the heathen. 

21 4 “Rejoice and be glad, O

“22 9'*The punishment of thine 
iniquity 1s accomplished, O daugh- 
ter of Zion; he will no more gra 
thee away into captivity: *he will 
visit thine iniquity, O daughter of 
Edom ; he will * discover thy sins.

THE BOOK 


OF THE 


PROPHET 


CHAPTER I. 

1 The time of Exckiel’s prophecy at Chebar. 
4 His vision of four cherubims, 15 of the 
Jour wheels, 26 and of the glory of God. 

No. it came to pass in the thir- 

tieth year, in the fourth month, 
in the fifth day of the month, as 

I was among the ’captives *by the 

river of Chebar, that °the heavens 

were opened, and I saw ‘visions of 

God. 

2 In the fifth day of the month, 
which was the fifth year of ‘king 
Jehoiachin’s captivity, 

8 The word of the Lorp came 
expressly unto * Ezekiel the priest, 
the son of Buzi, in the land of the 
Chaldeans by the river Chebar; 
and ‘the hand of the Lorp was 
there upon him. 7 

4 1 And I looked, and, behold, fa 
whirlwind came ‘out of the north, 
a great cloud, and a fire *infolding 
itself, and a brightness was about 
it, and out of the midst thereof as 
the colour of amber, out of the 
midst of the fire. 

5 "Also out of the midst thereof 
came the likeness of four living 
creatures. And ‘this was their ap- 
pearance; they had ‘the likeness 
of a man. 

6 And every one had four faces, 
and every one had four wings, 

7 And their feet were ‘straight 
feet; and the sole of their feet was 
like the sole of a calf’s foot: and 


| they sparkled 'like the colour of 


burnished brass. 
8 ™And they had the hands of a 
man under their wings on their four 
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sides ; and they four had their faces 
and their wings. 

9 "Their wings were joined one 
to another; °they turned not when 
they went; they went cvery one 
straight forward. 

10 As for the likeness of their 
faces, they four ‘had the face of 
a man, 'and the face of a lion, on 
the right side: ‘and they four had 
the face of an ox on the left side; 
‘they four also had the face of an 
eagle. 

11 Thus were their faces : and their 
wings were ’stretched upward ; two 
wings of every one were joined one 
to another, and "two covered their 
bodies. i 

12 And *they went, eyorr one 
straight forward | ule Spl- 
rit was to go, they went; and * they 
turned not when they went.

14 And the living creatures ran 
and returned “as the appearance of 
a flash of lightning. 

15 { Now as I] beheld the living 
creatures, behold “one wheel upon 
the earth by the living creatures, 
with his four faces. 

16 °The appearance of the wheels 
and their work was ‘like unto the 
colour of a beryl: and they four 
had one likeness: and their ap- 
pearance and their work was as it

10 And he spread it before me;

lamentations, and mourning, and 


woe. 

CHAPTER III. 

1 Ezekiel eateth the roll. 4 God encourageth 
him. 15 God sheweth him the rule of pro- 
phecy. 22 God shuttcth and openeth the pro- 
phet's mouth. 

OREOVER he said unto me, 
| Son of man, eat that thou 
| findest ; * eat this roll, and go speak 

unto the house of Israel. 

2 So I opened my mouth, and he 

| caused me to eat that roll. 

8 And he said unto me, Son of 
man, cause thy belly to eat, and 
fill thy bowels with this roll that 
I give thee. Then did I "eat it; 
and it was in my mouth °as honey 
for sweetness. 

i 4 7 And he said unto me, Son of 
nan, go, get thee unto the house 

f Israel, and speak with my words 
unto them. 

5 For thou art not sent to a peo- 

le “of a strange speech and of an 

ard language, bué to the house of 

Israel ; 
| 6 Not to many people ‘of a strange 

speech and of an hard language, 
whose words thou canst not under- 
stand. °Surely, “had I sent thee to 
them, they would have hearkened 
unto thee. 

7 But the house of Israel will not 
hearken unto thee; ‘for they will 
not hearken unto me: ‘for all the 
| house of Israel are ‘impudent and 

hardhearted. : | 

8 Behold, I have made thy face 
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strong against their faces, and thy 
forehead strong against their fore- 
heads. 

9*As an adamant harder than flint 
have I made thy forehead: " fear 
them not, neither be dismayed at 
their looks, though they le a rebel- 
lious house. 

10 Moreover he said unto me, Son 
of man, all my words that I shall 
speak unto thee receive in thine 
heart, and hear with thine ears. 

11 And go, get thee to them of 
the captivity, unto the children of 
thy people, and speak unto them, 
and tell them, ‘Thus saith the Lord 
Gop; whether they will hear, or 
whether they will forbear. 

12 Then ‘the spirit took me up, 
and I heard behind me a voice of 
a great rushing, saying, Blessed be 
the glory of the Lorp from his 
placc. 

13 I heard also the noise of the 
wings of the living creatures that 
? touched one another, and the noise 
of the wheels over against them, 
and a noise of a great rushing. 

14 So'the spirit lifted me up, and 
took me away, and I went *in bit- 
terness, in the *heat of my spirit; 
but "the hand of the Lorp was 
strong upon me. 

15 {1 Then I came to them of the 
captivity at Tel-abib, that dwelt 


by the river of Chebar, and "I sat 
where they sat, and remained there 


astonished among them seven days. 

16 And it came to pass at the end 
of seven days, that the word of the 
Lorp came unto me, saying, 

17°Son of man, I have made thee 
Pa watchman unto the house of 
Israel: therefore hear the word at 
my mouth, and give them warning 
from me. | 

18 When I say unto the wicked, 
Thou shalt surely die; and thou 
givest him not warning, nor speak- 
est to warn the wicked from his 
wicked way, to save his life; the 
same wicked man ‘shall die in his 
iniquity; but his blood will I re- 
quire at thine hand. 
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19 Yet if thou warn the wicked, 
and he turn not from his wicked- 
ness, nor from his wicked way, he 
shall die in his iniquity; ‘but thou 
hast delivered thy soul. 

20 Again, When a ‘righteous man 
doth turn from his *righteousness, 
and commit iniquity, and I lay a 
stumblingblock before him, he shall 
die: because thou hast not given 
him warning, he shall die in his 
sin, and his rightcousness which 
he hath done shall not be remem- 
bered ; but his blood will I require 
at thine hand. 

21 Nevertheless if thou warn the 
righteous man, that the righteous 
sin not, and he doth not sin, he 
shall surely live, because he is 
warned; also thou hast delivered 
thy soul. 

22 7 ‘And the hand of the Lorp 
was there upon me; and he said 
unto me, Arise, go forth "into the 
plain, and I will there talk with 
thee. 

23 Then I arose, and went forth 
into the ee and, behold, * the 
glory of the Lorp stood there, as 
the glory which I ‘saw by the 
river of Chebar: ‘and I fell on my 
face. 

24 Then *the spirit entered into 
me, and set me upon my feet, and 
spake with me, and said unto 
me, Go, shut thyself within thine 
house. 

25 But thou, O son of.man, be- 
hold, *they shall put bands upon 
thee, and shall bind thee with 
them, and thou shalt not go out 
among them: 

26 And °I will make thy tongue 
cleave to the roof of thy mouth, 
that thou shalt be dumb, and shalt 
not be to them ‘a reprover: ‘for 
they are a rebellious house. 

27 ° But when I speak with thee, 
I will open thy mouth, and thou 
shalt say unto them, ‘Thus saith 
the Lord Gop; He that heareth, 
let him hear; and he that forbear- 
eth, let him forbear: *for they are 
a rebellious house. 
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CHAPTER IV. 


1 Under the type of a siege 18 shewed the time 
from the defection of Jeroboam to the cap- 
tivity. 9 By the provision of the siege, is 
shewed the hardness of the famine. 


HOU also, son of man, take 

thee a tile, and lay it before 
thee, and pourtray upon it the city, 
even Jerusalem : 

2 And lay siege against it, and 
build a fort against it, and cast a 
mount against it; set the camp also 
against it, and set *battering rams 
against it round about. 

3 Moreover take thou unto thee 
7an iron pan, and set it for a. wall 
of iron between thee and the city: 
and set thy face against it, and it 
shall be besieged, and thou shalt 
lay siege against it. *This shall be 
a sign to the house of Israel. 

4 Lie thou also upon thy left side, 
and lay the imiquity of the house 
of Isracl upon it: according to the 
number of the days that thou shalt 
lic upon it thou shalt bear their 
iniquity. 

5 For I have laid upon thee the 
years of their iniquity, according 
to the number of the days, three 


| hundred and ninety days: ’so shalt 


thou bear the iniquity of the house 
of Israel. 

6 And when thou hast accomplish- 
ed them, lie again on thy right side, 
and thou shalt bear the iniquity of 
the house of Judah forty days: I 
have appointed thee ‘each day for 
a year. 

7 Thercfore thou shalt set thy face 
toward the siege of Jerusalem, and 
thine arm shall be uncovered, and 
thou shalt prophesy against it. 

8 “And, behold, I will lay bands 
upon thee, and thou shalt not turn 
thee from one side to another, till 
thou hast ended the days of thy 
siege. 

9 I Take thou also unto thee wheat, 
and barley, and beans, and lentiles, 
and millet, and ‘fitches, and put 


them in‘one vessel, and make thee | 
bread thereof, according to the 
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lie upon thy side, three hundred and 
ninety days shalt thou eat thereof. 

10 And thy meat which thou shalt 
eat shall be by weight, twenty she- 
kels a day: from time to time shalt 
thou eat it. 

11 Thou shalt drink also water 
by measure, the sixth part of an 
hin: from time to time shalt thou 
drink. 

12 And thou shalt eat it as barle 
cakes, and thou shalt bake it wit 
dung that cometh out of man, in 
their sight. 

18 And the Lorp said, Even thus 
‘shall the children of Isracl eat 
their defiled bread among the Gen- 
tiles, whither I will drive them. 

14 Then said I, °Ah Lord Gop! 
behold, my soul hath not been pol- 
Juted: for from my youth up even 
till now have I not eaten of ‘that 
which dicth of itself, or is torn in 
pieces; neither came there *abomi- 
nable flesh into my mouth. 

15 Then he said unto me, Lo, I 
have given thee cow’s dung for 
man’s dung, and thou shalt pre- 
pare thy bread therewith. 

16 Moreover he said unto me, Son 
of man, behold, I will break the 
‘staff of bread in Jerusalem: and 
they shall ‘eat bread by weight, 
and with care ; and they shall « drink 
water by measure, and with aston- 
ishment: 

17 That they may want bread and 
water, and be astonied one with 
another, and ‘consume away for 
their iniquity. 


CHAPTER V. 


1 Under the type of hair, 5 is shewed the judg- 
ment of Jerusalem for their rebellion, 12 by 
Famine, sword, and dispersion. 

ND thou, son of man, take thee 
a sharp knife, take thee a bar- 
ber’s razor, *and cause if to pass 
upon thine head and upon thy 
beard: then take thee balances to 
weigh, and divide the hair. 
2 *Thou shalt. burn wit) fire a 
third part in the midst of °the city, 
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when ‘the days of the siege are 
fulfilled: and thou shalt take a 
third part, and smite about it with 
a knife: and a third part thou 
shalt scatter in the wind; and I 
will draw out a sword after them. 

8 °Thou shalt also take thereof a 
few in number, and bind them in 
thy ’ skirts. 

4 Then take of them again, and 
feast them into the midst of the 
fire, and burn them in the fire; for 
thereof shall a fire come forth into 
all the house of Israel. 

5 1 Thus saith the Lord Gop; This 
ig Jerusalem: I have set it in the 
midst. of the nations and countries 
that are round about her. 

6 And she hath changed my judg- 
ments into wickedness more than 
the nations, and my statutes more 
than the countries that ave round 
about her: for they have refused my 
judgments and my statutes, they 
have not walked in them. 

7 Thercfore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Because ye multiplied more 
than the nations that are round 
about you, and have not walked 
in my statutes, neither have kept 
my judgments, ‘neither have done 
according to the judgments of the 
nations that are round about you; 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Behold, I, even I, am against 
thee, and will execute judgments 
in the midst of thee in the sight 
of the nations. 

9 }And I will do in thee that 
which I have not done, and where- 
unto I will not do any more the 
like, because of all thine abomi- 
nations. 

10 Therefore the fathers ‘shall eat 
the sons in the midst of thee, and 
the sons shall eat their fathers; 
and I will execute judgments in 
thee, and the whole remnant of 
thee will I ‘scatter into all the 
winds. 

11 Wherefore, as I live, saith the 
Lord Gop; Surely, because thou 
hast ‘defiled my sanctuary with all 
thy ™detestable things, and with all 
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thine abominations, therefore will 
I also diminish thee ; "neither shall 
mine eye spare, neither will I have 
any pity. 

12 7°A third part of thee shall 
die with the pestilence, and with 
famine shall they be consumed in 
the midst of thee: and a third part 
shall fall by the sword round about 
thee; and °I will scatter a third 
part into all the winds, and ‘I will 
draw out a sword after them. 

18 Thus shall mine anger *be ac- 
complished, and I will *cause my 
fury to rest upon them, tand I will 
be comforted : “and they shall know 
that I the Lorn have spoken i in 
my zeal, when I have accomplished 
my fury in them. 

14 Moreover *I will make thee 
waste, and a reproach among the 
nations that are round about thee, 
in the sight of all that pass by. 

15 So it shall be a’reproach and 
a taunt, an instruction and an as- 
tonishment unto the nations that 
are round about thee, when I shall 
exccute judgments in thee in anger 
and in fury and in *furious rebukes. 
I the Lory have spoken i. 

16 When I shall *send upon them 
the evil arrows of famine, which 
shall be for their destruction, and 
which I will send to destroy you: 
and I will increase the famine upon 
you, and will break your ’staff of 
bread : 

17 So will I send upon you famine 
and ‘evil beasts, and they shall be- 
reave thee; and ‘pestilence and 
blood shall pass through thee; and 
I will bring the sword upon thee. 
I the Lorp have spoken it. 


CHAPTER VI. 

1 The judgment of Iarael for their idolatry. 
8 A remnant shall be blessed. 11 The faith- 
Jul are exhorted to lament their calamities. 

ND the word of the Lorp came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, “set thy face toward 
the *mountains of Israel, and pro- 
phesy against them, 

3 And say, Ye mountains of Israel, 
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Thus saith the Lord Gop to the 


mountains, and to the hills, to the 
rivers, and to the valleys; Behold, : 
I, even I, will bring a sword upon 
you, and °I will destroy your high 


places. 
4 And your altars shall be deso- 
late, and your *images shall be 


broken: and ?I will cast down your 
| ¢ Lev. 26. 30, 


slain men before your idols. 

5 And I will “lay the dead car- 
eases of the children of Israel be- 
fore their idols; and I will scatter 
your bones round about your al- 
tars. 

6 In all your dwellingplaces the 
cities shall be laid waste, and the 
high places shall be desolate; that 
your altars may be laid waste and 
made desolate, and your idols may 
be broken and cease, and your 
images may be cut down, and your 
works may be abolished. 

7 And the slain shall fall in the 
midst of you, and *ye shall know 
that I am the Lorn. 

8 7 *Yet will I leave a remnant, 
that ye may have some that shall 
escape the sword among the na- 
tions, when ye shall be scattered 
through the countries. 

9 And they that escape of you 
shall remember me among the na- 
tions whither they shall be carried 
captives, because §I am broken with 
their whorish heart, which hath de- 
parted from me, and *with their 
eyes, which go a whoring after 
their idols: and ‘they shall lothe 
themselves for the evils which the 
have committed in all their abomi- 
hations. 

10 And they shall know that I am 
the Lorn, and that Ihave not said 
in vain that I would do this evil 
unto them. | 

11 1 Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Smite ‘with thine hand, and stam 
with thy foot, and say, Alas for all 
he evil abominations of the house 
of Israel! ‘for they shall fall by the 
sword, by the famine, and by the 
pestilence. | < 


A remnant shall be blessed. 
hear the word of the Lord Gop; 
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12 He that is far off shall die of 
the pestilence ; and he that is near 
shall fall by the sword ; and he that 
remaineth and is besieged shall die 
by the famine: ™thus will I accom- 
plish my fury — them. 

18 Then "shall ye know that I am 
the Lorp, when their slain men 
shall be among their idols round 
about their altars, ° upon every high 
hill, ?in all the tops of the moun- 
tains, and ‘under every green tree, 
and under every thick oak, the 
place where they did offer sweet 
savour to all their idols. 

14 So will I ‘stretch out my hand 
upon them, and make the land de- 
solate, yea, >more desolate than the 
wilderness toward *Diblath, in all 
their habitations: and they shall 
know that I am the Lorp. 


CHAPTER VII. 

1 The final desolation of Israel. 16 The mourn- 
Ful repentance of them that cscape. 20 The 
enemies defile the sanctuary because of the 
Israelites’ abominations. 23 Under the type 
of a chain is shewed their miserable captivity. 


OREOVER the word of the 
LorpD came unto me, saying, 

2 Also, thou son of man, thus 
saith the Lord Gop unto the land 
of Israel; *An end, the end is 
come upon the four corners of the 
land. 

8 Now is the end come upon thee, 
and I will send mine anger upon 
thee, and ?will judge thee accord- 
ing to thy ways, and will *recom- 
pense upon thee all thine abomina- 
tions. 

4 And ‘mine eye shall not spare 
thee, neither will I have pity: but 
I will recompense thy ways upon 
thee, and thine abominations shal] 
be in the midst of thee: ‘and ye 
shall know that I am the Lorp. 

5 Thus saith the Lord Gop; An 
evil, an only evil, behold, is come. 

6 An end is come, the end is come: 
it ‘watcheth for thee; behold, it is 
come. 

7 °The morning is come unto thee, 
O thou that dwellest in the land: 
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fthe time is come, the day of trou- 
ble is near, and not the * sounding 
again of the mountains. 

8 Now will I shortly *pour out 
my fury upon thee, and accomplish 
mine anger upon thee: "and I will 
judge thee according to thy ways, 
and will recompense thce for all 
thine abominations. 

9 And imine eye shall not spare, 
neither will I have pity: I will re- 
compense *thee according to thy 
ways and thine abominations that 
are in the midst of thee; ‘and ye 
shall know that I am the Lorp that 
smiteth. 

10 Behold the day, behold, it is 


come: 'the morning is gone forth; 


the rod hath blossomed, pride hath 
budded. 

11 ™ Violence is risen up into a rod 
of wickedness: none of them shall 
remain, nor of their * multitude, nor 
of any of *their’s: "neither shall 
there be wailing for them. 

12 °The time is come, the day 
drawcth near: let not the buyer 
rejoice, nor the seller mourn: for 
wrath 78 upon all the multitude 
thereof. 

13 For the seller shall not ret rn 
to that which is sold, ‘althc agh 
they were yet alive: for the vision 
ig touching the whole multitude 
thereof, which shall not return ; nei- 
ther shall any strengthen himself 
7in *the iniquity of his life. 

14 They have blown the trumpet, 
even to make all ready; but none 
goeth to the battle: for my wrath 
is upon all the multitude thereof. 

15 °The sword ¢s without, and the 

estilence and the famime within: 
he that 7s in the field shall die with 
the sword; and he that is in the 
city, famine and pestilence shall de- 
vour him. 

16 7 But ‘they that escape of them 
shall escape, and shall be on the 
mountains like doves of the valleys, 
all of them mourning, every one for 
his iniquity. 

17 All "hands shall be feeble, and 
all knees shall *be weak as water. 
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18 They shall also ‘gird themselves 
with sackcloth, and ‘horror shall 
cover them; and shame shall be 
upon all faces, and baldness upon 
all their heads. 

19 They shall cast their silver in 
the streets, and their gold shall be 
2removed: their “silver and their 
gold shall not be able to deliver 
them in the day of the wrath of 
the Lorp: they shall not satisfy 
their souls, neither fill their bowels: 
*because it is *the stumblingblock 
of their iniquity. 

20 7 As for the beauty of his or- 
nament, he set it in majesty: ’ but 
they made the images of their a- 
bominations and of their detestable 
things therein: therefore have I * set 
it far from them. 

21 And I will give it into the hands 
of the strangers for a prey, and to 
the wicked of the earth for a spoil; 
and they shall pollute it. 

22 My face will I turn also from 
them, and they shall pollute my 
secret place: for the robbers shall 
enter into it, and defile it. 

23 4 Make a chain: for *the land 
is full of bloody crimes, and the 
city is full of violence. 

24 Wherefore I will bring the 
worst of the heathen, and they 
shall possess their houses: I will 
also make the pomp of the strong 
to cease; and ‘their holy places 
shall be defiled.

toward the north; "where was the 
scat of the image of jealousy, which 
‘provoketh to jealousy. 

4 And, behold, the glory of the 
God of Israel was there, according 
to the vision that I *saw in the 
plain. 

51Then said he unto me, Son of 
man, lift up thine eyes now the 
way toward the north. So I lifted 
up mine eyes the way toward the 
north, and behold northward at the 
gate of the altar this image of jea- 
lousy in the entry. 

6 He said furthermore unto me,

10 So I went in and saw ; and be- 
hold every form of creeping cae 
and abominable beasts, and all the 
idols of the house of Israel, pour- 
trayed upon the wall round about. 

11 And there stood before them 
seventy men of the ancients of the 
house of Israel, and in the midst 
of them stood Jaazaniah the son of 
Shaphan, with every man his cen- 
ser in his hand; and a thick cloud 
of incense went up. 

12 Then said he unto me, Son of 
man, hast thou seen what the an- 
cients of the house of Israel do in 
the dark, every man in the cham- 
bers of his imagery? for they say, 
'The Lorp seeth us not; the Lorp 
hath forsaken the earth. 

18 7 He said also unto me, Turn 
thee yet again, and thou shalt see 
greater abominations that they do. 

14 Then he brought me to the 
door of the gate of the Lorp’s 
house which was toward the north; 
and, behold, there sat women weep- 
ing for Tammuz. 

15 {Then said he unto me, Hast 
thou seen this, O son of man ? turn 
thee yet again, and thou shalt see 
greater abominations than these. 

16 And he brought me into the 
inner court of the Lorn’s house, 
and, behold, at the door of the 
temple of the Lorn, ™between the 

orch and the altar, "were about 

ve and twenty men, °with their 
backs toward the temple of the 
Lorp, and their faces toward the 
east ; and they worshipped ’the sun 
toward the east. 

17 { Then he said unto me, Hast 
thou seen this, O son of man? 
"Is it a light thing to the house 
of Judah that they commit the 
abominations which they commit 
here? for they have ‘filled the 
land with violence, and have re- 
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turned to provoke me to anger: 
and, lo, they put the branch to their 
nose. 

18 ' Therefore will I also deal in 
fury: mine ‘eye shall not spare, 
neither will I have pity: and though 
they ‘cry in mine ears with a loud 
voice, yet will I not hear them. 


CHAPTER IX. 

1 A wisn, whereby is shtwed the preservation 
of some, 6 and the destruction of the rest. 
8 God cannot be intreated for them. 

EK cried also in mine ears with 

a loud voice, saying, Cause 

them that have charge over the 

city to draw near, even every man 

with his destroying weapon in his 
hand. 

2 And, behold, six men came from 
the way of the higher gate, * which 
lieth toward the north, and every 
man °a slaughter weapon in his 
hand; ‘and one man among them 
was clothed with linen, with a 
writer’s inkhorn ‘by his side: and 
they went in, and stood beside the 
brasen altar. 

3 And "the glory of the God of Is- 
rael was gone up from the cherub, 
whereupon he was, to the threshold 
of the house. And he called to 
the man clothed with linen, which 
had the writer’s inkhorn by his 
side ; 

4 And the Lorp said unto him, 
Go through the midst of the city, 
through the midst of Jerusalem, 
and °set °a mark upon the fore- 
heads of the men ‘that sigh and 
that cry for all the abominations 
that be done in the midst thereof. 

5 § And to the others he said in 
Smine hearing, Go ye after him 
through the city, and smite: °let 
not your eye spare, neither have 


e pity: 

6 'g ay ‘utterly old and young, 
both maids, and little children, and 
women: but *come not near any 
man upon whom is the mark; and 
‘begin at my sanctuary. ‘Then they 
began at the ancient men whic 
were before the house. 


The marked are preserved. 
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7 And he said unto them, Defile 
the house, and fill the courts with 
the slain: go ye forth. And they 
went forth, and slew in the city. 

8 7 And it came to pass, while 
they were slaying them, and I was 
left, that I * fell upon my face, and 
cried, and said, ‘Ah Lord Gop! 
wilt thou destroy all the residue 
of Isracl in thy —— out of thy 
fury upon Jerusalem ? 

9 Then said he unto me, The ini- 

uity of the house of Israel and Ju- 
dah is exceeding great, and ™the 
land is ’full of blood, and the city 
full of *perverseness: for they say, 
"The Lorp hath forsaken the earth, 
and °the Lorp seeth not. 

10 And as for me also, mine ” eye 
shall not spare, neither will I have 
pity, bué 21 will recompense their 
way upon their head. 

11 And, behold, the man clothed 
with linen, which fad the tinkhorn 
by his side, ‘reported the matter, 
saying, I have done as thou hast 
commanded me. 


CHAPTER X. 

1 The wision of the coals of fire, to be scat- 
tered over the city. 8 The vision of the 
cherubims. 

HEN I looked, and, behold, 
in the ‘firmament that was 
above the head of the cherubims 
there appeared over them as it were 

a sapphire stone, as the appearance 

of the likeness of a throne. 

2 >And he spake unto the man 
clothed with lmen, and said, Go 
in between the wheels, even under 
the cherub, and fill °thine hand 
with ‘coals of fire from between 
the cherubims, and ‘scatter them 
over the city. And he went in in 
my sight. 

8 Now the cherubims stood on the 
right side of the house, when the 
man went in; and the cloud filled

4 °Then the glory of the Lorp 
‘went up from the cherub, and 
stood over the threshold of the 
house; and ‘the house was filled 
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with the cloud, and the court was 
full of the brightness of the Lorp’s 
glory. 

5 And the “sound of the che- 
rubims’ wings was heard even to the 
outer court, as *the voice of the 
Almighty God when he speaketh. 

6 And it came to pass, that when 
he had commanded the man cloth- 
ed with linen, saying, Take fire 
from between the wheels, from be- 
tween the cherubims; then he went 
in, and stood beside the wheels. 

7 And one cherub ’stretched forth 
his hand from between the che- 
rubims unto the fire that was be- 
tween the cherubims, and took 
thereof, aud put 7 into the hands 
of him that was clothed with linen: 
who took if, and went out. 

8 {| 'And there appeared in the 
cherubims the form of a man’s hand 
under their wings. 

9 * And when I looked, behold the 
four wheels by the cherubims, one 
wheel by one cherub, and another 
wheel by another cherub: and the 
appearance of the wheels was as 
the colour of a ‘beryl stone. 

10 And as for their appearances, 
they four had one likeness, as if 
«a wheel had been in the midst of 
a wheel. 

11 "When they went, they went 
upon their four sides; they turned 
not as they went, but to the place 
whither the head looked they fol- 
lowed it; they turned not as they 
went. 

12 And their whole ‘body, and 
their backs, and their hands, and 
their wings, and "the wheels, were

16 ‘And when the cherubims 
went, the wheels went by them: 
and when the cherubims lifted up 
their wings to mount up from the 
earth, the same wheels also turned 
not from beside them. 

17 *When they stood, these stood ; 
and when they were lifted up, these 
lifted up themselves also: for the 
spirit *of the living creature was 
in them. 

18 Then ‘the glory of the Lorp 
‘departed from off the threshold of 
the house, and stood over the che- 
rubims. 

19 And “the cherubims lifted up 
their wings, and mounted up from 
the earth in my sight: when they 
went out, the i also were be- 
side them, and every one stood at 
the door of the east gate of the 
Lorp’s house; and the glory of 
the God of Israel was over them 
above. 

20 * This is the living creature that 
I saw under the God of Israel » by 
the river of Chebar; and I knew 
that they were the cherubims. 

21 *Every one had four faces 
apiece, and every one four wings; 
*and the likeness of the hands of 
a man was under their wings. 

22 And the likeness of their faces 
was the same faces which I saw 
by the river of Chebar, their ap- 
pearances and themselves: °they 
went every one straight forward. 


CHAPTER XI.

2 Then said he unto me, Son of 
man, these are the men that devise 
mischief, and give wicked counsel 
in this city: 

8 Which say, */¢ is not ‘near; let 
us build houses: °this city is the 
caldron, and we 6e the flesh. 

4 % Therefore prophesy against 
them, prophesy, O son of man. 

5 And ‘the Spirit of the Lorp 
fell upon me, and said unto me, 
Speak ; Thus saith the Lorp; Thus 
have ye said, O house of Israel: for 
I know the things that come into 
your mind, every one of them. 

6 *Ye have multiplied your slain 
in this city, and ye have filled the 
streets thereof with the slain. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; "Your slain whom ye have 
laid in the midst of it, they are the 
flesh, and this city is the caldron: 
‘but 1 will bring you forth out of 
the midst of it. 

8 Ye have feared the sword; and 
I will bring a sword upon you, 
saith the Lord Gon. 

9 And I will bring you out of the 
midst thereof, and deliver you into 
the hands of strangers, and * will 
execute judgments among you. 

10 'Ye shall fall by the sword; 
I will judge you in “the border of 
Israel; "and ye shall know that I 
am the Lorn. 

11 ° This city shall not be your cal- 
dron, neither shall ye be the flesh 
in the midst thereof; but I will 
judge you in the border of Israel : 

12 And "ye shall know that I am 
the Lorp: *for ye have not walked 
in my statutes, neither executed my 
judgments, but ‘have done after 
the manners of the heathen that 
are round about you. 

18 { And it came to pass, when I 
prophesied, that *‘Pelatiah the son 
of Benaiah died. Then ‘fell I down 
upon my face, and cried with a loud 
voice, and said, Ah Lord Gop! wilt 
thou make a full end of the rem- 
nant of Israel ? 


The presumption of the princes. 
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14 Again the word of the Lorp 
came unto me, saying, 

15 Son of man, thy brethren, even 
thy brethren, the men of thy kin- 
dred, and all the house of Israel 
wholly,*are they unto whom the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem have said, 
Get you far from the Lorp: unto 
us is this land given in possession. 

16 Therefore say, Thus saith the 
Lord Gop; Although I have cast 
them far off among the heathen, 
and although I have scattered them 
among the countries, ‘yet will I be 
to them as a little sanctuary in the 
countries where they shall come. 

17 Therefore say, Thus saith the 
Lord Gop; “I will even gather you 
from the people, and assemble you 
out of the countries where ye have 
been scattered, and I will give you 
the land of Israel. 

18 And they shall come thither, 
and *they shall take away all the 
detestable things thereof and all the 
abominations thereof from thence. 

19 And ‘I will give them one 
heart, and I will put *a new spirit 
within you; and I will take “the 
stony heart out of their flesh, and 
will give them an heart of flesh : 

20 "That they may walk in my 
statutes, and keep mine ordinances, 
and do them: ‘and they shall be 
my people, and I will be their 
God 


21 But as for them whose heart 
walketh after the heart of their 
detestable things and their abomi- 
nations, “I will recompense their 
way upon their own heads, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

22 1 Then did the cherubims ° lift 
up their wings, and the wheels be- 
side them ; and the glory of the God 


| of Israel was over them above. 


23 And ‘the glory: of the Lorp 
went up from the midst of the 
city, and stood ‘upon the moun- 
tain "which is on the east side of 
the city. 

24 {1 Afterwards ‘the spirit took 


me up, and brought me in a vision 


by the Spirit of God into Chaldea,

CHAPTER XII.

The Jews’ presumptuous proverb is reprov- 
cd. 26 The speediness of the vision. 

HE word of the Lorp also 
came unto me, saying, 

» Son of man, thou dwellest in 
the midst of *a rebellious house, 
which >have eyes to see, and see 
not; they have ears to hear, and 
hear not: ‘for they are a rebellious 
house. 

8 Therefore, thou son of man, pre- 
pare thee *stuff for removing, and 
remove by day in their sight; and 
thou shalt remove from thy place 
to another place in their sight: it 
may be they will consider, though 
they be a rebellious house. 

4 Then shalt thou bring forth thy 
stuff by day in their sight, as stuff 
for removing: and thou shalt go 
forth at even in their sight, °as 
they that go forth into captivity. 

5 *Dig thou through the wall in 
their sight, and carry out thereby. 

6 In their sight shalt thou bear 
it upon thy shoulders, and car 
a forth in the twilight: thou shalt 
cover thy face, that thou see not 
the ground: ‘for I have set thee for 
a sign unto the house of Israel. 

7 And I did so as I was com- 
manded: I brought forth my stuff 
by day, as stuff for captivity, and 
in the even I ‘digged through the 
wall with mine hand; I brought it 
forth in the twilight, and I bare it 
upon my shoulder in their sight. 

8 { And in the morning came 
the word of the Lorp unto me, 
saying, 

9 Son of man, hath not the house 
of Israel, ° the rebellious house, said 
unto thee, ‘What doest thou ? 


The type of Ezekiel’s removing 
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10 Say thou unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop; This *burden con- 
cerneth the prince in Jerusalem, 
and all the house of Israel that are 
among them. 

11 Say, "I am your sign: like as 
I have done, so shall it be done 
unto them: #‘ they shall remove and 
go into captivity. 

12 And ‘the prince that 1s among 
them shall bear upon Ais shoulder 
in the twilight, and shall go forth: 
they shall die through the wall to 
carry out thereby: he shall cover 
his face, that he see not the ground 
with his eyes. 

13 My 'net also will I spread up- 
on him, and be shall be taken in 
my snare: ana “I will bring him 
to Babylon fo the land of the 
Chaldeans; yet shall he not see it, 
though he shall die there. 

14 And "I will scatter toward 
every wind all that are about him 
to help him, and all his bands; and 
°T will draw out the sword after 


| them. 


15 ? And they shall know that I 
am the Lorp, when I shall scatter 
them among the nations, and dis- 
perse them in the countries. 

16 ‘But I will leave *a few men 
of them from the sword, from the 
famine, and from the pestilence: 
that they may declare all their 
abominations among the heathen 
whither they come; and they shall 
know that I am the Lorn. 

17 7 Moreover the word of the 


| Lorp came to me, saying, 


18 Son of man, ‘eat thy bread 
with quaking, and drink thy water 


| with trembling and with careful- 


NESs ; 

19 And say unto the people of the 
land, Thus saith the Tord Gop of 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and 
of the land of Israel; They shall 
eat their bread with carefulness, 


jand drink their water with asto- 


nishment, that her land may ‘be 
desolate from ‘all that is therein, 
‘because of the violence of all them 


| that dwell therein. 
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20 And the cities that are inha- 
bited shall be laid waste, and the 
land shall be desolate ; and ye shall 
know that I am the Lorp. 

21 {1 And the word of the Lorp 
came unto me, saying, 

22 Son of man, what is that pro- 
verb that ye have in the land of 
Israel, saying, "The days are pro- 
longed, and every vision faileth ? 

23 Tell them therefore, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop; I will make this 
proverb to cease, and they shall 
no more use it as a proverb in Is- 
rael; but say unto them, * The days 
are at hand, and the effect of every 
vision. 

24 For Ythere shall be no more 
any *vain vision nor flattcring di- 
vination within the house of Is- 
rael. 

25 For I am the Lorp: I will 
speak, and *the word that I shall 
speak shall come to pass; it shall 
be no more prolonged : for in your 
days, O rebellious house, will I sa 
the word, and will perform it, sait 
the Lord Gop. 

26 {| Again the word of the Lorp 
came to me, saying, 

27 "Son of man, behold, they of 
the house of Israel say, The vision 
that he seeth 7s ‘for many days fo 
come, and he tthe Boece of the 
times that are far off. 

28 ‘Therefore say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord Gop; There shall 
none of my words be_ prolonged 
any more, but the word which I 
have spoken shall be done, saith 
the Lord Gop.

8 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Woe 
unto the foolish prophets, that *fol- 
low their own spirit, ’and have seen 
nothing! 

4 O Israel, thy prophets are ‘like 
the foxes in the deserts. 

5 Ye “have not gone up into the 
‘oaps, neither ’made up the hedge 
for the house of Israel to stand 
in the battle in the day of the 
Lorp. 

6 °They have seen vanity and ly- 
ing divination, saying, The Lorp 
saith: and the Lorp hath not sent 
them: and they have made others 
to hope that they would confirm 
the word. 

7 Have ye not seen a vain vision, 
and have ye not spoken a lying 
divination, whereas ye say, The 
Lorp saith az; albeit I have not 
spoken ? 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Because ye have spoken va- 
nity, and seen lies, therefore, be- 
hold, I am against you, saith the 
Lord Gop. 

9 And mine hand shall be upon 
the prophets that see vanity, and 
that divine lies: they shall not be 
in the °assembly of my people, ‘nei- 
ther shall they be written in the 
writing of the house of Israel, * nei- 
ther shall they enter into the land 
of Israel; "and ye shall know that 
I am the Lord Gop. 

10 {| Because, even because they 
have seduced my pcople, saying, 
‘Peace; and there was no peace; 
and one built up ’a wall, and, lo, 
others “ daubed it with untempered 
morter : 

11 Say unto them which daub 7 
with untempered morter, that it 
shall fall: 'there shall be an over- 
flowing shower; and ye, O great 
hailstones, shall fall; and a stormy 
wind shall rend i¢. 

12 Lo, when the wall is fallen, 
shall it not be said unto you, Where 


| is the daubing wherewith ye have 


daubed it ? 
18 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; I will even rend it with a 
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stormy wind in my fury; and there 
shall be an overflowing shower in 
mine anger, and great hailstones in 
my fury to consume it. 

14 So will I break down the wall 
that ye have daubed with untem- 
pered morter, and bring it down to 
the ground, so that the foundation 
thereof shall be discovered, and it 
shall fall, and ye shall be consumed 
in the midst thereof: ™and ye shall 
know that I am the Lorn. 

15 Thus will I accomplish my 
wrath upon the wall, and upon 
them that have daubed it with un- 
tempered morter, and will say unto 
you, The wall 78 no more, neither 
they that daubed it ; 

16 To wit, the prophets of Israel 
which prophesy concerning Jeru- 
salem, and which "see visions of 
peace for her, and there 1s no peace, 
saith the Lord Gop. 

17 { Likewise, thou son of man, 
°set thy face against the daughters 
of thy people, which prophesy out 
of their own heart; and prophesy 
thou against them, 

18 And say, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Woe to the women that sew 
pei to all *armholes, and make 
cerchiefs upon the head of every 
stature to hunt souls! Will ye *hunt 
the souls of my people, and will ye 
save the souls dive that come unto 
you ? 

19 And will ye pollute me among 
my people *for handfuls of barley 
and for pieces of bread, to slay the 
souls that should not die, and to 
abe 0 souls alive that should np 
ive, by your lying to my people 
that ae lies ? 

20 Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Behold, I am against your 
pillows, wherewith ye there hunt 
the souls *to make them fly, and 
I will tear them from your arms, 
and will let the souls go, even the 
_— that ye hunt to make them 


21 Your kerchiefs also will I tear, 
and deliver my people out of your 


hand, and they shal be. no more in 


and their untempered morter.

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‘ Or, others. 


your hand to be hunted; ‘and ye 
shall know that I am the Lorp. 

22 Because with lies ye have 
made the heart of the righteous 
sad, whom I have not made sad ; 
and ‘strengthened the hands of the 
wicked, that he should not return 
from his wicked way, **by promis- 
ing him life:

4 Therefore speak unto them, and 
say unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Evcry man of the house of 
Israel that setteth up his idols in 
his heart, and putteth the stum- 
blingblock of his iniquity before 
his face, and cometh to the pro- 
phet; I the Lorp will answer him 
that cometh according to the mul- 
titude of his idols ; 

5 That I may take the house of 
Israel in their own heart, because 
they are all estranged from me 
through their idols. 

6 {| Therefore say unto the house 
of Israel, Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Repent, and turn ‘yourselves from 
your idols; and turn away your 
faces from all your abominations, 

7 For every one of the house of 


| Israel, or of the stranger that so- 
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journeth in Israel, which separateth 


himself from me, and setteth up 
his idols in his heart, and putteth 
the stumblingblock of his iniquity 
before his face, and cometh to a 
prophet to enquire of him concern- 
ing me; I the Lorp will answer 
him by myself: 

s And “I will set my face against 
that man, and will make him a 
‘sign and a proverb, and I will 
cut him off from the midst of my 
people ; ‘and ye shall know that I 
am the Lorn. 

9 And if the prophet be deceived 
when he hath spoken a thing, I 
the Lorp “have deceived that pro- 
= and J will stretch out my 
anand upon him, and will destroy 
him from the midst of my people 
Israel. 

10 And they shall bear the pu- 
nishment of their iniquity: the 

unishment of the prophet shall 
ye even as the punishment of him 
that seeketh unto him ; 

11 That the house of Israel may 
*go no more astray from me, nel- 
ther be polluted any more with all 
their transgressions ; * but that they 
may be my people, and I may be 
their God, saith the Lord Gop. 

12 { The word of the Lorp came 
again to me, saying, 

13 Son of man, when the land 
sinneth against me by trespassing 
grievously, then will I stretch out 
mine hand upon it, and will break 
the * staff of the bread thereof, and 
will send famine upon it, and will 
cut off man and beast from it : 

14'Though these three men, Noah, 
Daniel, and Job, were in it, they 
should deliver but their own souls 
"by their righteousness, saith the 
Lord Gop. 

15 { If I cause "noisome beasts 
to pass through the land, and they 
* spoil it, so that it be desolate, that 


no man may pass through because 


of the beasts : 

16 ° Though these three men were 
3in it, as 1 live, saith the Lord 
Gop, they shall deliver neither sons 
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nor daughters; they only shall be 
delivered, but the .nd_ shall be 
desolate. 

17 7 Or if *I bring a sword up- 
on that land, and say, Sword, go 
through the land; so that I ‘cut 
off man and beast from it: 

18 *Though these three men were 
in it, as I live, saith the Lord Gop, 
they shall deliver neither sons nor 
daughters, but they only shall be 
delivered themselves. 

19 1 Or if I send *a pestilence imto 
that land, and ‘pour out my fury 
upon it in blood, to cut off from 
it man and beast : 

20 “Though Noah, Daniel, and 
Job, were in it, as I live, saith the 
Lord Gop, they shall deliver net- 
ther son nor daughter; they shall 
but deliver their own souls by their 
rightcousness. 

21 For thus saith the Lord Gon; 
>How much more when *I send 
my four sore judgments upon Je- 
rusalem, the sword, and the famine, 
and the noisome beast, and the pes- 
tilenee, to cut off from i man and 
beast ? 

v2 7 °Yet, behold, therem shall be 
left a remnant that shall be brought 
forth, both sons and daughters : be- 
hold, they shall come forth unto 
you, and “ye shall see their way 
and their doings: and ye shall be 
comforted concerning the evil that 
I have brought upon Jerusalem, 
even conecrning all that IT have 
brought upon it. 

23) And they shall comfort you, 
when ye see their ways and their 
doings : and ye shall know that I 
have not done *without cause all 


that I have done in it, saith the 
Lord Gon. 


CHAPTER XV. 

1 By the unfitness of the vine branch For any 
work 6 is shewed the rejection of Teruaa- 
lem. 

ND the word of the Lorp came 
unto me, saying, 
2 Son of man, What is the vine

4 Behold, *it is cast into the fire 
for fuel; the fire devoureth both 
the ends of it, and the midst of 
it is burned. *Is it meet for any 
work ? 

5 Behold, when it was whole, it 
was *imcet for no work : how much 
less shall it be meet yet for any 
work, when the fire hath devoured 
it, and it.is burned ? 

6 4 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; As the vine tree among the 
trees of the forest, which I have 
civen to the fire for fuel, so will 
I give the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem. 

7 And "I will set my face against 
them; ‘they shall go out from one 
fire, and another fire shall devour 
them; “and ye shall know that I 
am the Lorn, when I set my face 
against them. 

8 And | will make the land deso- 
late, because they have ‘ committed 
a trespass, saith the Lord Gop.

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not salted at all, nor swaddled at 
all. 

5 None eye pitied thee, to do any 
of these unto thee, to have com- 
passion upon thee; but thou wast 
cast out in the open field, to the 
lothing of thy person, in the day 
that thou wast born. 

6 { And when I passed by thee, 
and saw thee * polluted in thine 
own blood, I said unto thee when 
thou wast in thy blood, Live; yea, 
I said unto thee when thou wast in 
thy blood, Live.

18 'And hath taken of the king’s 
seed, and made a covenant with 
him, "and hath *taken an oath 
of him: he hath also taken the 
mighty of the land:

15 But °he rebelled against him 
in sending his ambassadors into 
Egypt, ’that they might give him 
horses and much people.

8 The inhaltants of Zidon and 
Arvad were tuy mariners; thy wise 
men, O Tyrus, that were in thee, 
were thy pilots. 

9 The ancients of *Gebal and the 
wise men thercof were in thee thy 
** calkers: all the ships of the sea 
with their mariners were in thee to 
occupy thy merchandise. 

10 They of Persia and of Lud 
and of »Phut were in thine army, 
thy men of war: they hanged the 
shield and helmet in thee ; they set 
forth thy comeliness. 

11 The men of Arvad with thine 
army were upon thy walls round 
about, and the Gammadims werc 
in thy towers: they hanged their 
shields upon thy walls round a- 
bout ; they have made ‘thy beauty 
perfect. 

12 *Tarshish was thy merchant 
by reason of the multitude of all 
kind of riches ; with silver, iron, 
tin, and lead, they traded in thy 
fairs. | 

18 ‘Javan, Tubal, and Meshech, 
they were thy merchants: they 
traded ™the persons of men and 
vessels of brass in thy ’ market. 

14 They of the house of " Togar- 
mah traded in thy fairs with horses 
and horsemen and mules. 

15 The men of °Dedan were thy 
merchants ; many isles were the 
merchandise of thine hand: they 
brought thee for a present horns 
of ivory and ebony. 

16 Syria was thy merchant by rea- 
son of the multitude of *the wares 
of thy making: they occupied in 
thy fairs with emeralds, purple, and 
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of thy ruin.

they occupied in thy fairs with chief 
of all spices, and with all precious 
stones, and gold. 

23 * Haran, and Canneh, and Eden, 
the merchants of ’Sheba, Asshur, 
and Chilmad, were thy merchants. 

24 These were thy merchants in 
“all sorts of things, in blue * clothes, 
and broidered work, and in chests 
of rich apparel, bound with cords, 
and made of cedar, among thy mer- 
chandise. 

25 *The ships of Tarshish did 
sing of thee in thy market: and 
thou wast replenished, and made 
very glorious *in the midst of the 
Seas. 

26 { Thy rowers have brought thee 
into great waters: >the east wind 
hath broken thee in the ° midst of 
the seas. 

27 Thy ‘riches, and thy fairs, thy

5 Therefore “his height was exalt- 
ed above all the trees of the field, 
and his boughs were multiplied, and 
his branches became long because 
of the multitude of waters, ° when 
he shot forth. 

6 All the *fowls of heaven made 
their nests in his boughs, and un- 
der his branches did all the beasts 
of the field bring forth their young, 
and under his shadow dwelt all 
great nations. 

7 Thus was he fair in his great- 
ness, in the length of his branches : 
for his root was by great waters. 

8 The cedars in the ‘garden of 
God could not hide him: the fir 
trees were not like his boughs, and 
the chesnut trees were not like 
his branches; nor any tree in the 
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rden of God was like unto him 
in his beauty. 

9 I have made him fair by the 
multitude of his branches: so that 
all the trees of Eden, that were in 
the garden of God, envied him. 

10 7 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop ; Because thou hast lifted up 
thyself in height, and he hath shot 
up his top among the thick boughs, 
and *his heart is lifted up in his 
height ; 

11 I have therefore delivered him 
into the hand of the mighty one of 
the heathen ; *he shall surely deal 
with him: I have driven him out 
for his wic’ :dness. 

12 And strangers, "the terrible of 
the nations, have cut him off, and 
have left him : ‘upon the mountains 
and in all the valleys his branches 
are fallen, and his boughs are bro- 
ken by all the rivers of the land; 
and all the people of the earth are 

one down from his shadow, and 
1ave left him. 

13 “Upon his ruin shall all the 
fowls of the heaven remain, and 
all the beasts of the field shall be 
upon his branches : 

14 To the end that none of all the 
trees by the waters exalt themselves 
for their height, neither shoot up 
their top among the thick boughs, 
neither their trees * stand up in their 
height, all that drink water: for 
‘they are all delivered unto death, 
"to the nether parts of the earth, 
in the midst of the children of men, 
with them that go down to the pit. 

15 Thus saith the Lord Gop; In 
the day when he went down to 
the grave I caused a mourning: I 
covered the deep for him, and I 
restrained the floods thereof, and 
the great waters were stayed : and 
I caused Lebanon ‘to mourn for 
him, and all the trees of the field 
fainted for him. 

16 I made the nations to "shake 
at the sound of his fall, when I 
*cast him down to hell with them 
that descend into the pit: and "all 
the trees of Eden, the choice and

81 Then ‘shall ye remember your 
own evil ways, and your doings 
that were not good, and ‘shall lothe 
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yourselves in your own sight. for 
your iniquities and for your abo- 
minations. 

82 *Not for your sakes do I this, 
saith the Lord Gop, be it known 
unto you: be ashamed and con- 
founded for your own ways, O house 
of Isracl. 

33 Thus saith the Lord Gop; In 
the day that I shall have cleansed 
you from all your iniquities I will 
also cause you to dwell in the 
cities, ‘and the wastes shall be 
builded. 

34 And the desolate land shall be 
tilled, whereas it lay desolate in 
the sight of all that passed by.

5 Thus saith the Lord Gop unto 
these bones; Behold, I will ‘cause 
breath to enter into you, and ye 
shall live: 

6 And I will lay sinews upon you, 
and will bring up flesh upon you, 
and cover you with skin, and put 
breath in you, and ye shall live; 
‘and ye shall know that I am the 
Lorp. 

7 So I prophesied as I was com- 
manded : and as I prophesied, there 
was a noise, and behold a shaking, 
and the bones came together, bone 
to his bone. 

gs And when I beheld, lo, the 

sinews and the flesh came up upon 
them, and the skin covered them 
above: but there was no breath in 
them. 
9 Then said he unto me, Prophesy 
unto the ? wind, prophesy, son of 
man, and say to the wind, Thus 
saith the Lord Gop; ‘Come from 
the four winds, O breath, and 
breathe upon these slain, that they 
may live. 

10 So I prophesied as he com- 
manded me, ‘and the breath came 
into them, and they lived, and 
stood up upon their feet, an ex- 
ceeding great army. 

11 { Then he said unto me, Son 
of man, these bones are the whole 
house of Israel: behold, they say, 
"Our bones are dried, and our hope 
is lost: we are cut off for our parts.

Israel his companions : 

17 And °join them one to another 
into one stick; and they shall be- 
come one in thine hand. 

18 7 And when the children of thy 
people shall speak unto thee, say- 
ing, PWilt thou not shew us what 
thou meanest by these ? 

19 4Say unto them, Thus saith the 
Lord Gov; Behold, I will take "the 
stick of Joseph, which 7s in the 
hand of Ephraim, and the tribes 
of Israel his fellows, and will put 
them with him, even with the stick 
of Judah, and make them one stick, 
and they shall be one in mine hand. 

20 {| And the sticks whereon thou 
writest shall be in thine hand *be- 
fore their eyes. 

21 And say unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop; Behold, ‘I will take 
the children of Israel from among 
the heathen, whither they be gone, 
and will gather them on every side, 
and bring them into their own land:

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5 Persia, Ethiopia, and * Libya. with 
them; all of them with shield‘ and 
helmet: ; 

6 *Gomer, and all his bands; the 
house of "Togarmah of the north 
quarters, and all his bands: and 
many people with thee. 

7 ‘Be thou gi goaloe and prepare 
for thyself, thou, and all thy com- 
pany that are assembled unto thee, 
and be thou a guard unto them. 

3 {| ‘After many days 'thou shalt 
be visited: in the latter years thou 
shalt come into the land that is 
brought back from the sword, “and 
is gathered out of many people, 
against "the mountains of Israel, 
which have been always waste: but 
it is brought forth out of the na- 
tions, and they shall ° dwell safely 
all of them. 

9 Thou shalt ascend and come 
Plike a storm, thou shalt be “like 
a cloud to cover the land, thou, 
and all thy bands, and many peo- 
ple with thee. 

10 Thus saith the Lord Gop; It 
shall also come ta pass, thaé at the 
same time shall things come into 
thy mind, and thou shalt *think an 
evil thought : 

11 And thou shalt say, I will go 
up to the land of unwalled villages ; 
I will *go to them that are at rest, 
“that dwell ‘safely, all of them 
dwelling without walls, and having 
neither bars nor gates, 

12 °To take a spoil, and to take 
a prey; to turn thine hand upon 
‘the desolate places that are now 
inhabited, "and upon the people 
that are gathered out of the na- 
tions, which have gotten cattle and 
goods, that dwell in the ‘midst of 
the land. 

13 *Sheba, and ’Dedan, and the 
merchants ‘of Tarshish, with all 
“the young lions thereof, shall say 
unto thee, Art thou come to take 
a spoil? hast thou gathered thy 
company to take a prey? to carry 
away silver and gold, to take away 


cattle and goods, to take a great 
spoil ? : ” 
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141 Therefore, son of man, pro- 
phesy and say unto Gog, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop; "In that day when 
my people of Israel °dwelleth safe- 
ly, shalt thou not know i¢ ? 

15 ¢‘And thou shalt come from thy 
place out of the north parts, thou, 
‘and many people with thee, all of 
them riding upon horses, a great 
company, and a mighty army : 

16 ‘And thou shalt come up against 
my people of Isracl, as a cloud to 
cover the land; it shall be in the 
latter days, and I will bring thee 
against my land, "that the heathen 
may know me, when I shall be 
sanctified in thee, O Gog, before 
their eyes. 

17 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Art 
thou he of whom I have spoken in 
old time ’by my servants the pro- 
phets of Isracl, which prophesied in 
those days many years that I would 
bring thee against them ? 

18 And it shall come to pass at the 
same time when Gog shall come 
against the land of Israel, saith the 
Lord Gon, that my fury shall come 


up in my face. 


19 For ‘in my jealousy ‘and in 
the fire of my wrath have I spoken, 
‘Surely in that day there shall be 
a great shaking in the land of Is- 
rael ; 

20 So that "the fishes of the sea, 
and the fowls of the heaven, and 
the beasts of the field, and all 


creeping things that creep upon 


the earth, and all the men that 
are upon the face of the earth, 
shall shake at my presence, "and 
the mountains shall be thrown 
down, and the °’steep places shall 
fall, and every wall shall fall to the 
ground. 

21 And I will °call for °a sword 
against him throughout all my 
mountains, saith the Lord Gop: 
‘every man’s sword shall be against 
his brother. 

22 And I will "plead against him 
with ‘pestilence and with blood; 
and ‘I will rain upon him, and up- 


_|on his bands, and upon the many 
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ad that are with him, an over- 


owing rain, and “great hailstones, 
fire, and brimstone. 

23 Thus will I magnify myself, 
and *sanctify myself; ’and I will 
be known in the eyes of many 
nations, and they shall know that 
I am the Lorp. 


CHAPTER XXXIX.

11 Gog’s burial in Hamon-gog. 17 The feast 
of the fowls. 23 Israel, having been plagued 
Jor their sins, shall be gathered again with 
eternal favour. 

HEREFORE, *thou son of 
man, prophesy against Gog, and 
say, Thus saith the Lord Gop; 

Behold, I am against thee, O Gog, 

the chief prince of Meshech and 

Tubal : 

2 And I will turn thee back, and 

"leave but the sixth part of thee, 

and will cause thee to come u 

from “the north parts, and will 

bring thee upon the mountains of 

Israel : 

8 And I will smite thy bow out of 
thy left hand, and will cause thine 
arrows to fall out of thy right hand. 

4 °Thou shalt fall upon the moun- 
tains of Israel, thou, and all th 
bands, and the people that ts with 
thee: ‘I will give thee unto the 
ravenous birds of every ‘sort, and 
to the beasts of the ficld °to be 
devoured. 

5 Thou shalt fall upon *the open 
field: for I have spoken 7#, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

6 °And I will send a fire on Ma- 
Bog, and among them that dwell 

carelessly in ‘the isles: and they 
shall know that I am the Lorp. 

7 *®So will I make my holy name 
known in the midst of my people 
Israel; and I will not let them 
‘pollute my holy name any more: 


iand the heathen shall know that: 


I am the Lorn, the Holy One in 
Israel. 

8 { «Behold, it is come, and it is 
done, saith the Lord Gop; this 78 
the day 'whereof I have spoken. 
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9 And they that dwell in the 
cities of Israel shall go forth, and 
shall set on fire and burn the 
weapons, both the shields and the 
bucklers, the bows and the arrows, 
and the *handstaves, and the spears, 
and they shall *burn them with fire 
seven years : 

10 So that they shall take no 
wood out of the field, neither cut 
down any out of the forests; for 
they shall burn the weapons with 
fire: ™and they shall spoil those 
that spoiled them, and rob those 
that robbed them, saith the Lord 
Gop. 

11 7 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that I will give unto 
a place there of graves in Israel, 
the valley of the passengers on the 
east of the sea: and it shall stop 
the ‘noses of the passengers: and 
there shall they bury Gog and all 
his multitude: and they shall call 
it The valley of °Hamon-gog.

14 And they shall sever out *men 
of continual employment, passing 
through the land to bury with the 
passengers those that remain upon 
the face of the earth, to cleanse 
it: after the end of seven months 
shall they search. 

15 And the passengers that pass 
through the land, when any seeth 
a man’s bone, then shall he ’set 
up a sign by it, till the buriers 
have buried it in the valley of 
Hamon- °8. 

16 And also the name of the city 
shall be *Hamonah. Thus shall 
they ‘cleanse the land. 


' 17 9 And, thou son of man, thus 


saith the Lord Gop; *Speak ° unto 
every feathered fowl, and to every 
beast of the field, ‘Assemble your- 
selves, and come; gather yourselves 
on every side to my *sacrifice that 
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I do sacrifice for you, even a great 
sacrifice ‘upon the mountains of 
Israel, that ye may eat flesh, and 
drink blood. | 

18 "Ye shall eat the flesh of the 
mighty, and drink the blood of the 

rinces of the earth, of rams, of 
ambs, and of *goats, of bullocks, 
all of them *fatlings of Bashan. 

19 And ye shall eat fat till ye 
be full, and drink blood till ye oe 
drunken, of my sacrifice which I 
have sacrificed for you. 

20 Thus ye shall be filled at m 
table with horses and chariots, ‘witl 
mighty men, and with all men of 
war, saith the Lord Gop. 

21 “And I will set my glory among 
the heathen, and all the heathen 
shall see my judgment that I have 
executed, and ’my hand that I have 
laid upon them. 

22 °So the house of Israel shall 
know that I am the Lorp their 
God from that day and forward. 

23 {| “And the heathen shall know 
that the house of Israel went into 
captivity for their iniquity: because 
they trespassed against me, there- 
fore ‘hid I my face from them, and 
‘eave them into the hand of their 
enemies: so fell they all by the 
sword. 


. 24 According to their unclean- 


hess and according to their trans- 
gressions have I done unto them, 
and hid my face from them. 

25 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; 'Now will I bring again the 
captivity of Jacob, and have merc 
upon the ‘whole house of Israel, 
and will be jealous for my holy 
name;

29 PNeither will I hide my face 
any more from them: for I have 
“poured out my spirit upon the 
house of Israel, saith the Lord Gop. 


CHAPTER XL.

2 °In the visions of God brought 
he me into the land of Israel, ‘and 
set me upon a very high mountain,

8 And he brought me thither, and, 
behold, there was a man, whose ap- 
pearance was ‘like the appearance 
of brass, ‘with a line of flax in his 
hand, ‘and a measuring reed; and 
he stood in the gate. 

4 And the man said unto me, 
hSon of man, behold with thine 
eyes, and hear with thine ears, and 
set thine heart upon all that I 
shall shew thee; for to the intent 
that I might shew them unto thee 
art thou brought hither: ‘declare 
all that thou seest to the house of 
Israel. 

5 And behold *a wall on the out- 
side of the house round about, and 
in the man’s hand a measuring reed 
of six cubits Jong by the cubit and 
an hand breadth: so he measured 
the breadth of the building, one 
reed; and the height, one reed. -

6 7 Then came he unto the gate 
*which looketh toward the east, 
and went up the stairs thereof, and 
measured the threshold of the gate, 
which was one reed broad; and the 
other threshold of the gate, which 
was one reed broad.

and between the little chambers 
were five cubits; and the threshold 
of the gate by the porch of the gate 
within was one reed. 

8 He measured also the porch of 
the gate within, one reed. 

9 Then measured he the porch of 
the gate, eight cubits ; and the posts 
thereof, two cubits; and the porch 
of the gate was inward. 

10 And the little chambers of the 
gate eastward were three on this 
side, and three on that side; they 
three were of one measure: and the 
posts had one measure on this side 
and on that side.

12 The *space also before the little 
chambers was one cubit on this side, 
and the space was one cubit on 
that side: and the little chambers 
were six cubits on this side, and six 
cubits on that side. 

18 He measured then the gate 
from the roof of one little chamber 
to the roof of another: the breadth 
was five and twenty cubits, door 
against door. 

14 He made also posts of three- 
score cubits, even unto the post of 
the court round about the gate. 

15 And from the face of the gate 
of the entrance unto the face of 
the porch of the inner gate were 
fifty cubits. 

16 And there were ‘‘narrow win- 
dows to the little chambers, and to 
their posts within the gate round 
about, and likewise to the ‘arches: 
and windows were round about °in- 
ward : and upon each post were palm 
trees. 
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17 Then brought he me into “the 
outward court, and, lo, there were 
"chambers, and a | ptm made 
for the court round about: °thirty 
chambers were upon the pavement. 

18 And the pavement by the side 
of the gates over against the length 
of the gates was the lower pave- 
ment. 

19 Then he measured the breadth 
from the forefront of the lower gate 
unto the forefront of the inner court 
2 without, an hundred cubits east- 
ward and northward. 

20 7 And the gate of the outward 
court >that looked toward the north, 
he measured the length thereof, and 
the breadth thereof. 

21 And the little chambers thereof 
were three on this side and three 
on that side; and the posts thereof 
and the ‘arches thereof were after 
the measure of the first gate: the 
length thereof was fifty cubits, and 
the breadth five and twenty cubits. 

22 And their windows, and their 
arches, and their palm trees, were 
after the measure of the gate that 
looketh toward the east; and they 
went up unto it by seven steps; 
and the arches thereof were before 
them. 

28 And the gate of the inner court 
was over against the gate toward 
the north, and toward the east; and 
he measured from gate to gate an 
hundred cubits. 

24 {| After that he brought me 
toward the south, and behold a 
gate toward the south: and he 
measured the posts thereof and the 
arches thereof according to these 
measures. 

25 And there were windows in it 
and in the arches thereof round 
about, like those windows: the 
length was fifty cubits, and the 
breadth five and twenty cubits. 

26 And there were seven steps to 
go up to it, and the arches there- 
of were before them: and it had 
palm trees, one on this side, and

23 And he brought me to the 
inner court by the south gate:

29 And the little chambers there- 
of, and the posts thereof, and the 
arches thereof, according to these 
measures : and there were windows 
in it and in the arches thereof 
round about: i was fifty cubits 
long, and five and twenty cubits 
broad. 

30 And the arches round about 
were "five and twenty cubits long, 
and five cubits ?broad. 

31 And the arches thereof were 
toward the utter court; and palm 
trees were upon the posts thereof: 
and the going up to it had eight 
steps. 

32 { And he brought me into the 
inner court toward the east: and 
he measured the gate according to 
these measures. 

83 And the little chambers there- 
of, and the posts thereof, and the 
arches thereof, were according to 
these measures: and there were 
windows therein and in the arches 
thercof round about: if was fifty 
cubits long, and five and twenty 
cubits broad. 

384 And the arches thereof were 
toward the outward court; and 
palm trees were upon the posts 
thereof, on this side, and on that 
side: and the going up to it had 
eight steps, | 

85 {1 And he brought me to the 
north gate, and measured it ac- 
cording to these measures ;

42 And the four tables were of 
hewn stone for the burnt offering, 
of a cubit and an half long, and a 
cubit and an half broad, and one 
cubit high: whereupon also the 
laid the instruments wherewit 
they slew the burnt offering and 
the sacrifice. 

483 And within were *hooks, an 
hand broad, fastened round about: 
and upon the tables was the ficsh 
of the offering. 

44 {| And without the inner gate 
were the chambers of ‘the singers 
in the inner court, which was at the 
side of the north gate; and their 
prospect was toward the south: one 
at the side of the east gate having 
the prospect toward the north. 

45 And he said unto me, This

4 So *he measured the length 
thereof, twenty cubits; and the 
breadth, twenty cubits, before the 
temple: and he said unto me, This 
is the most holy place. 

5 After he measured the wall of the 
house, six cubits; and the breadth 
of every side chamber, four cubits, 
round about the house on every 
side. 

6 'And the side chambers were 
three, °one over another, and ‘thir- 
ty in order; and they entered into 
ths wall which was of the house 
for the side chambers round about,

7 And ?°there was an enlarging, 
and a winding about still upward to 
the side chambers: for the winding 
about of the house went still up- 
ward round about the house: there- 
fore the breadth of the house was 
still upward, and so increased from 
the lowest chamber to the highest 
by the midst. 

gs I saw also the height of the 
house round about: the founda- 
tions of the side chambers were ‘a 
full reed of six great cubits. 

9 The thickness of the wall, which 
was for the side chamber without, 
was five cubits: and that which 
was left was the place of the side 
chambers that were within. 

10 And between the chambers was 
the wideness of twenty cubits round 
about the house on every side. 

11 And the doors of the side cham- 
bers were toward the place that was 
left, one door toward the north, and 
another door toward the south: and 
the breadth of the place that was 
left was five cubits round about. 

12 Now the building that was 
before the separate place at the 
end toward the west was seventy 
cubits broad; and the wall of the 
building was five cubits thick round 
about, and the length thereof ninety 
cubits. 

18 So he measured the house, an 
hundred cubits long; and the sepa- 
rate place, and the building, with 
the walls thereof, an hundred cu- 
bits long; 

14 Also the breadth of the face 
of the house, and of the separate 
place toward the east, an hundred 
cubits. 

15 And he measured the length of 
the building over against the sepa- 
rate place which was behind it, and 
the ‘galleries thereof on the one side 
and on the other side, an hundred 
cubits, with the inner temple, and 
the ge it of the court ; 

16 The door posts, and *the narrow 
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windows, and the galleries round 
about on their three stories, over 
against the door, *cieled with wood 
round about, *and from the ground 
up to the windows, and the win- 
dows were covered ; 

17 To that above the door, even 
unto the inner house, and without, 
and by all the wall round about 
within and without, by ‘measure. 

18 And if was made ‘with che- 
rubims and palm trees, so that a 
palm tree was between a cherub 
and a cherub; and every cherub 
had two faces ; 

19 So that the face of a man was 
toward the palm tree on the one 
side, and the face of a young lion 
toward the palm tree on the other 
side: i¢ was made through all the 
house round about. 

20 From the ground unto above 
the door were eherubims and palm 
trees made, and on the wall of the 
temple. 

21 The ’posts of the temple were 
squared, and the face of the sanc- 
tuary; the appearance of the one as 
the appearance of the other. 

22 "The altar of wood was three 
cubits high, and the length thereof 
two cubits; and the corners there- 
of, and the length thereof, and the 
walls thereof, were of wood: and 
he said unto me, This és ‘the table 
that is ‘before the Lorp. 

23 ‘And the temple and the sanc- 
tuary had two doors. 

24 And the doors had two leaves 
apiece, two turning leaves; two 
leaves for the one door, and two 
leaves for the other door. 

25 And there were made on them, 
on the doors of the temple, cheru- 
bims and palm trees, like as were 
made upon the walls; and there 
were thick planks upon the face of 
the porch without.

f hanes he brought me forth into 

& the utter court, the way toward 

the north: and he brought me into 

*the chamber that was over against 

the separate place, and which was 

before the building toward the 
north. 

2 Before the length of an hundred 
cubits was the north door, and the 
breadth was fifty cubits. 

8 Over against the twenty cubits 
which were for the inner court, and 
over against the pavement which 
was for the utter court, was ” gallery 
against gallery in three stories. 

4 And before the chambers was a 
walk of ten cubits breadth inward, 
a way of one cubit; and their doors 
toward the north. 

5 Now the upper chambers were 
shorter : for the galleries ? were high- 
er than these, *than the lower, and 
than the middlemost of the build- 
ing. 

6 For they were in three stories, 
but had not pillars as the pillars of 
the courts: therefore the building 
was straitened more than the low- 
est and the middlemost from the 
ground. 

7 And the wall that was without 
over against the chambers, toward 
the utter court on the forepart of 
the chambers, the length thereof 
was fifty cubits. 

8 For the length of the cham- 
bers that were in the utter court 
was fifty cubits: and, lo, before the 
temple were an hundred cubits. 

9 And ‘from under these chambers 
was ° the entry on the east side, “as 
one goeth into them from the utter 
court. 

10 The chambers were in the thick- 
hess of the wall of the court toward 

e east, over against the separate 
place, and over against the build- 


11 And ‘the way before them was 
like the appearance of the cham- 
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bers which were toward the north, 
as long as they, and as broad as 
they: and all their goings out were 
both according to their fashions, 
and according to their doors. 

12 And according to the doors of 
the chambers that were toward the 
south was a door in the head of 
the way, even the way directly be- 
fore the wall toward the east, as 
one entereth into them. 

13 {Then said he unto me, The 
north chambers and the south cham- 
bers, which are before the separate 
place, they be holy chambers, where 
the priests that approach unto the 
Lorp ‘shall eat the most holy 
things: there shall they lay the 
most holy things, and °*the meat 
offering, and the sin offering, and 
the trespass offering ; for the place 
18 holy. 

14‘When the priests enter there- 
in, then shall they not go out of the 
holy place into the utter court, but 
there they shall lay their garments 
wherein they minister ; for they are 
holy; and shall put on other gar- 
ments, and shall approach to those 
things which are for the people. 

15 Now when he had made an end 
of measuring the inner house, he 
brought me forth toward the gate 
whose prospect 7s toward the east, 
and measured it round about. 

16 He measured the east *side 
with the measuring reed, five hun- 
dred reeds, with the measuring reed 
round about. 

17 He measured the north side, 
five hundred reeds, with the mea- 
suring reed round about. 

18 He measured the south side, 
five hundred reeds, with the mea- 
suring reed. 

19 {' He turned about to the west 
side, and measured five hundred 
reeds with the measuring reed. 

20 He measured it by the four 
sides: ®it had a wall round about, 
‘five hundred reeds long, and five 
hundred broad, to make a separa- 
tion between the sanctuary and the 
profane place.

in my sanctuary for yourselves. 

9 { Thus saith the Lord Gop; INo 
stranger, uncircumcised 1 heart, 
nor uncircumcised in flesh, shall en- 
ter into my sanctuary, of any stran- 

er that is among the children of 

srael. 

10 ‘And the Levites that are gone 
away far from me, when Israel went 
astray, Which went astray away from 
ine after their idols; they shall even 
bear their iniquity. 

11 Yet they shall be ministers in 
my sanctuary, *having charge at the 

ates of the house, and minister- 
ing to the house: ‘they shall sla 
the burnt offering and the sacri- 
fice for the people, and "they shall 
stand before them to minister unto 
them. 

12 Because they ministered unto 
them before their idols, and **caus- 
ed the house of Israel to fall into 
iniquity; therefore have I ‘lifted 
up mine hand against them, saith 
the Lord Gop, and they shall bear 
their ee prc 

18 "And they shall not come near 
unto me, to do the office of a priest 
unto me, nor to come near to any 
of my holy things, in the most 
holy place: but they shall *bear 
their shame, and their abomina- 
tions which they have committed. 

14 But I will make them ? keep- 
ers of the charge of the house, for 
all the service thereof, and for all 
that shall be done therein. 

15 {/° But the priests the Levites, 
“the sons of Zadok, that kept the 
charge of my sanctuary °when the 
children of Israel went astray from 
me, they shall come near to me to 
minister unto me, and they ‘shall 
stand before me to offer unto me 
‘the fat and the blood, saith the 
Lord Gop:

24 And "in controversy they shall 
stand in judgment; and they shall 
Judge it according to my judg- 
ments: and they shall keep my 
laws and my statutes in all mine 
assemblies ; "and they shall hallow 
my sabbaths. 

25 And they shall come at no 
‘dead person to defile themselves : 


but for father, or for mother, or for 


son, or for daughter, for brother, or 
for sister that hath had no husband, 
they may defile themselves, 

26 And “after he is cleansed, they 
shall reckon unto him seven days.

19 ‘And the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering, and put 
it upon the posts of the house, and 
upon the four corners of the settle 
of the altar, and upon the posts of 
the gate of the inner court. 

20 And so thou shalt do the se- 
venth day of the month ‘for every 
one that erreth, and for him that 
78 simple: so shall ye reconcile the 
house. 

21 ‘In the first month, in the four- 
teenth day of the month, ye shall 
have the passover, a feast of seven 
days; unleavened bread shall be 
eaten.

12 Now when the prince shall pre- 
pare a voluntary burnt offering or 
peace offerings voluntarily unto the 
Lorp, ‘one shall then open him the 
gate that looketh toward the east, 
and he shall prepare his burnt of- 
fering and his peace offerings, as he 
did on the sabbath day: then he 
shall go forth; and after his going 
forth one shall shut the gate. 

18 "Thou shalt daily prepare a 
burnt offering unto the Lorp of a 
lamb ’ of the first year without ble- 
mish; thou shalt prepare it * every 
morning. 

14 And thou shalt prepare a meat 
offering for it every morning, the 
sixth part of an ephah, and the 
third art of an hin of oil, to temper 
with the fine flour; a meat offering

7 Therefore at that time, when all 
the people heard the sound of the 
cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psal- 
tery, and all kinds of musick, all 
the people, the nations, and the 
languages, fell down and worshi 
ped the golden image that Nebu- 
chadnezzar the king had set up. 

8 | Wherefore at that time certain 
Chaldeans °came near, and accused 
the Jews.

27 And the princes, governors, and 
captains, and the king’s counsellors, 
being gathered together, saw these 
men, 'upon whose bodies the fire 
had no power, nor was an hair of 
their head singed, neither were their 
coats changed, nor the smell of fire 
had passed on them. 

28 Then Nebuchadnezzar spake, 
and said, Blessed be the God of 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
who hath sent his angel, and deli- 
vered his servants that ™trusted in 
him, and have changed the king’s 


word, and yielded their bodies, that 
they might not serve nor worship 
any god, except their own God. 

29 » Therefore *I make a decree, 
That every ——- nation, and lan- 
guage, which speak *any in 
against the God of Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego, shall be 
°4cut in pieces, and their houses 
shall be made a dunghill: *because 
there is no other God that can de- 
liver after this sort. 

80 Then the king ° promoted Sha- 
drach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, in 
the province of Babylon. 


CHAPTER IV. 


1 Nebuchadnezzar confesseth God's kingdom, 
. 4*naketh relation of his dreams, which the 
; magicians could not interpret. 8 Daniel hear- 
| cth the dream. 19 He interpreteth vt. 28 The 
, story of the event. 


EBUCHADNEZZAR the 

king, *unto all people, nations, 
and languages, that dwell in all 
the earth; Peace be multiplied unto 
you. 

2 "I thought it good to shew the 
signs and wonders ’that the high 
God hath wrought toward me. 

8 ‘How great are his signs! and 
how mighty are his wonders ! his 
kingdom is ‘an everlasting king- 
dom, and his dominion is from ge- 
neration to generation. 

4 {1 1 Nebuchadnezzar was at rest 
in mine house, and flourishing in 
my palace: 

5 I saw a dream which made me 
afraid, ‘and the thoughts upon my 
bed and the visions of my head 
‘troubled me. 

6 Therefore made I a decree to 
bring in all the wise men of Ba- 
bylon before me, that they might 
make known unto me the interpre- 
tation of the dream. 

7 *Then came in the magicians, 
the astrologers, the Chaldeans, and 
the soothsayers: and I told the 
dream before them; but they did 
not make known unto me the inter- 
pretation thereof. 


8 1 But at the last Daniel came in 
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seeing. 
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before me, "whose name was Belte- 
shazzar, according to the name of 
” god, ‘and in whom is the spirit 
of the holy gods: and before him I 
told the dream, saying, 

9 O Belteshazzar, ‘master of the 
magicians, because I know that the 
spirit of the holy gods is in thee, 
and no secret troubleth thee, tell 
me the visions of my dream that 
I have seen, and the interpretation 
thereof. 

10 Thus were the visions of mine 


head in my bed; *I saw, and be- 


hold ‘a tree in the midst of the 
earth, and the height thereof was 
great. 

11 The tree grew, and was strong, 
and the height thereof reached unto 


| heaven, and the sight thereof to the 
| end of all the earth: 


12 The leaves thereof were fair, 


| and the fruit thereof much, and in

18 I saw in the visions of m 
head upon my bed, and, behold, 
"a watcher and °an holy one came 
down from heaven ; 

14 He cried *aloud, and said thus, 
P Hew down the tree, and cut off 
his branches, shake off his leaves, 
and scatter his fruit: ‘let the beasts 
get away from under it, and the 
fowls from his branches : 

15 Nevertheless leave the stump of 
his roots in the earth, even with 
a band of iron and brass, in the 
tender grass of the field; and let 
it be wet with the dew of heaven, 


fand det his portion be with the 


beasts in the grass of the earth: 

16 Let his heart be changed from 
man’s, and let a beast’s heart be 
given unto him; and let seven 'times 
pass over him. 

17 This matter is by the decree 
of the watchers, and the demand by 


| the word of the holy ones: to the 


intent *that the living may know 
that the most High ruleth in the 
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kingdom of men, and giveth it to 
whomsoever he will, and setteth up 
over it the basest of men. 

18 This dream I king Nebuchad- 
nezzar have seen. Now thou, O Bel- 
teshazzar, declare the interpreta- 
tion thereof, "forasmuch as all the 
wise men of my kingdom are not 
able to make known unto me the 
interpretation : but thou art able; 
*for the spirit of the holy gods is 
in thee. 

19 7 Then Daniel, »whose name 
was Belteshazzar, was astonied for 
one hour, and his thoughts trou- 
bled him. The king spake, and said, 
Belteshazzar, let not the dream, or 
the interpretation thereof, trouble 
thee. Belteshazzar answered and 
said, My lord, * the dream be to them 
that hate thee, and the interpreta- 
tion thereof to thine enemies. 

20 "The tree that thou sawest, 
which grew, and was strong, whose 
height reached unto the heaven, 
and the sight thereof to all the 
earth ; 

21 Whose leaves were fair, and the 
fruit thereof much, and in it was 
meat for all; under which the beasts 
of the field dwelt, and upon whose 
branches the fowls of the heaven 
had their habitation : 

22 ’It is thou, O king, that art 
grown and become strong: for th 
greatness is grown, and reachet 
unto heaven, ‘and thy dominion to 
the end of the earth. 

23 ‘And whereas the king saw 
a watcher and an holy one com- 
ing down from heaven, and saying, 
Hew the tree down, and destroy 
it; yet leave the stump of the roots 
thereof in the earth, even with a 
band of iron and brass, in the ten- 
der grass of the field ; and let it be 
wet with the dew of heaven, °and 
let his portion be with the beasts 
of the field, till seven times pass 
over him ; 

24 This is the interpretation, O 
king, and this is the decree of the 
most High, which is come upon my 
lord the king: 
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25 That they shall ‘drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling shall be with 
the beasts of the field, and they 
shall make thee ‘to eat grass as 
oxen, and they shall wet thee with 
the dew of heaven, and seven times 
shall pass over thee, "till thou know 
that the most High ruleth in the 
kingdom of men, and ‘giveth it to 
whomsoever he will. 

26 And whereas they command- 
ed to leave the stump of the tree 
roots; thy kingdom shall be sure 
unto thee, after that thou shalt 
have known that the ‘heavens do 
rule. 

27 Wherefore, O king, let my 
counsel be acceptable unto thee, 
and 'break off thy sins by righ- 
teousness, and thine iniquities by 
shewing mercy to the poor; “if it 
may be *"a lengthening of thy tran- 
quillity. 

28 {7 All this came upon the king 
Nebuchadnezzar. 

29 At the end of twelve months 
he walked *in the palace of the 
kingdom of Babylon. 

80 The king °spake, and said, Is 
not this great Babylon, that I have 
built for the house of the kingdom 
by the might of my power, and for 
the honour of my majesty ? 

81 »While the word was in the 
king’s mouth, there fell ‘a voice 
from heaven, saying, O king Nebu- 
chadnezzar, to thee it is spoken; The 
kingdom is departed from thee. 

82 And * they shall drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling shall be with 
the beasts of the field: they shall 
make thee to eat grass as oxen, and 
seven times shall pass over thee, 
until thou know that the most High 
ruleth in the kingdom of men, and 
giveth it to whomsoever he will. 

88 The same hour was the thin 
fulfilled upon Nebuchadnezzar: an 
he was driven from men, and did 
eat grass as oxen, and his body 
was wet with the dew of heaven, 
till his hairs were grown like eagles’ 

feathers, and his nails like birds’ 


claws. 
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84 And ‘at the end of the days 
I Nebuchadnezzar lifted up mine 


eyes unto heaven, and mine under- | 


standing returned unto me, and I 
blessed the most High, and I praised 
and honoured him ‘that liveth for 
ever, whose dominion is "an ever- 
lasting dominion, and his kingdom 
is from generation to generation : 

35 And *all the inhabitants of the 
earth are reputed as nothing: and 
Yhe doeth according to his will in 
the army of heaven, and among the 
inhabitants of the earth: and ‘none 


can stay his hand, or say unto him, 


“What doest thou ? 
36 At the same time my reason 


returned unto me; ’and for the. 


glory of my kingdom, mine honour 


and brightness returned unto me; 


and my counsellors and my lords 


sought unto me; and I[ was. $esta-: 


blished in my kingdom, and excel- 
lent majesty was °added unto me. 

87 Now I Nebuchadnezzar praise 
and extol and honour the King of 
heaven, ‘all whose works are truth, 
and his ways judgment: °and those 
that walk in pride he is able to 
abase. 


CHAPTER V. 

] Belshazzar’s impious feast. 5 A handwrit- 
ig, unknown to the magicians, troubleth the 
hing. 10 At the commendation of the queen 
Daniel is brought. 17 He, reproving the king 
of pride and idolatry, 25 readeth and in-

ELSHAZZAR the king *made 


a oreat feast to a thousand of 
his lords, and drank wine before 
the thousand. 

2 Belshazzar, whiles he _ tasted 
the wine, commanded to bring the 
golden and silver vessels > which his 

father Nebuchadnezzar had * taken 
out of the temple which was in 
Jerusalem ; that the king, and his 
 eieig his wives, and his concu- 

ines, might drink therein. 

8 Then they brought the golden 


vessels that were taken out of the | 


temple of the house of God which 


was at Jerusalem; and the king, 
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and his princes, bis wives, and his 
concubines, drank in them. 

4 They drank wine, ‘and praised 
the gods of gold, and of silver, of 
brass, of iron, of wood, and of stone. 

5 7In the same hour came forth 
fingers of a man’s hand, and wrote 
over against the candlestick upon 
the plaister of the wall of the king’s 
palace: and the king saw the part 
of the hand that wrote. 

6 Then the king’s ’ countenance 
*was changed, and his thoughts 
troubled him, so that the ‘° joints 
of his loins were loosed, and his 
‘knees smote one against another. 

7‘The king cried °aloud to bring 
in ‘the astrologers, the Chaldeans, 
and the soothsayers. And the king 
spake, and said to the wise men of 

abylon, Whosoever shall read this 
writing, and shew me the interpre- 
tation thereof, shall be clothed with 
“scarlet, and have a chain of gold 
about his neck, 'and shall be the 
third ruler in the kingdom. 

8 Then came in all the king’s wise 
men: ‘but they could not read the 
writing, nor make known to the 
king the interpretation thereof. 

9 Then was king Belshazzar great- 
ly * troubled, and his * countenance 
was changed in him, and his lords 
were astonied. 

10 {' Vow the queén by reason of 
the words of the king and his lords 
came into the banquet house: and 
the queen spake and said, 'O king, 
live for ever: let not thy thoughts 
trouble thee, nor let thy counte- 
nance be changed: 

11 "There is a man in thy king- 
dom, in whom is the spirit of the 
holy gods; and in the days of thy 
*father light and understanding and 
wisdom, like the wisdom of the 
pods, was found in him; whom the

the king, J say, thy father, made 
“master of the magicians, astrolo- 
gers, Chaldeans, and soothsayers ; 

12 °Forasmuch as an excellent 
spirit, and knowledge, and under- 
standing, *interpreting of dreams, 
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and shewing of hard sentences, and 
> dissolving of * doubts, were found 
in the same Daniel, whom the 
king named Belteshazzar: now let 
Daniel be called, and he will shew 
the interpretation. 

18 Then was Daniel brought in 
before the king. And the king 
spake and said unto Daniel, Art 
thou that Daniel, which art of the 
children of the captivity of Judah, 
whom the king my ‘father brought 
out of Jewry ? 

14 I have even heard of thee, that 
‘the spirit of the gods is in thee, 
and that light and understanding 
and excellent wisdom is found in 
thee. 

15 And now ‘the wise men, the 
astrologers, have been brought in 
before me, that they should read 
this writing, and make known unto 
me the interpretation thereof: but 
they could not shew the interpreta- 
tion of the thing : 

16 And I have heard of thee, that 
thou canst °make interpretations, 
and dissolve doubts: *now if thou 
canst read the writing, and make 
known to me the interpretation 
thereof, thou shalt be clothed with 
scarlet, and have a chain of gold 
about thy neck, and shalt be the 
third ruler in the kingdom. 

17 {| Then Daniel answered and 
said before the king, Let thy gifts 
be to thyself, and ~ thy “rewards 
to another; yet will read the 
writing unto the king, and make 
known to him the interpretation. 

18 O thou king, ‘the most high 
God gave Nebuchadnezzar thy fa- 
ther a kingdom, and majesty, and 
glory, and honour : 

19 And for the majesty that he 

ave him, “all people, nations, and 
anguages, trembled and feared be- 
fore him: whom he would he slew; 
and whom he would he kept alive ; 
and whom he would he set up; and 
whom he would he put down. 

20 * But when his heart was lift- 
ed up, and his mind hardened ’ in 
pride, he was *deposed from his 
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lory from him : 
21 And he was ‘driven from the 
sons of men; and *his heart was 


made like the beasts, and his dwell- 
was with the wild asses: they.

fed him with grass like oxen, and 
his body was wet with the dew of 
heaven ; ‘till he knew that the most 
high God ruled in the kingdom of 
men, and that he appointeth over 
it whomsoever he will. 

22 And thou his son, O Belshaz- 
zar, *hast not humbled thine heart, 
though thou knewest all this ; 

23 >But hast lifted up thyself 
against’ the Lord of heaven; and 
they have brought the vessels of 
his house before thee, and thou, 
and thy lords, thy wives, and thy 
concubines, have drunk wine im 
them; and thou hast praised the 

ods of silver, and gold, of brass, 
Iron, wood, and stone, *which sec 
not, nor hear, nor know: and the 
God in whose hand thy breath 1s, 
“and whose are all thy ways, hast 
thou not glorified : 

24 Then was the part of the hand 
sent from him; and this writing 
was written.

13 Then answered they and said 
before the king, That Daniel, ‘which 
is of the children of the captivity 
of Judah, 'regardeth not thee, O 
king, nor the decree that thou hast 
signed, but maketh his petition 
three times a day. 

14 Then the king, when he heard 
these words, "was sore displeased 
with himself, and set his heart on 
Daniel to deliver him: and he la- 
boured till the going down of the 
sun to deliver him. 

15 Then these men assembled unto 
the king, and said unto the king, 
Know, O king, that "the law of 
the Medes and Persians is, That no 
decree nor statute which the king 
establisheth may be changed. 

16 Then the king commanded, and 
they brought Daniel, and cast him 
into the den of lions. Now the 
king spake and said unto Daniel, 
Thy God whom thou servest con- 
tinually, he will deliver thee. 

17 °And a stone was brought, and 
laid upon the mouth of the den ; 
?and the king sealed it with his 
own signet, and with the signet of 
his lords; that the purpose might 
not be changed concerning Daniel. 

18 { Then the king went to his 
palace, and cand te night fast- 
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ing: neither were ‘instruments of 
musick brought before him: ‘and 
his sleep went from him. 

19 Then the king arose very early 
in the morning, and went in haste 
unto the den of lions. 

20 And when he came to the den, 
he cried with a lamentable voice 
unto Daniel: and the king spake 
and said to Daniel, O Daniel, ser- 
vant of the living God, "is thy God, 
whom thou servest continually, able 
to deliver thee from the lions ? 

21 Then said Daniel unto the king, 
*O king, live for ever. 

22 ‘My God hath sent his angel, 
and hath “shut the lions’ mouths, 
that they have not hurt mc: foras- 
much as before him innocency was 
found in me; and also before thee, 
O king, have I done no hurt. 

23 Then was the king excceding 
glad for him, and commanded that 
they should take Daniel up out of 
the den. So Daniel was taken up 
out of the den, and no manner of 
hurt was found upon him, * because 
he believed in his God. 

24 {| And the king commanded, 
Yand they brought those men which 
had accused Daniel, and they cast 
them into the den of lions, them, 
‘their children, and their wives; 
and the lions had the mastery of 
them, and brake all their bones in 
pieces or ever they came at the 
bottom of the den. 

25 7*Then king Darius wrote unto 
all people, nations, and languages, 
that dwell in all the earth; Peace 
be multiplied unto you.

N the first year of Belshazzar 

king of Babylon * Daniel *had 
a dream and "visions of his head 
upon his bed: then he wrote the 
dream, and told the sum of the 
matters. 

2 Daniel spake and said, I saw 
in my vision by night, and, be- 
hold, the four winds of the heaven 
strove upon the great sea. 

8 And four great beasts °came up 
from the sea, diverse one from an- 
other. 

4 The first was ‘like a lion, and 
had eagle’s wings: I beheld till the 
wings thereof were plucked, ‘and it 
was lifted up from the earth, and 
made stand upon the feet as a man, 
and a man’s heart was given to it. 

5 °And behold another beast, a se- 
cond, like to a bear, and *it raised 
up itself on one side, and it had 
three ribs in the mouth of it be- 
tween the teeth of it: and they said 
thus unto it, Arise, devour much 
flesh. 

6 After this IT beheld, and lo an- 
other, like a leopard, which had 
upon the back of it four wings 
of a fowl; the beast had also ‘four 
heads; and dominion was given to 
it. 

7 After this I saw in the night 
visions, and behold «a fourth beast, 
dreadful and terrible, and strong 
exceedingly ; and it had great iron 
teeth: it devoured and brake in 
pieces, and stamped the residue 
with the feet of it: and it was di- 
verse from all the beasts that were 
before it; "and it had ten horns. 

8 I considered the horns, and, be- 
hold, ‘there came up among them 
another little horn, before whom 
there were three of the first horns 
—— up by the roots: and, be- 

old, in this horn were eyes like 
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the eyes kof man, ‘and a mouth 
pee | great things. 

9 GY ™L beheld till the thrones 
‘were cast down, and "the Ancient 

f days did sit, °whose garment 
was white as snow, and the hair 
of his head like the pure wool: his 
throne was like the fiery flame, ?and 
his wheels as burning fire. 

10 ‘A fiery stream issued and came 
forth from before him: * thousand 
thousands ministered unto him, and 
ten thousand times ten thousand 
stood before him: *the judgment 
was set, and the books were opened. 

11 I beheld then because of the 
voice of the great words which the 
horn spake: ‘I beheld even till the 
beast was slain, and his body de- 
stroyed, and given to the burning 
flame. 

12 As concerning the rest of the 
beasts, they had their dominion 
taken away: yet *their lives were 
prolonged for a season and time. 

13 I saw in the night visions, and, 
behold, "one like the Son of man 
came with the clouds of heaven, 
and came to *the Ancient of days, 
and they brought him near before 
him. 

14¥%And there was given him do- 
minion, and glory, and a kingdom, 
that all "people, nations, and lan- 
guages, should serve him: his do- 
inion is “an everlasting dominion, 
which shall not pass away, and his 
kingdom that which shall not be 
destroyed. 

15 1 I Daniel ’was grieved in my 
Spirit in the midst of my * body, and 
the visions of my head troubled me. 

16 | came near unto one of them 
that stood by, and asked him the 
truth of all this. So he told me, and 
made me know the interpretation 
of the things. 

17 °These great beasts, which are 
four, are four kings, which shall 
arise out of the earth.

Daniel understood by books the 
number of the years, whereof the 
word of the Lorp came to ’Jere- 
miah the prophet, that he would 
accomplish seventy years in the de- 
solations of Jerusalem. 

8 { °And I set my face unto the 
Lord God, to seek by prayer and 
_— ications, with fasting, and sack- 
cloth, and ashes: 

4 And I prayed unto the Lorp 
my God, and made my confession, 
and said, O ‘Lord, the great and 
dreadful God, keeping the cove- 
nant and mercy to them that love 
him, and to them that keep his com- 
mandments ; 

5 *We have sinned, and have 
committed iniquity, and have done 
wickedly, and have rebelled, even 
by departing from thy precepts and 
from thy judgments : 

6 ‘Neither have we hearkened un- 
to thy servants the prophets, which 
spake in thy name to our kings, 
our epee. and our fathers, and 
to all the people of the land. 

7 O Lord, ‘righteousness *belong- 
eth unto thee, but unto us confu- 
sion of faces, as at this day; to 
the men of Judah, and to the inha- 
bitants of Jerusalem, and unto all 
Israel, that are near, and that are 
far off, through all the countries 
whither thou hast driven them, be- 
cause of their trespass that they 
have trespassed against thee. 

8 O Lord, to us belongeth *con- 
fusion of face, to our kings, to our 
princes, and to our fathers, because 
we have sinned against thee. 

9 ‘To the Lord our God belon 
mercies and forgivenesses, though 
we have rebelled against him; 

10 ‘Neither have we obeyed the 
voice of the Lorp our d, to 
walk in his laws, which he set 
before us by his servants the pro- 
phets. 
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11 Yea, ‘all Israel have transgress- 
ed thy law, even by departing, that 
they might not obey thy voice; 
therefore the curse is poured upon 
us, and the oath that 7s written 
in the "law of Moses the servant 
of God, because we have sinned 
against him. 

12 And he hath “confirmed his 
words, which he spake against us, 
and against our judges that judged 
us, by bringing upon us a great 
evil: °for under the whole heaven 
hath not been done as hath been 
done upon Jerusalem. 

18 As it is written in the law of 
Moses, all this evil is come upon 
us: ‘yet ’made we not our prayer 
before the Lorp our God, that we 
might turn from our iniquities, and 
understand thy truth. 

14 Therefore hath the Lorp ' watch- 
ed upon the evil, and brought it 
upon us: for ‘the Lorp our God 
is righteous in all his works which 
he doeth: ‘for we obeyed not his 
voice. 

15 And now, O Lord our God, 
“that hast brought thy people forth 
out of the land of gypt with a 
mighty hand, and hast “gotten thee 
*renown, as at this day; ’we have 
sinned, we have done wickedly. 

16 1 O Lord, ‘according to all thy 
righteousness, I beseech thee, let 
thine anger and thy fury be turned 
away from thy city Jerusalem, *thy 
holy mountain: because for our 
sins, °and for the iniquities of our 
fathers, ‘Jerusalem and thy people 
‘are become a reproach to all that 
are about us. 

17 Now therefore, O our God, hear 
the prayer of thy servant, and his 
supplications, °and cause thy face 
to shine upon thy sanctuary ‘that 
is desolate, *for the Lord’s sake. 

18 "QO my God, incline thine ear, 
and hear ; open thine eyes, ‘and be- 
hold our desolations, and the city 
k¢which is called by thy name: for 
we do not *present our supplica- 
tions before thee for our righteous- 
nesses, but for thy great mercies. 
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He prayeth for Jerusalem. 
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19 O Lord, hear; O Lord, forgive ; 
O Lord, hearken and do; defer not, 
'for thine own sake, O my God: for 
thy city and thy people are called 
by thy name. 

20 7 ™And whiles I was speaking, 
fand praying, and confessing my sin 
fand the sin of my people Israel, 
and presenting my supplication be- 
fore the Lorp my God for the holy 
mountain of my God ; 

21 Yea, whiles I was See J 
in prayer, even the man * Gabriel, 
whom I had seen in the vision at 
the beginning, being caused to fly 
* swiftly, “touched me "’about the 
time of the evening oblation. 

22 And he informed me, and talk- 
ed with me, and said, O Daniel, I 
am now come forth *to give thee 
skill and understanding. 

23 At the beginning of thy sup- 
— the ‘commandment came 
orth, and ‘I am come to shew 
thee ; ‘for thou art °greatly beloved: 
therefore ‘understand the matter, 
and consider the vision. 

24 * Seventy weeks are determined 
upon thy people and upon thy holy 
city, “to finish the transgression, and 
‘to make an end of sins, ‘and to make 
reconciliation for iniquity, “and to 
bring in everlasting righteousness, 
and to seal up the vision and ° pro- 
phecy, * and to anoint the most Holy.

CHAPTER I. 

1 Hosea, to shew God’s judgment for spiritual 
whoredom, taketh Gomer, 4 and hath by her 
Jezreel, 6 Lo-ruhamah, 8 and Lo-ammi. 10 
The restoration of Judah and Ieracel. 


HE word of the Lorp that 

came unto Hosea, the son of 
Beeri, in the days of Uzziah, Jo- 
tham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, kings 
of Judah, and in the days of Je- 
roboam the son of Joash, king of 
Israel. 

2 The beginning of the word of 
the Lorp by Hosea. And the Lorp 
said to Hosea, *Go, take unto thee 
a wife of whoredoms and children 
of whoredoms: for >the land hath 
committed great whoredom, depart- 
ing from the Lorp. 

8 So he went and took Gomer the 
daughter of Diblaim; which con- 
ceived, and bare him a son. 

4 And the Lorp said unto him, 
Call his name Jezreel; for yet a 
little while, °and I will ?avenge the 
blood of Jezreel upon the house of 
J ehu, ‘and will cause to cease the 
kingdom of the house of Israel. 

5 °And it shall come to pass at 
that day, that I will break the bow 
of Israel in the valley of Jezreel. 

6 { And she conceived again, and 
bare a daughter. And God said 
unto him, Call her name * Lo-ruha- 
mah: ‘for ‘I will no more have 
mercy upon the house of Israel; 
"but I will utterly take them away. 

7 *But I will have mercy upon 
the house of Judah, and will save 
them by the Lorp their God, and 
‘will not save them by bow, nor 
by sword, nor by battle, by horses, 
nor by horsemen. 

8 { Now when she had weaned 


Lo-ruhamah, she conceived, and 
bare a son. 

9 Then said God, Call his name 
*Lo-ammi: for ye are not my peo- 
ple, and I will not be your God. 

10 7 Yet ‘the number of the chil- 
dren of Israel shall be as the sand 
of the sea, which cannot be mea- 
sured nor numbered; «and it shall 
come to pass, that *in the place 
where it was said unto them, 'Ye 
are not my people, there it shall be 
said unto them, Ye are ™the sons 
of the living God. 

11 "Then shall the children of 
Judah and the children of Israel 
be gathered together, and appoint 
themselves one head, and they shall 
come up out of the land: for great 
shall be the day of Jezreel. 


CHAPTER IL. 
1 The idolatry of the people. 6 God's judg- 
ments against them. 14 His promises of re- 
conciliation with them. 


AY ye unto your brethren, *Am- 
mi; and to your sisters, ° Ru- 
hamah. 

2 Plead with your mother, plead: 
for *she is not my wife, neither am 
I her husband: let her therefore 
put away her >whoredoms out of 
her sight, and her adulteries from 
between her breasts ; 

8 Lest °I strip her naked, and 
set her as in the day that she was 
4born, and make her °as a wilder- 
ness, and set her like a dry land, 
and slay her with ‘thirst. 

4 And I will not have mercy upon 
her children; for they be the ¢ chil- 
dren of whoredoms.

6 7 Therefore, behold, «I will hedge 
up thy way with thorns, and *make 
a wall, that she shall not find her 
paths. 

7 And she shall follow after her 
lovers, but she shall not overtake 
them; and she shall seek them, 
but shall not find them: then shall 
she say, 'I will go and return to 
my “first husband; for then was it 
better with me than now. 

8 For she did not "know that °I 
gave her corn, and ‘wine, and oil, 
and multiplied her silver and gold, 
‘which they prepared for Baal. 

9 Therefore will I return, and 
Ptake away my corn in the time 
thereof, and my wine in the sea- 
son thereof, and will °recover my 
wool and my flax given to cover her 
nakedness. 

10 And now ‘will I discover her 
7lewdness in the sight of her lovers, 
and none shall deliver her out of 
mine hand. 

11 ‘I will also cause all her mirth 
to cease, her *feast days, her new 
moons, and her sabbaths, and all 
her solemn feasts. 

12 And I will destroy her vines 
and her fig trees, ‘whereof she hath 
said, These are my rewards that my 
lovers have given me: and "I will 
make them a forest, and the beasts 
of the field shall eat them. 

18 And I will visit upon her the 
days of Baalim, wherein she burned 
Incense to them, and she * decked 
herself with her earrings and her 

ewels, and she went after her 
overs, and forgat me, saith the 
Lorp. 

14 1 Therefore, behold, I will allure 
her, and "bring her into the wil- 
derness, and speak ** comfortably 
unto her. 

15 And I will give her her vine- 
yards from thence, and "the valley 
of Achor for a door of hope: and 
she shall sing there, as in *the days

of her youth, and *as in the day 
when she came up out of the land 
of Egypt. 

16 And it shall be at that day, 
saith the Lorp, that thou shalt 
call me *Ishi; and shalt call me 
no more * Baali. 

17 For °I will take away the names 
of Baalim out of her mouth, and 
they shall no more be remembered 
by their name. 

18 And in that day will I make 
a ‘covenant for them with the 
beasts of the field, and with the 
fowls of heaven, and with the 
creeping things of the ground: 
and °I will break the bow and the 
sword and the battle out of the 
earth, and will make them to ‘lie 
down safely. 

19 And I will betroth thee unto 
me for ever; yea, I will betroth 
thee unto me in righteousness, and 
in judgment, and in lovingkindness, 
and in mercies. 

20 I will even betroth thee unto 
me in faithfulness: and * thou shalt 
know the Lorp. 

21 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, "I will hear, saith the 
Lorp, I will hear the heavens, and 
they shall hear the earth ; 

22 And the earth shall hear the 
corn, and the wine, and the oll; 
‘and they shall hear Jezreel. 

23 And *I will sow her unto me 
in the earth; ‘and I will have 
mercy upon her that had not ob- 
tained merey; and I ™will say to 
them which were not my people, 
Thou art my people; and they 
shall say, Thou art my God. 


CHAPTER ITI. 

1 By the expiation of an adulteresa, 4 18 shewed 
the desolation of Israel before their restora- 
tion. 

HEN said the Lorp unto me, 
*Go yet, love a woman beloved 
of her * friend, yet an adulteress, 
according to the love of the Lorp 
toward the children of Israel, who 
look to other gods, and love flagons 
‘of wine.

EAR the word of the Lorp, 
ye children of Israel: for the 

Lorp hath a ‘controversy with the

there is no truth, nor mercy, nor 

* knowledge of God in the land. 

2 By swearing, and lying, and 
killing, and stealing, and commit- 
ting adultery, they break out, and 
“blood toucheth blood. 

8 Therefore © shall the land mourn, 
and “every one that dwelleth there- 
in shall languish, with the beasts 
of the field, and with the fowls of 
heaven; yea, the fishes of the sea 
also shall be taken away. 

4 Yet let no man strive, nor re- 
prove another: for thy i are 

the 


as they ° that strive with priest. 
5 Therefore shalt thou fall ‘in the 


day, and the prophet also shall fall 
with thee in the night, and I will 
* destroy thy mother. 

6 I *My people are ‘destroyed for 
lack of knowledge: because thou 
hast rejected knowledge, I will also 
reject thee, that thou shalt be no 
priest to me: seeing thou hast for- 
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gotten the law of thy God, I will 
also forget thy children. 

7As they were increased, so they 
sinned against me: ‘therefore will I 
change their glory into shame. 

8 They eat up the sin of my peo- 
ple, and they “set their heart on 
their iniquity. 

9 And ae, shall be, *like people, 
like priest: and I will ° punish them 
for their ways, and ‘reward them 
their doings. 

10 For ‘they shall eat, and not 
have enough: they shall commit 
whoredom, and shall not increase: 
because they have left off to take 
heed to the Lorn. 

11 Whoredom and wine and new 
wine ™ take away the heart. 

12 {| My people ask counsel at their 
"stocks, and their staff declareth 
unto them: for °the spirit of whore- 
doms hath caused them to err, and 
they have gone a whoring from un- 
der their God. 

18 »They sacrifice upon the tops 
of the mountains, and burn incense 
upon the hills, under oaks and pop- 
lars and elms, because the shadow 
thercof is good: ‘therefore your 
daughters shall commit whoredom, 
and your spouses shall commit 
adultery. 

14 °T will not punish your daugh- 
ters when they commit whorcdom, 
nor your spouses when they com- 
mit adultery: for themselves are 
separated with whores, and they 
sacrifice with harlots: therefore the 
people that *doth not understand 
shall ° fall. 

15 1 Though thou, Israel, play the 
harlot, yet let not Judah offend; 
‘and come not ye unto Gilgal, nei- 
ther go ye up to ‘ Beth-aven, "nor 
swear, The Lorp liveth. 

16 For Israel *slideth back as a 
backsliding heifer: now the Lorp 
will feed them as a lamb in a large 
place. 

17 Ephraim 1s joined to idols: * let 
him alone. 

18 Their drink "is sour: they have 
committed whoredom continually: 


and idolatry of the priests. 
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Mic. 3. 4.

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ther “rulers with shame do love, | fore I will pour out my wrath upon 


Give ye. 

19 *The wind hath bound her up 
in her wings, and they shall be 
ashamed because of their sacrifices. 


CHAPTER V. 

1 God’s judgments against the pricats, the people, 
and the princes of Israel, for their manifold 
gins, 15 until they repent. 

EAR ye this, O priests; and 
hearken, ye house of Israel ; 
and give ye ear, O house of the 
king; for judgment is toward you, 
because ‘ye have been a snare on 

Mizpah, and a net spread upon 

Tabor. 

2 And the revolters are » profound 
to make slaughter, *though I have 
been ‘a rebuker of them all. 

8 ‘I know Ephraim, and _ Israel 
is not hid from me: for now, O 
Ephraim, ‘thou committest whorc- 
dom, and Israel is defiled. 

4 °°They will not frame their 
doings to turn unto their God: 
for ‘the spirit of whoredoms 7s in 
the midst of them, and they have 
not known the Lorp. 

5 And ‘the pride of Israel doth 
testify to his face: therefore shall 
Israel and Ephraim fall in: their 
iniquity ; Judah also shall fall with 
them. 

6 §They shall go with their flocks 
and with their herds to seek the 
Lorp; but they shall not find him ; 
he hath withdrawn himself from 
them. 

7 They have "dealt. treacherously 
against the Lorp: for they have be- 
gotten strange children: now shall 
‘& month devour them with their 
portions. 

8 * Blow ye the cornet in Gibeah, 
and the trumpet in Ramah: 'cry 
aloud at ™ Beth-aven, “after thee, O 
Benjamin. 

9 Ephraim shall be desolate in the 
day of rebuke: among the tribes 
of Israel have I made known that 
which shall surely be. 

10 The princes of Judah were like 


them that °remove the bound: there- 


them like water. 

11 Ephraim is "oppressed and 
broken in judgment, because he 
willingly walked after ‘the com- 
mandment. 

12 Therefore will I be unto Eph- 
raim as a moth, and to the house of 
Judah ‘as ?rottenness. 

13 When Ephraim saw his sick- 
ness, and Judah saw his * wound, 
then went Ephraim ‘to the Assy- 
rian, "and sent *to king Jareb: yet 
could he not heal you, nor cure 
you of your wound. 

14 For *I will be unto Ephraim as 
« lion, and as a young lion to the 
house of Judah: » I, even I, will tear 
and go away; I will take away, and 
none shall rescue him. 

15 9 1 will go and return to my 
place, *till *they acknowledge their 
offence, and seek my face: ‘in 
their affliction they will seek me 
early. 


CHAPTER VI. 


1 An exhortation to repentance. 4 A complaint 
of their untowardness and iniquity. 


OME, and let us return unto 

the Lorv: for *he hath torn, 
and *he will heal us; he hath smit- 
ten, and he will bind us up. 

2 °After two days will he re- 
vive us: in the third day he will 
raise us up, and we shall live in

3 °Then shall we know, if we 
follow on to know the Lorp: his 
voing forth is prepared ‘as the 
morning; and ‘he shall come unto 
us Sas the rain, as the latter and 
former rain unto the earth.

"the whoredom of Ephraim, Israel 
is defiled. 7 

11 Also, O Judah, *he hath set an 
harvest for thee, when I returned 
the captivity of my people. 


CHAPTER VIL. 
1 A reproof of manifold sins. 11 God’s wrath 
against them for their hypocrisy. 


HEN I would have healed 

Israel, then the iniquity of 
Ephraim was discovered, and the 
“wickedness of Samaria: for *they 
commit falsehood; and the _ thief 
cometh in, and the troop of robbers 
"spoileth without. 

2 And they ‘consider not in their 
hearts that I *remember all their 
wickedness: now ‘their own doings 
have beset them about; they are 
“before my face. 

8 They make the king glad with 
their wickedness, and the princes 
°with their lies. 

4 ‘They are all adulterers, as an 
oven heated by the baker, ° who 
ceaseth “from raising after he hath 
kneaded the dough, until it be lea- 
vened. 

5 In the day of our king the 

rinces have made him sick ° with 

ottles of wine; he stretched out 
his hand with scorners. 

6 For they have ‘made ready their 
heart like an oven, whiles they lie 
in wait: their baker sleepeth all the 
night ; in the morning it burneth as 
a flaming fire. 

7 They are all hot as an oven, 


and have devoured their judges; 
£all their kings “are fallen: ‘there 
ig none among them that calleth 
unto me. 

8 Ephraim, he ‘hath mixed him- 
self among the people; Ephraim is 
a cake not turned. 

9 'Strangers have devoured his 
strength, and he knoweth i not: 
yea, gray hairs are "here and 
there upon him, yet he knowcth 
not, 

10 And the pride of Israel testi- 
ficth to his face: and "they do not 
return to the Lorp their God, nor 
seek him for all this. 

11 { ° Ephraim also is like a silly 
dove without heart: ? they call to 
Egypt, they go to Assyria. 

12 When they shall go, 91 will 
spread my net upon them; I will 
bring them down as the fowls of 
the heaven; I will chastise them, 
‘as their congregation hath heard. 

13 Woe unto them! for they have 
fled from me: “*destruction unto 
them! because they have transgress- 
ed against me: though ‘I have re- 
deemed them, yet they have spoken 
lies against me. 

14 ‘And they have not cried unto 
me with their heart, when they 
howled upon their beds: they as- 
semble themselves for corn and 
wine, and they rebel against me. 

15 Though I ‘have bound and 
strengthened their arms, yet do 
they imagine mischief against me. 

16 "They return, but not to the 
most High: *they are like a de- 
ceitful bow: their princes shall fall 
by the sword for the "rage of their 
tongue: this shall be their derision 
=in the land of Egypt. 


CHAPTER VIII. 
1, 12 Destruction is threatened for their im- 
piety, 5 and edolatry. 

E'T *the trumpet to ° thy mouth. 

He shall come ’as an eagle 

against the house of the Lorp, be- 

cause ‘they have transgressed my 

covenant, and trespassed against 
my law. 
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* Deut. 32. 18. 
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God, ° we know thee. 

8 Israel hath cast off the thing 
that is good: the enemy shall pur- 
sue him. 

4 They have set up kings, but not 
by me: they have made princes, and 
I knew if not: ‘of their silver and 
their gold have they made them 
idols, that they may be cut off. 

5 1 Thy calf, O Samaria, hath cast 
thee off; mine anger is kindled 
against them: "how long will it be 
ere they attain to Innocency ? 

6 For from Israel was it also: the 
workman made it; therefore it 7s 
not God: but the calf of Samaria 
shall be broken in pieces. 

7 For ‘they have sown the wind, 
and they shall reap the whirl- 
wind: it hath no ’stalk: the bud 
shall yield no meal: if so be it 
yield, ‘the strangers shall swallow 


it up. 

8 ‘Israel is swallowed up: now 
shall they be among the Gentiles 
"as a vessel wherein 78 no _ plea- 
sure. 

9 For "they are gone up to Assy- 
ria,°a wild ass alone by himself:

18 When I have bent Judah for me, 
filled the bow with Ephraim, and 
raised up thy sons, O Zion, against 
thy sons, O Greece, and made thee 
as the sword of a mighty man. 

14 And the Lorp shall be seen 
over them, and *his arrow shall 
gro forth as the re je and the 
Lord Gop shall blow the trumpet, 
and shall go 'with whirlwinds of 
the south. 

15 The Lorp of hosts shall defend 
them; and they shall devour, and

5 And I will come near to you to 
judgment; and I will be a swift 
witness against the sorcerers, and 
against the adulterers, 'and against 
false swearers, and against those 
that *oppress the hireling in his 
wages, the widow, and the father- 
less, and that turn aside the stran- 
ger he his right, and fear not me, 
saith the Lorp of hosts.

11 And I will rebuke ’ the devourer 
for your sakes, and he shall not 
‘destroy the fruits of your ground ;

12 And all nations shall call you 
blessed: for ye shall be “a de- 
lightsome land, saith the Lorp of 
hosts. 

18 {| * Your words have been stout 
against me, saith the Lorp. Yet 
ye say, What have we spoken so 
much against thee ? 

14 "Ye have said, It és vain to 
serve God: and what profit is i 
that we have kept ‘his ordinance, 
and that we have walked °mourn- 
fully before the Lorp of hosts ? 

15 And now ‘we call the proud 
happy; yea, they that work wick- 
edness “are set up; yea, they that 
“tempt God are even delivered,

5 According as David the king of 
Israel prescribed, and according to the 
magnificence of Solomon his son: and 
standing in the temple according to the 
several dignity of the families of you the 
Levites, who minister in the presence of

14 For the priests offered the fat un- 
til night: and the Levites prepared for 
themselves, and the priests their bre- 
thren, the sons of Aaron. 

15 The holy singers also, the sons of 
Asaph, were in their order, according 
to the appointment ‘of David, to wit, 
Asaph, Zacharias, and Jeduthun, who 
was ‘of the king’s retinue. 

16 Moreover the porters were at eve- 
ry gate; it was not lawful for any to go 
from his ordinary service: for their bre- 
thren the Levites prepared for them. 

17 Thus were the things that belong- 
ed to the sacrifices of the Lord accom- 

lished in that day, that they might 
hold the passover, 

18 And offer sacrifices upon the altar 
of the Lord, according to the command- 
ment of king Josias. 

19 So the children of Israel which 
were present held the passover at that 
time, and the feast of sweet bread se- 
ven days.

N the *first year of Cyrus king of 

‘the Persians, that the word of the 
Lord might be accomplished, that he 
had promised by the mouth of Jeremy ; 

2 The Lord raised up the spirit of 
Cyrus the king of the Persians, and 
he made proclamation through all his 
kingdom, and also by writing, 

3 Saying, Thus saith Cyrus king of 
the Persians; The Lord of Israel, the 
most high Lord, hath made me king 
of the whole world, 

4 And commanded me to build him 
an house at Jerusalem in Jewry. 

5 If therefore there be any of you 
that are of his people, let the Lord, 
even his Lord, be with him, and let 
him go up to Jerusalem that is in Ju- 
dea, and build the house of the Lord 
of Israel: for {lhe is the Lord that 
dwelleth in Jerusalem. 

6 Whosoever then dwell in the places 
about, let them help him, those, I say, 
that are his neighbours, with gold, and 
with silver, 

7 With gifts, with horses, and with 
cattle, and other things, which have 
been set forth by vow, for the temple 
of the Lord at Jerusalem. 

8 4 Then the chief of the farnilies 
of Judea and of the tribe of Benjamin 
stood up; the priests also, and the Le- 
vites, and all they whose mind the Lord 
had moved to go up, and to build an 
house for the Lord at Jerusalem, © 

9 And they that dwelt round about 
them, and helped them in all things 
with silver and gold, with t+ horses and 
cattle, and with very many free gifts 
of a great number whose minds were 
stirred up thereto. 

10 King Cyrus also brought forth the 
holy vessels, which Nabuchodonosor had 
carried away from Jerusalem, and had 
set up in his temple of idols. 

11 Now when Cyrus king of the 
Persians had brought them forth, he 
delivered them to Mithridates his trea- 
surer :

16 “But in the time of Artaxerxes 
king of the Persians Belemus, and Mi- 
thridates, and Tabellius, and +t Rathu- 
mus, and Beeltethmus, and +t Semellius 
the secretary, with others that were in 
commission with them, dwelling in Sa- 
maria and other places, wrote unto him 
against them that dwelt in Judea and 
Jerusalem these letters following ; 

17 To king Artaxerxes our lord, Thy 
servants, Rathumus the storywriter, 
and Semellius the scribe, and the rest 
of their council, and the judges that 
are in Celosyria and Phenice. 

18 Be it now known to the lord the 
king, that the Jews that are come up 
from you to us, being come into Jeru- 
salem, that rebellious and wicked city, 
do build the marketplaces, and repair 
the walls of it, and do lay the founda- 
tion of the temple. 

19 Now if this city and the walls 
thereof be made up again, they will 
not only refuse to give tribute, but 
also rebel against kings. 

20 And forasmuch as the things per- 
taining to the temple are now in hand, 
we think it meet not to neglect such 
a matter, 

21 But to speak unto our lord the 
king, to the intent that, if it be thy 
pleasure, it may be sought out in the 
books of thy fathers: 

22 And thou shalt find in the chro- 
nicles what is written concerning these 
things, and shalt understand that that 
city was rebellious, troubling both kings 
and cities: 

_ 23 And that the Jews were rebel- 
lious, and raised always wars therein ; 
for the which cause even this city was 
made desolate. 

24 Wherefore now we do declare 
unto thee, O lord the king, that if this 
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city be built again, and the walls there- ,, Bere,

26 I have read the epistle which ye 
have sent unto me: therefore I com- 
manded to make diligent search, and it 
hath been found that that city was from 
the beginning practising against kings; 

27 And the men therein were given 
to rebellion and war: and that mighty 
kings and fierce were in Jerusalem, 
who reigned and exacted tributes in 
Celosyria and Phenice. " 

23 Now therefore I have command- 
ed to hinder those men from building 
the city, and heed to be taken that 
there be no more done in it; 

29 And that those wicked workers 
proceed no further to the annoyance 
of kings. 

30 Then king Artaxerxes his letters 
being read, Rathumus, and Semellius 
the scribe, and the rest that were in 
commission with them, removing in 
haste toward Jerusalem with a troop 
of horsemen and |!a multitude of peo- 
ple in battle array, began to hinder the 
builders; and the building of the tem- 
ple in Jerusalem ceased until the second 
year of the reign of Darius king of the 
Persians.

CHAP. III. 


4 Three strive to excel cach other in wise speeches. 9 They 
refer themselves to the judgment of the king. 18 The 
Jirst declareth the strength of mine. 


N OW when Darius reigned, he 
made a great feast unto all his 
subjects, and unto all his houshold, 
and unto all the princes of Media and 
Persia, 

2 And to all the governors and cap- 
tains and lieutenants that were under 
him, from India unto Ethiopia, of an 
hundred twenty and seven provinces. 

3 And when they had eaten and 
drunken, and being satisfied were gone 
home, then Darius the king went into 
his bedchamber, and slept, and soon 
after awaked.

4 Then three young men, that were 
of the guard that kept the king’s body, 
spake one to another ; 

5 Let every one of us speak a sen- 
tence: he that shall overcome, and 
whose sentence shall seem wiser than 
the others, unto him shall the king Da- 
rius give great gifts, and great things 
in token of victory: 

6 As, to be clothed in purple, to 
drink in gold, and to sleep upon gold, 
and a chariot with bridles of gold, and 
an headtire of fine linen, and a chain 
about his neck: 

7 And he shall sit next to Darius 
because of his wisdom, and shall be 
called Darius his cousin. 

8 And then every one wrote his sen- 
tence, sealed it, and laid it under king 
Darius his pillow; 

9 And said that, when the king is 
risen, some will give him the writings ; 
and of whose side the king and the 
three princes of Persia shall judge that 
his sentence is the wisest, to him shall 
the victory be given, as was appointed. 

10 The first wrote, Wine is the 
strongest. 

11 The second wrote, The king is 
strongest. 

12 The third wrote, Women are 
strongest: but above all things Truth 
beareth away the victory. 

13 § Now when the king was risen 
up, they took their writings, and de- 

livered them unto him, and so he read 
them : 

14 And sending forth he called all 
the princes of Persia and Media, and 
the governors, and the captains, and 
the lieutenants, and the chief officers; 

15 And sat him down in the | royal 
seat of judgment; and the writings 
were read before them. 

16 And he said, Call the young men, 
and they shall declare their own sen- 
tences. So they were called, and came in. 

17 And he said unto them, Declare 
unto us your mind concerning the writ- 
ings. Then began the first, who had 
spoken of the strength of wine ; 

18 And he said thus, O ye men, how 
exceeding strong is wine! it causeth all 
men to err that drink it: 

19 It maketh the mind of the king 
and of the fatherless child to be all one; 
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of the bondman and of the freeman, of 


the poor man and of the rich: 

20 It turneth also every thought into 
jollity and mirth, so that a man remem- 
bereth neither sorrow nor debt: 

21 And it maketh every heart rich, 
so that a man remembereth neither 
king nor governor; and it maketh to 
speak all things by talents: 

22 And when they are in their cups, 
they forget their love both to friends 
and brethren, and a little after draw 
out swords: 

23 But when they are from the 
wine, they remember not what they 
have done. 

24 O ye men, is not wine the strong- 
est, that enforceth to do thus? And 
when he had so spoken, he held his 
peace. 


CHAP. IV. 

1 The second declareth the pomer of a king. 13 The third 
the force of women, 38 and of truth. 41 The third is 
judged to he wisest, 47 and obtaineth letters of the kin 
to build Jerusalem. 58 He praiseth God, and skewet 
his brethren what he had done. 


be the second, that had spoken 
of the strength of the king, began 
to say, 

2 O ye men, do not men excel in 
strength, that || bear rule over sea and 
land, and all things in them ? 

3 But yet the king is more mighty: 
for he is lord of all these things, and 
hath dominion over them; and what- 
soever he commandeth them they do. 

4 If he bid them make war the one 
against the other, they do it: if he send 
them out against the enemies, they go, 
and break down mountains, walls, and 
towers. 

5 They slay and are slain, and trans- 
gress not the king’s commandment: if 
they get the victory, they bring all to 
the king, as well the spoil, as all things 
else. 

6 Likewise for those that are no sol- 
diers, and have not to do with wars, but 
use husbandry, when they have reaped 
again that which they had sown, they 
bring it to the king, and compel one 
another to pay tribute unto the king. 

7 And yet he is but one man: if he 
command to kill, they kill; if he com- 
mand to spare, they spare; 

8 If he command to smite, they smite; 
if he command to make desolate, they

make desolate; if he command to build, 
they build; 

9 If he command to cut down, they 
cut down; if he command to plant, 
they plant. 

10 So all his people and his armies 
obey him: furthermore he lieth down, 
he eateth and drinketh, and taketh his 
rest : 

11 And these keep watch round about 
him, neither || may any one depart, and 
do his own business, neither disobey 
they him in any thing. . 

12 O ye men, how should not the king 
be mightiest, when in such sort he is 
obeyed? And he held his tongue. 

13 Y Then the third, who had spoken 
of women, and of the truth, (this was 
Zorobabel) began to speak. 

14 O ye men, it is not the great king, 
nor the multitude of men, neither is it 
wine, that +t excelleth; who is it then 
that ruleth them, or hath the lordship 
over them? are they not women ? 

15 Women have borne the king and 
= the people that bear rule by sea and 

and. 

16 Even of them came they: and they 
nourished them up that planted the vine- 
yards, from whence the wine cometh. 

17 These also make garments for men; 
these bring glory unto men; and with- 
out women cannot men be. 

18 Yea, and if men have gathered 
together gold and silver, or any other 
goodly thing, do they not love a woman 
which is comely in favour and beauty ? 

19 And letting all those things go, 
do they not gape, and even with open 
mouth fix their eyes fast on her; and 
have not all men more desire unto her 
than unto silver or gold, or any goodly 
thing whatsoever ? 

20 °A man leaveth his own father 
that brought him up, and his own 
country, and cleaveth unto his wife. 

21 He sticketh not to spend his life 
with his wife, and remembereth neither 
father, nor mother, nor country. 

22 By this also ye must know that 
women have dominion over you: do ye 
not labour and toil, and give and bring 
all to the woman ? 


23 Yea, a man taketh his sword, and |: 


goeth his way to rob and to steal, to 
sail upon the sea and upon rivers ; 
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24 And looketh upon a lion, and 
goeth in the darkness; and when he 
hath stolen, spoiled, and robbed, he 
bringeth it to his love. 

25 Wherefore a man loveth his wife 
better than father or mother. 

26 Yea, many there be that have 
run out of their wits for women, and 
become servants for their sakes. 

27 Many also have perished, have 
erred, and sinned, for women. 

93 And now do ye not believe me? is 
not the king great in his power? do 
not all regions fear to touch him ? | 

29 Yet did I see him and Apame the 
king’s concubine, the daughter of the 
admirable |i Bartacus, sitting at the right 
hand of the king, 

30 And taking the crown from the 
king’s head, and setting it upon her 
own head; she also struck the king 
with her left hand. 

31 And yet |ifor all this the king gaped 
and gazed upon her with open mouth: 
if she laughed upon him, he laughed 
also: but if she took any displeasure at 
him, the king was fain to flatter, that 
she might Il be reconciled to him again. 

32 O ye men, how can it be but wo- 
men should be strong, seeing they do 
thus ? : 

33 Then the king and the princes 
looked one upon another: so he began 
to speak of the truth. 

34 O ye men, are not women strong? 
great is the earth, high is the heaven, 
swift is the sun in his course, for he 
compasseth the heavens round about, 
and fetcheth his course again to his 
own place in one day. 

35 Is he not great that maketh these 
things? therefore great is the truth, 
and stronger than all things. 

36 All the earth || calleth upon the 
truth, and the heaven blesseth it: all 
works shake and tremble at it, and 


with it is no unrighteous thing. 


87 Wine is wicked, the king is wic- 
ked, women are wicked, all the chil- 
dren of men are wicked, and such are 
all their wicked works; and there is 
no truth in them; in their unrighte- 
ousness also they shall perish. 

88 As for the truth, it endureth, and 
is always strong; it liveth and con- 
quereth for evermore. 
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39 With her there is no accepting 
of persons or rewards; but she doeth 
the things that are just, and refraineth 
from all unjust and wicked things; and 
all men do well like of her works. 

_ 40 Neither in her judgment is any un- 
righteousness; and she is the strength, 
kingdom, power, and majesty, of all 
ages. Blessed be the God of truth. 

41 And with that he held his peace. 
And all the people then shouted, and 
said, Great is Truth, and mighty above 
all things. 

42 Then said the king unto him, Ask 
what thou wilt more than is appoint- 
ed in the writing, and we will give it 
thee, because thou art found wisest ; 
and thou shalt sit next me, and shalt 
| be called my cousin. 
| 43 Then said he unto the king, Re- 
! member thy vow, which thou hast vow- 
ed to build Jerusalem, in the day when 
thou camest to thy kingdom, 

44 And to send away all the vessels 
that were taken away out of Jerusalem, 
which Cyrus set apart, when he vowed 
to destroy Babylon, and to send them 
again thither. 

45 Thou also hast vowed to build up 
et 37.7. the temple, which the Edomites burn- 

~ ed when Judea was made desolate by 
the Chaldees. 

46 And now, O lord the king, this is 
that which I require, and which I de- 
sire of thee, and this is the princely 
liberality proceeding from thyself: I 
desire therefore that thou make good 
the vow, the performance whereof with 
thine own mouth thou hast vowed to 
the King of heaven. 

47 Then Darius the king stood up, 
and kissed him, and wrote letters for 
him unto all the treasurers and lieute- 
nants and captains and governors, that 
they should safely convey on their way 
both him, and all those that go up with 
him to build Jerusalem. 

48 He wrote letters also unto the 
lieutenants that were in Celosyria and 
Phenice, and unto them in Libanus, that 
they should bring cedar wood from Li- 
banus unto Jerusalem, and that they 
should build the city with him. 

49 Moreover he wrote for all the 
Jews that went out of his realm up 
into Jewry, concerning their freedom, 
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that no officer, no ruler, no lieutenant, 
nor || treasurer, should forcibly enter 
into their doors ; 

50 And that all the country which

they hold should be free without tri- 


bute; and that the Edomites should 
give over the villages of the Jews 
which then they held: 

51 Yea, that there should be yearly 
given twenty talents to the building of 
the temple, until the time that it were 
built; 

52 And other ten talents yearly, to 
maintain the burnt offerings upon the 
altar every day, as they had a com- 
mandment to offer seventeen : 

53 And that all they that went from 
Babylon to build the city should have 
free liberty, as well they as their pos- 
terity, and all the priests that went 
away. 

54 He wrote also concerning the 
charges, and the priests’ vestments 
wherein they minister ; 

55 And likewise for the charges of 
the Levites, to be given them until 
the day that the house were finished, 
and Jerusalem builded up. 

56 And he commanded to give to all 
that kept the city || pensions and wages. 

57 He sent away also all the vessels 
from Babylon, that Cyrus had set apart; 
and all that Cyrus had given in com- 
mandment, the same charged he also 
to be done, and sent unto Jerusalem. 

58 Now when this young man was 
gone forth, he lifted up his face to hea-

ven toward Jerusalem, and praised the © 


King of heaven, 

59 And said, From thee cometh victo- 
ry, from thee cometh wisdom, and thine 
is the glory, and I am thy servant. 

60 Blessed art thou, who hast given 
me wisdom: for to thee I give thanks, 
O Lord of our fathers. 

61 And so he took the letters, and 
went out, and came unto Babylon, and 
told it all his brethren. 

62 And they praised the God of their 
fathers, because he had given them free- 
dom and liberty 

63 To go up, and to build Jerusa- 
lem, and the temple which is called by 
his name: and they feasted with in- 
struments of musick and gladness seven 
days.

41 So of Israel, from them of twelve 
years old and upward, they were all in 
number forty thousand, beside menser- 
vants atfd womenservants two thou- 
sand three hundred and sixty. 

42 Their 'menservants and hand- 
maids were seven thousand three hun- 
dred forty and seven: the singing men 
and singing women, two hundred forty 
and five : 

43 ™Four hundred thirty and five 
camels, seven thousand thirty and six 
horses, two hundred forty and five 
mules, five thousand five hundred 
twenty and five || beasts used to the 
yoke. 

44 And certain of the chief of their 
families, when they came to the tem- 
ple of God that is in Jerusalem, vowed 
to set up the house again in his own 
place according to their ability, 

45 And to give into the holy trea- 
sury of the works a thousand pounds 
of gold, five thousand of silver, and an 
hundred priestly vestments. 

46 And so dwelt the priests and the 
Levites and the people in Jerusalem, 
and in the country, the singers also 
and the porters; and all Israel in their 
villages. 7

63 °Also of the priests and Levites, ° Ezra3.12, 
and of the chief of their families, the 
ancients who had seen the former house 
caine to the building of this with weep- 
ing and great crying. 

64 But many with trumpets and joy 
shouted with loud voice, 

65 Insomuch that the trumpets might 
not be ||heard for the weeping of the | or, 
people: yet the multitude sounded ““”’* 
marvellously, so that it was heard afar 
off. 

66 ? Wherefore when the enemies of ” Ezra 4.1, 
the tribe of Judah and Benjamin heard ““ 
it, they came to know what that noise 
of trumpets should mean. 

67 And they perceived that they that 
were of the captivity did build the tem- 
ple unto the Lord God of Israel. 

68 So they went to Zorobabel and 
Jesus, and to the chief of the families, 
and said unto them, We will build to- 
gether with you. 

69 For we likewise, as ye, do obey your 
Lord, and do sacrifice unto him from 
the days of || Azbazareth the king of the 
Assyrians, who brought us hither. 

70 Then Zorobabel and Jesus and 
the chief of the families of Israel said 
unto them, It is not for us and you to 
build together an house unto the Lord 
our God. 

71 We ourselves alone will build 
unto the Lord of Israel, according as

72 But the heathen of the land lying |

73 And by their secret plots, and po- 
pular persuasions and commotions, they 
hindered the finishing of the building 
all the time that king Cyrus lived: so 
they were hindered from building for 
the space of two years, || until the reign 
of Darius. 

CHAP. VI. 


1 The prophets stir up the people to build the temple. 8 
Darius is solicited to hinder 1: 27 but he doth further 
it by all means, 32 and threateneth those that shall 
hinder il. 


OW ‘in the second year of the 
reign of Darius Aggeus and Za- 
charias the son of || Addo, the prophets, 
prophesied unto the Jews in Jewry and. 
Jerusalem in the name of the Lord God 
of Israel, || which was upon thém. 

2 Then stood up Zorobabel the son 
of Salathiel, and Jesus the son of Jo- 
sedec, and began to build the house of 
the Lord at Jerusalem, the prophets of 
the Lord being with them, and helping 
them. 

3 At the same time came unto them 


‘| Sisinnes the governor of Syria and 


Phenice, with ||Sathrabuzanes and his 
companions, and said unto them, 

4 By whose appointment do ye build 
this house and this roof, and perform 
all the other things? and who are the 
workmen that perform these things ? 

5 Nevertheless the elders of the Jews 
obtained favour, because the Lord had 
visited the captivity ; 

6 And they were not hindered from 
building, until such time as significa- 
tion was given unto Marius concerning 
them, and an answer received. 

7 The copy of the letters which Si- 
sinnes, governor of Syria and Phenice, 
and Sathrabuzanes, with their compa- 
nions, rulers in Syria and Phenice, 
wrote and sent unto Darius; To king 


Darius, greeting : 


8 Let all things be known unto our 
lord the king, that being come into the 
country of Judea, and entered into the 
city of Jerusalem, we found in the city 
of Jerusalem the ancients of the Jews 
that were of the captivity | 

9 Building an house unto the Lord, 
great and new, of hewn and costly 
stones, and the timber already laid up- 
on the walls. 
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10 And those works are done with 
great speed, and the work goeth on 
prosperously in their hands, and with 
all glory and diligence is it made. 

11 Then asked we these elders, say- 
ing, By whose commandment build ye 
this house, and lay the foundations of 
these works ? 


12 Therefore to the intent that we. 


might give knowledge unto thee by 
writing, we demanded of them who 
were the chief doers, and we required 
of them the names in writing of their 
principal men. 

13 So they gave us this answer, We 
are the servants of the Lord which 
made heaven and earth. 

14 And as for this house, it was build- 
ed many years ago by a king of Israel 
great and strong, and was finished. 

15 But when our fathers provoked 
God unto wrath, and sinned against the 
Lord of Israel which is in heaven, he 
gave them over into the power of Na- 
buchodonosor king of Babylon, of the 
Chaldees ; 

16 Who pulled down the house, and 
burned it, and carried away the people 
captives unto Babylon. 

17 But in the first year that king 
Cyrus reigned over the country of Ba- 
bylon Cyrus the king wrote to build 
up this house. 

18 And the holy vessels of gold and 
of silver, that Nabuchodonosor had car- 
ried away out of the house at Jerusa- 
lem, and had set them in his own tem- 
ple, those Cyrus the king brought forth 
again out of the temple at Babylon, and 
they were delivered to || Zorobabel and 
to Sanabassarus the ruler, 

19 With commandment that he should 
carry away the same vessels, and put 
them in the temple at Jerusalem; and 
that the temple of the Lord should be 
built in his place. 

20 Then the same Sanabassarus, be- 
ing come hither, laid the foundations of 
the house of the Lord at Jerusalem ; 
and from that time to this being still a 
building, it is not yet fully ended. 

21 Now therefore, if it seem good un- 


to the king, let search be made among 


the || records of king Cyrus: 
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lem hath been done with the consent 
of king Cyrus, and if our lord the king 
be so minded, let him signify unto us 
thereof. 

23 ©Then commanded king Darius to 
seek among the records at Babylon: 
and so at Ecbatana the palace, which 
is in the country of Media, there was 
found a |lroll wherein these things were 
recorded. 

24 In the first year of the reign of 
Cyrus king Cyrus commanded that the 
house of the Lord at Jerusalem should 
be built again, where they do sacrifice 
with continual fire: 

25 Whose height shall be sixty cubits, 
and the breadth sixty cubits, with three 
rows of hewn stones, and one row of 
new wood of that country; and the 
expences thereof to be given out of the 
house of king Cyrus: 

26 And that the holy vessels of the 
house of the Lord, both of gold and 
silver, that Nubuchodonosor took out 
of the house at Jerusalem, and brought 
to Babylon, should be restored to the 
house at Jerusalem, and be set in the 
place where they were before. 

27 And also he commanded that Si- 
sinnes the governor of Syria and Phe- 
nice, and Sathrabuzanes, and their com- 
panions, and those which were appointed 
rulers in Syria and Phenice, should be 
careful not to meddle with the place, 
but suffer Zorobabel, the servant of the 
Lord, and governor of Judea, and the 
elders of the Jews, to build the house 
of the Lord in that place. 

98 I have commanded also to have it 
built up whole again; and that they 
look diligently to help those that be of 
the captivity of the Jews, till the house 
of the Lord be finished : 

29 And out of the tribute of Celo- 
syria and Phenice a portion carefully 
to be given these men for the sacrifices 
of the Lord, that is, to Zorobabel the 
governor, for bullocks, and rams, and 
lambs ; 

30 And also corn, salt, wine, and oil, 
and that continually every year with- 
out further question, according as the 
priests that be in Jerusalem shall sig- 
nify to be daily spent: 

$1 That | offerings may be made to 
the most high God for the king and for 
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his children, and that they may pray 
for their lives. 

32 And he commanded that whoso- 
ever should transgress, yea, or make 
light of any thing afore spoken or writ- 
ten, out of his own house should a tree 
be taken, and he thereon be hanged, 
and all his goods seized for the king. 

33 The Lord therefore, whose name 
is there called upon, utterly destroy 
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every king and nation, that stretcheth | 


out his hand to hinder or endamage 
that house of the Lord in Jerusalem. 
34 I Darius the king have ordained 
that according unto these things it be 
done with diligence. | 


CHAP. VII. 
1 Sisinnes and others help forward the building. 5 The

HEN °*Sisinnes the governor of 

Celosyria and Phenice, and Sath- 
rabuzanes, with their companions, fol- 
lowing the commandments of king 
Darius, 

2 Did very carefully oversee the holy 
works, assisting the ancients of the 
Jews and governors of the temple. 

3 And so the holy works prospered, 
when Aggeus and Zacharias the pro- 
phets prophesied. 

4 And they finished these things by 
the commandment of the Lord God of 
Isracl, and with ||the consent of Cy- 
rus, Darius, and Artaxerxes, kings of 
Persia. 

5 And thus was the holy house finish- 
ed in tthe three and twentieth day of 
the month Adar$in the sixth year of 
Darius king of the Persians. 

6 And the children of Israel, the 
priests, and the Levites, and others that 
were of the captivity, that were added 
unto them, did according to the things 
written in the book of Moses. 

7 And to the dedication of the tem- 
ple of the Lord they offered an hun- 
dred bullocks, two hundred rams, four 
hundred lambs; — 

8 And twelve goats for the sin of all 
Israel, according to the number of the 
ll chief of the tribes of Israel. 

9 The priests also and the Levites 
stood arrayed in their vestments, accord- 
ing to their tkindreds, in the service

11 They that were of the captivity 
were not all sanctified together : but the 
Levites were all sanctified together. 

12 And so they offered the pass- 
over for all them of the captivity, and 
for their brethren the priests, and for 
themselves. 

13 And the children of Israel that 
came out of the captivity did eat, even 
all they that had separated themselves 
from the abominations of the people of 
the land, and sought the Lord. 

14 And they kept the feast of unlea- 
vened bread seven days, making merry 
before the Lord, 

15 For that he had turned the || coun- 
sel of the king of Assyria toward them, 
to strengthen their hands in the works 
of the Lord God of Israel. 


CHAP. VIII.

ND after these things, when Ar- 
taxerxes the king of the Persians 
reigned, came Esdras the son of Saraias, 
the son of * Ezerias, the son of Helchiah, 
the son of Salum, 

2 The son of Sadduc, the son of A- 
chitob, the son of Amarias, the son of 
» Ezias, the son of ‘Meremoth, the son 
of Zaraias, the son of “Savias, the son 
of Boccas, the son of Abisum, the son 
of Phinees, the son of Eleazar, the son 
of Aaron t the chief priest. 

3 This Esdras went up from Babylon, 
as a scribe, being very ready in the law 
of Moses, that was given by the God 
of Israel. 

4 And the king did him honour: for 
he found grace in his sight in all his 
requests. 

5 There went up with him also 
certain of the children of Israel, of 
the priests, of the Levites, of the holy 
Singers, porters, and |i ministers of the 
temple, unto Jerusalem, 

6 In |lthe seventh year of the reign 


of Artaxerxes, in the fifth month, this 
was the king’s seventh year; for they 
went from Babylon in the first day of 
the first month, and came to Jerusalem, 
according to the Il prosperous journey 
which the Lord gave them. 

” For Esdras had very great skill, 
so that he omitted nothing of the law 
and commandments of the Lord, but 
taught all Israel the ordinances and 
judgments. | 

8 Now the copy of the || commission, 
which was written from Artaxerxes the 
king, and came to Esdras the priest 
and reader of the law of the Lord, is 
this that followeth ; 

9 King Artaxerxes unto Esdras the 
phase and reader of the law of the 

ord sendeth greeting : 

10 Having determined to deal gra- 
ciously, I have given order, that such 
of the nation of the Jews, and of the 
priests and Levites, being within our 
realm, as are willing and desirous, should 
go with thee unto Jerusalem. 

11 As many therefore as have a mind 
thereunto, let them depart with thee, 
as it hath seemed good both to me and 
my seven friends the counsellors ; 

12 That they may look unto the af- 
fairs of Judea and Jerusalem, agree- 
ably to that which is in the law of the 
Lord ; 

13 And carry the gifts unto the Lord 
of Israel to Jerusalem, which I and m 
friends have vowed, and all the gold 
and silver that in the country of Ba- 
bylon can be || found, to the Lord in 
Jerusalem, 

14 With that also which is given of 
the people for the temple of the Lord 
their God at Jerusalem: and that silver 
and gold may be collected for bullocks, 
rams, and lambs, and things thereunto 
appertaining ; 

15 To the end that they may offer 
sacrifices unto the Lord upon the altar 
of the Lord their God, which is in Je- 
rusalem. 

16 And whatsoever thou and thy 
brethren will do Il with the silver and 
gold, that do, according to the will of 
thy God.

71 And as soon as I had. heard these 
things, I rent my clothes, and the holy 
garment, and pulled off the hair from 
off my head and beard, and sat me 
down sad and very heavy. 

72 So all they that were then moved 
at the word of the Lord God of Israel 
assembled unto me, whilst I mourned 
for the iniquity: but I sat still full of 
heaviness until the evening sacrifice. 

73 Then rising up from the fast with 
my clothes and the holy garment rent, 
and bowing my knees, and stretching 
forth my hands unto the Lord, 

74 I said, O Lord, I am confounded 
and ashamed before thy face ; 

75 For our sins |lare multiplied above 
our heads, and our ignorances have 
reached up unto heaven. 

76 For ever since the time of our 
fathers we have been and are in great 
sin, even unto this day. 

77 And for our sins and our fathers’ 
we with our brethren and our kings 
and our priests were given up unto the 
kings of the earth, to the sword, and 


to captivity, and for a prey with shame, . 


unto this day. 

78 And now in some measure hath 
mercy been shewed unto us from thee, 
O Lord, that there should be left us a 
root and a name in the place of thy 
sanctuary ; 

79 And to discover unto us a light 
in the house of the Lord our God, and 
to give us tfood in the time of our 
servitude. 

80 Yea, when we were in bondage, 
Wwe were not forsaken of our Lord; but 
he made us gracious before the kings 
of Persia, so that they gave us food ; 

81 Yea, and honoured the temple of 
our Lord, and raised up the desolate 
Sion, that they have given us a sure 
abiding in Jewry and Jerusalem. 

82 And now, O Lord, what shall we 
say, having these things? for we have

83 That the land, which ye enter 
into to possess as an heritage, is a 
land polluted with the pollutions of the 
strangers of the land, and they have 
filled it with their uncleanness. 

84 Therefore now shall ye not join 
your daughters unto their sons, nei- 
ther shall ye take their daughters unto 
your sons. 

85 Moreover ye shall never seek to 
have peace with them, that ye may be 
strong, and eat the good things of the 
land, and that ye may leave the inhe- 
ritance of the land unto your children 
for evermore. | 

86 And all that is befallen is done 
unto us for our wicked works and great 
sins: for thou, O Lord, didst make our 
sins light, 

87 And didst give unto us such a 
root: but we have turned back again 
to transgress thy law, and to mingle 
ourselves with the uncleanness of the 
nations of the land. 

88 |i Mightest not thou be angry with 
us to destroy us, till thou hadst left us 
neither root, seed, nor name ? 

89 © Lord of Israel, thou art true: 
for we are left a root this day. 

90 Behold, now are we before thee 
in our iniquities, for we cannot stand 
any longer by reason of these things 
before thee. 

91 "And as Esdras in his prayer made 
his confession, weeping, and lying flat 
upon the ground before the temple, 
there gathered unto him from Jeru- 
salem a very great multitude of men 
and women and children: for there was 
great weeping among the multitude. 

92 Then Jechonias the son of Jeelus, 
one of the sons of Israel, called out, and 
said, O Esdras, we have sinned against 
the Lord God, we have married strange 
women of the nations of the land, and 
now is all Israel] | aloft. 

93 Let us make an oath to the Lord,

hold, of whom came all righteous men. ~~ 

12 And it happened, that when they 
that dwelt upon the earth began to 
multiply, and had gotten them many 
children, and were a great people, they 
began again to be more ungodly than 
the first. 

13 Now when they lived so wickedly 
before thee, * thou didst choose thee a ¢Gen.32.1 
man from among them, whose name 
was ‘ Abraham. 

14 Him thou lovedst, and unto him 
only thou shewedst thy will: 

15 And madest an everlasting cove- 
nant with him, promising him that thou 
wouldest never forsake his seed. 

16 ®And unto him thou gavest Isaac, ¢ Gen. 21. 
and "unto Isaac also thou gavest Jacob 3’q.,, os. 
and Esau. As for Jacob, thou ‘ didst 2.26. 
choose him to thee, and put by Esau: nom. s 13 
and so Jacob became a great multitude. 

17 And it came to pass, that when 
thou leddest his seed out of Egypt, 

“thou broughtest them up to the mount * Ex.19. 1. 
Sinai. eut. 4. 10. 

18 And bowing the heavens, thou 
didst set fast the earth, movedst the 
whole world, and madest the depths 
to tremble, and troubledst the men of 
that age. 

19 And thy glory went through four 
gates, of fire, and of earthquake, and of 
wind, and of cold; that thou mightest 
give the law unto the seed of Jacob, . 
land diligence unto the generation of 116, and t 
Israel. ba atawar 

20 And yet tookest thou not away jiu i 
from them a wicked heart, that thy seep it wien 
law, might bring forth fruit in them. “”"* 

21 For the first Adam bearing a 
wicked heart transgressed, and was 
overcome; and so be all they that are 
born of him. 

22 Thus infirmity was made perma- ' Rom. 7.8, 
nent; and the law (also) in the heart ** 
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of the people with the malignity of the 
root; so that the good departed away, 
and the evil abode still. 

23 So the times passed away, and the 
years were brought to an end: ™ then 
didst thou raise thee up a servant, call- 
ed David: 

24" Whom thou commandedst to build 
’ a city unto thy name, and to offer in- 
cense and oblations unto thee therein. 

25 When this was done many years, 
then they that inhabited the city for- 
sook thee, 

96 And in all things did even as A- 
dam and all his generations had done: 
for they also had a wicked heart: 

27 And so thou gavest thy city over 
into the hands of thine enemies. 

28 Are their deeds then any better 
that inhabit Babylon, that they should 
therefore have the dominion over Sion? 

29 For when I came thither, and had 
seen impieties without number, then 
my soul saw many evildoers in this 
thirtieth year, so that my heart failed 
me. 

30 For I have seen how thou sufferest 
them sinning, and hast spared wicked 
doers: and hast destroyed thy people, 
and hast preserved thine enemies, and 
hast not signified it. 

31 || I do not remember how this way 
may be left: Are they then of Babylon 
better than they of Sion ? 

32 Or is there any other people that 
knoweth thee beside Israel? or what 
generation hath so believed thy cove- 
nants as Jacob ? 

33 And yet their reward appeareth 
not, and their labour hath no fenit - for 
I have gone here and there through 
the heathen, and I see that they || flow 
in wealth, and think not upon thy 
commandments. 

34 Weigh thou therefore our wick- 
edness now in the balance, and their’s 
also that dwell in the world; and so 
shall thy name no where be found but 
in Israel. 

35 Or when was it that they which 
dwell upon the earth have not sinned 
in thy sight? or what people have so 
kept thy commandments? 

86 Thou shalt find that Israel by 
name hath kept thy precepts; but not 
the heathen. © 
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CHAP. IV. 

1 The angel declareth the ignorance of Esdras in God's 
judgments, 13 and adviseth him not to meddle mith 
things above his reach. 23 Nevertheless Esdras asketh 
divers questions, and recetveth answers to them. 


ND the gngel that was sent unto 
me, whose name was Uriel, gave 
me an answer, * 

2 And said, Thy heart hath gone too 
far in this world, and thinkest thou to 
comprehend the way of the most High? 

3 Then said I, Yea, my lord. And he 
answered me, and said, I am sent to 
shew thee three ways, and to set forth 
three similitudes before thee: 

4 Whereof if thou canst declare me 
one, I will shew thee also the way that 
thou desirest to see, and I shall shew 
thee from whence the wicked heart 
cometh. 

5 And I said, Tell on, my lord. Then 
said he unto me, Go thy way, weigh me 
the weight of the fire, or measure me 
the blast of the wind, or call me again 
the day that is past. 

6 Then answered I and said, What 
man is able to do that, that thou should- 
est ask such things of me? 

7 And he said unto me, If I should 
ask thee how great dwellings are in the 
midst of the sea, or how many springs 
are in the beginning of the deep, or how 
many springs are above the firmament, 
or which are the outgoings of paradise: 

8 Peradventure thou wouldest say 
unto me, I never went down into the 
deep, nor as yet into hell, neither did I 
ever climb up into heaven. 

9 Nevertheless now have I asked thee 
but only of the fire and wind, and of 
the day wherethrough thou hast pass- 
ed, and of things from which thou canst 
not be separated, and yet canst thou 
give me no answer of them. 

10 He said moreover unto me, Thine 
own things, and such as are grown up 
with thee, canst thou not know; 

11 How should thy vessel then be able 
to comprehend the way of the Highest, 
and, the world being now outwardly 
corrupted, to understand the |i corrup- 
tion that is evident in my sight ? 

12 Then said I unto him, It were bet- 
ter that we were not at all, than that 
we should live still in wickedness, and 
to suffer, and not to know wherefore. 

13 He answered me, and said, I went 
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aJudg. 9.8. into a forest into a plain, and the “trees 
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land. 


{| Or, waves. 


I] Or, the 
land. 
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John 3. 31. 
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took counsel, 

14 And said, Come, let us go and 
make war against the sea, that it may 
depart away before us, and that we 
may make us more woods. a 

15 The floods of the sea also in like 
manner took counsel, and said, Come, 
let us go up and subdue the woods of 
the plain, that there also we may make 
us another country. 

16 The thought of the wood was in 
vain, for the fire came and consumed it. 

17 The thought of the floods of the 
sea came likewise to nought, for the 
sand stood up and stopped them. 

18 If thou wert judge now betwixt 
these two, whom wouldest thou begin 
to justify? or whom wouldest thou 
condemn ? 

19 I answered and said, Verily it is 
a foolish thought that they both have 
devised, for || the ground is given unto 
the wood, and the sea also hath his 
place to bear his Il floods. 

20 Then answered he me, and said, 
Thou hast given a right judgment, but 
why judgest thou not thyself also ? 

21 For like as ithe ground is given 
unto the wood, and the sea to his 
floods: even so >they that dwell upon 
the earth may understand nothing but 
that which is upon the earth: and he 
that dwelleth above the heavens may 
only understand the things that are 
above the height of the heavens. 

22 Then answered I and said, I be- 
seech thee, O Lord, let me have un- 
derstanding : 

23 For it was not my mind to be 
curious of the high things, but of such 
as pass by us daily, namely, wherefore 
Israel is given up as a reproach to the 
heathen, and for what cause the people 
Whom thou hast loved is given over 
unto ungodly nations, and why the law 
of our forefathers is brought to nought, 
and the written covenants come || to 
none effect, 

24 And we pass away out of the world 
as hace) and our life is astonish- 
ment and fear, and we are not worthy 
to obtain mercy. 

25 What will he then do unto his 
name whereby we are called? of these 
things have I asked. 
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26 Then answered he me, and said, 
The more thou searchest, the more 
thou shalt marvel; for the world hast- 
eth fast to pass away, 

27 And cannot comprehend the things 
that are promised to the righteous in 
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time to come: for ‘this world is full of © 1 John & 


unrighteousness and infirmities. 

28 But as concerning the things 
whereof thou askest me, I will tell 
thee; for the evil is sown, but the de- 
struction thereof is not yet come. 

29 If therefore that which is sown 
be not turned upside down, and if the 
place where the evil is sown pass not 
away, then cannot it come that is sown 
with good. 

30 For the grain of evil seed hath been 
sown in the heart of Adam from the 
beginning, and how much ungodliness 
hath it brought up unto this time? and 
how much shall it yet bring forth until 
the Iltime of threshing come ? 

31 Ponder now by thyself, how great 
fruit of wickedness the grain of evil 
seed hath brought forth. 

32 And when the ears shall be cut 
down, which are without number, how 
great a floor shall they fill ? 

33 Then I answered and said, How, 
and when shall these things come to 
pass? wherefore are our years few and 
evil ? 

34 And he answered me, saying, Do 
not thou hasten above the most High- 
est: for thy haste is in vain to be above 
hin, for thou hast much exceeded. 

35 Did not the souls also of the righ- 
teous ask question of these things in 
their chambers, saying, How long shall 
I hope on this fashion? when cometh 
the fruit of the floor of our reward ? 

36 And unto these things || Uriel the 
archangel gave them answer, and said, 
Even when the number of seeds is 
filled in you: for he hath weighed the 
world in the balance. 

37 By measure hath he measured the 
times, and by number hath he number- 
ed the times; and he doth not move 
nor stir them, until the said measure 
be fulfilled. 

88 Then answered I and said, O Lord 
that bearest rule, even we all are full 
of impiety. 


39 And for our sakes peradventure it 
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is that the floors of the righteous are 
not filled, because of the sins of them 
that dwell upon the earth. 

40 So he answered me, and said, Go 
thy way to a woman with child, and 
ask of her when she hath fulfilled her 
nine months, if her womb may keep 
the birth any longer within her. 

41 Then said I, No, Lord, that can 
she not. And he said unto me, In the 
grave the chambers of souls are like 
the womb of a woman: 

42 For like as a woman that travail- 
eth maketh haste to escape the neces- 
sity of the travail: even so do these 
places haste to deliver those things that 
are committed unto them. 

43 From the beginning, look, what 
thou desirest to see, it shall be shewed 
thee. 

44 Then answered I and said, If I 
have found favour in thy sight, and if 
it be possible, and if I be meet there- 
fore, 

-45 Shew me then whether there be 
more to come than is past, or more 
past than is to come. 

46 What is past I know, but what is 
for to come I know not. 

47 And he said unto me, Stand up 
upon the right side, and I shall ex- 
pound the similitude unto thee. 

48 So I stood, and saw, and, behold, 
an hot burning oven passed by before 
me: and it happened, that when the 
flame was gone by I looked, and, be- 
hold, the smoke remained still. 

49 After this there passed by before 
me a watery cloud, and sent down 
much rain with a storm; and when 
the stormy rain was past, the drops 
remained still. 

50 Then said he unto me, Consider 
with thyself; as the rain is more than 
the drops, and as the fire is greater 
than the smoke; but the drops and the 
smoke remain behind: so the || quan- 
tity which is past did more exceed. 

51 Then I prayed, and said, May I 
live, thinkest thou, until that time? or 
ll what shall happen in those days ? 

52 He answered me, and said, As for 
the tokens whereof thou askest me, I 
may tell thee of them in part: but as 
touching thy life, I am not sent to 
shew thee; for I do not know it. 
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CHAP. V. 


1 The signs of the times to come. 23 He asketh why God, 
choosing but one people, did cast them off. 30 He ts 
taught, that God’s judgments are unsearchable, 46 and 
that God doeth not all at once. 


bn ae et deere coe as concernin 
the tokens, behold, the days shal 
come, that they which dwell upon earth 
li shall be taken in a great number, and 
the way of truth shall be hidden, and 
the land shall be barren of faith. 

2 But “iniquity shall be increased 
above that which now thou seest, or 
that thou hast heard long ago. 

3 And the land, Iithat thou seest 
now to have root, shalt thou see wast- 
ed suddenly. 

4 But if the most High grant thee 
to live, thou shalt see after the third 
trumpet that the sun shall suddenly 
shine again in the night, and the moon 
thrice in the day: 

5 And blood shall drop out of wood, 
and the stone shall give his voice, and 
the people shall be troubled : 

6 And even he shall rule, whom they 
look not for that dwell upon the earth, 
and the fowls shall take their flight 
away together : 

7 And the Sodomitish sea shall cast 
out fish, and make a noise in the night, 
which many have not known: but they 
shall all hear the voice thereof. 

8 There shall be a confusion also in 
many places, and the fire shall be oft 
llsent out again, and the wild beasts 
shall change their places, and men- 
struous women shall bring forth mon- 
sters : 

9 And salt waters shall be found in 
the sweet, and all friends shall destroy 
one another; then shall wit hide itself, 
and understanding withdraw itself into 
his secret chamber, 

10 And shall be sought of many, and 
yet not be found: then shall unright- 
eousness and incontinency be multi- 
plied upon earth. 

11 One land also shall ask another, 
and say, Is righteousness that maketh 
a man righteous gone through thee ? 
And it shall say, No. 

12 At the same time shall men hope, 
but nothing obtain: they shall labour, 
but their ways shall not |i prosper. 

13 To shew thee such tokens I have 
leave; and if thou wilt pray again, and 
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weep as now, and fast seven days, thou pared others, and why hast thou scatter- 


shalt hear yet greater things. 

14 Then I awaked, and an extreme 
fearfulness went through all my body, 
and my mind was troubled, so that it 
fainted. 

15 So the angel that was come to 
talk with me held me, comforted me, 
and set me up upon my feet. 

16 And in the second night it came 
to pass, that Salathiel the captain of 
the people came unto me, saying, Where 
hast thou been? and why is thy coun- 
tenance so heavy ? 

17 Knowest thou not that Israel is 
committed unto thee in the land of 
their captivity ? 

18 Up then, and eat bread, and for- 
sake us not, as the shepherd that leaveth 
his flock in the hands of cruel wolves. 

19 Then said I unto him, Go thy 
ways from me, and come not nigh me. 
And he heard what I said, and went 
from me. 

20 And so I fasted seven days, mourn- 
ing and weeping, like as Uriel the angel 
commanded me. 

21 And after seven days so it was, 
that the thoughts of my heart were 
very grievous unto me again, 

22 And my soul recovered the spirit 
of understanding, and I began to talk 
with the most High again, 

23 And said, O Lord that bearest 
rule, of every wood of the earth, and 
of all the trees thereof, thou hast cho- 
sen thee one only vine: 

24 And of all lands of the whole world 
thou hast chosen thee one pit: and of 
all the flowers thereof one lily : 

25 And of all the depths of the sea 
thou hast filled thee one river: and of 
all builded cities thou hast hallowed 
Sion unto thyself: 

26 And of all the fowls that are cre- 
ated thou hast named thee one dove: 
and of all the cattle that are made 
thou hast provided thee one sheep: 

27 And among all the multitudes of 
people thou hast gotten thee one peo- 
ple: and unto this people, whom thou 

ovedst, thou gavest a law that is ap- 
proved of all. 

_28 And now, O Lord, why hast thou 
given this one people over unto many ? 


fOr, over, and ilupon the one root hast thou pre- . 
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ed thy only one people among many ? 

29 And they which did gainsay thy 
promises, and believed not thy cove- 
nants, have trodden them down. 

30 If thou didst so much hate thy 
people, yet shouldest thou punish them 
with thine own hands. 

31 Now when I had spoken these 
words, the angel that came to me the 
night afore was sent unto me, 

32 And said unto me, Hear me, and 
I will instruct thee; hearken to the 
thing that I say, and I shall tell thee 
more. 

33 And I said, Speak on, my Lord. 
Then said he unto me, Thou art sore 
troubled in mind for Israel’s sake: 
»lovest thou that people better than 
he that made them ? 

34 And I said, No, Lord: but of very 
grief have I spoken: for my reins pain 
me every hour, while I labour to com- 
prehend the way of the most High, and 
to seek out part of his judgment. 

35 And he said unto me, Thou canst 
not. And I said, Wherefore, Lord ? 
whereunto was I born then? or why 
was not my mother’s womb then my 
grave, that I might not have seen the 
travail of Jacob, and the wearisome 
toil of the stock of Israel ? 

36 And he said unto me, Number 
me the things that are not yet come, 
gather me together the drops that are 
scattered abroad, make me the flowers 
green again that are withered, 

37 Open me the places that are clos- 
ed, and bring me forth the winds that 
in them are shut up, shew me the im- 
age of a voice: and then I will declare 
to thee the thing that thou labourest 
to know. 

38 And I said, O Lord that bearest 
rule, who may know these things, but 
he ‘that hath not his dwelling with 
men ? 

39 As for me, I am unwise: how 
may I then speak of these things 
whereof thou askest me ? 

40 Then said he unto me, Like as 
thou canst do none of these things 
that I have spoken of, even so canst 
thou not find out my judgment, or in 
the end the love that 1 have promised 
unto my people. a 
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41 And I said, Behold, O Lord, yet 
art thou nigh unto them that be re- 
served till the end: and what. shall 
they do that have been before me, or 
we that be now, or they that shall 
come after us ? | 

42 And he said unto me, I will liken 
my judgment unto a ring: like as there 
is no slackness of the last, even so there 
is no swiftness of the first. 

43 So I answered and said, Couldest 
thou not make those that have been 
made, and be now, and that are for to 
come, at once; that thou mightest shew 
thy judgment the sooner ? 

44 Then answered he me, and said, 
The creature may not haste above the 
maker; neither may the world hold them 
at once that shall be created therein. 

45 And I said, As thou hast said unto 
thy servant, that thou, which givest life 
to all, hast given life at once to the 
creature that thou hast created, and 
the creature bare it: even so it might 
now also bear them that now be pre- 
sent at once. 

46 And he said unto me, Ask the 
womb of a woman, and say unto her, 
If thou bringest forth children, why 
dost thou it not together, but one after 
another? pray her therefore to bring 
forth ten children at once. 

47 And I said, She cannot: but must 
do it by distance of time. 

48 Then said he unto me, Even so 
have I given the womb of the earth to 
those that be sown in it in their times. 

49 For like as a young child may not 
bring forth the things that belong to 
the aged, even so have I disposed the 
world which I created. 

50 And I asked, and _ said, Seeing 
thou hast now given me the way, I will 
proceed to speak before thee: for our 
mother, of whom thou hast told me 
that she is young, draweth now nigh 
unto age. : 

51 He answered me, and said, Ask a 
woman that beareth children, and she 
‘shall tell thee. 

52 Say unto her, Wherefore are not 
‘they whom thou hast now brought 
forth like those that were before, but 
less of stature ? 

58 And she shall answer thee, The 
that be born in the strength of yout 


athe 
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are of one fashion, and they that are 
born in the time of age, when the 
womb faileth, are otherwise. 

54 Consider thou therefore also, how 
that ye are less of stature than those 
that were before you. 

55 And so are they that come after 
you less than ye, as the creatures which 
now begin to be old, and have passed 
over the strength of youth. 

56 Then said I, Lord, I beseech thee, 
if I have found favour in thy sight, 
shew thy servant by whom thou visit- 
est thy creature. 

CHAP. VI. 


1 God's purpose is eternal. 8 The next world shail follow 
this immediately. 13 What shall fall out at the last. 
31 He is promised more knowledge, 38 and reckoneth 
up the works of the creation, 57 and complaineth that 
they have no part in the world for whom tt was made. 


ND he said unto me, In the begin- 

ning, when the || earth was made, 

before the borders of the world stood, 
or ever the winds blew, 

2 Before it thundered and lighten- 
ed, or ever the foundations of paradise 
were laid, 

3 Before the fair flowers were seen, 
or ever the moveable powers were esta- 
blished, before the innumerable multi- 
tude of angels were gathered together, 

4 Or ever the heights of the air were 
lifted up, before the measures of the fir- 
Mmament were named, or ever the chim- 
neys in Sion were hot, 

5 And ere the present years were 
sought out, and or ever the inventions 
of them that now sin were turned, be- 
fore they were sealed that have gather- 
ed faith for a treasure: 

6 Then did I consider these things, 
and they all were made through me 
alone, and through none other: by me 
also they shall be ended, and by none 
other. 

7 Then answered I and said, What 
shall be the parting asunder of the 
times ? or when shall be the end of 
the first, and the beginning of it that 
followeth ? 

8 And he said unto me, From Abra- 
ham unto Isaac, when Jacob and Esau 
were born of him, *Jacob’s hand held 
ll first the heel of Esau. 

9 For Esau is the end of the world, 
and Jacob is the beginning of it that 
followeth. 
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10 The hand of man is betwixt the 
heel and the hand: other question, Es- 
dras, ask thou not. 

11 I answered then and said, O Lord 
that bearest rule, if I have found fa- 
vour in thy sight, 

12 I beseech thee, shew thy servant 
the end of thy tokens, whereof thou 
shewedst me part the last night. 

13 So he answered and said unto 
me, Stand up upon thy feet, and hear 
a mighty sounding voice. 

14 And it shall be as it were a great 
motion; but the place where thou 
standest shall not be moved. 

15 And therefore when it speaketh 
be not afraid: for the word is of the 
end, and the foundation of the earth is 
understood. 

16 And why? because the speech of 
these things trembleth and is moved: 
for it knoweth that the end of these 
things must be changed. 

17 And it happened, that when I 
had heard it I stood up upon my feet, 
and hearkened, and, behold, there was 
a voice that spake, and the sound of it 
was like the sound of many waters. 

18 And it said, Behold, the days come, 
that I will begin to draw nigh, and to 
visit them that dwell upon the earth, 

19 And will begin to make inquisi- 
tion of them, what they be that have 
hurt unjustly with their unrighteous- 
ness, and when the affliction of Sion 
shall be fulfilled ; 

20 And when the world, that shall 
begin to vanish away, shall be || finish- 
ed, then will I shew these tokens: the 
books shall be opened before the firma- 
ment, and they shall see all together : 

21 And the children of a year old shall 
speak with their voices, the women 
with child shall bring forth untimely 
children of three or four months old, 
and they shall live, and be raised up. 

22 And suddenly shall the sown places 
appear unsown, the full storehouses 
shall suddenly be found empty : 

b 

23 And "the trumpet shall give a 
sound, which when every man heareth, 
they shall be suddenly afraid. 

24 At that time shall friends fight 
one against another like enemies, and 
the earth shall stand in fear with those 
that dwell therein, the springs of the 
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fountains shall stand still, and in three 
hours they shall not run. 

25 Whosoever remaineth from all 
these that I have told thee shall es- 
cape, and see my salvation, and the end 
of your world. 

96 And the men that are received 
shall see it, who have not tasted death 
from their birth: and the heart of the 
inhabitants shall be changed, and turn- 
ed into another meaning. 

27 For evil shall be put out, and de- 
ceit shall be quenched. 

28 As for faith, it shall flourish, corru 
tion shall be overcome, and the truth, 
which hath been so long without fruit, 
shall be declared. 

29 And when he talked with me, be- 
hold, I looked by little and little upon 
him before whom I stood. 

30 And these words said he unto me; 
I am come to shew thee the time of 
the night to come. 

31 lf thou wilt pray yet more, and 
fast seven days again, I shall tell thee 
greater things || by day than I have 
heard. 

32 For thy voice is heard before the 
most High: for the Mighty hath seen 
thy righteous dealing, he hath seen also 
thy chastity, which thou hast had ever 
since thy youth. 

33 And therefore hath he sent me 
to shew thee all these things, and to 
suy unto thee, Be of good comfort, and 
fear not. 

34 And hasten not with the times 
that are past, to think vain things, that 
thou mayest not hasten from the latter 
times. 

35 And it came to pass after this, 
that I wept again, and fasted seven 
days in like manner, that I might ful- 
fil the three weeks which he told me. 

86 And in the eighth night was my 
heart vexed within me again, and I be- 
gan to speak before the most High. 

37 For my spirit was greatly set on 
fire, and my soul was in distress. 

38 And I said, O Lord, thou spakest 
from the beginning of the creation, 
even the first day, and saidst thus; 
‘Let heaven and earth be made; and 
thy word was a perfect work. 

39 And then was the spirit, and dark- 
ness and silence were on every side; 
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the sound of man’s voice was not yet 
formed. 

40 “Then commandedst thou a fair 
light to come forth of thy treasures, 
that thy work might appear. 

41 *Upon the second day thou mad- 
est the spirit of the firmament, and 
commandedst it to part asunder, and 
to make a division betwixt the waters, 
that the one part might go up, and the 
other remain beneath. 

42 ‘Upon the third day thou didst 
command that the waters should be 
gathered in the seventh part of the 
earth: six parts hast thou dried up, 
and kept them, to the intent that of 
these some being planted of God and 
tilled might serve thee. } 

43 For as soon as thy word went 
forth the work was made. 

44 For immediately there was great 
and innumerable fruit, and many and 
divers pleasures for the taste, and flow- 
ers of unchangeable colour, and odours 
of wonderful smell: and this was done 
the third day. 

45 © Upon the fourth day thou com- 
mandedst that the sun should shine, 
and the moon give her light, and the 
stars should be in order: 

46 And gavest them a charge to do 
service unto man, that was to be made. 

47 Upon the fifth day thou saidst 
unto the seventh part, ‘where the wa- 
ters were gathered, that it should bring 
forth living creatures, fowls and fishes: 
and so it came to pass. 

48 For the dumb water and without 


life brought forth living things at the. 


commandment of God, that all people 
might praise thy wondrous works. 

49 Then didst thou ordain two living 
creatures, the one thou calledst || Enoch, 
and the other Leviathan ; 

50 And didst separate the one from 
the other: for the seventh part, name- 
ly, where the water was gathered toge- 
ther, might not hold them both. 

51 Unto Enoch thou gavest one part, 
which was dried up the third day, that 
he should dwell in the same part, where- 
in are a thousand hills: 

52 But unto Leviathan thou gavest 
the seventh part, namely, the moist; 
and hast kept him to be devoured of 
whom thou wilt, and when. 
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53 * n the sixth day thou gavest 
Pesci sortie unto the earth, that be- 
fore thee it should bring forth beasts, 
cattle, and creeping things: 

54 And after these, Adam also, whom 
thou madest lord of all thy creatures: 
of him come we all, and the people also 
whom thou hast chosen. 

55 All this have I spoken before thee, 
O Lord, because thou madest the world 
for our sakes. 

56 As for the other people, which 
also come of Adam, thou hast said that 
they are nothing, but be like unto spit- 
tle: and hast likened the abundance of 
them unto a drop that falleth from a 
vessel. 

57 And now, O Lord, behold, these 
heathen, which have ever been reputed 
as nothing, have begun to be lords over 
us, and to devour us. 

58 But we thy people, whom thou 
hast called thy firstborn, thy only be- 
gotten, and thy fervent lover, are given 
into their hands. 

59 If the world now be made for our 
sakes, why do we not possess an inhe- 
ritance with the world ? how long shall 
this endure ? 


CHAP. VII. 


4 The way is narrow. 12 When it was made narrow. 28 
All shall die, and rise again. 33 Christ shall sit tn 
judgment. 46 God hath not made paradise i vain, 
62 and is merciful. 


ND when I had made an end of 

speaking these words, there was 

sent unto me the angel which had been 
sent unto me the nights afore: ° 

2 And he said unto me, Up, Esdras, 
and hear the words that Iam come to 
tell thee. 

8 And I said, Speak on, my God. 
Then said he unto me, The sea is set 
in a wide place, that it might be deep 
and great. 

4 But put the case the entrance were 
narrow, and like a river; 

5 Who then could go into the sea to 
look upon it, and to rule it? if he went 
not through the narrow, how could he 
come into the broad ? 

6 There is also another thing; A city 
is builded, and set upon a broad field, 
and is full of all good things: 

7 The entrance thereof is narrow, and 
is set in a || dangerous place to fall, like 
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as if there were a fire on the right hand, 
and on the left a deep water: 

8 And one only path between them 
both, even between the fire and the 
water, so small that there could but 
one man go there at once. _ 

9 If this city now were given unto 
a man for an inheritance, if he never 
shall pass the danger set before it, how 
shall he receive this inheritance ? 

10 And I said, It is so, Lord. Then 
said he unto me, Even so also is Israel’s 
portion. 

11 Because for their sakes I made 
the world: and when Adam transgress- 
ed my statutes, then was decreed that 
now is done. 

12 Then were the entrances of this 
world made narrow, full of sorrow and 
travail: they are but few and evil, full 
of perils, and very painful. 

18 For the entrances of the || elder 
world were wide and sure, and brought 
immortal fruit. 

14 If then they that live labour not 
to enter these strait and vain things, 
they can never receive those that are 
laid up for them. 

15 Now therefore why disquietest 
thou thyself, seeing thou art but a cor- 
ruptible man? and why art thou mov- 
ed, whereas thou art but mortal ? 

16 Why hast thou not considered in 
thy mind this thing that is to come, 
rather than that which is present ? 

17 Then answered I and said, O Lord 
that bearest rule, thou hast ordained 
in thy “law, that the righteous should 
inherit these things, but that the un- 
godly should perish. 

18 Nevertheless the righteous shall 
suffer strait things, and hope for wide: 
for they that have done wickedly have 
suffered the strait things, and yet shall 
not see the wide. 

_ 19 And he said unto me, There is no 
Judge above God, and none that hath 
understanding above the Highest. 

20 For there be many that perish in 
this life, because they despise the law 
of God that is set before them. 

21 For God hath given strait com- 
mandment to such as came, what they 
should do to live, even as they came, 


and what they should observe to avoid 
punishment. 
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22 Nevertheless they were not obe- 
dient unto him; but spake against him, 
and imagined vain things; 

23 And deceived themselves by their 
wicked deeds; and said of the most 
High, that he is not; and knew not 
his ways: 

24 But his law have they despised, 
and denied his covenants; in his sta- 
tutes have they not been faithful, and 
have not performed his works. 

95 And therefore, Esdras, for the 
empty are empty things, and for the 
full are the full things. 

26 Behold, the time shall come, that 
these tokens which I have told thee shall 
come to pass, and the bride shall appear, 
and she coming forth shall be seen, that 
now is withdrawn from the earth. 

27 And whosoever is delivered from 
the foresaid evils shall see my wonders. 

28 For my son Jesus shall be reveal- 
ed with those that be with him, and 
they that remain shall rejoice within 
four hundred years. 

299 After these years shall my son 
Christ die, and all men that have life. 

30 And the world shall be turned 
into the old silence seven days, like as 
in the ||\former judgments: so that no 
man shall remain. 

31 And after seven days the world, 
that yet awaketh not, shall be raised 
up, and that shall die that is corrupt. 

32 And the earth shall restore those 
that are asleep in her, and so shall the 
dust those that dwell in silence, and the 
secret places shall deliver those souls 
that were committed unto them. 

33 And the most High shall appear 
upon the seat of judgment, and misery 
shall pass away, and the long suffering 
shall have an end: 

34 But judgment only shall remain, 
truth shall stand, and faith shall wax 
strong : | 

35 And the work shall follow, and 
the reward shall be shewed, and the 
good deeds shall be of force, and wick- 
ed deeds shall bear no rule. 
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37 4And Jesus after him for Israel in | or, Ache. 


the time of || Achan: 


38 And *Samuel and ‘David for the haa 
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that should come to the sanctuary : 

39 And "Helias for those that re- 
ceived rain; and for the dead, that he 
might live : 

40 And ‘Ezechias for the people in 
the time of Sennacherib: and many 
for many. 

41 Even so now, seeing corruption is 
grown up, and wickedness increased, 
and the righteous have prayed for the 
ungodly : wherefore shall it not be so 
now also? 

42 He answered me, and said, This 
present life is not the end where much 
glory doth abide; therefore have they 
prayed for the weak. 

43 But the day of doom shall be the 
end of this time, and the beginning of 
the immortality for to come, wherein 
corruption is past, 

44 Intemperance is at an end, infide- 
lity is cut off, righteousness is grown, 
and truth is sprung up. 

45 Then shall no man be able to save 
him that is destroyed, nor to oppress 
him that hath gotten the victory. 

46 I answered then and said, This is 
my first and last saying, that it had 
been better not to have given the earth 
unto Adam: or else, when it was giv- 
en him, to have restrained him from 
sinning. 

47 For what profit is it for men 
now in this present time to live in 
heaviness, and after death to look for 
punishment ? 

48 Q thou Adam, what hast thou 
done? for though it was «thou that 
sinned, thou art not fallen alone, but 
we all that come of thee. 

49 For what profit is it unto us, if 
there be promised us an immortal time, 
whereas we have done the works that 
bring death ? 

50 And that there is promised us an 
everlasting hope, whereas ourselves be- 
ing most wicked are made vain ? 

51 And that there are laid up for us 
dwellings of health and safety, whereas 
we have lived wickedly ? 

52 And that the glory of the most 
High is kept to defend them which 
have led |la wary life, whereas we have 
walked in the most wicked ways of all? 

58 And that there should be shewed 
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a paradise, whose fruit endureth for 
ever, wherein is |lsecurity and medi- 
cine, since we shall not enter into it ? 

54 (For we have walked in unplea- 
sant places.) 

55 And that the faces of them which 
have used abstinence shall shine above 
the stars, whereas our faces shall be 
blacker than darkness ? 

56 For while we lived and commit- 
ted iniquity, we considered not that we 
should begin to suffer for it after death. 

57 Then answered he me, and said, 
This is the || condition of the battle, 
which man that is born upon the earth 
shall fight ; 

58 That, if he be overcome, he shall 
suffer as thou hast said: but if he get 
the victory, he shall receive the thing 
that I say. 

59 For this is the life whereof Moses 
spake unto the people while he lived, 
saying, 'Choose thee life, that thou 
mayest live. 

60 Nevertheless they believed not 
him, nor yet the prophets after him, no 
nor me which have spoken unto them, 

61 That there should not be such 
heaviness in their destruction, as shall 
be joy over them that are persuaded to 
salvation. 

62 I answered then, and said, I know, 
Lord, that the most High is called mer- 
ciful, in that he hath mercy upon them 
which are not yet come into the world, 

63 And upon those also that turn to 
his law; 

64 And that “he is patient, and long 
suffereth those that have sinned, as his 
creatures ; 

65 And that he is bountiful, for he 
is ready to give where it needeth ; 

66 And that he is of great mercy, for 
he multiplieth more and more mercies 
to them that are present, and that are 
past, and also to them which are to 
come. 

67 For if he shall not multiply his 
mercies, the world would not continue 
with them that inherit therein. 

68 And he pardoneth ; " for if he did 
not so of his goodness, that they which 
have committed iniquities might be 
eased of them, the ten thousandth part 
of men should not remain living. 

69 And being judge, if he should not

1 Many created, but few saved. 6 He asketh why God 
destroyeth his own foe 26 and prayeth God to look 
upon the people which only serve him, 41 God an- 
swereth, that all seed cometh not to good, 52 and that 
glory is prepared for him and such like. 

ND he answered me, saying, The 
most High hath made this world 


for many, but the world to come for 


ew. 

2 I will tell thee a similitude, Es- 
dras; As when thou askest the earth, 
it shall say unto thee, that it giveth 
much mould whereof earthen vessels 
are made, but little dust that gold com- 
eth of: even so is the course of this 
present world. 

3 *There be many created, but few 
shall be saved. 

4 So answered I and said, Swallow 
then down, O my soul, understanding, 
and devour wisdom. 

5 For thou hast agreed to give ear, 
and art willing to prophesy: for thou 
hast no longer space than only to live. 

6 O Lord, if thou suffer not thy ser- 
vant, that we may pray before thee, 
and |ithou give us seed unto our heart, 
and culture to our understanding, that 
there may come fruit of it; how shall 
each man live that is corrupt, who 
beareth the place of a man? 

7 For thou art alone, and we all one 
workmanship of thine hands, like as 
thou hast said. 

8 For || when the body is fashioned 
now in the mother’s womb, and thou 
givest it members, thy creature is pre- 
served in fire and water, and nine 
months doth thy workmanship endure 
thy creature which is created in her. 

9 But that which keepeth and is 
kept shall both be preserved: and 
when the time cometh, the womb pre- 
served delivereth up the things that 
‘grew in it. 

10 For thou hast commanded out of 
the parts of the body, that is to say, 
out of the breasts, milk to be given, 
which is the fruit of the breasts, 

11 That the thing which is fashioned 
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law, and reformedst it with thy judg- 
ment. 
13 And thou shalt mortify it as thy 
creature, and quicken it as thy work. 
14 If therefore thou shalt destroy 
him which with so great >labour was 


fashioned, it is an easy thing to be or- i 


dained by thy commandment, that the 
thing which was made might be pre- 
served. 

15 Now therefore, Lord, I will speak ; 
touching man in general, thou know- 
est best; but touching thy people, for 
whose sake I am sorry ; 

16 And for thine inheritance, for 
whose cause I mourn; and for Israel, 
for whom I am heavy; and for Jacob, 
for whose sake I am troubled ; 

17 Therefore will I begin to pray be- 
fore thee for myself and for them: for 
Isee the falls of us that dwell in the land. 

18 But I have heard the swiftness of 
the judge which is to come. 

19 Therefore hear my voice, and un- 
derstand my words, and I shall speak 
before thee. This is the beginning of 
the words of Esdras, before he was 
taken up: and I said, 

20 O Lord, thou that dwellest in ever- 
lastingness, which beholdest from above 
things in the heaven and in the air ; 

21 Whose throne is inestimable ; 
whose glory may not be comprehend- 
ed; before whom the hosts of angels 
stand with trembling, 

22 ° Whose service is conversant in 
wind and fire ; whose word is true, and 
sayings constant; whose commandment 
is strong, and ordinance fearful ; 

23 Whose look drieth up the depths, 
and indignation maketh the mountains 
to melt away; which the truth wit- 
nesseth : 

24 O hear the prayer of thy ser- 
vant, and give ear to the petition of 
thy creature. : 

25 For while I live I will speak, and 
so long as I have understanding I will 
answer. 

26 O look not upon the sins of thy 
people; but on them which serve thee 
in truth. 
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27 Regard not the wicked inventions 
of the heathen, but the desire of those 
that keep thy testimonies in afflictions. 

28 Think not upon those that have 
walked feignedly before thee: but re- 
member them, which according to thy 
will have known thy fear. 

29 Let it not be thy will to destroy 
them which have lived like beasts; but 
to look upon them that have clearly 
taught thy law. 

30 Take thou no indignation at them 
which are deemed worse than beasts ; 
but love them that alway put their 
trust in thy righteousness and glory. 

31 For we and our fathers ||do lan- 
guish of such diseases: but because of us 
sinners thou shalt be called merciful. 

82 For if thou || hast a desire to have 
mercy upon us, thou shalt be called 
merciful, to us namely, that have no 
works of righteousness. 

33 For the just, which have many 
good works laid up with thee, shall out 
of their own deeds receive reward. 

34 For what is man, that thou should- 
est take displeasure at him? or what 
is a corruptible generation, that thou 
shouldest be so bitter toward it ? 

85 “For in truth there is no man 
among them that be born, but he hath 
dealt wickedly; and among the faith- 
ful there is none which hath not done 
amiss. 

86 For in this, O Lord, thy righteous- 
ness and thy goodness shall be declared, 
if thou be merciful unto them which 
have not the |lconfidence of good works. 

37 Then answered he me, and said, 
Some things hast thou spoken aright, 
and according unto thy words it shall be. 

38 For indeed I will not think on the 
disposition of them which have sinned 
before death, before judgment, before 
destruction : 

39 But ‘I will rejoice over the dis- 
position of the righteous, and I will re- 
member also their pilgrimage, and the 
salvation, and the reward, that they 
shall have. 

40 Like as I have spoken now, so 
shall it come to pass. 

41 For as the husbandman soweth 
much seed upon the ground, and plant- 


eth many trees, and yet the thing that 


is sown good in his season cometh not 
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up, neither doth all that is planted take 
root: even so is it of them that are 
sown in the world; they shall not all 
be saved. 

42 I answered then and said, If I 
have found grace, let me speak. 

43 Like as the husbandman’s seed 
perisheth, if it come not up, and receive 
not thy rain in due season; or if there 
come too much rain, and corrupt it: 

44 Even so perisheth man also, which 
is formed with thy hands, and is called 
thine own image, because thou art like 
unto him, for whose sake thou hast 
made all things, and likened him unto 
the husbandman’s seed. 

45 Be not wroth with us, but spare 
thy people, and have mercy upon thine 
own inheritance: for thou art merciful 
unto thy creature. 

46 Then answered he me, and said, 
Things present are for the present, and 
things to come for such as be/to come. 

47 For ‘thou comest far short that 
thou shouldest be able to loye my crea- 
ture more than I: but I have ofttimes 
drawn nigh unto thee, and unto it, but 
never to the unrighteous. 

48 In this also thou art marvellous 
before the most High: 

49 In that thou hast humbled thy- 
self, as it becometh thee, and hast not 


judged thyself worthy to be much glo- 


rified among the righteous. 

50 For many great miseries shall be 
done to them that in the latter time 
shall dwell in the world, because they 
have walked in great pride. " 

51 But understand thou for thyself, 
and seek out the glory for such as be 
like thee. 

52 For unto you is paradise opened, 
the tree of life is planted, the time to 
come is prepared, oe is made 
ready, a city is builded, and rest is allow- 
ed, yea, perfect goodness and wisdom. 

53 The root of evil is sealed up from 
you, weakness and the moth is hid from 
you, and corruption is fled into || hell to 
be forgotten : 

54 Sorrows are passed, and in the end 
is shewed the treasure of immortality. 

55 And therefore ask thou no more 
questions concerning the multitude of 
them that perish. 

56 For when they had taken liberty, 
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they despised the most High, thought 
scorn of his law, and forsook his ways. 

57 Moreover they have trodden down 
his righteous, 

58 And “said in their heart, that 
there is no God; yea, and that know- 
ing they must dic. 

59 Yor as the things aforesaid shall 
receive you, so thirst and pain are pre- 
pared for them: for it was not his will 
that men should come to nought: 

60 But they which be created have 
defiled the name of him that made 
them, and were unthankful unto him 
which prepared life for them. 

61 And therefore is my judgment 
now at hand. 

62 These things have I not shewed 
unto all men, but unto thee, and a few 
like thee. Then answered I and said, 

63 Behold, O Lord, now hast thou 
shewed me the multitude of the won- 
ders, which thou wilt begin to do in 
the last times: but at what time, thou 
hast not stewed me. 

CHAP. IX. 


" Who shall be saved, and who not.

19 All the world is

E answered me then, and said, 
Measure thou the time diligently 
in itself; and when thou seest part of 
the signs past, which I have told thee

2 Then shalt thou understand, that 
it is the very same time, wherein the 
Highest will begin to visit the world 
which he made. 

3 Therefore when there shall be seen 
7, *earthquakes and uproars of the peo- 
ple in the world: 

4 Then shalt thou well understand, 
that the most High spake of those 
things from the days that were before 
thee, even from the beginning. 

5 For like as all that is made in the 
world hath a beginning and an end, 
and the end is manifest: 

6 Even so the times also of the High- 
est have plain beginnings in wonders 
and powerful works, and endings in 
effects and signs. 

7 And every one that shall be saved, 
and shall be able to escape by his wor ks, 
and by faith, whereby ye have believed, 
8 Shall be preserved from the said 
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perils, and shall see my salvation in 

my land, and within my borders: for 

I have sanctified them for me from the 
beginning. 


9 Then || shall they be in pitiful case, 1 or, 
which now have abused my ways: and 72,2 


they that have cast them away despite- 
fully shall dwell in torments. 

10 For such as in their life have receiy- 
ed benefits, and have not known me; 

11 And they that have lothed my law, 
while they had yet liberty, and, when 
as yet place of repentance was open unto 
them, understood not, but despised it; 

12 The same must know it after 
death by pain. 

13 And therefore be thou not curious 
how the ungodly shall be punished, and 
when: but enquire how the righteous 
shall be saved, whose the world is, and 
for whom the world is created. 

14 Then answered I and said, 

15 I have said before, and now do 
speak, and will speak it also hereafter, 
that there be many more of them which 
perish, than of them which shall be 
saved : 

16 Like as a wave is greater than a 
drop. 

17 And he answered me, saying, Like 
as the field is, so is also the seed; as the 
flowers be, such are the colours also ; 
such as the workman is, such also is 
the work; and as the husbandman is 
himself, so is his husbandry also: for it 
was the time of the world.

9 For ask the earth, and she shall 
tell thee, that it is she which ought 
to mourn for the fall of so many that 
grow upon her. 

10 For out of her came all at the 
first, and out of her shall all others 
come, and, behold, they walk almost 
all into destruction, and a multitude 
of them is utterly || rooted out. 

11 Who then should make more 
mourning than she, that hath lost so 
great a multitude; and not thou, which 
art sorry but for one ? 

12 But if thou sayest unto me, My 
lamentation is not like the earth’s, be- 
cause I have lost the fruit of my womb, 
which I brought forth with pains, and 
bare with sorrows ; 
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is laid waste, our altar broken down, 
our temple destroyed ; : 

22 Our psaltery is laid on the ground, 
our song is put to silence, our rejoicing 
is at an end, the light of our candlestick 
is put out, the ark of our covenant is 
spoiled, our holy things are defiled, and 
the name that is called upon us is al- 
most profaned: our children are put to 
shame, our priests are burnt, our Le- 
vites are gone into captivity, our vir- 
gins are defiled, and our wives ravished ; 
our righteous men carried away, our 
little ones destroyed, our young men 
are brought in bondage, and our strong 
men are become weak ; 

23 And, which is the greatest of all, 
the seal of Sion hath now lost her 
honour; for she is delivered into the 
hands of them that hate us. 

24 And therefore shake off thy great 
heaviness, and put away the multi- 
tude of sorrows, that the Mighty may 
be merciful unto thee again, and the 
Highest shall give thee rest and ease 
from thy labour. 

25 And it came to pass, while I was 
talking with her, behold, her face up-

15 Now therefore keep thy sorrow to 
thyself, and bear with a good courage 
that which hath befallen thee. 

16 For if thou shalt acknowledge the 
determination of God to be just, thou 
shalt both receive thy son in time, and 
shalt be commended among women. 

17 Go thy way then into the city to 
thine husband. 

18 And she said unto me, That will 
I not do: I will not go into the city, 
but here will I die. 

19 So I proceeded to speak further 
unto her, and said, 

20 Do not so, but be. counselled by 
me: for how many are the adversities 
of Sion? be comforted in regard of the 
_ sorrow of Jerusalem. 


21 For thou seest that our sanctuary 
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shook at the noise of the woman. 

27 And I looked, and, behold, the 
woman appeared unto me no more, but 
there was a city builded, and a large 
place shewed itself from the founda- 
tions: then was I afraid, and cried with 
a loud voice, and said, 

28 Where is *Uriel the angel, who 
came unto me at the first? for he hath 
caused me to fall || into many trances, 
and mine end is turned into corrup- 
tion, and my prayer to rebuke. 

29 And as I was speaking these 
words, behold, he came unto me, and 
looked upon me. 

30 And, lo, I lay as one that had been 
dead, and mine understanding was taken 
from me: and he took me by the right 
hand, and comforted me, and set me 
upon my feet, and said unto me, 

31 What aileth thee? and why art 
thou so disquieted ? and why is thine un- 
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derstanding troubled, and the thoughts 
of thine heart ? 

32 And I said, Because thou hast for- 
saken me, and yet I did according to 
thy words, and I went into the field, 
and, lo, I have seen, and yet see, that

33 And he said unto me, Stand up 
manfully, and I will advise thee. 

34 Then said I, Speak on, my lord, 
in me; only forsake me not, lest I die

35 For I have seen that I knew not, 
and hear that I do not know. 

36 Or is my sense deceived, or my 
soul in a dream ? 

37 Now therefore I beseech thee 
that thou wilt shew thy servant of this 
ll vision. 

88 He answered me then, and said, 
Hear me, and I shall inform thee, and 
tell thee wherefore thou art afraid: for 
the Highest will reveal many secret 
things unto thee. | 

‘89 He hath seen that thy || way is 
right: for that thou sorrowest conti- 
nually for thy people, and makest great 
lamentation for Sion. 

40 This therefore is the meaning of 
the vision which thou lately sawest : 

41 Thou sawest a woman mourning, 
and thou begannest to comfort her: 

42 But now seest thou the likeness 
of the woman no more, but there ap- 
peared unto thee a city builded. 

43 And whereas she told thee of the 
death of her son, this is the || solution : 

44 This woman, whom thou sawest, 
is Sion: and whereas she said unto 
thee, even she whom thou seest as a 
city builded, 

45 Whereas, I say, she said unto thee, 
that she hath been thirty years bar- 
ren: those are the thirty years where- 
in there was no offering made in her. 

.46 But after thirty years Solomon 
builded the city, and offered offerings: 
and then bare the barren a son. 

47 And whereas she told thee that 
she nourished him with labour: that 
was the dwelling in Jerusalem. 

48 But whereas she said unto thee, 
That my son coming into his marriage 
chamber happened to have a fall, and 
died: this was the destruction that 
came to Jerusalem. 
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49 And, behold, thou sawest her like- 
ness, and because she mourned for her 
son, thou begannest to comfort her: 
and of these things which have chanc- 
ed, these are to be opened unto thee. 

50 For now the most High seeth that 
thou art grieved unfeignedly, and suf- 
ferest from thy whole heart for her, 
so hath he shewed thee the brightness 
of her glory, and the comeliness of her 
beauty : 

51 And therefore I bade thee remain 
in the field where no house was builded: 

52 For I knew that the Highest would 
shew this unto thee. 

53 Therefore I commanded thee to 
go into the field, where no foundation 
of any building was. 

54 For in the place wherein the 
Highest beginneth to shew his city, 
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there can no man’s building be able ° 


to stand. | 

55 And therefore fear not, let not 
thine heart be affrighted, but go thy 
Way in, and see the beauty and great- 
ness of the building, as much as thine 
eyes be able to see: 

56 And then shalt thou hear as much 
as thine ears may comprehend. 

57 For thou art blessed above many 
other, and |lart called with the High- 
est; and so are but few. 

58 But to morrow at night thou 
shalt remain here; 

59 And so shall the Highest shew 
thee visions of the || high things, which 
the most High will do unto them that 
dwell upon earth in the last days. So 
I slept that night and another, like as 
he commanded me. 

CHAP. XI. 


1 He secth in his dream an eagle coming out of the sea, 
87 and a lion out of a wood talking to the eagle. 


HEN saw I a dream, and, be- 

hold, there came up from the sea 
an eagle, which had twelve feathered 
wings, and three heads. 

2 And I saw, and, behold, she spread 
her wings over all the earth, and all 
the winds of the air blew on her, and 
were gathered together. 

3 And I beheld, and out of her fea- 
thers there grew other contrary fea- 
thers; and they became little feathers 
and small. 

4 But her heads were at rest: the 
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head in the midst was greater than the 


. other, yet rested + it with the residue. 


5 Moreover I beheld, and, lo, the ea- 
gle flew with her feathers, and reigned 
upon earth, and over them that dwelt 
therein. 

6 And I saw that all things under 
heaven were subject unto her, and no 
man spake against her, no, not one 
creature upon earth. 

” And 1 beheld, and, lo, the eagle 
rose upon her talons, and spake to her 
feathers, saying, : 

8 Watch not all at once: sleep every 
one in his own place, and watch by 
course : 

9 But let the heads be preserved for 
the last. 

10 And I beheld, and, lo, the voice 
went not out of her heads, but from 
the midst of her body. 

11 And I numbered her contrary fea- 
thers, and, behold, there were eight of 
them. 

12 And I looked, and, behold, on the 
right side there arose one feather, and 
reigned over all the earth ; 

13 And so it was, that when it reign- 
ed, the end of it came, and the place 
thereof appeared no more: so the next 
following stood up, and reigned, and 
had a great time; 

14 And it happened, that when it 
reigned, the end of it came also, like as 
the first, so that it appeared no more. 

15 Then came there a voice unto it, 
and said, 

16 Hear thou that hast borne rule 
over the earth so long: this I say unto 
thee, before thou beginnest to appear 
no more, 

17 There shall none after thee attain 
unto thy time, neither unto the half 
thereof. 

18 Then arose the third, and rei gned 
as the other before, and appeared no 
more also. 

19 So went it with all the residue one 
after another, as that every one reign- 
ed, and then appeared no more. 

20 Then I beheld, and, lo, in pro- 
cess of time the feathers that followed 
stood up upon the right side, that they 
might rule also; and some of them 


ruled, but within a while th - 
ed no more: o_o 
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21 For some of them were set up, 
but ruled not. 

22 After this I looked, and, behold, 
the twelve feathers appeared no more, 
nor the two little feathers: 

23 And there was no more upon the 
eagle’s body, but three heads that rest- 
ed, and six little wings. 

24 Then saw I also that two little 
feathers divided themselves from the 
six, and remained under the head that 
was upon the right side: for the four 
continued in their place. 

25 And I beheld, and, lo, the feathers 
that were under the wing thought to 
set up themselves, and to have the 
rule. 

26 And I beheld, and, lo, there was 
one set up, but shortly it appeared no 
more. 

27 And the second was sooner away 
than the first. 

28 And I beheld, and, lo, the two 
that remained thought also in them- 
selves to reign : 

29 And when they so thought, be- 
hold, there awaked one of the heads 
that were at rest, namely, it that was 
in the midst; for that was greater than 
the two other heads. 

30 And then I saw that the two other 
heads were joined with it. 

31 And, behold, the head was turned 
with them that were with it, and did 
eat up the two feathers under the wing 
that would have reigned. 

32 But this head put the whole earth 
in fear, and bare rule in it over all those 
that dwelt upon the earth with much 
oppression; and it had the governance 
of the world more than all the wings 
that had been. 

33 And after this I beheld, and, lo, the 
head that was in the midst suddenly 
appeared no more, like as the wings. 

34 But there remained the two heads, 
which also in like sort ruled upon the 
earth, and over those that dwelt therein. 

35 And I beheld, and, lo, the head 
upon the right side devoured it that 
was upon the left side. 

36 Then I heard a voice, which said 
unto me, Look before thee, and con- 
sider the thing that thou seest. 

37 And I beheld, and lo as it were 
a roaring lion chased out of the wood: 
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and I saw that he sent out a man’s 
voice unto the eagle, and said, 

38 Hear thou, I will talk with thee, 
and the Highest shall say unto thee, 

89 Art not thou it that remainest of 
the four beasts, whom I made to reign 
in my world, that the end of their times 
might come through them ? 

40 And the fourth came, and over- 
came all the beasts that were past, and 
had power over the world with great 
fearfulness, and over the whole compass 
of the earth with much wicked oppres- 
sion; and so long time dwelt he upon 
the earth with deceit. 

41 For the earth hast thou not judg- 
ed with truth. 

42 For thou hast afflicted the meek, 
thou hast hurt the peaceable, thou hast 
loved liars, and destroyed the dwellings 
of them that brought forth fruit, and 
hast cast down the walls of such as did 
thee no harm. 

43 Therefore is thy wrongful deal- 
ing come up unto the Highest, and thy 
pride unto the Mighty. 

44 The Highest also hath looked 
upon the proud times, and, behold, they 
are ended, and his abominations are 
fulfilled. 

45 And therefore appear no more, 
thou eagle, nor thy horrible wings, nor 
thy wicked feathers, nor thy malicious 
heads, nor thy hurtful claws, nor all 
thy vain body: — 

46 That all the earth may be refresh- 
ed, and may return, being delivered 
from thy violence, and that she may 
hope for the Judgment and mercy of 
him that made her. 

CHAP. XII. 


3 The cagle, which he saw, is destroyed. 10 The vision 
is inferpreted. 37 He ts bid to write his visions, 39 
and to fast, thal he may see more. 46 He doth comfort 
those that were grieved for his absence. 


ND it came to pass, whiles the lion 
spake these words unto the eagle, 
I saw, 

2 And, behold, the head that remain- 
ed and the four wings appeared no 
more, and the two went unto it, and 
set themselves up to reign, and their 
kingdom was small, and full of uproar. 

3 And I saw, and, behold, they ap- 
peared no more, and the whole body of 
the eagle was burnt, so that the earth 
Was in great fear: then awaked I out 
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of the trouble and trance of my mind, 
and from great fear, and said unto my 
spirit, 

4 Lo, this hast thou done unto me, 
in that thou searchest out the ways of 
the Highest. 

5 Lo, yet am I weary in my mind, 
and very weak in my spirit; and little 
strength is there in me, for the great 
fear wherewith I was affrighted this 
night. 

6 Therefore will I now beseech the 
Highest, that he will comfort me unto 
the end. 

7” And I said, Lord that bearest rule, 
if I have found grace before thy sight, 
and if I am justified with thee before 
many others, and if my prayer indeed 
be come up before thy face ; 

8 Comfort me then, and shew me thy 
servant the interpretation and plain dif- 
ference of this fearful vision, that thou 
mayest perfectly comfort my soul. 

9 For thou hast judged me worthy to 
shew me the last times. 

10 And he said unto me, This is the 
interpretation of the vision : 

11 The eagle, whom thou sawest 
come up from the sea, is the kingdom 


which was seen in the "vision of thy * Dan. 7.7. 


brother Daniel. 

12 But it was not expounded unto 
him, therefore now I declare it unto 
thee. 

13 Behold, the days will come, that 
there shall rise up a kingdom upon 
earth, and it shall be feared above all 
the kingdoms that were before it. 

14 In the same shall twelve kings 
reign, one after another : 

15 Whereof the second shall begin to 
reign, and shall have more time than 
any of the twelve. 

16 And this do the twelve wings sig- 
nify, which thou sawest. 

17 As for the voice which thou heard- 
est speak, and that thou sawest not to 
go out from the heads, but from the 
midst of the body thereof, this is the 
interpretation : 

18 That after the time of that king- 
dom there shall arise great strivings, and 
it shall stand in peril of falling: never- 
theless it shall not then fall, but shall 
be restored again to his beginning. 

19 And whereas thou sawest the eight 
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small under feathers sticking to her 
wings, this is the interpretation: _ 

20 That in him there shall arise eight 
kings, whose times shall’ be but small, 
and their years swift. 

21 And two of them shall perish, the 
middle time approaching: four shall be 
kept until their end begin to approach: 
but two shall be kept unto the end. 

22 And whereas thou sawest three 
heads resting, this is the interpretation : 

23 In his last days shall the most 
High raise up three kingdoms, and _re- 
new many things therein, and they shall 
have the dominion of the earth, 

24 And of those that dwell therein, 
with much oppression, above all those 
that were before them: therefore are 
they called the heads of the eagle. 

25 For these are they that shall ac- 
complish his wickedness, and that shall 
finish his last end. 

26 And whereas thou sawest that the 
great head appeared no more, it sig- 
nifieth that one of them shall die upon 
his bed, and yet with pain. 

27 For the two that remain shall be 
slain with the sword. 

28 For the sword of the one shall 
devour the other: but at the last shall 
he fall through the sword himself. 

29 And whereas thou sawest two 
feathers under the wings passing over 
the head that is on the right side ; 

30 It signifieth that these are they, 
whom the Highest hath kept unto their 
end: this is the small kingdom and full 
of trouble, as thou sawest. 

31 And the lion, whom thou sawest 
rising up out of the wood, and roaring, 
and _ to the eagle, and rebuking 
her for her unrighteousness with all 
the words which thou hast heard ; 

$2 This is the t anointed, which the 
Highest hath kept for them and for 
their wickedness unto the end: he shall 
reprove them, and shall upbraid them 
with their cruelty. 

33 For he shall set them before him 
alive in judgment, and shall rebuke 
ry sacy ree them. 

84 For the rest of m ople shall 
he deliver with mercy, pa that have 
been preserved upon my borders, and 
he shall make them joyful until the 
coming of the day of judgment, where- 
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of I have spoken unto thee from the 
beginning. 

85 This is the dream that thou saw- 
est, and these are the interpretations. 

36 Thou only hast been meet to know 
this secret of the Highest. 

37 Therefore write all these things 
that thou hast seen in a book, and hide 
them: 

38 And teach them to the wise of the 
people, whose hearts thou knowest may 
comprehend and keep these secrets. 

39 But wait thou here thyself yet 
seven days more, that it may be shewed 
thee, whatsoever it pleaseth the High- 
est to declare unto thee. And with that 
he went his way. 

40 And it came to pass, when all the 
people saw that the seven days were 
past, and I not come again into the 
city, they gathered them all together, 
from the least unto the greatest, and 
came unto me, and said, 

41 What have we offended thee? and 
what evil have we done against thee, 
that thou forsakest us, and sittest here 
in this place ? 

42 For of all the || prophets thou only 
art left us, as a cluster of the vintage, 
and as a candle in a dark place, and 
as a haven or ship preserved from the 
tempest. 

43 Are not the evils which are come 
to us sufficient ? 

44 If thou shalt forsake us, how much 
better had it been for us, if we also had 
been burned in the midst of Sion ? 

45 For we are not better than they 
that died there. And they wept with 
a loud voice. Then answered I them, 
and said, 

46 Be of good comfort, O Israel; and 
be not heavy, thou house of Jacob: 

47 For the Highest hath you in re- 
membrance, and the Mighty hath not 
forgotten you in temptation. 

48 As for me, I have not forsaken 
you, neither am I departed from you: 
but am come into this place, to pray 
for the desolation of Sion, and that I 
might seek mercy for the low estate 
of your sanctuary. 

49 And now go your way home every 
man, and after these days will I come 
unto you. 

50 So the people went their way 
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into the city, like as I commanded 
them: 

51 But I remained still in the field 
seven days, as the angel commanded 
me; and did eat only in those days of 
the flowers of the field, and had my 
meat of the herbs. 


CHAP. XIII. 


1 He seeth in his dream a man coming out of the sea. 25 
The declaration of his dream. 54 He is praised, and 
promised to see more. 

ND it came to pass after seven days, 
I dreamed a dream by night : 

2 And, lo, there arose |la wind from 
the sea, that it moved all the waves 
thereof. 

3 And I beheld, and, lo, that man 
waxed strong with the |ithousands of 
heaven: and when he turned his coun- 
tenance to look, all the things trembled 
that were seen under him. 

4 And whensoever the voice went 
out of his mouth, all they burned that 
heard his voice, like as the earth fail- 
eth when it feeleth the fire. 

5 And after this I beheld, and, lo, 
there was gathered together a multi- 
tude of men, out of number, from the 
four winds of the heaven, to subdue the 
man that came out of the sea. 

6 But I beheld, and, lo, he had gray- 
ed himself a great mountain, and flew 
up upon it. 

7 But I would have seen the region 


or place whereout the hill was graven, 





and I could not. 

8 And after this I beheld, and, lo, 
all they which were gathered together 
to subdue him were sore afraid, and 
yet durst fight. 

9 And, lo, as he saw the violence of 
the multitude that came, he neither 
lifted up his hand, nor held sword, nor 
any instrument of war: 

10 But only I saw that he sent out 
of his mouth as it had been a blast 
of fire, and out of his lips a flaming 
breath, and out of his tongue he cast 
out sparks and tempests. 

11 And they were all mixed together ; 
the blast of fire, the flaming breath, 
and the great tempest; and fell with 
violence upon the multitude which was 
prepared to fight, and burned them up 
every one, so that upon a sudden of an 


innumerable multitude nothing was to. 
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be perceived, but only dust and smell of 
smoke: when I saw this I was afraid. 
12 Afterward saw I the same man 


come down from the mountain, and 


call unto him another peaceable mul- 
titude. 

13 And there came much people un- 
to him, whereof some were glad, some 
were sorry, some of them were bound, 
and other some brought |i of them that 
were offered: then was I sick through 
great fear, and I awaked, and said, 

14 Thou hast shewed thy servant these 
wonders from the beginning, and hast 
counted me worthy that thou should- 
est recelve my prayer : 

15 Shew me now yet the interpreta- 
tion of this dream. 

16 For as I conceive in mine under- 
standing, woe unto them that shall be 
left in those days! and much more woe 
unto them that are not left behind! 

17 For they that were not left were 
in heaviness. 

18 Now understand I the things that 
are laid up in the latter days, which 
shall happen unto them, and to those 
that are left behind. 

19 Therefore are they come into 
great perils and many necessities, like 
as these dreams declare. 

20 Yet is it easier for him that is 
in danger to come into || these things, 
than to pass away as a cloud out of 
the world, and not to see the things 
that happen in the last days. And he 
answered unto me, and said, 

21 The interpretation of the vision 
shall I shew thee, and I will open unto 
thee the thing that thou hast required. 

92 Whereas thou hast spoken of 
them that are left behind, this is the 
interpretation : 

23 He that shall endure the peril in 
that time hath kept himself: they that 
be fallen into danger are such as have 
works, and faith toward the Almighty. 

24 Know this therefore, that they 
which be left behind are more blessed 
than they that be dead. 

25 This is the meaning of the vision: 
Whereas thou sawest a man coming up 
from the midst of the sea: 

26 The same is he whom God the 
Highest hath kept a great season, 
which by his own self shall deliver his 
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creature: and he shall order them that 
are left behind. 

27 And whereas thou sawest, that 
out of his mouth there came as a blast 
of wind, and fire, and storm ; 

28 And that he held neither sword, 
nor any instrument of war, but that 
the rushing in of him destroyed the 
whole multitude that came to subdue 
him; this is the interpretation : 

99 Behold, the days come, when the 
most High will begin to deliver them 
that are upon the earth. 

go And he shall come to the astonish- 
ment of them that dwell on the earth. 

31 And one shall undertake to fight 
against another, one city against an- 
other, one place against another, * one 
people against another, and one realm 
against another. 

32 And the time shall be when these 
things shall come to pass, and the signs 
shall happen which I shewed thee be- 
fore, and then shall my Son be de- 
clared, whom thou sawest as a man 
ascending. 

33 And when all the people hear his 
voice, every man shall in their own 
land leave the battle they have one 
against another. 

34 And an innumerable multitude 
shall be gathered together, as thou saw- 
est them, willing to come, and to over- 
come him by fighting. 

35 But he shall stand upon the top 
of the mount Sion. 

36 And Sion shall come, and shall be 
shewed to all men, being prepared and 
builded, like as thou sawest the hill 
graven without hands. 

37 And this my Son shall rebuke 
the wicked inventions of those nations, 
which for their wicked life are fallen 
into the tempest ; 

88 And shall lay before them their 
evil thoughts, and the torments where- 
with they shall begin to be tormented, 
which are like unto a flame: and he 
shall destroy them without labour by 
the law which is like unto fire. 

89 And whereas thou sawest that he 
gathered another peaceable multitude 
unto him; 

40 Those are the ten tribes, which 
were carried away prisoners out of 
their own land in the time of Osea the 
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Assyria led 7 captive, and he car- 
ried them over the waters, and so came 
they into another land. 

41 But they took this counsel among 
themselves, that they would leave the 
multitude of the heathen, and go forth 
into a further country, where never 
mankind dwelt, 

42 That they might there keep their 
statutes, which they never kept in their 
own land. 

43 And they entered into Euphrates 
by the narrow passages of the river. 

44 For the most High then shewed 
‘signs for them, and held still the flood, 
till they were passed over. 

45 For through that country there 
was a great way to go, namely, of a 
year and a half: and the same region 
is called || Arsareth. 

46 Then dwelt they there until the 
latter time; and now when they shall 
begin to come, 

47 The Highest shall stay the springs 
of the stream again, that they may go 
through : therefore sawest thou the 
multitude with peace. 

48 But those that be left behind of 
thy people are they that are found 
within my borders. 

49 Now when he destroyeth the mul- 
titude of the nations that are gather- 
ed together, he shall defend his people 
that remain. 

50 And then shall he shew them great 
wonders. 

51 Then said I, O Lord that bearest 
rule, shew me this: Wherefore have I 
seen the man coming up from the midst 
of the sea? 

52 And he said unto me, Like as 
thou canst neither seek out nor know 
the things that are in the deep of the 
sea: even sO can no man upon earth 
see my Son, or those that be with him, 
but in the day time. 

58 This is the interpretation of the 
dream which thou sawest, and where- 
by thou only art here lightened. 

54 For thou hast forsaken thine own 
way, and applied thy diligence unto my 
law, and sought it. 

55 Thy life hast thou ordered in wis- 
dom, and hast called understanding thy 
mother. .- | 
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56 And therefore have I shewed thee 
the treasures of the Highest: after other 
three days I will speak other things un- 
to thee, and declare unto thee mighty 
and wondrous things. 

57 Then went I forth into the field, 
giving praise and thanks greatly unto 
the most High because of his wonders, 
which he did in time; 

58 And because he governeth the 
same, and such things as fall in their 
seasons: and there I sat three days. 


CHAP. XIV. 


1 A voice out of a bush calleth Esdras, 10 and telleth him 
that the world waxeth old. 22 He desireth, because the 


law was burnt, to write all again, 24 and is bid to get 


svift writers. 39 He and they are filled nith under- 
standing: 45 but he ts charged not to publish all that 
ts wrilten. 


ND it came to pass upon the third 
day, 1 sat under an oak, and, be- 
hold, there came a voice out of a bush 
over against me, and said, Esdras, E 
dras. | 

2 And I said, Here am J, Lord. And 
I stood up upon my feet. 

3 Then said he unto me, ?In the bush 
I did manifestly reveal myself unto 
Moses, and talked with him, when my 
people served in Egypt: 

4 And I sent him, and led my people 
out of Egypt, and brought him up to 
the mount of Sinai, where I held him 
by me a long season, 

5 And told him many wondrous 
things, and shewed him the secrets of 
the times, and the end; and command- 
ed him, saying, 

6 These words shalt thou declare, 
and these shalt thou hide. 

7 And now I say unto thee, 

8 That thou lay up in thy heart the 
signs that I have shewed, and the 
dreams that thou hast seen, and the in- 
terpretations which thou hast heard: 

9 For thou shalt be taken away from 
all, and from henceforth thou shalt re- 
main with my ||Son, and with such as 
be like thee, until the times be ended. 

10 For the world hath lost his youth, 
and the times begin to wax old. 

11 For the world is divided into 
twelve parts, and the ten parts of it are 
gone already, and half of a tenth part: 

12 And there remaineth that which 
is after the half of the tenth part. 

13 Now therefore set thine house in 
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order, and .reprove thy people, comfort 
such of them as be in trouble, and now 
renounce corruption, 

14 Let go from thee mortal thoughts, 
cast away the burdens of man, put off 
now the weak nature, 

15 And set aside the thoughts that 
are most heavy unto thee, and haste 
thee to flee from these times. 

16 For "yet greater evils than those 
which thou hast seen happen shall be 
done hereafter. 

17 For look how much the world 
shall be weaker through age, so much 
the more shall evils increase upon them 
that dwell therein. 

18 For the truth is fled far away, 
and leasing is hard at hand: for now 
hasteth the vision to come, which thou 
hast seen. 

19 Then answered I before thee, and 
sald, 

20 Behold, Lord, I will go, as thou 
hast commanded me, and reprove the 
people which are present: but they that 
shall be born afterward, who shall ad- 
monish them? thus the world is set in 
darkness, and they that dwell therein 
are without light. 

21 For thy law is burnt, therefore no 
man knoweth the things that are done 
of thee, or the works that shall begin. 

22 But if I have found grace before 
thee, send the Holy Ghost into me, and 
I shall write all that hath been done in 
the world since the beginning, which 
were written in thy law, that men may 
find thy path, and that they which will 
live in the latter days may live. 

23 And he answered ime, saying, Go 
thy way, gather the people together, 
and say unto them, that they seek thee 
not for forty days. 

24 But look thou prepare thee many 
ll box trees, and take with thee Sarea, 
Dabria, Selemia, || Ecanus, and Asiel, 
these five which are ready to write 
swiftly ; 

95 And come hither, and I shall 
light a candle of understanding in thine 
heart, which shall not be put out, till 
the things be performed which thou 
shalt begin to write. 

26 And when thou hast done, some 
things shalt thou publish, and some 
things shalt thou shew secretly to the 
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wise: to morrow this hour shalt thou 
begin to write. 

27 Then went I forth, as he com- 
manded, and gathered all the people 
together, and said, 

28 Hear these words, O Israel. 

29 ‘Our fathers at the beginning were 
strangers in Egypt, from whence they 
were delivered : 

30 “And received the law of life, which 
they kept not, which ye also have trans- 
gressed after them. 

31 Then was the land, even the land 
of Sion, parted among you by lot: but 
your fathers, and ye yourselves, have 
done unrighteousness, and have not 
kept the ways which the Highest com- 
manded you. 

32 And forasmuch as he is a right- 
eous judge, he took from you in time 
the thing that he had given you. 

33 And now are ye here, and your 
brethren among you. 

34 Therefore if so be that ye will sub- 
due your own understanding, and re- 
form your hearts, ye shall be kept alive, 
and after death ye shall obtain mercy. 

85 For after death shall the judg- 
ment come, when we shall live again: 
and then shall the names of the right- 
eous be manifest, and the works of the 
ungodly shall be declared. 

86 Let no man therefore come unto 
me now, nor seek after me these forty 
days. 

37 So I took the five men, as he com- 
manded me, and we went into the field, 
and remained there. 

38 And the next day, behold, a voice 
called me, saying, Esdras, ‘open thy 
mouth, and drink that I give thee to 
drink. 

89 Then opened I my mouth, and, be- 


hold, he reached me a full cup, which 


was full as it were with water, but the 
colour of it was like fire. 

40 And I took it, and drank: and 
when I had drunk of it, my heart ut- 
tered understanding, and wisdom grew 
in my breast, for my spirit strength- 
ened my memory : 

41 And my mouth was opened, and 
shut no more. 


42 The Highest gave understanding 


‘unto the five men, and they wrote the 


wonderful visions of the night that were 
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told, which they knew not: and they 
sat forty days, and they wrote in the 
day, and at night — ate bread. 

43 As for me, I spake in the day, and 
I held not my tongue by night. 

44 In forty days they wrote Il two 
hundred and four books. 

45 And it came to pass, when the 
forty days were fulfilled, that the High- 
est spake, saying, The first that thou 
hast written publish openly, that the 
worthy and unworthy may read it: 

46 But keep the seventy last, that 
thou mayest deliver them only to such 
as be wise among the people: 

47 For in them is the spring of un- 
derstanding, the fountain of wisdom, 
and |ithe stream of knowledge. 

48 And I did so. 


CHAP. XV. 


1 This prophecy ts certain. 5 God will lake vengeance 
upon the wicked, 12 upon Egypt. 28 An horrible vision. 
43 Babylon and Asia are threatened. 


| 5 eieeaen speak thou in the ears of 
my people the words of prophecy, 
which I will put in thy mouth, saith 
the Lord: 

2 And cause them to be written in 
paper: for they are faithful and true. 

3 Fear not the imaginations against 
thee, let not the incredulity of them 
trouble thee, that speak against thee. 

4 For * all the unfaithful shall die in 
their unfaithfulness. 

5 Behold, saith the Lord, I will bring 
plagues upon the world; the sword, fa- 
mine, death, and destruction. 

6 For wickedness hath exceedingly 
ae the whole earth, and their 

urtful works are fulfilled. 

7 Therefore saith the Lord, 

8 I will hold my tongue no more as 
touching their wickedness, which they 
profanely commit, neither will I suffer 
them in those things, in which they 
wickedly exercise themselves: behold, 
the "innocent and righteous blood cri- 
eth unto me, and the souls of the just 
complain continually. 

9 And therefore, saith the Lord, I 
will surely avenge them, and receive 
unto me all the innocent blood from 
among them. 

10 Behold, my people is led as a flock 
to the slaughter: I will not suffer them 
now to dwell in the land of Egypt:

11 But I will bring them with a 
mighty hand and a stretched out arm, 
and smite Egypt with plagues, as be- 
fore, and will destroy all the land 
thereof. 

12 Egypt shall mourn, and the foun- 
dation of it shall be smitten with the 
plague and punishment that God shall 
bring upon it. 

13 They that till the ground shall 
mourn: for their seeds shall fail through 
the blasting and hail, and with a fear- 
ful constellation. 

14 Woe to the world and them that 
dwell therein! 

15 For the sword and their destruc- 
tion draweth nigh, and one people shall 


stand up to fight against another, and 


swords in their hands. 

16 For there shall be sedition among 
men, and invading one another; they 
shall not regard their kings nor princes, 
and the course of their actions shall 
stand in their power. 

17 A man shall desire to go into a 
city, and shall not be able. 

18 For because of their pride the ci- 
ties shall be troubled, the houses shall 
be destroyed, and men shall be afraid. 

19 A man shall have no pity upon 
his neighbour, but shall destroy their 
houses with the sword, and spoil their 
goods, because of the lack of bread, and 
for great tribulation. 

20 Behold, saith God, I will call toge- 
ther all the kings of the earth to reve- 
rence me, which are from the rising of 
the sun, from the south, from the east, 
and Libanus; to turn themselves one 
against another, and repay the things 
that they have done to them. 

21 Like as they do yet this day unto 
my chosen, so will I do also, and recom- 

nse in their bosom. Thus saith the 

ord God; 

22 My right hand shall not spare the 
sinners, and my sword shall not cease 
over them that shed innocent blood 
upon the earth. 

23 The fire is gone forth from his 
wrath, and hath consumed the founda- 


_ tions of the earth, and the sinners, like 


the straw that is kindled. 

24 Woe to them that sin, and keep not 
my commandments! saith the Lord. 

25 I will not spare them: go your 


way, ye children, from the power, de- 
file not my sanctuary. 

26 For the Lord knoweth all them 
that sin against him, and therefore 
delivereth he them unto death and 
destruction. 

27 For now are the plagues come upon 
the whole earth, and ye shall remain in 
them: for God shall not deliver you, 
because ye have sinned against him. 

28 Behold an horrible vision, and the 
appearance thereof from the east : 

29 Where the nations of the dragons 
of Arabia shall come out with many 
chariots, and the multitude of them 
shall be carried as the wind upon earth, 
that all they which hear them may fear 
and tremble. 

30 Also the Carmanians raging in 
wrath shall go forth as the wild boars 
of the wood, and with great power shall 
they come, and join battle with them, 
and shall waste a portion of the land 
of the Assyrians. 

31 And then shall the dragons have 
the upper hand, remembering their na- 
ture; and if they shall turn themselves, 
conspiring together in great power to 
persecute them, 

32 Then these shall be troubled, and 
keep silence through their power, and 
shall flee. 

33 And from the land of the Assy- 
rians shall the enemy besiege them, and 
consume some of them, and in their 
host shall be fear and dread, and strife 
ll among their kings. 

34 Behold clouds from the east and 
from the north unto the south, and they 
are very horrible to look upon, full of 
wrath and storm. 

35 They shall smite one upon another, 
and ‘they shall smite down a great 
multitude of stars upon the earth, even 
their own star; and ‘blood shall be 
from the sword unto the belly, 

36 And dung of men unto the camel’s 
| hough. 

37 And there shall be great fearful- 
ness and trembling upon earth: and 
they that see the wrath shall be afraid, 
and trembling shall come upon them. 

38 And then shall there come great 
storms from the south, and from the 
north, and another part from the west. 

39 And strong winds shall arise from 
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the east, and shall open it; and the 
cloud which he raised up in wrath, and 
the star stirred to cause fear toward the 
east and west wind, shall be destroyed. 

40 The great and mighty clouds shall 
be lifted up full of wrath, and the star, 
that they may make all the earth afraid, 
and them that dwell therein; and they 
shall pour out over every high and 
eminent place an horrible star, 

41 Fire, and hail, and flying swords, 
and many waters, that all fields may 
be full, and all rivers, with the abun- 
dance of great waters. 

42 And they shall break down the 
cities and walls, mountains and hills, 
trees of the wood, and grass of the 
meadows, and their corn. 

43 And they shall go stedfastly unto 
Babylon, and || make her afraid. 

44 They shall come to her, and be- 
siege her, the star and all wrath shall 
they pour out upon her: then shall the 
dust and smoke go up unto the heaven, 
and all they that be about her shall 
bewail her. 

45 And they that remain under her 
shall do service unto them that have 
put her in fear. 

46 And thou, Asia, that art |l partaker 
of the hope of Babylon, and art the 
glory of her person: 

47 Woe be unto thee, thou wretch, 
because thou hast made thyself like 
unto her; and hast decked thy daugh- 
ters in whoredom, that they might 
_ and glory in thy lovers, which 

ave alway desired to commit whore- 
dom with thee! 

48 Thou hast followed her that is 
hated in all her works and inventions: 
therefore saith God, 

49 ©I will send plagues upon thee; 
widowhood, poverty, famine, sword, 
and pestilence, to waste thy houses 
with destruction and death. 

50 And the glory of thy power shall 
be dried up as a flower, when the heat 
shall arise that is sent over thee. 

51 Thou shalt be weakened as a poor 
woman with stripes, and as one chastised 
with wounds, so that the mighty and 
lovers shall not be able to receive thee. 

52 Would I with jealousy have so pro- 
ceeded against thee, saith the Lord, | 

58 If thou hadst not always slain my 
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hands, and saying over their t dead, +t death. 
when thou wast drunken, | 

54 Set forth the beauty of thy coun- 
tenance ? 

55 The reward of thy whoredom 
shall be in thy bosom, therefore shalt 
thou receive recompence. 

56 Like as thou hast done unto my 
chosen, saith the Lord, even so shall 
God do unto thee, and shall deliver 
thee into mischief. 

57 Thy children shall die of hunger, 
and thou shalt fall through the sword: 
thy cities shall be broken down, and | 
all thine shall perish with the sword | 
in the field. 

58 They that be in the mountains 
shall dic of hunger, and eat their own 
flesh, and drink their own blood, for very 
hunger of bread, and thirst of water. 

59 Thou as unhappy shalt come | 
through the sea, and receive plagues | 
again. | 

60 And in the passage they shall rush 
on the idle city, and shall destroy some 
portion of thy land, and consume part 
of thy glory, and shall return to Baby- 
lon that was destroyed. 

61 And thou shalt be cast down by 
them as stubble, and they shall be unto 
thee as fire ; 

62 And shall consume thee, and thy 
cities, thy land, and thy mountains; all 
thy woods and thy fruitful trees shall 
they burn up with fire. 

63 Thy children shall they carry 
away captive, and, look, what thou 
hast, they shall spoil it, and |i mar the 
beauty of thy face. 

CHAP. XVI. | 


1 Babylon and other places are threatened with plagues 
that cannot be avoided, 28 and with desolation. 40 The 
servants of the Lord must look for troubles: 51 and not 
hide their sins, 74 but leave them, and they shalt be 
delivered.

OE be unto thee, Babylon, and 
Asia! woe be unto thee, Egypt, 
and Syria! 

2 Gird up yourselves with cloths of 
sack and hair, bewail your children, 
and be sorry; for your destruction is 
at hand. 

3 A sword is sent upon you, and who 
may turn it back ? 

4 A fire is sent among you, and who 
may quench it? | 
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5 Plagues are sent unto you, and what 
is he that may drive them away ? 

6 May any man drive away an hun- 
gry lion in the wood? or may any one 
quench the fire in stubble, when it hath 
begun to burn ? 

7 May one turn again the arrow that 
is shot of a strong archer ? 

8 The mighty Lord sendeth the 
plagues, and who is he that can drive 
them away ? 

9 A fire shall go forth from his wrath, 
and who is he that may quench it ? 

10 He shall cast lightnings, and who 
shall not fear? he shall thunder, and 
who shall not be afraid ? 

11 The Lord shall threaten, and who 
shall not be utterly beaten to powder 
at his presence ? 

12 The earth quaketh, and the foun- 
dations thereof; the sea ariseth up with 
waves from the deep, and the waves of 
it are troubled, and the fishes thereof 
also, before the Lord, and before the 
glory of his power: 

13 For strong is his right hand that 
bendeth the bow, his arrows that he 
shooteth are sharp, and shall not miss, 
when they begin to be shot into the 
ends of the world. 

14 Behold, the plagues are sent, and 
shall not return again, until they come 
upon the earth. 

15 The fire is kindled, and shall not 
be put out, till it consume the founda- 
tion of the earth. 

16 Like as an arrow which is shot 
of a mighty archer returneth not back- 
ward: even so the plagues that shall be 
sent upon earth shall not return again. 

17 Woe is me! woe is me! who will 
deliver me in those days ? 

18 The beginning of sorrows and 
great mournings; the beginning of fa- 
mine and great death; the beginning 
of wars, and the powers shall stand in 
fear; the beginning of evils! what shall 
I do when these evils shall come ? 

19 Behold, famine and plague, tribu- 
Jation and anguish, are sent as scourges 
for amendment. | 

20 But for all these things they shall 
not turn from their wickedness, nor be 
alway mindful of the scourges. 

21 Behold, victuals shall be so good 
cheap upon earth, that they shall think

themselves to be in good case, and even 
then shall llevils grow upon earth, sword, 
famine, and great confusion. 

22 For many of them that dwell 
upon earth shall perish of famine; and 
the other, that escape the hunger, shall 
the sword destroy. 

23 And the dead shall be cast out as 
dung, and there shall be no man to 
comfort them: for the earth shall be 
wasted, and the cities shall be cast 
down. 

24 There shall be no man left to till 
the earth, and to sow it. 

25 The trees shall give fruit, and who 
shall gather them ? 

26 The grapes shall ripen, and who 
shall tread them? for all places shall 
be desolate of men: 

27 So that one man shall desire to see 
another, and to hear his voice. 

°8 For of a city there shall be ten 
left, and two of the field, which shall 
hide themselves in the thick groves, 
and in the clefts of the rocks. 

29 *As in an orchard of olives upon 
every tree there are left three or four 
olives ; 

30 Or as when a vineyard is gather- 
ed, there are left some clusters of them 
that diligently seek through the vine- 
yard: 

31 Even so in those days there shall 
be three or four left by them that search 
their houses with the sword. 

32 And the earth shall be laid waste, 
and the fields thereof shall wax old, 
and her ways and all her paths shall 
grow full of thorns, because no man 
shall travel therethrough. 

33 The virgins shall mourn, having no 
bridegrooms ; the women shall mourn, 
having no husbands; their daughters 
shall mourn, having no helpers. 

34 In the wars shall their bridegrooms 
be destroyed, and their husbands shall 
perish of famine. 

35 Hear now these things, and under- 
stand them, ye servants of the Lord. 

36 Behold the word of the Lord, re- 
ceive it: believe not the gods of whom 
the Lord spake. 

37 Behold, the plagues draw nigh, 
and are not slack. 

38 As when a woman with child in 
the ninth month bringeth forth her 
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son, within two or three hours of her 
birth great pains compass her womb, 
which pains, when the child cometh 
forth, they slack not a moment: 

39 Even so shall not the plagues be 
slack to come upon the earth, and the 
world shall mourn, and sorrows shall 
come upon it on every side. 

40 O my people, hear my word : make 
you ready to the battle, and in those 
evils be even as pilgrims upon the earth. 

41 *He that selleth, let him be as he 
that fleeth away: and he that buyeth, 
as one that will lose: 

42 He that occupieth merchandise, 
as he that hath no profit by it: and he 
that buildeth, as he that shall not dwell 
therein : 

43 He that soweth, as if he should 
not reap: so also he that planteth the 
vineyard, as he that shall not gather 
the grapes: 

44 They that marry, as they that 
shall get no children; and they that 
marry not, as the widowers. 

45 And therefore they that labour 
labour in vain: | 

46 For strangers shall reap their 
fruits, and spoil their goods, overthrow 
their houses, and take their children 
captives, for [lin captivity and famine 
shall they get children. 

47 And they that occupy their mer- 
chandise with robbery, the more they 
deck their cities, their houses, their 
possessions, and their own persons : 

48 The more will I be angry with 
them for their sin, saith the Lord. 

49 Like as a whore envieth a right 
honest and virtuous woman: 

50 So shall righteousness hate iniqui- 
ty, when she decketh herself, and shall 
accuse her to her face, when he cometh 
that shall defend him that diligently 
searcheth out every sin upon earth. 

51 And therefore be ye not like there- 
unto, nor to the works thereof. 

52 For yet a little, and iniquity shall 
be taken away out of the earth, and 
righteousness shall reign among you. 

53 Let not the sinner say that he 
hath not sinned: for God shall burn 
coals of fire upon his head, which saith 
before the Lord God and his glory, I 
have not sinned. 


_ 84 Behold, the Lord knoweth all 
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the works of men, ‘their imaginations, 
their thoughts, and their hearts : 

55 Which spake but the word, Let 
the earth be made; ‘and it was made: 
Let the heaven be made; and it was 
created. 

56 In his word were the stars made, 
and he knoweth the *number of them. 

57 He searcheth the deep, and the 
treasures thereof; he hath measured 
the sea, and what it containeth. 

58 He hath shut the sea in the midst 
of the waters, and with his word hath 
he hanged the earth upon the waters. 

59 He spreadeth out the heavens 
like a vault; ‘upon the waters hath he 
founded it. 

60 In the desert hath he made springs 
of water, and pools upon the tops of 
the mountains, that the floods might 
pour down from the high rocks to wa- 
ter the earth. 

61 ®He made man, and put his heart 
in the midst of the body, and gave him 
breath, life, and understanding. 

62 Yea, and the Spirit of Almighty 
God, which made all things, and search- 
eth out all hidden things in the secrets 
of the earth, 

63 Surely he knoweth your inventions, 
and what ye think in your hearts, even 
them that sin, and would hide their sin. 

64 Therefore hath the Lord exactly 
searched out all your works, and he 
will put you all to shame. 

65 And when your sins are brought 
forth, ye shall be ashamed before men, 
and your own sins shall be your ac- 
cusers in that day. 

66 What will ye do? or how will 
ye hide your sins before God and his 
angels? 

67 Behold, God himself is the judge, 
fear him: leave off from your sins, 
and forget your iniquities, to meddle 
no more with them for ever: 80 shall 
God lead you forth, and deliver you 
from all trouble. : 

68 For, behold, the burning wrath 
of a great multitude is kindled over 
you, and they shall take away certain 
of you, and feed you, |i being idle, with 
things offered unto idols. | 

69 And they that consent unto them 
shall be had in derision and in reproach, 
and trodden under foot. 
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70 For there shall be in every place, 
and in the next cities, a great insurrec- 

tion upon those that fear the Lord. 

71 They shall be like mad men, spar- 
ing none, but still spoiling and destroy- 
ing those that fear the Lord. 

72 For they shall waste and take 
away their goods, and cast them out of 
their houses. 

73 Then shall they be known, who 
are my chosen ; and they shall be tried 
as the gold in the fire. 

74 Hear, O ye my beloved, saith the 
Lord: behold, the days of trouble are 
at hand, but I will deliver you from 
the same. 
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75 Be ye not afraid, neither doubt; 
for God is your guide, 
76 And the guide of them who kee 
my commandments and precepts, sait 
the Lord God: let not your sins weigh 
you down, and let not your iniquities 
lift up themselves. 
77 Woe be unto them that are bound 
with their sins, and covered with their 
iniquities, like as a field is covered over 
with bushes, and the path thereof co- 
vered with thorns, that no man may 
travel through !

HEN If being grieved did weep, 
and in my sorrow prayed, saying, 


— 
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2 O Lord, thou art just, and all thy 
works and all thy ways are mercy and 
truth, and thou judgest truly and justly 
for ever. 

8 Remember me, and look on me, 
punish me not for my sins and igno- 
rances, and the sins of my fathers, who 
have sinned before thee : 

4 For they obeyed not thy command- 
ments: wherefore thou hast delivered 
us *for a spoil, and unto captivity, and 
unto death, and for a proverb of re- 
proach to all the nations among whom 
we are dispersed. 

5 And now thy judgments are many 
and true: deal with me according to 
my sins and my fathers’: because we 
have not kept thy commandments, nei- 
ther have walked in truth before thee. 

6 Now therefore deal with me as 
seemeth best unto thee, and command 
my spirit to be taken from me, that I 
may be ||dissolved, and become earth: 
>for it is profitable for me to die ra- 
ther than to live, because I have heard 
false reproaches, and have much sor- 
row: command therefore that I may 
now be delivered out of this distress, 
and go into the everlasting place: turn 
not thy face away from me. 

7 It came to pass the same day, that 
in Ecbatane a city of Media Sara the 
daughter of Raguel was also reproach- 
ed by her father’s maids ; 

8 Because that she had been married 
to seven husbands, whom Asmodeus the 
evil spirit had killed, before they had 
lain with her. Dost thou not know, 
said they, that thou hast strangled thine 
husbands? thou hast had already seven 
husbands, neither wast thou named af- 
ter any of them. 

9 Wherefore dost thou beat us for 
them ? if they be dead, go thy ways af- 
ter them, let us never see of thee either 
son or daughter. 

10 When she heard these things, she 
was very sorrowful, so that she thought 
to have strangled herself; and she said, 
I am the only daughter of my father, 
and if I do this, it shall be a reproach 
unto him, and I shall bring his old age 
with sorrow unto the grave. 


11 Then she prayed toward the win- 


dow, .and said, Blessed art thou, O Lord 
my God,.and thine holy and glorious 
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name is blessed and honourable for ever: 
let all thy works praise thee for ever. 

12 And now, O Lord, I set mine eyes 
and my face toward thee, 

13 And say, Take me out of the earth, 
that I may hear no more the reproach. 

14 Thou knowest, Lord, that I am 
pure from all sin with man, 

15 And that I never polluted my 
name, nor the name of my father, in 
the land of my captivity: I am the 
only daughter of my father, neither 
hath he any child to be his heir, nei- 
ther any near || kinsman, nor any son 
of his alive, to whom I may keep my- 
self for a wife: my seven husbands are 
already dead; and why should I live? 
but if it please not thee that I should 
die, command some regard to be had of 
me, and pity taken of me, that I hear 
no more reproach. 

16 So the prayers of them both were 
heard before the majesty of the great 
God. 

17 And Raphael was sent to heal 
them both, that is, to scale away the 
whiteness of Tobit’s eyes, and to give 
Sara the daughter of Raguel for a wife 
to Tobias the son of ‘Tobit; and to bind 
Asmodeus the evil spirit; ‘because she 
belonged to Tobias by right of inherit- 
ance. The selfsame time came Tobit 
home, and entered into his house, and 
Sara the daughter of Raguel came down 
from her upper chamber. 

CHAP. IV. 


3 Tohit giveth instructions to his son Tobias, 20 and tell- 
eth him of money left nith Gabael in Media. 


N that day Tobit remembered * the 
money which he had committed to 
Gabael in Rages of Media, 

2 And said with himself, I have wish- 
ed for death; wherefore do I not call 
for my son Tobias, that I may signify 
to him of the money before I die ? 

3 And when he had called him, he 
said, My son, when I am dead, bury 
me; and ’despise not thy mother, ¢ but 
honour her all the days of thy life, and 
do that which shall please her, and 
grieve her not. 

4 Remember, my son, that she saw 
many dangers for thee, when thou wast 
in her womb; and when she is dead, 
bury her by me in one grave. 

5 My son, be mindful of the Lord 
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our God all thy days, and let not thy 
will be set to sin, or to transgress his 
commandments: do uprightly all thy 
life long, and follow not the ways of 
unrighteousness. 

6 Por if thou deal truly, thy doings 
shall prosperously succeed to thee, and 
to all them that live justly. 

_ 7 4Give alms of thy substance; and 
when thou givest alms, let not thine 
eye be envious, neither turn thy face 
from any poor, and the face of God 
shall not be turned away from thee. 

8 If thou hast abundance, * give alms 
accordingly: if thou have but a little, 
be not afraid to give according to that 
little : 

9 For thou ‘layest up a good treasure 
for thyself against the day of necessity. 

10 * Because that alms do deliver from 
death, and suffereth not to come into 
darkness. 

11 For alms is a good gift unto all that 
give it in the sight of the most High. 

12 Beware of all "whoredom, my son, 
and chiefly take a wife of the seed of 
thy fathers, and take not a strange 
woman to wife, which is not of thy 
father’s tribe: for we are the children 
of the prophets, Noe, Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob: remember, my son, that our 
fathers from the beginning, even that 
they all married wives of their own kin- 
dred, and were blessed in their children, 
and their seed shall inherit the land. 

13 Now therefore, my son, love thy 
brethren, and despise not in thy heart 
thy brethren, the sons and daughters 
of thy people, in not taking a wife of 
them: for in pride is destruction and 
much trouble, and in lewdness is decay 
and great want: for lewdness is the 
mother of famine. 

14 Let not the ‘wages of any man, 
which hath wrought for thee, tarry with 
thee, but give him it out of hand: for 
if thou serve God, he will also repay 
thee: be circumspect, my son, in ail 
things thou doest, and be wise in all 
thy conversation. 

15 ' Do that to no man which thou 
hatest: drink not wine to make thee 
drunken: neither let drunkenness go 
with thee in thy journey 
_ 16 ™Give of thy bread 
and of thy garments 


to the hungry. 
to them that are 
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naked; and according to thine abund- 
ance "give alms; and °let not thine eye 
be envious, when thou givest alms. 

17 Pour out thy bread on the burial 
of the just, but give nothing to the 
wicked. 

18 Ask counsel of all that are wise, 
and despise not any counsel that is pro- 
fitable. 

19 Bless the Lord thy God alway, 
and desire of him that thy ways may 
be directed, and that all thy paths and 
counsels may prosper: for every na- 
tion hath not counsel; ? but the Lord 
himself giveth all good things, and he 
humbleth whom he will, as he will; 
now therefore, my son, remember my 
commandments, neither let them be 
put out of thy mind. 

20 And now I signify this to thee, that 
I committed ten talents to Gabael ‘the 
son of Gabrias at Rages in Media. 

91 And fear not, my son, that we are 
made poor: * for thou hast much wealth, 
if thou fear God, and depart from all 
sin, and do that which is pleasing in 


his sight. 
CHAP. V. 


4 Young Tobias secketh a guide into Media. 6 The angel 
will go with him, 12 and saith he is his kinsman. 16 
Tobias and the angel depart together. 17 But his mo- 
ther ts grieved for her son’s departing. 


OBIAS then answered and said, 
Father, I will do all things which 
thou hast commanded me: 

2 But how can I receive the money, 
seeing I know him not ? 

3 Then he gave him the handwrit- 
ing, and said unto him, Seek thee a 
man which may go with thee, whiles 
I yet live, and I will give him wages: 
and go and receive the money. 

4 Therefore when he went to seek 
a man, he found Raphael that was an 
angel. 

5 But he knew not; and he said unto 
him, Canst thou go with me to Rages? 
and knowest thou those places well ? 

6 To whom the angel said, I will go 
with thee, and I know the way well: 
for I have lodged with our brother Ga- 
bael. 

7 Then Tobias said unto him, Tarry 
for me, till I tell my father. 

8 Then he said unto him,.Go, and 
tarry not. So he went in and said to 
his father, Behold, I have found one 
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which will go with me. Then he said, 
Call him unto me, that I may know of 
what tribe he is, and whether he be a 
trusty man to go with thee. 

9 So he called him, and he came in, 
and they saluted one another. 

10 Then Tobit said unto him, Bro- 
ther, shew me of what tribe and fa- 
mily thou art. 

11 To whom he said, Dost thou seek 
for a tribe or family, or an hired man 
to go with thy son? Then Tobit said 
unto him, I would know, brother, thy 
kindred and name. 

12 Then he said, I am Azarias, the 
son of Ananias the great, and of thy 
brethren. 

13 Then Tobit said, Thou art wel- 
come, brother; be not now angry with 
me, because I have enquired to know 
thy tribe and thy family; for thou art 
my brother, of an honest and good 
stock: for I know Ananias and Jona- 
thas, sons of that great Samaias, *as 
we went together to Jerusalem to wor- 
ship, and offered the firstborn, and the 
tenths of the fruits; and they were not 
seduced with ’the error of our brethren: 
my brother, thou art of a good stock. 

14 But tell me, what wages shall I 
give thee? wilt thou a drachm a day, 
and things necessary, as to mine own 
son ? 

15 Yea, moreover, if ye return safe, 
I will add something to thy wages. 

16 So they were well pleased. Then 
said he to Tobias, Prepare thyself for 
the journey, and God send you a good 
journey. And when his son had pre- 
pared all things for the journey, his fa- 
ther said, Go thou with this man, and 
God, which dwelleth in heaven, pros- 

er your journey, and the angel of God 

eep you company. So they went forth 
both, and the young man’s dog with 
them. 

17 But Anna his mother wept, and 
said to Tobit, Why hast thou sent away 
our son ? is he not the staff of our hand, 
in going in and out before us ? 

18 ll Be not greedy to add money to 
money: but let it be as refuse in re- 
spect of our child. 

19 |For that which the Lord hath 
given us to live with doth suffice us, 

20 Then said Tobit to her, Take no 
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care, my sister; he shall return in safe- 
ty, and thine eyes shall see him. 

21 For the good angel will keep him 
company, and his journey shall be pros- 
perous, and he shall return safe. 

22 Then she made an end of weeping. 

CHAP. VI. 
4 The angel biddeth Tobias to take the liver, heart, and 
gall out of a fish, 10 and to marry Sara the daughter 
of Raguel: 16 and teacheth how to drive the wicked

8 Prayer is good with fasting and

10 But they that sin are enemies to 
their own life. 

11 Surely I will keep close nothing 
from you. For I said, It was good to 
keep close the secret of a king, but 
that it was honourable to reveal the 
works of God.

4 There declare his greatness, and 
extol him before all the living: for he 
is our Lord, and he is the God our 
Father for ever. 

5 And he will scourge us for our 
iniquities, and will have mercy again, 
band will gather us out of all nations, 
among whom he hath scattered us. 

6 If ye turn to him with your whole 
heart, and with your whole mind, and 
deal uprightly before him, then will he 
turn unto you, and will not hide his 
face from you. Therefore see what he 
will do with you, and confess him with 
your whole mouth, and praise the Lord 
of might, and extol the everlasting 
King. In the land of my captivity do 
I praise him, and declare his might and 
majesty to a sinful nation. O ye sin- 
ners, turn and do justice before him: 
‘who can tell if he will accept you, 
and have mercy on you? 

7 I will extol my God, and my soul 
shall praise the King of heaven, and 
shall rejoice in his greatness. 

8 Let all men speak, and let all praise 
him for his righteousness. 

9 O Jerusalem, the holy city, || he will 
scourge thee for thy children’s works, 
and will have mercy again on the sons 
of the righteous. 

10 Give praise to the Lord, for he is 
good: and praise the everlasting King, 
that his tabernacle may be builded in 
thee again with joy, and lllet him make 
Joyful there in thee those that are cap- 
tives, and love in thee for ever those 
that are miserable. 

11 “Many nations shall come from 
far to the name of the Lord God with 
in their hands, even gifts to the

4 Go into Media, my son, for I surely 
believe those things which *Jonas the 
prophet spake of Nineve, that it shall 
be overthrown; and that for a time 
peace shall rather be in Media; and 
that our brethren shall lie scattered in 
the earth from that good land: and 
Jerusalem shall be desolate, and the 
house of God in it shall be burned, and 
shall be desolate for a time ;

7 So shall all nations praise the Lord, 
and his people shall confess God, and 
the Lord shall exalt his people; and 
all those which love the Lord God in 
truth and justice shall rejoice, shewing 
mercy to our brethren. 

s And now, my son, depart out of Ni- 
neve, because that those things which 
the prophet Jonas spake shall surely 
come to pass. 

9 But keep thou the law and the 
commandments, and shew thyself mer- 
ciful and just, that it may go well with 
thee. 

10 And bury me decently, and thy 
mother with me; but tarry no longer at 
Nineve. Remember, my son, how Aman 
handled Achiacharus that brought him 
up, how out of light he brought him 
into darkness, and how he rewarded 
him again: yet Achiacharus was |l sav-

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he went down into darkness. || Manas- 
ses gave alms, and escaped the snares 
of death || which they had set for him: 
but Aman fell into the snare, and pe- 
rished. 

11 Wherefore now, my son, consider 
what alms doeth, and how righteous- 
ness doth deliver. When he had said 
these things, he gave up the ghost in 
the bed, being an hundred and eight 
and fifty years old; and llhe buried him 
honourably.

ie the twelfth year of the reign of 
Nabuchodonosor, who reigned in 
Nineve, the great city; in the days of 
Arphaxad, which reigned over the 
Medes in Ecbatane, 

2 And built in Ecbatane walls round 
about of stones hewn three cubits 
broad and six cubits long, and made 
the height of the wall seventy cubits, 
and the breadth thereof fifty cubits : 

3 And set the towers thereof upon 
the gates of it, an hundred cubits high, 


and the breadth thereof in the founda- 


tion threescore cubits: 

4 And he made the gates thereof, 
even gates that were raised to the height 
of seventy cubits, and the breadth of 
them was forty cubits, for the going 
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forth of his mighty armies, and for the 
setting in array of his footmen: 

5 liven in those days king Nabucho- 
donosor made war with king Arphaxad 
in the great plain, which is the plain in 
the borders of Ragau. 

6 And there came unto him all they 
that dwelt in the hill country, and all 
that dwelt by Euphrates, and Tigris, 
and Hydaspes, and the plain of Ari- 
och the king of the Elymeans, and very 
many nations of the sons of Chelod, 
assembled themselves to the battle. 

7 Then Nabuchodonosor king of the 
Assyrians sent unto all that dwelt in 
Persia, and to all that dwelt westward, 
and to those that dwelt in Cilicia, and 
Damascus, and Libanus, and Antili- 
banus, and to all that dwelt upon the 
sea coast, 

sg And to those among the nations 
that were of Carmel, and Galaad, and

9 And to all that were in Samaria 
and the cities thereof, and beyond Jor- 
dan unto Jerusalem, and Betane, and 
Chellus, and Kades, and the river of 
Egypt, and Taphnes, and Ramesse, and 
all the land of Gesem, 

10 Until ye come beyond Tanis and 
Memphis, and to all the inhabitants of 
Egypt, until ye come to the borders of 
Ethiopia. 

11 But all the inhabitants of the land 
made light of the commandment of Na- 
buchodonosor king of the Assyrians, nei- 
ther went they with him to the battle ; 
for they were not afraid of him: yea, 
he was before them as one man, and 
they sent away his ambassadors from 
them without effect, and with disgrace. 

12 Therefore Nabuchodonosor was 
very angry with al] this country, and 
sware by his throne and kingdom, that 
he would surely be avenged upon all 
those coasts of Cilicia, and Damascus, 
and Syria, and that he would slay with 
the sword all the inhabitants of the 
land of Moab, and the children of Am- 
mon, and all Judea, and all that were 
in Egypt, till ye come to the borders 
of the two seas. | 

13 Then he marched in battle array 
with his power against king Arphaxad 
in the seventeenth year, and he pre- 
vailed in his battle: for he overthrew 
all the power of Arphaxad, and all his 
horsemen, and all his chariots, 

14 And became lord of his cities, 
and came unto Ecbatane, and took the 
towers, and spoiled the streets there- 
of, and turned the beauty thereof into 
shame. 

15 We took also Arphaxad in the 
mountains of Ragau, and smote him 
through with his darts, and destroyed 
him utterly that day. 

16 So he returned afterward to Ni- 
neve, both he and all his company of 
sundry nations, being a very great mul- 
titude of men of war, and there he took 
his ease, and banqueted, both he and his 
army, an hundred and twenty days.

ples, and brought them to nought. 

2 Therefore they were exceedingly 
afraid of him, and were troubled for 
Jerusalem, and for the temple of the 
Lord their God: 

3 For they were newly returned from 
the captivity, and all the people || of Ju- 
dea were lately gathered together: and 
the vessels, and the altar, and the house, 
were sanctified after the profanation. 

4 Therefore they sent into all the 
coasts of Samaria, and the villages, and 
to Bethoron, and Belmen, and Jericho, 
and to Choba, and Esora, and to the 
valley of Salem:

6 Also Joacim the high priest, which 
was in those days in Jerusalem, wrote 
to them that dwelt in Bethulia, and 
Betomestham, which is over against 
ll Esdraelon toward the |lopen country, 
near to Dothaim, 

7 Charging them to keep the passages 
of the hill country: for by them there 
was an entrance into Judea, and it was 
easy to stop them that would come up, 
because the passage was strait, |lfor two 
men at the most. 

8 And the children of Israel did as 
Joacim the high priest had commanded 
them, with the ll ancients of all the peo- 
ple of Israel, which dwelt at Jerusalem. 

9 Then every man of Israel cried 
to God with great fervency, and with 


great vehemency did they humble their 


souls: 


10 Both they, and their wive 

( i : s, and 
their children, and their cattle, and 
every apa’ and hireling, and their 
servants bought with money, - 
cloth upon their loins, sia 
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11 Thus every man and woman, and 
the little children, and the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, fell before the temple, and 
cast ashes upon their heads, and spread 
out their sackcloth before the face of 
the Lord: also they put sackcloth about 
the altar, 

12 And cried to the God of Israel 
all with one consent earnestly, that he 
would not give their children for a 
prey, and their wives for a spoil, and 
the cities of their inheritance to de- 
struction, and the sanctuary to profa- 
nation and reproach, and for the na- 
tions to rejoice at. 

13 So God heard their prayers, and 
looked upon their afflictions: for the 
people fasted many days in all Judea 
and Jerusalem before the sanctuary of 
the Lord Almighty. 

14 And Joacim the high priest, and 
all the priests that stood before the 
Lord, and they which ministered unto 
the Lord, had their loins girt with 
sackcloth, and offered the daily burnt 
offerings, with the vows and free gifts 
of the people, 

15 And had ashes on their mitres, 
and cried unto the Lord with all their 
power, that he would look upon all the 
house of Israel graciously. 


CHAP. V. 


5 Achior telleth Holofernes what the Jews are, 8 and what 
their God had done for them; 21 and adviseth not to 
meddle with them. 22 All that heard him were offended 


at him. 


HEN was it declared to Holofernes, 

the chief captain of the army of 
Assur, that the children of Israel had 
prepared for war, and had shut up the 
— of the hill country, and had 
ortified tall the tops of the high hills, 
and had laid impediments in the cham- 
paign countries : 

2 Wherewith he was very angry, and 
called all the princes of Moab, and the 
captains of Ammon, and all the gover- 
nors of the sea coast, 

3 And he said unto them, Tell me 
now, ye sons of Chanaan, who this peo- 
ple is, that dwelleth in the hill country, 
and what are the cities that they in- 
habit, and what is the multitude of 
their army, and wherein is their power 
and strength, and what king is set over 
them, or captain of their army ;

21 But if there be no iniquity in their 
nation, let my lord now pass by, lest 
their Lord defend them, and their God 
be for them, and we become a reproach 
before all the world. 

22 And when Achior had _ finished 
these sayings, all the people standing 
round about the tent murmured, and 
the chief men of Holofernes, and all 
that dwelt by the sea side, and in Moab, 
spake that he should kill him. 

23 For, say they, we will not be afraid 
of the face of the children of Israel: for, 
lo, it is a people that have no strength 
nor power t for a strong battle. 

24 Now therefore, lord Holofernes, 
we will go up, and they shall be a prey 
to be devoured of all thine army. 


CHAP. VI. 
3 Holofernes despiseth God. 7 He threateneth Achwr, 
and sendeth him amay. 14 The Bethulians receive and 
hear him. 18 They fall to prayer, and comfort Achior. 


ND when the tumult of men that 
were about the council was ceas- 
ed, Holofernes the chief captain of the 
army of Assur said unto Achior and all 
the Moabites before all the company of 
other nations, 
2 And who art thou, Achior, and the 
hirelings of Ephraim, that thou hast 
prophesied among us as to day, and

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hast said, that we should not make war 
with the people of Israel, because their 
God will defend them? and who is God 
but Nabuchodonosor ? 

3 He will send his power, and will 
destroy them from the face of the earth, 
and their God shall not deliver them: 
but we his servants will destroy them 
as one man; for they are not able to 
sustain the power of our horses. 

4 For with them we will tread them 
under foot, and their mountains shall 
be drunken with their blood, and their 
fields shall be filled with their dead 
bodies, and their footsteps shall not be 
able to stand before us, for they shall 
utterly perish, saith king Nabuchodo- 
nosor, lord of all the earth: for he said, 
None of my words shall be in vain. 

5 And thou, Achior, an hireling of 
Ammon, which hast spoken these words 
in the day of thine iniquity, shalt see 
my face no more from this day, until 
I take vengeance of this nation that 
came out of Egypt. 

6 And then shall the sword of mine 
army, and the multitude of them that 
serve me, pass through thy sides, and 
thou shalt fall among their slain, when 
I return. 

7 Now therefore my servants shall 
bring thee back into the hill country, 
and. shall set thee in one of the cities 
of the passages : 

8 And thou shalt not perish, till thou 
be destroyed with them. 

9 And if thou persuade thyself in 
thy mind that they shall not be taken, 
let not thy countenance fall: I have 
spoken it, and none of my words shall 
be in vain. 

10 Then Holofernes commanded his 
servants, that waited in his tent, to take 
Achior, and bring him to Bethulia, and 
deliver him into the hands of the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

11 So his servants took him, and 
brought him out of the camp into the 
plain, and they went from the midst 
oe hill country, and 

e fountain = 
der Bethulia s that were un 

12 And when the men of the city 
saw them, they took up their weapons, 
and went out of the city to the top of 
the hill: and every man that used a 
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sling kept them from coming up by cast- 
ing of stones against them. 

13 Nevertheless having gotten privily 
under the hill, they bound Achior, and 
cast him down, and left him at the foot 
of the hill, and returned to their lord. 

14 But the Israelites descended from 
their city, and came unto him, and loos- 
ed him, and brought him into Bethulia, 
and presented him to the governors of 
the city: 


15 Which were in those yer Ozias | 


the son of Micha, of the tribe of Simeon, 
and Chabris the son of Gothoniel, and 
Charmis the son of Melchiel. 

16 And they called together all the 
ancients of the city, and all their youth 
ran together, and their women, to the 
assembly, and they set Achior in the 
midst of all their people. Then Ozias 
asked him of that which was done. 

17 And he answered and declared 
unto them the words of the council of 
Holofernes, and all the words that he 
had spoken in the midst of the princes 
of Assur, and whatsoever Holofernes 
had spoken proudly against the house 
of Israel. 

18 Then the people fell down and 
worshipped God, and cried unto God, 
saying, 

19 O Lord God of heaven, behold their 
pride, and pity the low estate of our 
nation, and look upon the face of those 
that are sanctified unto thee this day. 

90 Then they comforted Achior, and 
praised him greatly. 

21 And Ozias took him out of the as- 
sembly unto his house, and made a feast 
to the elders; and they called on the 
God of Israel all that night for help. 


CHAP. VII. 


1 Holofernes besiegeth Bethulia, 7 and stoppeth the water 
Jrom them, 22 They faint, and murmur against the 
governors, 30 who promise to yield within five days. 


T HE next day Holofernes com- 
manded all his army, and al his 
people which were come to take his 
part, that they should remove their 
camp against Bethulia, to take afore- 
hand the ascents of the hill country, 
and to make war against the children 
of Israel. 

2 Then their strong men removed 
their camps in that day, and the army 
of the men of war was an hundred and 
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It from 
| Dothaim, 
| Junius. 
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seventy thousand footmen, and twelve 
thousand horsemen, beside the baggage, 
and other men that were afoot among 
them, a very great multitude. 

3 And they camped in the valley near 
unto Bethulia, by the fountain, and they 
spread themselves in breadth |! over Do- 
thaim even to Belmaim, and in length 


from Bethulia unto + Cyamon, which is 


over against Esdraelom. 

4 Now the children of Israel, when 
they saw the multitude of them, were 
greatly troubled, and said every one to 
his neighbour, * Now will these men lick 
up the face of the earth; for neither 
the high mountains, nor the valleys, nor 
the hills, are able to bear their weight. 

5 Then every man took up his wea- 
pons of war, and when they had kindled 
fires upon their towers, they remained 
and watched all that night. 

6 But in the second day Holofernes 
‘brought forth all his horsemen in the 
sight of the children of Israel which 
were in Bethulia, 

7 And viewed the passages up to the 
city, and came to the fountains of their 
waters, and took them, and set garri- 
sons of men of war over them, and he 
himself removed toward his people. 

8 Then came unto him all the chief 
of the children of Esau, and all the go- 
vernors of the people of Moab, and the 
captains of the sea coast, and said, 

9 Let our lord now hear a word, 
that there be not an overthrow in thine 
army. 

10 For this people of the children of 
Israel do not trust in their spears, but 
in the height of the mountains wherein 
they dwell, because it is not easy to come 
up to the tops of their mountains. 

11 Now therefore, my lord, fight not 
against them in battle array, and there 
shall not so much as one man of thy 
people perish. 

12 Remain in thy camp, and keep 
all the men of thine army, and let thy 
servants get into their hands the foun- 
tain of water, which issueth forth of 
the foot of the mountain : 


: 18 For all the inhabitants of Bethulia 


have their water thence; so shall thirst 
kill them, .and they shall give up their 


‘city, and we and our people shall go up 
to the tops of the mountains that are 
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near, and will camp upon them, to watch 
that none go out of the city. 

14 So they and their wives and 
their children shall be consumed with 
famine, and before the sword come 
against them, they shall be overthrown 
in the streets where they dwell. 

15 Thus shalt thou render them an 
evil reward; because they rebelled, and 
met not thy person peaceably. 

16 And these words pleased Holo- 
fernes and all his servants, and he ap- 
pointed to do as they had spoken. 

17 So the camp of the children of 
Ammon departed, and with them five 
thousand of the Assyrians, and they 
pitched in the valley, and took the wa- 
ters, and the fountains of the waters of 
the children of Israel. 

18 Then the children of Esau went 
up with the children of Ammon, and 
camped in the hill country over against 
Dothaim: and they sent some of them 
toward the south, and toward the east, 
over against Ickrebel, which is near un- 
to Chusi, that is upon the brook Moch- 
mur; and the rest of the army of the 
Assyrians camped in the plain, and co- 
vered the face of the whole land; and 
their tents and carriages were pitched 
to a very great multitude. 

19 Then the children of Israel cried 
unto the Lord their God, because their 
heart failed, for all their enemies had 
compassed them round about, and there 
Was no way to escape out from among 
them. 

20 Thus all the company of Assur 
remained about them, both their foot- 
men, chariots, and horsemen, four and 
thirty days, so that all their vessels 
of water failed all the inhabitants of 
Bethulia. 

21 And the Iicisterns were emptied, 
and they had not water to drink their 
fill for one day; for they gave them 
drink by measure. 

22 Therefore their young children 
were out of heart, and their women 
and young men fainted for thirst, and 
fell down in the streets of the city, and 
by the passages of the gates, and there 
was no longer any strength in them. 

23 'Then all the people assembled to 
Ozias, and to the chief of the city, both 
young men, and women, and children, 
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and cried with a loud voice, and said 
before all the elders, 

24 God be *judge between us and 
you: for ye have done us great injury, 
in that ye have not required peace of 
the children of Assur. 

25 For now we have no helper: but 
God hath sold us into their hands, that 
we should be thrown down before them 
with thirst and great destruction. 

96 Now therefore call them unto you, 
and deliver the whole city for a spoil 
to the people of Holofernes, and to all 
his army. 

27 For it is better for us to be made 
a spoil unto them, than to die for thirst: 
for we will be his servants, that our 
souls may live, and not see the death 
of our infants before our eyes, nor our 
wives nor our children to die. 

28 We take to witness against you 
the heaven and the earth, and our God 
and Lord of our fathers, which punish- 
eth us according to our sins and the 
sins of our fathers, || that he do not ac- 
cording as we have said this day. 

29 Then there was great weeping 
with one consent in the midst of the 
assembly; and they cried unto the 
Lord God with a loud voice. 

30 Then said Ozias to them, Brethren, 
be of good courage, let us yet endure 
five days, in the which space the Lord 
our God may turn his merey toward 
us; for he will not forsake us utterly. 

31 And if these days pass, and there 
come no help unto us, I will do accord- 
ing to your word. 

32 And he dispersed the people, every 
one to their own charge; and they went 
unto the walls and towers of their city, 
and sent the women and children into 
their houses: and they were very low 
brought in the city. 


CHAP. VIII. 


1 The state and behaviour of Judith a widow. 12 She 
blameth the governors for their promise to yield, 17 and 
adviseth them to trust in God. 28 They excuse their 
promise. 32 She promiseth to do something for them. 


fa eee at that time Judith heard 
thereof, which was the daughter

2 And Manasses was her husband, of 
her tribe and kindred, who died in the 
barley harvest. 

3 For as he stood overseeing them 
that bound sheaves in the field, the 
heat came upon his head, and he fell 
on his bed, and died in the city of Be- 
thulia: and they buried him with his 
fathers in the’ field between Dothaim 
and Balamo. 

4 So Judith was a widow in her house 
three years and four months. 

5 And she made her a tent upon the 
top of her house, and put on sackcloth 
upon her loins, and ware her widow’s 
apparel. 

6 And she fasted all the days of her 
widowhood, save the eves of the sab- 
baths, and the sabbaths, and the eves 
of the new moons, and the new moons, 
and the feasts and solemn days of the 
house of Israel. 

7 She was also of a goodly counte- 
nance, and very beautiful to behold: 
and her husband Manasses had left her 
gold, and silver, and menservants, and 
maidservants, and cattle, and lands; 
land she remained upon them. 

8 And there was none that gave her 
an ill word; for she feared God greatly. 

9 Now when she heard the evil words 
of the people against the governor, that 
they fainted for lack of water; for Ju- 


dith had heard “all the words that *ch. 7. 30, 


Ozias had spoken unto them, and that *” 
he had sworn to deliver the city unto 
the Assyrians after five days; 

10 Then she sent her waitingwoman, 
that had the government of all things 
that she had, to call Ozias and Chabris 
and Charmis, the ancients of the city. 

11 And they came unto her, and she 
said unto them, Hear me now, O ye go- 
vernors of the inhabitants of Bethulia: 
for your words that ye have spoken be- 
fore the people this day are not right, 
touching this oath which ye made and 
— between God and you, and 

ave promised to deliver the city to 
our enemies, unless within these days 
the Lord turn to help you. ;

14 >For ye cannot find the depth of 
the heart of man, neither can ye per- 
ceive the things that he thinketh: 
then how can ye search out God, that 
hath made all these things, and *‘ know 
his mind, or comprehend his purpose ? 
Nay, my brethren, provoke not the 
Lord our God to anger. 

15 For if he will not help us within 
these five days, he hath power to de- 
fend us when he will, even every day, 
or to destroy us before our enemies. 

16 Do not || bind the counsels of the 
Lord our God: for ‘God is not as man, 
that he may be threatened; neither is 
he as the son of man, that he should 
be wavering. 

17 Therefore let us wait for salva- 
tion of him, and call upon him to help 
us, and he will hear our voice, if it 


18 For there arose none in our age, 
neither is there any now in these days, 
neither tribe, nor family, nor |! people, 
nor city, among us, which worship gods 
made with hands, ‘as hath been afore- 
time. 

19 For the which cause our fathers 
were given to the sword, and for a spoil, 
and had a great fall before our enemies. 

20 But we know none other god, 
therefore we trust that he will not de- 
spise us, nor any of our nation. 

21 For if we be taken so, all Judea 
shall lie waste, and our sanctuary shall 
be spoiled; and he will require the pro- 
fanation thereof at our mouth. 

22 And the Ilslaughter of our bre- 
thren, and the captivity of the country, 
and the desolation of our inheritance, 
will he turn upon our heads among the 
Gentiles, wheresoever we shall be in 
bondage; and we shall be an offence 
and a reproach to all them that pos- 
sess us. 

23 For our servitude shall not be di- 
rected to favour: but the Lord our God 
shall turn it to dishonour. 

24 Now therefore, O brethren, let us 
shew an example to our brethren, be- 


-cause their hearts eee upon us, and 


the sanctuary, and t 
altar, rest upon us. | 
25 Moreover let us give thanks to 


e house, and the 
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the Lord our God, which trieth us, 
even as he did our fathers. 

26 Remember what things he did to 
f Abraham, and how he tried Isaac, and 
what happened to Jacob in Mesopo- 
tamia of Syria, when he kept the sheep 
of Laban his mother’s brother. 

27 For he hath not tried us in the 
fire, as he did them, for the examina- 
tion of their hearts, neither hath he 
taken vengeance on us: but the Lord 
doth scourge them that come near unto 
him, to admonish them. 

28 Then said Ozias to her, All that 
thou hast spoken hast thou spoken with 
a good heart, and there is none that 
May gainsay thy words. 

29 For this is not the first day where- 
in thy wisdom is manifested; but from 
the beginning of thy days all the peo- 
ple have known thy understanding, be- 
cause the disposition of thine heart is 
good. 

30 But the people were very thirsty, 
and compelled us to do unto them as we 
have spoken, and to bring an oath upon 
ourselves, which we will not break. 

31 Therefore now pray thou for us, 
because thou art a godly woman, and 
the Lord will send us rain to fill our 
cisterns, and we shall faint no more. 

32 Then said Judith unto them, Hear 
me, and I will do a thing, which shall 
go throughout all generations to the 
children of our nation. 

33 Ye shall stand this night in the 
gate, and I will go forth with my wait- 
ingwoman: and within the days that 
ye have promised to deliver the city to 
our enemies the Lord will visit Israel 
by mine hand. 

34 But enquire not ye of mine act: 
for I will not declare it unto you, till 
the things be finished that I do. 

35 Then said Ozias and the princes 
unto her, Go in peace, and the Lord 
God be before thee, to take vengeance 
on our enemies. 

36 So they returned from the tent, 
and went to their wards. 


CHAP. IX. 
1 Judith humbleth herself, 2 and prayeth God to prosper

5 For thou hast wrought not only 
those things, but also the things which 
fell out before, and which ensued after ;

6 Yea, what things thou didst de- 
termine were ready at hand, and said, 
Lo, we are here: for all thy ways are 
prepared, and thy judgments are in thy 
foreknowledge. 

7 For, behold, the Assyrians are mul- 
tiplied in their power ; they are exalted 
with horse and man; they glory in the 
strength of their footmen; they trust 
in shield, and spear, and bow, an sling ; 
and know not that thou art the Lord 
that breakest the battles: the Lord is 
thy name.

OW after that she had ceased to

3 And pulled off the sackcloth which 
she had on, and put off the garments 
of her widowhood, and washed her 
body all over with water, and anointed 
herself with precious ointment, and 
braided the hair of her head, and put

nents of gladness, wherewith she was 
clad during the life of Manasses her 
husband. 

4 And she took sandals upon her feet, 
and put about her her bracelets, and 
her chains, and her rings, and her ear- 
rings, and all her ornaments, and deck- 
ed herself bravely, to allure the eyes 


._ of all men that should see her. 


5 Then she gave her maid a bottle of 
wine, and a cruse of oil, and filled.a bag 
with parched .corn, and lumps of figs, 
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her 


8 The God, the God of our fathers, 
give thee favour, and accomplish thine 
enterprizes to the glory of the children 
of Israel, and to the exaltation of Jeru- 
salem. Then they worshipped God. 

9 And she said unto them, Command 
the gates of the city to be opened unto 
me, that I may go forth to accomplish 
the things whereof ye have spoken with 
me.

13 And I am coming before Holo- 
fernes the chief captain of your army, 
to declare ‘words of truth; and I will 
shew him a way, whereby he shall go, 
and win all the hill country, without 
losing the body or life of any one of 
his men. 

14 Now when the men heard her 
words, and beheld her countenance, 
they wondered greatly at her beauty, 
and said unto her, | 

15 Thou hast saved thy. life, in that 
thou hast hasted to come down.+

22 So they shewed him of her; and 
he came out before his tent with silver 
lamps going before him. 

23 And when Judith was come be- 
fore him and his servants, they all 
marvelled at the beauty of her coun- 
tenance; and she fell down upon her 
face, and did reverence unto him: and 
his servants took her up.

HEN said Holofernes unto her,

any that was willing to serve Nabucho- 
donosor, the king of all the earth. 

2 Now therefore, if thy 
dwelleth in the mountains 
light by me, I would not have lifted up 
my spear against them: but they have 
done these things to themselves. 

3 But now tell me wherefore thou 
art fled from them, and art come unto 
{ us: for thou art come’ for safeguard ; 
wl smfor't; thou shalt live this

not set 
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4 For none shall hurt thee, but en- 
treat thee well, as they do the servants 
of king Nabuchodonosor my lord. 

5 Then Judith said unto him, Re- 
ceive the words of thy servant, and 
suffer thine handmaid to speak in thy 
presence, and I will declare no lie to 
my lord this night. 

6 And if thou wilt follow the words 
of thine handmaid, God will bring the 
thing perfectly to pass by thee; and my 
lord shall not fail of his purposes. 

7 As Nabuchodonosor king of all the 
earth liveth, and as his power liveth, 
who hath sent thee for the upholding 
of every living thing: for not only men 
shall serve him by thee, but also the 
beasts of the field, and the cattle, and 
the fowls of the air, shall live by thy 
ower under Nabuchodonosor and all 
is house. 

8 For we have heard of thy wisdom 
and thy policies, and it is reported in 
all the earth, that thou only art || ex- 
cellent in all the kingdom, and mighty 
in knowledge, and wonderful in feats 
of war. 

9 Now as concerning the matter, 
which *Achior did speak in thy coun- 
cil, we have heard his words; for the 
men of Bethulia || saved him, and he 
declared unto them all that he had 
spoken unto thee. 

10 Therefore, O lord and governor, 
reject not his word; but lay it up in 
thine heart, for it is true: for our na- 
tion shall not be punished, neither can 
the sword prevail against them, except 
they sin against their God. 

11 And now, that my lord be not 
defeated and frustrate of his purpose, 
even death is now fallen upon them, 
and their sin hath overtaken them, 
wherewith they will provoke their God 
to anger, whensoever they shall do that 
which is not fit to be done: 

12 For their victuals fail them, and 
all their water is scant, and they have 
determined to lay hands upon their cat- 
tle, and golmeg to consume all those 
things, that God hath forbidden them 
to eat by his laws:

21 There is not such a woman from 
one end of the earth to the other, 
both for beauty of face, and wisdom of 
words. 

22 Likewise Holofernes said unto 
her, God hath done well to send thee 
before the people, that strength might 
be in our hands, and destruction upon 
them that lightly regard my lord. 

23 And now thou art both beautiful 
in thy countenance, and —o in thy 
words: surely if thou do as thou hast 
spoken, thy God shall be my God, and 
thou shalt dwell in the house of king 
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Nabuchodonosor, and shalt be renown- 
ed through the whole earth.

4 Then said Judith unto him, As thy 
soul Jiveth, my lord, thine handmaid 
shall not spend those things that I have, 
before the Lord work by mine hand 
the things that he hath determined. 

5 Then the servants of Holofernes 
brought her into the tent, and she slept 
till midnight, and she arose when it 
was toward the morning watch, 

6 And sent to Holofernes, saying, Let 
my lord now command that thine hand- 
maid may go forth unto prayer. 

7 Then Holofernes commanded his 
guard that they should not stay her: 
thus she abode in the camp three days, 
and went out in the night into the val- 
ley of Bethulia, and washed herself in 
a fountain of water by the camp. 

8 And when she came out, she be- 
sought the Lord God of Israel to direct 
her way to the raising up of the chil- 
dren of her people. 

9 So she came in clean, and remained 
in the tent, until she did eat her meat 
at evening. 

10 And in the fourth day Holofernes 
made a feast to his own servants only, 
and called none of the officers to the 
banquet. 

11 Then said he to Bagoas the eunuch, 
who had charge over all that he had, 
Go now, and persuade this Hebrew wo- 
man which is with thee, that she come 
unto us, and eat and drink with us. 

12 For, lo, it will be a shame for our 
person, if we shall let such a woman 
$0, not having had her company; for 


7 She tarried 
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if we draw her not unto us, she will 
laugh us to scorn. 

13 Then went Bagoas from the pre- 
sence of Holofernes, and came to her, 
and he said, Let not this fair damsel 
fear to come to my lord, and to be ho- 
noured in his presence, and drink wine, 
and be merry with us, and be made 
this day as one of the daughters of the 
Assyrians, which serve in the house of 
Nabuchodonosor. 

14 Then said Judith unto him, Who 
am I now, that I should gainsay my 
lord? surely whatsoever pleaseth him 
I will do speedily, and it shall be my 
joy unto the day of my death. 

15 So she arose, and decked herself 
with her apparel and all her woman’s 
attire, and her maid went and laid soft 
skins on the ground for her over against 
Holofernes, which she had received of 
Bagoas for her daily use, that she might 
sit and eat upon them. 

16 Now when Judith came in and sat 
down, Holofernes his heart was ravish- 
ed with her, and his mind was moved, 
and he desired greatly her company ; 
for he waited a time to deceive her, 
from the day that he had seen her. 

17 Then said Holofernes unto her, 
Drink now, and be merry with us. 

18 So Judith said, I will drink now, 
my lord, because my life is magnified 
in me this day more than all the days 
since ] was born. 

19 Then she took and ate and drank 
before him what her maid had prepared. 

20 And Holofernes took great delight 
in her, and drank much more wine than 
he had drunk at any time in one day 
since he was born. 

CHAP. XIII. 
2 Judith is left alone with Holofernes in his tent. 4 She 
prayeth God to give her strength. 8 She cut off his 


head while he slept, 10 and returned with tt to Bethulia. 
17 They saw tt, and commend her. 


OW when the evening was come, 
his servants made haste to depart, 
and Bagoas shut his tent without, and 
dismissed the waiters from the presence 
of his lord; and they went to their 
beds: for they were all weary, because 
the feast had been long. 
2 And Judith was left alone in the 
tent, and Holofernes lying along upon 
his bed: for he was filled with * wine. 
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s Now Judith had commanded her “””” 
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maid to stand without her bedchamber, 
and to wait for her coming forth, as she 
did daily: for she said she would go 

| forth to her prayers, and she spake to 

: Bagoas according to the same purpose. 

4 So all went forth, and none was 
left in the bedchamber, neither little 
nor great. Then Judith, standing by 
his bed, said in her heart, O Lord God 
of all power, look at this present upon 
the works of mine hands for the exal- 
tation of Jerusalem. 

5 For now is the time to help thine 
inheritance, and to execute mine enter- 
prizes to the destruction of the enemies 
which are risen against us. 

6 Then she came to the pillar of the 
bed, which was at Holofernes’ head, and 
took down his fauchion from thence, 

7 And approached to his bed, and 
took hold uP the hair of his head, and 
said, Strengthen me, O Lord God of 
Israel, this day.

_ 10 And she put it in her bag of meat: 

so they twain went together according 

to their custom unto prayer: and when 
they passed the camp, they compassed 
the valley, and went up the mountain of 

Bethulia, and came to the gates thereof. 

11 Then said Judith afar off to the 
watchmen at the gate, Open, open now 
the gate: God, even our God, is with 
us, to shew his power yet in Jerusalem, 
and his forces against the enemy, as he 
hath even done this day. 

12 Now when the men of her city 





heard her voice, they made haste to go | 


down to the gate of their city, and they 
called the elders of the city. 

18 And then they ran all together, 
both small and great, for it was strange 
unto them that she was come: so they 
opened the gate, and received them, 
and made a fire for a light, and stood 
round about them.

15 So she took the head out of the

16 As the Lord liveth, who hath kept 
me in my way that I went, my counte- 
nance hath deceived him to his destruc- 
tion, and yet hath he not committed 
sin with me, to defile and shame me. 

17 Then all the people were won- 
derfully astonished, and bowed them- 
selves, and worshipped God, and said 
with one accord, Blessed be thou, O our 
God, which hast this day brought to 
nought the enemies of thy people. 

18 Then said Ozias unto her, O daugh- 
ter, blessed art thou of the most high 
God above all the women upon the 
earth; and blessed be the Lord God, 
which hath created the heavens and 
the earth, which hath directed thee to 
the cutting off of the head of the chief 
of our enemies. | 

19 For this thy confidence shall not 
depart from the heart of men, which 
remember the power of God for ever. | 

20 And God turn these things to thee 
for a perpetual praise, to visit thee in 
good dings because thou hast not spar- 
ed thy life for the affliction of our nation, 
but hast revenged our ruin, walking a 
straight way before our God. And all 
the people said, So be it, so be it.

her, and said, Blessed art thou in all 
the tabernacle of Juda, and in all na- 
tions, which hearing thy name shall be 
astonished. 

8 Now therefore tell me all the things 
that thou hast done in these days. Then 
Judith declared unto him in the midst 
of the people all that she had done, 
from the day that she went forth until 
that hour she spake unto them. 

9 And when she had left off speaking, 
the people shouted with a loud voice, 
and made a joyful noise in their city. 

10 And when Achior had seen all that 
the God of Israel had done, he believed 
in God greatly, and circumcised the 
flesh of his foreskin, and was joined un- 
to the house of Israel unto this day.

15 But because none answered, he 
opened it, and went into the bedcham- 
ber, and found him cast upon the floor 
dead, and his head was taken from him. 

16 || Therefore he cried with a loud 
voice, with weeping, and sighing, and a 
mighty cry, and rent his garments. 

17 After he went into the tent where 
Judith lodged: and when he found her 
not, he leaped out to the people, and 
cried, : 

18 These slaves have dealt treacher- 
ously; one woman of the Hebrews hath 
brought shame upon the house of king 
Nabuchodonosor: for, behold, Holofernes 
lieth upon the ground without a head. 

19 When the captains of the Assy- 
rians’ army heard these words, they 
rent their coats, and their minds were 
wonderfully troubled, and there was a 
cry and a very great noise throughout 
the camp.

A. when they that were in the 
tents heard, they were astonished 
at the thing that was done. | 

2 And fear and trembling fell upo 
them, so that there was no man that 
durst abide in the sight of his neigh- 
bour, but rushing out all together, they 
fled into every way of the plain, and of 
the hill country. 

3 They also that had camped in the 
mountains round about Bethulia fled 
away. Then the children of Israel, eve- 
ry one that was a warrior among them, 
rushed out upon them.

18 Now as soon as they entered into 
Jerusalem, they worshipped the Lord ; 
and as soon as the wales were purified, 
they offered their burnt offerings, and 
their free offerings, and their gifts. 

19 Judith also dedicated all the stuff 
of Holofernes, which the people had 
given her, and gave the canopy, which 
she had taken out of his bedchamber, 
for a gift unto the Lord.

in Jerusalem before the sanctuary for 
the space of three months, and Judith 
remained with them. 


21 After this time every one returned

knew her all the days of her life, after 
that Manasses her husband was dead, 
and was gathered to his people.

4 He was also one of the captives, 
which Nabuchodonosor the king of 
Babylon carried from Jerusalem with 
Jechonias king of Judea; and this was 
his dream : 

5 Behold a noise of a tumult, with 
thunder, and earthquakes, and uproar 
in the land: 

6 And, behold, two great dragons 
came forth ready to fight, and their 
cry was great. 

7 And at their cry all nations were 
prepared to battle, that they might 
fight against the righteous people. 

8 And lo a day of darkness and ob- 
scurity, tribulation and anguish, afflic- 
tion and great uproar, upon earth. 

9 And the whale righteous nation 
was troubled, fearing their own evils, 
and were ready to perish. 

10 Then they cried unto God, and 
upon their cry, as it were from a little 
fountain, was made a great flood, even 
much water. 

11 The light and the sun rose up, and 
the lowly were exalted, and devoured 
the glorious. 

12 Now when Mardocheus, who had 
seen this dream, and what God had 
determined to do, was awake, he bare 
this dream in mind, and until night by 
all means was desirous to know it.

2 °*And he heard their devices, and 
searched out their purposes, and learn- 
ed that they were about to lay hands 
upon Artaxerxes the king; and so he 
certified the king of them.

4 And the king made a record of 
these things, and Mardocheus also 
wrote thereof. 

5 So the king commanded Mardo- 
cheus to serve in the court, and for 
this he rewarded him. 

6 Howbeit Aman the son of Ama- 
dathus the Agagite, who was in great 
honour with the king, sought to molest 
Mardocheus and his people because of 
the two eunuchs of the king.

The great king Artaxerxes writ- 
eth these things to the princes and go- 
vernors that are under him from India 
unto Ethiopia, in an hundred and seven 
and twenty provinces. 

2 After that I became lord over many 
nations, and had dominion over the 
whole world, not lifted up with pre- 
sumption of my authority, but carrying 
myself alway with equity and mildness, 
I purposed to settle my subjects con- 
tinually in a quiet life, and making my 
kingdom |i peaceable, and open for pas- 
sage to the utmost coasts, to renew 
peace, which is desired of all men. 

3 Now when I asked my counsellors 
how this might be brought to pass, A- 
man, that excelled in wisdom among 
us, and was approved for his constant 
good will and stedfast fidelity, and had 
the honour of the second place in the 
kingdom, 

4 Declared unto us, that in all na- 
tions throughout the world there was 
scattered a certain malicious people, 
that had laws contrary to all nations, 
and continually despised the command- 
ments of kings, so as the uniting of our

kingdoms, honourably intended by us, 
cannot || go forward. 

5 Seeing then we understand that 
this people alone is continually in op- 
position unto all men, differing in the 
strange manner of their laws, and evil 
affected to our state, working all the 
mischief they can, that our kingdom 
may not be firmly established : 

6 Therefore have we commanded, 
that all they that are signified in writ- 
ing unto you by Aman, who is ordained 
over the affairs, and is || next unto us, 
shall all, with their wives and children, 
be utterly destroyed by the sword of 
their enemies, without all mercy and 
pity, the fourteenth day of the twelfth 
month Adar of this present year : 

7 That they, who of old and now 
also are malicious, may in one day with 
violence go into the grave, and so ever 
hereafter cause our affairs to be well 
settled, and without trouble. 

8 Then Mardocheus thought upon 
all the works of the Lord, and made 
his prayer unto him, 

9 Saying, O Lord, Lord, the King 
Almighty: for the whole world is in 
thy power, and if thou hast appointed 
to save Israel, there is no man that can 
gainsay thee: 

10 For thou hast made heaven and 
earth, and all the wondrous things un- 
der the heaven. 

11 Thou art Lord of all things, and 
there is no man that can resist thee, 
which art the Lord. 

12 Thou knowest all things, and thou 
knowest, Lord, that it was neither in 
contempt nor pride, nor for any desire 
of glory, that I did not bow down to 
proud Aman. 

13 For I could have been content 
with good will for the salvation of Is- 
rael to kiss the soles of his feet. 

14 But I did this, that I might not 
prefer the glory of man above the 
glory of God: neither will I worship 
any but thee, O God, neither will I do 
it in pride. 

15 And now, O Lord God and King, 
spare thy people: for their eyes are 
upon us to bring us to nought; yea, 
they desire to destroy the inheritance, 
that hath been thine from the begin-

21 For Almighty God hath turned 
to joy unto them the day, wherein the 
chosen people should have perished. 

22 Ye shall therefore among your 


solemn feasts keep it an high day with 


all feasting : 

23 That both now and hereafter there 
may be safety to us, and the well af- 
fected Persians; but to those which do 
conspire against us a memorial of de- 
struction. 

24 Therefore every city and country 
whatsoever, which shall not do accord- 
ing to these things, shall be destroyed 
without mercy with fire and sword, 
and shall be made not only unpassable 
for men, but also most hateful to wild 
beasts and fowls for ever.

9 For when they were tried, albeit 
but in mercy chastised, they knew how 
the ungodly were judged in wrath and 
tormented, thirsting in another manner 
than the just. 

10 For these thou didst admonish 
and try, as a father: but the other, as 
a severe king, thou didst condemn and 
punish. 

11 Whether they were absent or pre- 
sent, they were vexed alike. 

12 For a double grief came upon 
them, and a groaning for the remem- 
brance of things past. 

13 For when they heard by their own 
punishments the other to be benefited, 
they || had some feeling of the Lord. 

14 For whom they rejected with 
scorn, when he was long before thrown 
out at the casting forth of the infants, 
him in the end, when they saw what 
came to pass, they admired. 

15 But for the foolish devices of their 
wickedness, wherewith being deceived 
they worshipped serpents void of rea- 
son, and vile beasts, thou didst send a 
multitude of unreasonable beasts upon 
them for vengeance ; 

16 That they might know, that 
‘wherewithal a man sinneth, by the 
same also shall he be punished. 

17 For = Almighty hand, that made 
the world of matter without form, want- 
ed not means to send among them a 
multitude of bears, or fierce lions, 

18 Or unknown wild beasts, full of 
rage, newly created, breathing out ei- 
ther a fiery vapour, or filthy scents of 
scattered smoke, or shooting horrible 
sparkles out of their eyes: 

19 Whereof not only the harm might 
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dispatch them at once, but also the ter. 
rible sight utterly destroy them. @ 
20 Yea, and without these might they 





have fallen down with one blast, bein 
persecuted of vengeance, and scatter 


abroad through the breath of thy pow- 
er: but thou hast ordered all things in 
measure and number and weight. 

21 For thou canst shew thy great 
strength at all times when thou wilt; 
and who may withstand the power of 
thine arm? 

22 For the whole world before thee 
is ‘as a lllittle grain of the balance, yea, 
as a drop of the morning dew that fall- 
eth down upon the earth. 

23 But thou hast mercy upon all; for 
thou canst do all things, and winkest 
at the sins of men, because they should 
amend. 

24 For thou lovest all the things that 
are, and abhorrest nothing which thou 
hast made: for never wouldest thou 
have made any thing, if thou hadst 
hated it. 

25 And how could any thing have en- 
dured, if it had not been thy will? or 
been preserved, if not called by thee ? 

26 But ‘thou sparest all: for they are 
thine, O Lord, thou lover of souls.

8 Nevertheless even those thouspar- 
edst as men, and didst send ° wasps, 
forerunners of thine host, to destroy 
them by little and little. 

9 Not that thou wast unable to bring 
the ungodly under the hand of the 
righteous in battle, or to destroy them 
at once with cruel beasts, or with one 
rough word : 

10 But executing thy judgments upon 
them by little and little, thou gavest 
them Me of repentance, not being 
ignorant that they were a naughty 
generation, and that their malice was 
bred in them, and that their cogita- 
tion would never be changed. 

11 For it was a ‘cursed seed from 
the beginning; neither didst thou for 
fear of any man give them pardon for 
those things wherein they sinned. 

12 For who shall say, * What hast 
thou done? or who shall withstand thy 
judgment? or who shall accuse thee 
for the nations that perish, whom thou 
hast made? or who shall come to stand 
ll against thee, to be |l revenged for the 
unrighteous men ? 

18 For neither is there any God but 
thou that ‘careth for all, to whom thou 
mightest shew that thy judgment is not 
unright. 

14 Neither shall king or tyrant be 
able to set his face against thee for any 
whom thou hast punished. 

15 Forsomuch then as thou art righ- 
teous thyself, thou orderest all things 
righteously : § thinking it not agreeable 
with thy power to condemn him that. 
hath not deserved to be punished. 

16 For thy power is the beginning 
of righteousness, and " because thou art 
the Lord of all, it maketh thee to be 
gracious unto all. 

17 For when men will not believe 


NOr,perfet. that thou art of a Ilfull power, thou 





shewest thy strength, and among them 
that know it thou makest their bold- 
ness manifest. 3 

18 But thou, mastering thy power, 
judgest with equity, and orderest us 
with great favour: for thou mayest 
use power when thou wilt. 

19 But by such works hast thou 
taught thy people that the just man 
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should be merciful, and hast made thy 
children to be of a good hope that thou 
givest repentance for sins. 

20 For if ‘thou didst punish the ene- 
mies of thy children, and the condemn- 
edge death, with such deliberation, giv- 
ing th 





might be delivered from their malice : 

21 With how great circumspection 
didst thou judge thine own sons, unto 
whose fathers thou hast sworn, and 
made covenants of good promises ? 

22 Therefore, whereas thou dost chas- 
ten us, thou scourgest our enemies a 
thousand times more, to the intent 
that, when we judge, we should care- 
fully think of thy goodness, and when 
we ourselves are judged, we should 
look for mercy. 

23 Wherefore, whereas men have livy- 
ed dissolutely and unrighteously, * thou 
hast tormented thgm with their own 
ll abominations. 

24 'For they went astray very far in 
the ways of error, and held them for 
gods, which even among the beasts of 
their enemies were despised, being de- 
ceived, as children of no understanding. 

25 Therefore unto them, as to chil- 
dren without the use of reason, thou 
didst send a judgment to mock them. 

26 But they that would not be re- 
formed by that correction, wherein he 
dallied with them, shall feel a judg- 
ment worthy of God. 

27 For, look, for what things they 
grudged, when they were punished, that 
is, for them whom they thought to be 
gods; [now] being punished in them, 
when they saw it, they acknowledged 
him to be the true God, whom before 
they denied to know; and therefore 
came extreme damnation upon them. 


CHAP. XIII. 


1 They were not excused that worshipped any of God's 
works. 10 But most wretched are they that worship the 
works of men’s hands. 


URELY vain are all men by na- 
ture, who are ignorant of God, and 
“could not out of the things that 
are seen know him that is: neither 
by considering the works did they ac- 
knowledge the workmaster ; 
2 >But deemed either fire, or wind,

15 For a father afflicted with un- 
timely mourning, when he hath made 
an image of his child soon taken away, 
now honoured him as a god, which was 
then a dead man, and delivered to

16 Thus tin process of time an un- 
godly custom grown strong was kept 
as a law, and graven images were 
worshipped by the commandments of 
| kings. 

17 Whom men could not honour || in 
presence, because they dwelt far off, 
they took the counterfeit of his visage 
from. far, and made an express image 
of a king whom they honoured, to the 
end that by this their forwardness they 
might flatter him that was absent, as 
if he were present. 

18 Also the singular diligence of the 
artificer did help to set forward the 
ignorant to more superstition. 

19 For he, peradventure willing to 
please one in authority, forced all his 
skill to make the resemblance t+ of the 
best fashion. 

20 And so the multitude, allured by 
the grace of the work, took him now 
for a god, which a little before was but 
honoured as a man. 

21 And this was an occasion to de- 
celve the world: for men, serving either 
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calamity or tyranny, did ascribe unto 
stones and stocks the incommunicable 
ll name. 

22 Moreover this was not enough for 
them, that they erred in the knowledge 
of God; but whereas they lived in the 
great war of ignorance, those so great 
plagues called they peace. 

23 For whilst they ®slew their chil- 
dren in sacrifices, or used secret cere- 
monies, or made revellings of strange 
rites ; 

24 They kept neither lives nor mar- 
riages any longer undefiled: but either 
one slew another traiterously, or griev- 
ed him by adultery. 

25 ‘So that there reigned in all men 
ll without exception blood, manslaugh- 
ter, theft, and dissimulation, corruption, 
unfaithfulness, tumults, perjury, 

26 Disquieting of good men, forget- 
fulness of good turns, defiling of souls, 


| changing of ||kind, disorder in marri- 


ages, adultery, and shameless unclean- 
ness. 

27 * For the worshipping of idols tnot 
to be named is the beginning, the cause, 
and the end, of all evil. 

28 For either they are mad when 
they be merry, or prophesy lies, or live 
unjustly, or else lightly forswear them- 
selves. 

29 For insomuch as their trust is in 
idols, which have no life; though they 
swear falsely, yet they look not to be 
hurt. 

30 Howbeit for both causes shall they 
be justly punished: both because they 
thought not well of God, || giving heed 
unto idols, and also unjustly swore in 
deceit, despising holiness. 

31 For it is not the power of them 
by whom they swear: but it is the just 
vengeance of sinners, that punisheth 
always the offence of the ungodly. 


CHAP. XV. 
1 We do acknonledge the true God. 7 The folly of idol- 
makers, 14 and of the enemies of God's people; 15 
because, besides the idols of the Gentiles, 18 they wor- 
shipped vile beasts. 
UT thou, O God, art gracious and 
true, longsuffering, and in mercy 
ordering all things.

9 Notwithstanding his care is, not 
that he shall || have much labour, nor 
that his life is short: but striveth to 
excel goldsmiths and silversmiths, and 
endeavoureth to do like the workers 
in brass, and counteth it his glory to 
make counterfeit things. 

10 His heart is ashes, his hope is 
more vile than earth, and his life of 
less value than clay : 

11 Forasmuch as he knew not his 
Maker, and him that inspired into him

16 For man made them, and he 
that borrowed his own spirit fashion- 
ed them: but no man can make a god 
like unto himself. 

17 For being mortal, he worketh ‘a «ch. 13. 10, 
dead thing with wicked hands: for he ** 
himself is better than the things which 
he worshippeth: whereas he lived once, 
but they never. 

18 Yea, they worshipped those beasts 
also that are most hateful: for being 
compared together, some are worse 
than others. 

19 Neither are they beautiful, so much 
as to be desired in respect of beasts: 
but they went without the praise of 
God and his blessing. 


CHAP. XVI. 


2 God gave strange meat to his people, to stir up their 
appetite, and vile beasts to their enemies, to take tt from 
them. 5 He stung mith his serpents, 12 but soon healed 
them by his word only. 17 The creatures altered their 
nature to pleasure God's people, and to offend their 
enemies.

13 For whereas they would not be- 
lieve any thing by reason of the en- 
chantments; upon the destruction of 
the firstborn, they acknowledged this 
people to be the sons of God. 

14 For while all things were in quiet 
silence, and that night was in the midst 
of her swift course,

tiation of incense, set himself against 
the wrath, and so brought the calamity 
to an end, declaring that he was thy 
servant. 

22 So he overcame the destroyer, 
not with strength of body, nor force of 
arms, but with a word subdued he him 
that punished, alleging the oaths and 
covenants made with the fathers. 

23 For when the dead were now fall- 
en down by heaps one upon another, 
standing between, he stayed the wrath, 
and || parted the way to the living. 

24'For in the long garment was the 
whole world, and in the four rows of 
the stones was the glory of the fathers 
graven, and thy Majesty upon the dia- 
dem of his head. 

95 Unto these the destroyer gave 
place, and was afraid of them: for it 
was enough that they only tasted of 
the wrath.

5 >And that thy people might pass a 
wonderful way: but they might find a 
strange death. 

6 For ‘the whole creature in his 
proper kind was fashioned again anew, 
serving the peculiar commandments 
that were given unto them, that thy 
children might be kept without hurt: 

7 As namely, a cloud shadowing the 
camp; and where water stood before, 
dry land appeared; and out of the 
Red sea a way without impediment ; 
and out of the violent stream a green 
field : 

8 Wherethrough all the people went 
that were defended with thy hand, see- 
ing thy marvellous strange wonders. 

9 For they went at large like horses, 
and leaped like lambs, praising thee, O 
Lord, who hadst delivered them. 

10 For they were yet mindful of the 
things that were done while they so- 
journed in the strange land, how the 


cattle, and how the river cast up a mul- 
titude of frogs instead of fishes. 

11 But ‘afterwards they saw a new 
generation of fowls, when, being led 
with their appetite, they asked delicate 
meats. 

12 For quails came up unto them 
from the sea for their || contentment. 

13 And punishments came upon the 
sinners not without former signs by 
the force of thunders: for they suffer- 
ed justly according to their own wick- 
edness, insomuch as they used a more 
Rard and hateful behaviour toward 
strangers. 
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14 For the Sodomites did not re- 
ceive those, whom they knew not when 
they came: but these brought friends 
into bondage, that had well deserved 
of them. 

15 And not only so, but peradventure 
some respect shall be had of those, be- 
cause they used strangers not friendly: 

16 But these very grievously afflict- 
ed them, whom they had received with 
feastings, and were already made par- 
takers of the same laws with them. 

17 Therefore even with blindness 
were these stricken, as *those were at 
the doors of the righteous man: when, 
being compassed about with horrible 
great darkness, every one sought the 
passage of his own doors. 

18 For the elements were changed 
tin themselves by a kind of harmony, 
like as in a psaltery notes change the 
name of the tune, and yet are always 
sounds; which may well be perceived 
by the sight of the things that have 
been done. 

19 For earthly things were turned 
into watery, and the things, that before 
swam in the water, now went upon the 

ound. 

20 The fire had power in the water, 
forgetting his own virtue: and the wa- 
ter forgat his own quenching nature. 

21 On the other side, the flames 
wasted not the flesh of the corrupti- 
ble living things, though they walked 
therein; neither melted they the icy 
kind of heavenly meat, that was of na- 
ture apt to melt. 

22 For in all things, O Lord, thou 
didst magnify thy people, and glorify 
them, neither didst thou lightly regard 
them: but didst assist them in every 
time and place.

‘It containeth therefore wise sayings, 
dark sentences, and parables, and cer- 
tain particular ancient godly stories of 
men that pleased God; also his prayer 
and song; moreover, what benefits God 
had vouchsafed his people, and what 
plagues he had heaped upon their ene- 
mies. This Jesus did imitate Solomon, 
and was no less famous for wisdom and 
learning, both being indeed a man of 
great learning, and so reputed also.

81 No man knoweth her way, nor 
thinketh of her path. 

32 But he that knoweth all things 
knoweth her, and hath found her out 
with his understanding: he that pre- 
pared the earth for evermore hath 
filled it with fourfooted beasts : 

83 He that sendeth forth light, and 
it goeth, calleth it again, and it obey- 
eth him with fear. 

84 The stars shined in their watches,

THE EPISTLE OF JEREMY. 
CHAP. VI. 


1 The cause of the captivity is their sin. 3 The place 
whereto they were carried is Babylon: the vanity of 
whose idols and idolatry are set forth at large in this 
chapter. 

A copy of an epistle, which Jeremy sent 
unto them which were to be led 
captives into Babylon by the king 
of the Babylonians, to certify them, 
as it was commanded him of God. 


BECAURE of the sins which ye have 
committed before God, ye shall be 
led away captives into Babylon by Na- 
buchodonosor king of the Babylonians. 

8 So when ye be come unto Baby- 
lon, ye shall remain there many years, 
and for a long season, namely, seven ge- 
nerations: and after that I will bring 
you away peaceably from thence. 

4 *Now shall ye see in Babylon 
gods of silver, and of gold, and of wood, 
borne upon shoulders, which cause the 
nations to fear. 

5 Beware therefore that ye in no 
wise be like to strangers, neither be ye 
afraid of them, when ye see the mul- 
titude before them and behind them, 
worshipping them. 

6 But say ye in your hearts, O Lord, 
we must worship thee. 


7 For mine angel is with you, and I: 


myself caring for your souls. 
8 As for their tongue, it is polished by 
the workman, and they themselves are 


>Ps.188.16. gilded and laid over with silver; *yet 


are they but false, and cannot speak. 
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9 And taking gold, as it were for a 
virgin that loveth to go gay, they make 
crowns for the heads of their gods. 


10 Sometimes also the priests convey. 


from their gods gold and silver, and 
bestow it upon themselves. 

11 Yea, they will give thereof to the 
lcommon harlots, and deck them as 
men with garments, [being] gods of 
silver, and gods of gold, and wood. 

12 Yet cannot these gods save them- 
selves from rust and moths, though they 
be covered with purple raiment. . 

13 They wipe their faces because of 
the dust of the temple, when there is 
much upon them. 

14 And he that cannot put to death 
one that offendeth him holdeth a scep- 
tre, as though he were a judge of the 
country. 

15 He hath also in his right hand a 


dagger and an ax: but cannot deliver 


himself from war and thieves. 

16 Whereby they are known not to 
be gods: therefore fear them not. 

17 For like as a vessel that a man 
useth is nothing worth when it is bro- 
ken; even so it is with their gods: 
when they be set up in the temple, 
their eyes be full of dust through the 
feet of them that come in. 

18 And as the ||doors are made sure 
on every side upon him that offendeth 
the king, as being committed to suffer 
death: even so the priests make fast 
their temples with doors, with locks, 
and bars, lest their gods be spoiled with 
robbers. 

19 They light them candles, yea, more 
than for themselves, whereof they can- 
not see one. 

20 They are as one of the beams of 
the temple, yet they say their hearts 
are + gnawed upon by things creeping 
out of the earth; and when they eat 
them and their clothes, they feel it not. 

21 Their faces are blacked through 
the smoke that cometh out of the 
temple. 

22 Upon their bodies and heads sit 
bats, swallows, and birds, and the cats 
also. 

23 By this ye may know that they 
are no gods: therefore fear them not. 

24 Notwithstanding the gold that is

29 Menstruous women and women in 
childbed ‘eat their sacrifices: by these 
things ye may know that they are no 
gods: fear them not. 

30 For how can they be called gods ? 
because women set meat before the 
gods of silver, gold, and wood.

82 They roar and cry before their 
gods, as men do at the feast when one 
is dead. 

83 The priests also take off their 
garments, and clothe their wives and 
children. 

34 Whether it be evil that one doeth 
unto them, or good, they are not able 
to recompense it: they can neither set 
up a king, nor put him down. 

_35 In like manner, they can neither 
Zive riches nor money: though a man 
make a vow unto them, and keep it 
not, they will not require it. 

36 They can save no man from 
death, neither deliver the weak from

87 They cannot restore a blind man 
to his sight, nor help any man in his 
distress.

43 The women also with cords about 
them, sitting in the ways, burn bran 
for perfume: but if any of them, drawn 
by some that passeth by, lie with him, 
she reproacheth her fellow, that she 
was not thought as worthy as herself, 
nor her cord broken. 

44 Whatsoever is done among them 
is false: how may it then be thought 
or said that they are gods? 

45 ©*They are made of carpenters ¢1si.44.12, 
and goldsmiths: they can be nothing '** 
else than the workmen will have them 
to be. 

46 And they themselves that made 
them can never continue long; how 
should then the things that are made 
of them be gods ? 

47 For they left lies and reproaches 
to them that come after. 

48 For when there cometh any war 
or plague upon them, the priests con- 
sult with themselves, where they may 
be hidden with them. 

49 How then cannot men perceive 
that they be no gods, which can nei- 
ther save themselves from war, nor 
from plague ? 

0 ‘For seeing they be but of wood, 
and overlaid with silver and gold, it 
shall be known hereafter that they are 
false : 

51 And it shall manifestly appear to 
all nations and kings that they are no 
gods, but the works of men’s hands, 
and that there is no work of God in 
them. : 

52 Who then may not know that 
they are no gods ?

54 Neither can they judge their own 
cause, nor redress a wrong, being un- 
able: for they are as crows between 
heaven and earth. 

55 Whereupon when fire falleth upon 
the house of gods of wood, or laid over 
with gold or silver, their priests will 
flee away, and escape; but they them- 
selves shall be burned asunder like 
beams. 

56 Moreover they cannot withstand 
any king or enemies: how can it then 
be thought or said that they be gods ? 

57 Neither are those gods of wood, 
and laid over with silver or gold, able 
to escape either from thieves or robbers. 

58 Whose gold, and silver, and gar- 
ments wherewith they are clothed, they 
that are strong do take, and go away 
withal: neither are they able to help 
themselves. 

59 Therefore it is better to be a king 
that sheweth his power, or else a pro- 
fitable vessel in an house, which the 
owner shall have use of; than such false 
gods; or to be a door in an house, to 
keep such things safe as be therein, 
than such false gods; or a pillar of wood 
in a palace, than such false gods. 

60 For sun, moon, and stars, being 
bright, and sent to do their offices, are 
obedient. 

61 In like manner the lightning when 
it breaketh forth is easy to be seen; 
and |lafter the same manner the wind 
bloweth in every country. 

62 And when God commandeth the 
clouds to go over the whole world, they 
do as they are bidden. 
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63 And the fire sent from above to 
consume hills and woods doeth as it is 
commanded: but these are like unto 
them neither in shew nor power. 

64 Wherefore it is neither to be sup- 
posed nor said that they are gods, seeing 
they are able neither to judge causes, 
nor to do good unto men. 

65 Knowing therefore that they are 
no gods, fear them not. 

66 For they can neither curse nor 
bless kings : 

67 Neither can they shew signs in the 
heavens among the heathen, nor shine 
as the sun, nor give light as the moon. 

68 The beasts are better than they: 
for they can get under a covert, an 
hefp themselves. : 

69 It is then by no means manifest 
unto us that they are gods: therefore 
fear them not. 

70 For as a scarecrow in a garden 
of cucumbers keepeth nothing: so are 
their gods of wood, and laid over with 
silver and gold. 

71 And likewise their gods of wood, 
and laid over with silver and gold, are 
like to a white thorn in an orchard, 
that every bird sitteth upon; as also 
to dead body, that is cast into the 
dark. 

72 And ye shall know them to be no

Set apart from the beginning of Daniel, because it is not in the Hebrew, as 
neither the Narration of t Bel and the Dragon. 


16 Two judges hide themselves in the garden of Susanna 
lo have their pleasure of her: 28 which when they could 
not obtain, they accuse and cause her to be condemned 
for adultery: 46 but Danicl examineth the matter again, 
and findeth the two judges false. 


Shag dwelt a man in Babylon, 
called Joacim: 

2 And he took a wife, whose name 
was Susanna, the daughter of Chelcias, 
a very fair woman, and one that feared 
the Lord. 

38 Her parents also were righteous, 


and taught their daughter according to 


the law of Moses. 

4 Now Joacim was a great rich man, 
and had a fair garden joining unto his 
house: and to him resorted the Jews; 
because he was more honourable than 
all others. 

5 The same year were appointed 
two of the ancients of the people to be 
judges, such as the Lord spake of, that 
wickedness came from Babylon from 
ancient judges, who 
the ao 

6 These — much at Joacim’s house : 
and all that had any suits in law came 
unto them. 


7 Now when the people departed 
away at noon, Susanna went into her 
husband’s garden to walk. 


seemed to govern 


8 And the two elders saw her going 
in every day, and walking ; so that their 
lust was inflamed toward her. 

9 And they perverted their own mind, 
and turned away their eyes, that they 
might not look. unto heaven, nor re- 
member just judgments. 

10 And albeit they both were wound- 
ed with her love, yet durst not one 
shew another his grief. 

11 For they were ashamed to declare 
their lust, that they desired to have to 
do with her. 

12 Yet they watched diligently from 
day to day to see her. 

13 And the one said to the other, Let 
us now go home: for it is dinner time. 

14 So when they were gone out, they 
parted the one from the other, and turn- 
ing back again they came to the same 
place; and after that they had asked 
one another the cause, they acknow- 
ledged their lust: then appointed they 
a time both together, when they might 
find her alone.

18 And they did as she bade them, 
and shut the garden doors, and went 
out themselves at || privy doors to fetch 
the things that she had commanded 
them: but they saw not the elders, 
because they were hid. 

19 Now when the maids were gone 
forth, the two elders rose up, and ran 
unto her, saying, 

20 Behold, the garden doors are shut, 
that no man can see us, and we are in 
love with thee; therefore consent unto 
us, and lie with us. 

21 If thou wilt not, we will bear wit- 
ness against thee, that a young man 
was with thee: and therefore thou didst 
send away thy maids from thee. : 

22 Then Susanna sighed, and said, I 
am straitened on every side: for if I do 
this thing, it is death unto me: and if 
I do it not, I cannot escape your hands. 

23 It is better for me to fall into your 
hands, and not do it, than to sin in the 
sight of the Lord. 

24 With that Susanna cried with a 
loud voice: and the two elders cried 
out inst her. 

25 Then ran the one, and opened the 
garden door. 

26 So when the servants of the house 
heard the cry in the garden, they rush- 
ed in at a privy door, to see what was 
done unto her. 

27 But when the elders had declared 
their matter, the servants were greatly 
ashamed: for there was never such a 
report made of Susanna. 

28 And it came to pass the next day, 
when the people were assembled to her 
husband Joacim, the two elders came 
also full of mischievous imagination 
against Susanna to put her-to death; 

29 And said before the people, Send 
for Susanna, the daughter of Chelcias, 
Joacim’s wife. And so they sent. 

80 So she came with her father and 
mother, her children, and all her kin- 


$1 Now Susanna was a very delicate 
woman, and beauteous to behold.

32 And these wicked men command- 
to uncover her face, (for she was 
covered) that they might be filled with 
her beauty. 
33 Therefore her friends and all that 


‘saw her wept. 


34 Then the two elders stood up in 
the midst of the people, and laid their 
hands upon her head. 

35 And she weeping looked up to- 
ward heaven: for her heart trusted in 
the Lord. 

36 And the elders said, As we walked 
in the garden alone, this woman came 
in with two maids, and shut the garden 
doors, and sent the maids away. 

37 Then a young man, who there was 
hid, came unto her, and lay with her. 

38 Then we that stood in a corner 
of the garden, seeing this wickedness, 
ran unto them. 

39 And when we saw them together, 
the man we could not hold: for he was 
stronger than we, and opened the door, 
and leaped out. 

40 But having taken this woman, we 
asked who the young man was, but she 
would not tell us: these things do we 
testify. 

41 Then the assembly believed them, 
as those that were the elders and judges 
of the people: so they condemned her 
to death. 

42 Then Susanna cried out with a 
loud voice, and said, O everlasting God, 
that knowest the secrets, and knowest 
all things before they be: 

43 Thou knowest that they have 
borne false witness against me, and, 
behold, I must die; whereas I never 
did such things as these men have ma- 
liciously invented against me. 

44 And the Lord heard her voice. 

45 Therefore when she was led to be 
ut to death, the Lord raised up the 
oly spirit of a young youth, whose 

name was Daniel: 

46 Who cried with a loud voice, *I 
am clear from the blood of this wo- 


man. 

47 Then all the people turned them 
toward him, and said, What mean these 
words that thou hast spoken ? 

48 So he standing in the midst of 
them said, Are ye such fools, ye sons 
of Israel, that without. examination or 
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knowledge of the truth ye have con- 
demned a daughter of Israel ? 

49 Return again to the place of 
judgment: for they have borne false 
witness against her. 

50 Wherefore all the people turned 
again in haste, and the elders said unto 
him, Come, sit down among us, and 
shew it us, seeing God hath given thee 
the honour of an elder. 

51 Then said Daniel unto them, Put 
these two aside one far from another, 
and I will examine them. 

52 So when they were put asunder 
one from another, he called one of 
them, and said unto him, O thou that 
art waxen old in wickedness, now thy 
sins which thou hast committed afore- 
time are come to light: 

53 For thou hast pronounced false 
judgment, and hast condemned the in- 
nocent, and hast let the guilty go free; 

> Ex. 23.7. albeit the Lord saith, >The innocent 
and righteous shalt thou not slay. 

54 Now then, if thou hast seen her, 
tell me, Under what tree sawest thou 

| them companying together? Who an- 
 $#Gr.lentsk swered, Under a t mastick tree. 

55 And Daniel said, Very well; thou 
hast lied against thine own head; for 
even now the angel of God hath re- 
ceived the sentence of God to cut thee 
in two. 

56 So he put him aside, and com- 
manded to bring the other, and said 
unto him, O thou seed of Chanaan, and

not of Juda, beauty hath deceived thee, 
and lust hath perverted thine heart. 

57 Thus have ye dealt with the 
daughters of Israel, and they for fear 
companied with you: but the daughter 
of Juda would not abide your wicked- 
ness. 

58 Now therefore tell me, Under 
what tree didst thou take them com- 
panying together? Who answered, Un- 
der an || holm tree. 

59 Then said Daniel unto him, Well ; 
thou hast also lied against thine own 
head: for the angel of God waiteth 
with the sword to cut thee in two, 
that he may destroy you. 

60 With that all the assembly cried 
out with a loud voice, and praised God, 
who saveth them that trust in him. 

61 And they arose against the two 
elders, for Daniel had convicted them 
of false witness by their own mouth: 

62 And according to the law of Mo- 
ses ‘they did unto them in such sort 
as they maliciously intended to do to 
their neighbour: and they put them to 
death. Thus the innocent blood was 
saved the same day. 

63 Therefore Chelcias and his wife 
praised God for their daughter Susanna, 
with Joacim her husband, and all the 
kindred, because there was no disho- 
nesty found in her. 


64 From that day forth was Daniel

42 Lhe king doth ac- 
knowledge the God of Daniel, and casteth his enemies 
into the same den. 


P» pry king Astyages was gathered 
to his fathers, and Cyrus of Persia 
received his kingdom. 

2 And Daniel ||conversed with the 
king, and was honoured above all his 
friends. 7 

3 Now the Babylonians had an idol, 
called Bel, and there were spent upon 
him every day twelve great measures 
of fine flour, and forty sheep, and six 
vessels of wine. 

4 And the king worshipped it, and 
went daily to adore it: but Daniel wor- 
shipped his own God. And the king 
said unto him, Why dost not thou wor- 
ship Bel ? 

5 Who answered and said, Because 
I may not worship idols made with 
hands, but the living God, who hath 
created the heaven and the earth, and 
hath sovereignty over all flesh. 

6 Then said the king unto him, Think- 
est thou not that Bel is a living God ? 
seest thou not how much he eateth and 
drinketh every day ? 

7 Then Daniel smiled, and said, O 
king, be not deceived: for this is but 
clay within, and brass without, and did 
never *eat or drink any thing. 

8 So the king was wroth, and called 
for his priests, and said unto them, If 
ye tell me not who this is that devour- 
eth these expences, ye shall die. 

9 But if ye can certify me that Bel 
devoureth them, then Daniel shall die: 
for he hath spoken blasphemy against 
Bel. And Daniel said unto the king, 
Let it be according to thy word.

And the king went with Da- 
niel into the temple of Bel.

15 Now in the night came the priests 
with their wives and children, as the 
were wont to do, and did eat and ieink 
up all.

47 Set up altars, and groves, and cha- 
pels of idols, and sacrifice swine’s flesh, 
and unclean beasts : 
48 That they should also leave their 
children uncircumcised, and make their 
souls abominable with all manner of 
uncleanness and profanation : 
49 To the end they might forget the 
law, and change all the ordinances. 
50 And ‘whosoever would not do '2Ms.6.9. 
according to the commandment of the 
king, he said, he should die. 
51 In the selfsame manner wrote he 
to his whole kingdom, and * appoint- * 2 Mac. s, 
ed overseers over all the people, com- 
manding the cities of Juda to sacrifice, 
city by city. 
52 Then many of the people were 
gathered unto them, to wit, every one 
that forsook the law; and so they com- 
mitted evils in the land; _

HEN his son Judas, called Mac- 
cabeus, rose up in his stead. 

2 And all his brethren helped him, 
and so did all they that held with his 
father, and they fought with cheerful- 
ness the battle of Israel. 

3 So he gat his people great honour, 
and put on a breastplate as a giant, and 
girt his warlike harness about him, and 
he made battles, protecting the host 
with his sword. 

4 In his acts he was like a lion, and 
like a lion’s whelp roaring for his prey. 

5 For he pursued the wicked, and 
sought them out, and burnt up those 
that vexed his people. 

6 Wherefore the wicked shrunk for 
fear of him, and all the workers of 
iniquity were troubled, because salva- 
tion prospered in his hand. 

7 He grieved also many kings, and 
made Jacob glad with his acts, and his 
memorial is blessed for ever. ° 

8 Moreover he went through the 
cities of Juda, destroying the ge 
out of them, and turning away wra 
from Israel : 

9 So that he was renowned unto the 
utmost part of the earth, and he t re- 
ceived unto him such as were ready to 
perish. 

10 Then Apollonius gathered the 
Gentiles together, and a great host out 
of Samaria, to fight against Israel. _ 

11 Which thing when Judas percely- 
ed, he went forth to meet him, and so 
he smote him, and slew him: many also 
fell down slain, but the rest fled. 

12 Wherefore Judas took their spoils. 
and Apollonius’ sword also, and there- 
with he fought all his life long.

23 Now as soon as he had left off 
speaking, he leapt suddenly upon them, 
and so Seron and his host was over- 
thrown before him.

33 And to bring up his son Antio- 
chus, until he came again. 
34 Moreover he delivered unto him 
the half of his forces, and the elephants, 
and gave him charge of all things that 
he would have done, as also concern- 
ing them that dwelt in Juda and Je- 
rusalem : 
35 To wit, that he should send an 
army against them, to destroy and root 
out the strength of Israel, and the rem- 
nant of Jerusalem, and to take away 
their memorial from that place ; 
36 And that he should place stran- 
gers in all their quarters, and divide 
their land by lot. 
37 So the king took the half of 
the forces that remained, and depart- 
ed from Antioch, this royal city, the + Gr. «on 
hundred forty and seventh year; and %. ” 
having passed the river Euphrates, he 
went through the high countries.

de EN took Gorgias five thousand 
footmen, and a thousand of the 
best horsemen, and removed out of the 
camp by night; 

2 To the end he might rush in upon 
the camp of the Jews, and smite them 
suddenly. And the men of the fortress 
were his guides. : 

3 Now when Judas heard thereof, he 
himself removed, and the valiant men | 
with him, that he might smite the 
king’s army which was at Emmaus, 

4 While as yet the forces were dis- 
persed from the camp. 
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5 In the mean season came Gorgias 
by night into the camp of Judas: and 
when he found no man there, he sought 
them in the mountains: for said he, 
These fellows flee from us. 

6 But as soon as it was day, Judas 
shewed himself in the plain with three 
thousand men, who nevertheless had 
neither ||} armour nor swords to their 
minds. 

7 And they saw the camp of the 
heathen, that it was strong and well 
harnessed, and compassed round about 
with horsemen ; and these were expert 
of war. 

8 Then said Judas to the men that 
were with him, Fear ye not their mul- 
titude, neither be ye afraid of their 
assault. 

9 Remember how ‘our fathers were 
delivered in the Red sea, when Pha- 
raoh pursued them with an army. 

10 Now therefore let us cry unto 
heaven, if peradventure the Lord will 
have mercy upon us, and remember the 
covenant of our fathers, and destroy 
this host before our face this day: 

11 > That so all the heathen may 
know that there is one who delivereth 
and saveth Israel. 

12 Then the strangers lifted up their 
eyes, and saw them coming over against 
them. 

13 Wherefore they went out of the 
camp to battle; but they that were 
with Judas sounded their trumpets. 

14 So they joined battle, and the 
heathen being discomfited fied into the 
plain. 

15 Howbeit all the hindmost of them 
were slain with the sword: for they 
pursued them unto + Gazera, and unto 
the plains of Idumea, and Azotus, and 
Jamnia, so that there were slain of 
them — a three thousand men. 

16 This done, Judas returned again 
with his host from pursuing them, 

17 And said to the people, Be not 
greedy of the spoils, inasmuch as there 
is a battle before us, 

18 And Gorgias and his host are 
here by us in the mountain: but stand 
ye now against our enemies, and over- 
come them, and after this ye may boldly 
take the = 

19 As Judas was yet speaking these 
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words, there appeared a part of them 
looking out of the mountain : 

20 Who when they perceived that 
the Jews had put their host to flight, 
and were burning the tents; for the 
smoke that was seen declared what 
was done: 

21 When therefore they perceived 
these things, they were sore afraig, and 
seeing also the host of Judas in the 
plain ready to fight, 

22 They fled every one into the land 
of strangers. 

23 Then Judas returned to spoil the 
tents, where they got much gold, and 
silver, and blue silk, and purple of the 
sea, and great riches. 

24 After this they went home, and 
sung a song of thanksgiving, and prais- 
ed the Lord in heaven: ‘because {lit is 
good, because his mercy endureth for 
ever. 

25 Thus Israel had a great deliver- 
ance that day. 

26 Now all the strangers that had 
escaped came and told Lysias what had 
happened : 

27 Who, when he heard thereof, was 
confounded and discouraged, because 
neither such things as he would were 
done unto Israel, nor such things as 
the king commanded him were come 
to pass. 

28 The next year therefore follow- 
ing Lysias gathered together threescore 
thousand choice men of foot, and five 
thousand horsemen, that he might sub- 
due them. 

29 So they came into Idumea, and 
pitched their tents at Bethsura, and Ju- 
das met them with ten thousand men. 

30 And when he saw that mighty 
army, he prayed and said, Blessed art 
thou, O Saviour of Israel, ° who didst 
quell the violence of the mighty man 
by the hand of thy servant David, and 
gavest the host of |i strangers into the 
hands of ‘Jonathan the son of Saul, 
and his armourbearer ; 

31 Shut up this army in the hand of 
thy a Israel, and let them be con- 
founded in their power and horsemen : 

32 Make them to be of no courage, 
and cause the boldness of their strength 
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of them that love thee, and let all those 
that know thy name praise thee with 
thanksgiving. 

34 So they joined battle; and there 
were slain of the host of Lysias about 
five thousand men, even before them 
were they slain. 

35.Now when Lysias saw his army 

ut to flight, and the manliness of Ju- 

as’ soldiers, and how they were ready 
either to live or die valiantly, he went 
into Antiochia, and gathered together 
a company of strangers, and having 
made his army greater than it was, he 
purposed to come again into Judea. 

36 Then said Judas and his brethren, 
Behold, our enemies are discomfited : 
let us go up to cleanse and |i dedicate 
the sanctuary. 

37 Upon this all the host assembled 
themselves together, and went up into 
mount Sion. 

38 And when they saw the sanctuary 
desolate, and the altar profaned, and 
the gates burned up, and shrubs grow- 
ing in the courts as in a forest, or in 
one of the mountains, yea, and the 
priests’ chambers pulled down ; 

89 They rent their clothes, and made 
great lamentation, and cast ashes upon 
their heads, 

40 And fell down flat to the ground 
upon their faces, and blew an alarm 
with the trumpets, and cried toward 
heaven. 

41 Then Judas appointed certain men 
to fight against ‘those that were in the 
fortress, until he had cleansed the sanc- 
tuary. 

42 So he chose priests of blameless 
conversation, such as had pleasure in 
the law: 

43 Who cleansed the sanctuary, and 
bare out the defiled stones into an un- 
clean place. 

44 And when as they consulted what 
to do with the altar of burnt offerings, 
which was profaned ; 


, 45 They thought it best to pull it 


down, lest it should be a reproach to. 


them, because the heathen had defiled 
it: wherefore they pulled it down, 

46 And laid up the stones in the 
mountain of the temple in a conve- 
nient place, * until there should come 
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a prophet to shew what should be done 
with them. 

47 Then they took whole stones » ac. iEz.20. 25. 
cording to the law, and built a new Pet 27> 
altar according to the former ; 

48 And made up the sanctuary, and 
the things that were within the temple, 
and hallowed the courts. 

49 They made also new holy vessels, 
and into the temple they brought the 
candlestick, and the altar of burnt of- 
ferings, and of incense, and the table. 

50 And upon the altar they burned 
incense, and the lamps that were upon 
the candlestick they lighted, that they 
might give light in the temple. 

51 Furthermore they set the loaves 
upon the table, and |ispread out the 1 0r, spread 
veils, and finished all the works which jain, 
they had begun to make. eres 

52 Now on the five and twentieth 
day of the ninth month, which is called 
the month Casleu, in the hundred forty 
and eighth year, they rose up betimes 
in the morning, 

53 And offered sacrifice according to 
the law upon the new altar of burnt 
offerings, which they had made. 

54 Look, at what time and what day 
the heathen had profaned it, even in 
that was it dedicated with songs, and 
citherns, and harps, and cymbals. 

55 Then all the people fell upon 
their faces, worshipping and praising 
the God of heaven, who had given 
them good success. 

56 And so they kept the dedication of 
the altar eight days, and offered burnt 
offerings with gladness, and sacrificed 
the sacrifice of lldeliverance and praise. 1 0r, peace 

57 They decked also the forefront of “”"'”” 
the temple with crowns of gold, and 
with shields; and the gates and the 
chambers they |i renewed, and |i hanged | o-, 
doors upon them. . Or, made 

58 Thus was there very — glad- doors for 
ness among the people, for that the re- ~ 
proach of the heathen was put away. 

59 Moreover Judas and his brethren 
with the whole congregation of Israel 
ordained, that the days of the dedica- 
tion of the altar should be kept in their 
season from year to year by the space 
of eight days, from the five and twen- 
tieth day of the month Casleu, with 
mirth and gladness. | a 
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up the mount Sion with high walls 
and strong towers round about, lest 
the Gentiles should come and tread it 
down, ‘as they had done before. 

61 And they set there a garrison to 
keep it, and fortified Bethsura to pre- 
serve it; that the people might have 
a defence against Idumea. 


CHAP. V. | 
3 Judas smiteth the children of Esau, Bean, and Ammon. 
17 Simon ts sent into Galilee. 25 The exploits of Judas 
in Galaad. 51 He destroyeth Ephron, for denying him 
to pass through it. 56 Divers, that in Judas’ abies 
would fight with their enemtes, are slain. 
OW when the nations round about 
heard that the altar was built, 
and the sanctuary renewed as before, 
it displeased them very much. 

2 Wherefore they thought to destroy 
the generation of Jacob that was among 
them, and thereupon they began to slay 
and destroy the people. 

3 Then Judas fought against the chil- 
dren of Esau in Idumea at |i Arabat- 
tine, because they besieged Israel: and 
he gave them a great overthrow, and 
abated their courage, and took their 
spoils. 

4 Also he remembered the |l injury of 
the children of || Bean, who had been a 
snare and an offence unto the people, 
in that they lay in wait for them in 
the ways. 

5 He shut them up therefore in the 
towers, and encamped against them, 
and destroyed them utterly, and burn- 
ed the towers of that place with fire, 
and all that were therein. 

6 Afterward he passed over to the 
children of Ammon, where he found a 
mighty power, and much people, with 
Timotheus their captain. 

7 So he fought many battles with 
them, till at length they were discom- 
fited before him; and he smote them. 

gs And when he had taken Jazar, 
with the towns belonging thereto, he 
returned into Judea. 

9 Then the heathen that were at 
Galaad assembled themselves together 
against the Israelites that were in their 
quarters, to destroy them; but they fled 
to the fortress of Dathema, | 
10 And sent letters unto Judas and 


his brethren, The heathen that are. 
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round about us are assembled together 
against us to destroy us: 

11 And they are preparing to come 
and take the fortress whereunto we are 
os Timotheus being captain of their 

ost. 

12 Come now therefore, and deliver 
us from their hands, for many of us 
are slain : 

13 Yea, all our brethren that were in 
the places of || Tobie are put to death: 
their wives and their children also they 
have carried away captives, and borne 
away their stuff; and they have de- 
stroyed there about a thousand men. 

14 While these letters were yet read- 
ing, behold, there came other messen- 
gers from Galilee with their clothes 
rent, who reported on this wise, 

15 And said, They of Ptolemais, and 
of Tyrus, and Sidon, and all Galilee of 
the Gentiles, are assembled together 
against us to consume us. 

16 Now when Judas and the people 
heard these words, there assembled a 
great congregation together, to consult 
what they should do for their brethren, 
that were in trouble, and assaulted of 
them. 

17 Then said Judas unto Simon his 
brother, Choose thee out men, and go 
and deliver thy brethren that are in 
Galilee, for I and Jonathan my brother 
will go into the country of Galaad. 

18 So he left Joseph the son of Za- 
charias, and Azarias, captains of the 
people, with the remnant of the host 
in Judea to keep it. 

19 Unto whom he gave command- 
ment, saying, Take ye the charge of 
this people, and see that ye make not 
war against the heathen until the time 
that we come again. 

20 Now unto Simon were given three 
thousand men to go into Galilee, and 
unto Judas eight thousand men for the 
country of Galaad. 

21 Then went Simon into Galilee, 
where he fought many battles with the 
heathen, so that the heathen were dis- 
comfited by him. 

22 And he pursued them unto the 
gate of Ptolemais; and there were slain 
of the heathen about three thousand 
men, whose spoils he took. 
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and in Arbattis, with their wives and 
their children, and all that they had, 
took he away with him, and brought 
them into Judea with great Joy. 

24 Judas Maccabeus also and his bro- 
ther Jonathan went over Jordan, and 
travelled three days’ journey in the 
wilderness, 

25 Where they met with the Nabath- 
ites, who came unto them in a peace- 
able manner, and told them every thing 
that had happened to their brethren 
in the land of Galaad : 

96 And how that many of them were 

shut up in || Bosora, and Bosor, and A- 
100 Chaz. lema, |! Casphor, Maked, and Carnaim ; 
oor, or, Cas- al] these cities are strong and great: 
zo" "" o7 And that they were shut up in 
the rest of the cities of the country 
of Galaad, and that against to morrow

28 Hereupon Judas and his host turn- 
ed suddenly by the way of the wilder-

29 From whence he removed by 
night, and went till he came to the 
fortress. 

| 80 And betimes in the morning they 
nn Pils tlooked up, and, behold, there was 
an innumerable people bearing ladders 
and other engines of war, to take the 
| Or,thehea- fortress : for |l they assaulted them. 
ed theJecs. 31 When Judas therefore saw that the 
battle was begun, and that the cry of 
the city went up to heaven, with trum- 
pets, and a great sound, 

32 He said unto his host, Fight this 

day for your brethren. 
| 83 So he went forth behind them 
| 
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in three companies, who sounded their 
trumpets, and cried with prayer. 
34 Then the host of Timotheus, 
knowing that it was Maccabeus, fled 
om him: wherefore he smote them 
— a oy labo so that there 
ead of them that d 
eight eg men. 7” —_— 
35 is done, Judas turned aside to 
Maspha ; and after he had assaulted 
it, he took it, and slew all the males 
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therein, and received the spoils there- 
of, and burnt it with fire. 

36 From thence went he, and took | 
*Casphon, Maged, Bosor, and the other «sce ver.26. 
cities of the country of Galaad. 

37 After these things gathered Ti- 
motheus another host, and encamped 
against Raphon beyond the brook. 

38 So Judas sent men to espy the 
host, who brought him word, saying, 

All the heathen that be round about 
us are assembled unto them, even a 
very great host. 

39 He hath also hired the Arabians 
to help them, and they have pitched 
their tents beyond the brook, ready to 
come and fight against thee. Upon this 
Judas went to meet them. 

40 Then Timotheus said unto the 
captains of his host, When Judas and 
his host come near the brook, if he 
pass over first unto us, we shall not 
be able to withstand him; for he will 
mightily prevail against us: 

41 But if he be afraid, and camp be- 
yond the river, we shall go over unto 
him, and prevail against him. 

42 Now when Judas came near the 
brook, he caused the scribes of the 
people to remain by the brook: unto 
whom he gave commandment, saying, 

Suffer no man to remain in the camp, 
but let all come to the battle. 

43 So he went first over unto them, 
and all the people after him: then all 
the heathen, being discomfited before 
him, cast away their weapons, and fied 
unto the temple that was at Carnaim. 

44 But Iithey took the city, and 1 Judas and 
burned the temple with all that were ““°"""™ 
therein. Thus was Carnaim subdued, 
neither could they stand any longer 
before Judas. 

45 Then Judas gathered together all 
the Israelites that were in the coun- 
try of Galaad, from the least unto the 
greatest, even their wives, and their 
children, and their stuff; a very great 
host, to the end they might come into 
the land of Judea. 

46 Now whenthey came unto Ephron, 

(this was a great city in the way as 
they should go, very well fortified) they 
could not turn from it, either on the 
right hand or the left, but must needs 
pass through the midst of it. 7 
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out, and stopped up the gates with 
stones. 

48 Whereupon Judas sent unto them 
in peaceable manner, saying, Let us 
pass through your land to go into our 
own country, and none shall do you 
any hurt; we will only pass through 
on foot: howbeit they would not open 
unto him. 

49 Wherefore Judas commanded a 
proclamation to be made throughout 
the host, that every man should pitch 
his tent in the place where he was. 

50 So the soldiers pitched, and as- 
saulted the city all that day and all 
that night, till at the length the city 


was delivered into his hands: 


| Or, wene 
hindmost, 
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51 Who then slew all the males with 
the edge of the sword, and rased the 
city, and took the spoils thereof, and 
passed through the city over them that 
were slain. 

52 After this went they over Jordan 
into the great plain before Bethsan. 

53 And Judas gathered together those 
that ||came behind, and || exhorted the 
people all the way through, till they 
came into the land of Judea. 

54 So they went up to mount Sion 
with joy and gladness, where they of- 
fered || burnt offerings, because not one 
of them were slain until they had re- 
turned in peace. 

55 Now what time as Judas and Jo- 
nathan were in the land of Galaad, 
and Simor his brother in Galilee be- 
fore Ptolemais, 

56 Joseph the son of Zacharias, and 
Azarias, captains of the garrisons, heard 
of the valiant acts and warlike deeds 
which they had done. 

57 Wherefore they said, Let us also 
get us a name, and go fight against the 
heathen that are round about us. 

58 So when they had given charge 
unto the garrison that was with them, 
they went toward Jamnia. 

59 Then came Gorgias and his men 
out of the city t to fight against them! 

60 And so it was, that Joseph and 
Azarias were put to flight, and pursued 
unto the borders of Judea: and there 
were slain that day of the people of 
Tarael about two thousand men. 


61 Thus was there a great overthrow 


Twn 
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among the children of Israel, because 
they were not obedient unto Judas and 
his brethren, but thought to do some 
valiant act. 

62 Moreover these men came not of 
the seed of those, by whose hand deli- 
verance was given unto Israel. 

63 Howbeit the man Judas and his 
brethren were greatly renowned in 
the sight of all Israel, and of all the 
heathen, wheresoever their name was 
heard of; 

64 Insomuch as the people assembled 
unto them with joyful acclamations. 

65 Afterward went Judas forth with 
his brethren, and fought against the 
children of Esau in the land toward 
the south, where he smote Hebron, 
and the +towns thereof, and pulled 
down the fortress of it, and burned 
the towers thereof round about. 

66 From thence he removed to go 
into the land of tthe Philistines, and 
passed through Samaria. 

67 At that time certain priests, de- 
sirous to shew their valour, were slain 
in battle, for that they went out to 
fight unadvisedly. 

68 So Judas turned to Azotus in the 
land of the Philistines, and when he 
had pulled down their altars, and burn- 
ed their carved images with fire, and 
spoiled their cities, he returned into 
the land of Judea. 


CHAP. VI. 


8 Antiochus dieth, 12 and confesseth that he is plagued 
jor the wrong done to Jerusalem. 20 Judas besiegeth 
those in the tower at Jerusalem. 28 They procure An- 
tiochus the younger to come into Judea. 51 He besiegeth 
Sion, 60 and maketh peace with Israel ; 62 yet over- 
throweth the wall of Sion. 


BOUT that time king Antiochus 

travelling through the high coun- 
tries heard say, that Elymais in the 
country of Persia was a city greatly 
renowned for riches, silver, and gold ; 

9 And that there was in it a very 
rich temple, wherein were || coverings 
of gold, and breastplates, and || shields, 
which Alexander, son of Philip, the 
Macedonian king, who reigned first 
among the Grecians, had left there. 

3 Wherefore he came and sought to 
take the city, and to spoil it; but he 
was not able, because they of the city, 
having had warning thereof, 

4 Rose up against him in battle: so

6 And that Lysias, who went forth 
first with a great power, was driven 
away of the Jews; and that they were 
made strong by the armour, and pow- 
er, and store of spoils, which they had 
gotten of the armies, whom they had 
destroyed : 

7 Also that they had pulled down 
®*the abomination, which he had set up 
upon the altar in Jerusalem, and that 
they had compassed about the sanc- 
tuary with high walls, as before, and 
his city Bethsura. 

8 Now when the king heard these 
words, he was astonished and sore 
moved: whereupon he laid him down 
upon his bed, and fell sick for grief, 
because it had not befallen him as he 
looked for. 

9 And there he continued many days: 
for his grief was ever more and more, 
and he made account that he should die. 

10 Wherefore he called for all his 
friends, and said unto them, The sleep 
is gone from mine eyes, and my heart 
faileth for very care. 

11 And I thought with myself, Into 
what tribulation am I come, and how 
great a flood of misery is it, wherein 
now I am! for I was bountiful and be- 
loved in my power. 

12 But now I remember the evils 
that I did at Jerusalem, and that °I 
took all the vessels of gold and silver 
that were therein, and ‘sent to de- 
stroy the inhabitants of Judea with- 
out a cause. 

13 I perceive therefore that for this 
cause these troubles are come upon 
me, and, behold, I perish through great 
grief in a strange land. 

14 Then called he for Philip, one of

18 About this time they that were in 
the tower shut up the Israelites round 
about the sanctuary, and sought al- 
ways their hurt, and the strengthen- 
ing of the heathen. 

19 Wherefore Judas, purposing to 
destroy them, called all the people to- 
gether to besiege them. 

20 So they came together, and be- 
sieged them in the hundred and fif- 
tieth year, and he made mounts for 
shot against them, and other engines. 

21 Howbeit certain of them that 
were besieged got forth, unto whom 
some ungodly men of Israel joined 
themselves : 

22 And they went unto the king, 
and said, How long will it be ere thou 
execute judgment, and avenge our 
brethren ? 

23 We have been willing to serve thy 
father, and to do as he would have us, 
and to obey his commandments ; 

24 For which cause they of our na- 
tion besiege the tower, and are alien- 
ated from us: moreover ‘as many of 
us as they could light on they slew, 
and spoiled our inheritance. 

25 Neither have they stretched out 
their hand against us only, but also 
against all their borders. 

26 And, behold, this day are they 
besieging the tower at Jerusalem, to 
take it: the sanctuary also and ¢ Beth- 
sura have they fortified. 

27 Wherefore if thou dost not pre- 
vent them quickly, they will do greater 
things than these, neither shalt thou be 
able to rule them. 

28 Now when the king heard this, 
he was angry, and gathered together 
all his friends, and the captains of his 
army, and those that had charge of the 
horse. 

29 There came also unto him from 
other kingdoms, and from isles of the 
sea, bands of hired soldiers.

56 Was returned out of Persia and 

Media, and the king’s host also that went 
with him, and that he sought to take 
unto him the ruling of the affairs. 
57 Wherefore he went in all haste, 
and said to the king and the captains 
of the host and the company, We decay 
daily, and our victuals are but small, 
and the place we lay siege unto 1s 
strong, and the affairs of the kingdom 
lie upon us: 

58 Now therefore let us t+ be friends 
with these men, and make peace with 
them, and with all their nation ; 

59 And covenant with. them, that 
they shall live after their laws, as they 
did before: for they are therefore dis- 
pleased, and have done all these things, 
because we abolished their laws. 

60 So the king and the princes 
were content: wherefore he sent unto 
them to make peace; and they accept- 
ed thereof. 

61 Also the king and the princes 
made an oath unto them: whereupon 
they went out of the strong hold. 

62 Then the king entered into mount 
Sion; but when he saw the strength of 
the place, he brake his oath that he 
had made, and gave commandment to 
pull down the wall round about. 

63 Afterward departed he in all haste, 
and returned unto Antiochia, where he 
found Philip to be master of the city : 
so he fought against him, and took the 
city by force. 


CHAP. VII. 


1 Antiochus is slain, and Demetrius reigneth in his stead. 
5 Alctmus would be high priest, and complaineth of Ju- 
das to the king. 16 He slaycth threescore Assideans. 
43 Nicanor is slain, and the king’s forces are defeated 
by Judas. 49 The day of this victory is kept holy every 
year.

year * Demetrius the son of Seleu- 
cus departed from Rome, and came up 
with a few men unto lla city of the 
sea coast, and reigned there. 

2 And as he entered into the +pa- 
lace of his ancestors, so it was, that his 
forces had taken Antiochus and Lysias, 
to bring them unto him. 

8 Wherefore, when he knew it, he 
said, Let me not see their faces.

4, So his host slew them. Now when 


his kingdom, 

5 There came unto him all the wick- 
ed and ungodly men of Israel, having 
Alcimus, who was desirous to be high 
priest, for their captain : 

6 And they accused the people to the 
king, saying, Judas and his brethren 
have slain all thy friends, and driven 
us out of our own land. 

7 Now therefore send some man 
whom thou trustest, and let him go 
and see what havock he hath made 
among us, and in the king’s land, and 
let him punish them with all them that 
aid them. 

8 Then the king chose Bacchides, a 
friend of the king, who ruled beyond 
the flood, and was a great man in the 
kingdom, and faithful to the king. 

9 And him he sent with that wicked 
Alcimus, whom he made high priest, 
and commanded that he should take 
vengeance of the children of Israel. 

10 So they departed, and came with 
a great power into the land of Judea, 
where they sent messengers to Judas 
and his brethren with peaceable words 
deceitfully. 

11 But they gave no heed to their 
words; for they saw that they were 
come with a great power. 

12 Then did there assemble unto 
Alcimus and Bacchides a company of 
ll scribes, to require justice. 

13 Now the Assideans were the first 
among the children of Israel that sought 
peace of them: 

14 For said they, One that is a priest 
of the seed of Aaron is come with this 
army, and he will do us no wrong. 

15 So he spake unto them peaceably, 
and sware unto them, saying, We will 
procure the harm neither of you nor 
your friends. 

16 Whereupon they believed him: 
howbeit he took of them threescore 
men, and slew them in one day, accord- 
ing to the words which he wrote, 
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ll Or, affi- 
cers, gover- 
nors, chief 
men, or, men 
in authority.

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There is neither truth nor t righteous- 
ness in them; for they have broken the 
covenant and oath that they made. 

19 After this removed Bacchides from 
Jerusalem, and pitched his tents in Be- 
zeth, where he sent and took many of 
the men that had forsaken him, and 
certain of the people also, and when he 
had slain them, ‘he cast them into the 
great pit. 

20 Then committed he the country 
to Alcimus, and left with him a power 
to aid him: so Bacchides went to the 
king. 

21 But Alcimus || contended for the 
high priesthood. 

92 And unto him resorted all such 
as troubled the people, who, after they 
had gotten the land of Juda into their 
power, did much hurt in Israel. 


23 Now when Judas saw all the mis- 


chief that Alcimus and his company 
had done among the Israelites, even 
above the heathen, 

24 He went out into all the coasts of 
Judea round about, and took vengeance 
of them that had || revolted from him, 
so that they durst no more |! go forth 
into the country. 

25 On the other side, when Alcimus 
saw that Judas and his company || had 
gotten the upper hand, and knew that 
he was not able t to abide their force, 
he went again to the king, and said all 
the worst of them that he could. 

26 “Then the king sent Nicanor, one 
of his honourable princes, a man that 
bare deadly hate unto Israel, with com- 
mandment to destroy the people. 

27 So Nicanor came to Jerusalem 
With a great force; and sent unto Ju- 
das and his brethren deceitfully with 
+ friendly words, saying, 

28 Let there be no battle between me 
and you; I will come with a few men, 
that I may t see you in peace. 

29 He came therefore to Judas, and 
they saluted one another peaceably. 
Howbeit the enemies were prepared 
to take away Judas by violence. 

30 Which thing after it was known 
to Judas, to wit, that he came unto him 
With deceit, he was sore afraid of him, 
and would see his face no more. 

31 Nicanor also, when he saw that 
his counsel was discovered, went out 
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to tfight against Judas beside || Ca- 
pharsalama : 

32 Where there were slain of Nica- 
nor’s side about five thousand men, and 
the rest fled into the city of David. 

33 After this went Nicanor up to 
mount Sion, and there came out of the 
sanctuary certain of the priests and 
certain of the elders of the people, to 
salute him peaceably, and to shew him 
the burnt sacrifice that was offered for 
the king. 

34 But he mocked them, and laugh- 
ed at them, and tabused them shame- 
fully, and spake proudly, 

35 And sware in his wrath, saying, 
Unless Judas and his host be now de- 
livered into my hands, if ever I come 
again tin safety, I will burn up this 
house: and with that he went out in 
a great rage. 

36 Then the priests entered in, and 
stood before the altar and the temple, 
weeping, and saying, 

87 Thou, O Lord, didst choose this 
house to be called by thy name, and 
to be a house of prayer and petition 
for thy people : 

388 Be avenged of this man and his 
host, and let them fall by the sword: 
remember their blasphemies, and suf- 
fer them not to continue any longer. 

39 So Nicanor went out of Jerusa- 
lem, and pitched his tents in Bethho- 
ron, where an host out of Syria met 
him. : 

40 But Judas pitched in Adasa with 
three thousand men, and there he 
prayed, saying, 

41 °O Lord, when they that were 
sent from the king of the Assyrians 
blasphemed, thine angel went out, and 
smote an hundred fourscore and five 
thousand of them. 

42 Even so destroy thou this host be- 
fore us this day, that the rest may know 
that he hath spoken blasphemously 
against thy sanctuary, and judge thou 
him according to his wickedness. 

43 So the thirteenth day of the month 
Adar the hosts joined battle: but Ni- 
canor’s host was discomfited, and he 
himself was first slain in the battle. 

44 Now when Nicanor’s host saw 
that he was slain, they cast away their 
weapons, and fied.

45 Then |ithey pursued after them 
a day’s journey, from Adasa unto Ga- 
vera, sounding an alarm after them 
with their trumpets.

CHAP. VIII. 


1 Judas is informed of the power and policy of the Ro- 
mans, 20 and maketh a league with them. 24 The 
articles of that league. 


OW Judas had heard of the fame 

of the Romans, that they were 
mighty and valiant men, and such as 
would lovingly accept all that joined 
themselves unto them, and make a 
league of amity with all that came 
unto them ; 

2 And that they were men of great 
valour. It was told him also of their 
wars and noble acts which they had 
done among the || Galatians, and how 
they had conquered them, and brought 
them under tribute ; 

3 And what they had done in the 
country of Spain, for the winning of. 
the mines of the silver and gold which 
is there; 

_4 And that by their policy and pa- 
tience they had men tee ll all the 
place, though it were very far from 
them; and the kings also that came 

inst them from the uttermost part 
of the earth, till they had discomfited 
them, and given them a great over- 
throw, so that the rest did give them 
a rp ge 

5 ide this, how they had discom- 
fited in battle Philip, and Perseus, king

of the ||Citims, with others that lifted 
up themselves against them, and had 
overcome them : 
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i| Or, Maco- 


6 How also Antiochus the great king ““”* 


of Asia, that came against them in 
battle, having an hundred and twenty 
elephants, with horsemen, and chariots, 
and a very great army, was discomfited 
by them ; 

7” And how they took him alive, and 
covenanted that he and such as reigned 
after him should pay a great tribute, 
and give hostages, and that which was 
agreed upon, 

8 And the country of India, and 
Media, and Lydia, and of the goodliest 
countries, Which they took of him, and 
gave to king Eumenes: | 

9 Moreover how the Grecians had de- 
termined to come and destroy them; 

10 And that they, having knowledge 
thereof, sent against them a certain 
captain, and fighting with them slew 
many of them, and carried away cap- 
tives their wives and their children, 
and spoiled them, and took possession 
of their lands, and pulled down their 
strong holds, and brought them to be 
their servants unto this day: 

11 It was told him besides, how they 
destroyed and brought under their do- 
minion all other kingdoms and isles 
that at any time resisted them ; 

12 But with their friends and such 
as relied upon them they kept amity: 
and that they had conquered kingdoms 
both far and nigh, insomuch as all that 
heard of their name were afraid of 
them : 

13 Also that, whom they would help 
to a kingdom, those reign; and whom 
again they would, they displace: final- 
ly, that they were greatly exalted : 

14 Yet for all this none of them wore 
a crown, or was clothed in purple, to 
be magnified thereby : 

15 Moreover how they had made 
for themselves a senate house, wherein 
three hundred and twenty men sat in 
council daily, consulting alway for the 
people, to the end they might be well 
ordered : 

16 And that they committed their 
government to one man every year, 
who ruled over all their country, and 
that all were obedient to that one, and

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that there was neither envy nor emu- |

lation among them. 

17 In consideration of these things, 
Judas chose Eupolemus the son of John, 
the son of Accos, and Jason the son of 
Eleazar, and sent them to Rome, to 
make a league of amity and confede- 
racy with them, 

18 And to intreat them that they would 
take the yoke from them; for they saw 
that the kingdom of the Grecians did 
oppress Israel with servitude. 

19 They went therefore to Rome, 
which was a very great journey, and 
came into the senate, where they spake 
and said, 

20 Judas Maccabeus with his bre- 
thren, and the people of the Jews, have 
sent us unto you, to make a confede- 
racy and peace with you, and that we 
might be registered your confederates 
and friends. 

21 So that matter pleased the Ro- 
mans well. 

22 And this is the copy of the epi- 
stle which the senate wrote back again 
in tables of brass, and sent to Jeru- 
salem, that there they might have by 
them a memorial of peace and con- 
federacy : 

23 Good success be to the Romans, 
and to the people of the Jews, by sea 
and by land for ever: the sword also 
and enemy be far from them. 

24 If there come first any war upon 
the Romans or any of their confede- 
rates throughout all their dominion, 

25 The people of the Jews shall help 
them, as the time shall be appointed, 
with all their heart: 

26 Neither shall they give any thing 
unto them that make war upon them, 
or aid them with victuals, weapons, 
money, or ships, as it hath seemed good 
unto the Romans; but they shall keep 
their covenants without taking any 
thing therefore. 

27 In the same manner also, if war 
come first upon the nation of the Jews, 
the Romans shall help them with all 
their heart, according as the time shall 
be appointed them : 

28 Neither shall victuals be given to 
them that take part against them, or 
weapons, or money, or ships, as it hath 
seemed good to the Romans; but they 
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shall keep their covenants, and that 
without deceit. 

29 According to these articles did 
the Romans make a covenant with the 
people of the Jews. 

30 Howbeit if hereafter the one party 
or the other shall think meet to add or 
diminish any thing, they may do it at 
their pleasures, and whatsoever they 
shall add or take away shall be ratified. 

31 And as touching the evils that 
Demetrius doeth to the Jews, we have 
written unto him, saying, Wherefore 
hast thou made thy yoke heavy upon 
our friends and confederates the Jews ? 

32 If therefore they complain any 
more against thee, we will do them 
justice, and fight with thee by sea and 
by land. 


CHAP. IX. 


1 Alcimus and Bacchides come again mith new forces tnto 
Judea. 7 The army of Judas flee from him, 17 and he 
is slain. 30 Jonathan is in his place, 40 and revengeth 
his brother John’s quarrel. 55 Alcimus is plagued, and 
dieth. 70 Bacchides maketh peace with Jonathan. 


URTHERMORE when Demetrius 
heard that Nicanor and his host 
were slain in battle, the sent Bacchides 
and Alcimus into the land of Judea the 
second time, and with them |i the chief 
strength of his host : 

2 Who went forth by the way that 
leadeth to |lGalgala, and pitched their 
tents before Masaloth, which is in Ar- 
bela, and after they had won it, they 
slew much people. 

3 Also the first month of the hundred 
fifty and second year they encamped be- 
fore Jerusalem : 

4 From whence they removed, and 
went to {| Berea, with twenty thousand 
footmen and two thousand horsemen. 

5 Now Judas had pitched his tents 


-at Eleasa, and three thousand chosen 


men with him: 

6 Who seeing the multitude of the 
other army to be so great were sore 
afraid; whereupon many conveyed 
themselves out of the host, insomuch 
as there abode of them no more but 
eight hundred men. 

7 When Judas therefore saw that 
his host slipt away, and that the bat- 
tle pressed upon him, he was sore trou- 
bled in mind, and much distressed, for 
that he had no time to gather them

56 So Alcimus died at that time with 
great torment. 

57 Now when Bacchides saw that 
Alcimus was dead, he returned to the 
king: whereupon ‘the land of Judea ‘-7. 50. 
was in rest two years. 

58 Then all the ungodly men held cr. 158. 
a council, saying, Behold, Jonathan 
and his company are at ease, and dwell 
without care: now therefore we will 
bring Bacchides hither, who shall take 
them all in one night. 

59 So they went and consulted with 
him. 

60 Then removed he, and came with 
a great host, and sent letters privily 
to his adherents in Judea, that they 
should take Jonathan and those that 
were with him: howbeit they could 
not, because their counsel was known

70 Whereof when Jonathan had know- 
ledge, he sent ambassadors unto him, 
to the end he should make peace with 
him, and deliver them the prisoners. 

71 Which thing he accepted, and did 
according to his demands, and sware 
unto him that he would never do him 
harm all the days of his life. 

72 When therefore he had restored 
unto him the prisoners that he had 
taken aforetime out of the land of Ju- 
dea, he returned and went his way 
into his own land, neither t came he 
any more into their borders. 

73 Thus the sword ceased from Is- 
rael: but Jonathan dwelt at Machmas,

1 Demetrius maketh large offers to have peace with Jona- 
than. 25 His letters to the Jews. 47 Jonathan maketh 
peace with Alexander, 50 who killeth Demetrius, 58 
and marrieth the daughter of Ptolemeus. 62 Jonathan 
is sent for by him, and much honoured, 75 and pre- 
vaileth against the forces of Demetrius the younger, 84 
and burneth the temple of Dagon. 


N the hundred and sixtieth year 

Alexander, |lthe son of Antiochus 
surnamed Epiphanes, went up and took 
Ptolemais: for the people had receiv- 
ed him, by means whereof he reigned 
there. 

2 Now when king Demetrius heard 
thereof, he gathered together an exceed- 
ing great host, and went forth against 
him to fight. : 

3 Moreover Demetrius sent letters 
unto Jonathan with loving words, so 
as he magnified him. 

4 For said he, Let us first make peace 
with him, before he join with Alexan- 
der against us: 

5 lilse he will remember all the evils 
that we have done against him, and 
against his brethren and his people. 

6 Wherefore he gave him authority 
to gather together an host, and to pro- 
vide weapons, that he might aid him 
in battle: he commanded also that the 
hostages that were in the tower should 
be delivered him. 

7 Then came Jonathan to Jerusalem, 
and read the letters in the audience of 
all the people, and of them that were 
in the tower: 

8 Who were sore afraid, when they 
heard that the king had given him au- 
thority to gather together an host. 

9 Whereupon they of the tower de- 
livered their hostages unto Jonathan, 
and he delivered them unto their pa- 
rents. 

10 This done, Jonathan settled him- 
self in Jerusalem, and began to build 
and repair the city. 

11 And he commanded the workmen 
to build the walls and the mount Sion 
round about with square stones for 
fortification ; and they did so. 

12 Then the strangers, that were 
in the fortresses which Bacchides had 
built, fled away ; 


13 Insomuch as every man left his 


place, and went into his own country. _ 
14 Only at Bethsura certain of those 
that had forsaken the law and the com- 
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Antiochus 
Epiphanes. 
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obar.,, mandments remained still: for it was 
dr. 153. their place of refuge. 

15 Now when king Alexander had 


153. 


heard what promises Demetrius had 
sent unto Jonathan: when also it was 
told him of the battles and noble acts 
which he and his brethren had done, and 
of the pains that they had endured, 

16 He said, Shall we find such an- 
other man? now therefore we will make 
him our friend and confederate. 

17 Upon this he wrote a letter, and 
sent it unto him, according to these 
words, saying, 

18 King Alexander to his brother 
Jonathan sendeth greeting : 

19 We have heard of thee, that thou 
art a man of great power, and meet to 
be our friend. 

20 Wherefore now this day we or- 
dain thee to be the high priest of thy 
nation, and to be called the king’s 
friend; (and therewithal he sent him 
a purple robe and a crown of gold:) 
and require thee to take our part, and 
keep friendship with us. 

21 So in the seventh month of the 
hundred and sixtieth year, at the feast 
of the tabernacles, Jonathan put on the 
holy robe, and gathered together forces, 
and provided much armour. 

22 Whereof when Demetrius heard, 
he was very sorry, and said, 

23 What have we done, that Alex- 
ander hath prevented us in making 
amity with the Jews to strengthen 
himself ? 

24 I also will write unto them words 
of encouragement, and promise them 
dignities and gifts, that I may have 
their aid. 

25 He sent unto them therefore to 
this effect: King Demetrius unto the 
people of the Jews sendeth greeting : 

26 Whereas ye have kept covenants 
with us, and continued in our friend- 
ship, not joining yourselves with our 
enemies, we have heard hereof, and 
are glad. 

27 Wherefore now continue ye still 
to be faithful unto us, and we will well 
recompense you for the things ye do in 
our behalf, 

28 And will grant you many immu- 
nities, and give you rewards. _ 

29 And now do I free you, and for 
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your sake I release all the Jews, from 
tributes, and from the customs of salt, 
and from crown taxes, 

30 And from that which appertaineth 
unto me to receive for the third part of 
the seed, and the half of the fruit of the 
trees, I release it from this day forth, so 
that they shall not be taken of the land 
of Judea, nor of the three governments 
which are added thereunto out of the 
country of Samaria and Galilee, from 
this day forth for evermore. 

31 Let Jerusalem also be holy and 
free, with the borders thereof, both 
from tenths and tributes. 

32 And as for the tower which is at 
Jerusalem, I yield up my authority over 
it, and give it to the high priest, that 
he may set in it such men as he shall 
choose to keep it. 

33 Moreover I freely set at liberty 
every one of the Jews, that were ‘car- 
ried captives out of the land of Judea 
into any part of my kingdom, and J 
will that all my officers remit the tri- 
butes even of their cattle. 

34 Furthermore J will that all the 
feasts, and sabbaths, and new moons, 
and solemn days, and the three days 
before the feast, and the three days 
after the feast, shall be all days of im- 
munity and freedom for all the Jews 
in my realm. 

35 Also no man shall have authority 
to meddle with them, or to molest any 
of them in any matter. 

36 J will further, that there be en- 
rolled among the king’s forces about 
thirty thousand men of the Jews, unto 
whom pay shall be given, as belongeth 
to all the king’s forces. 

37 And of them some shall be placed 
in the king’s strong holds, of whom also 
some shall be set over the affairs of the 
kingdom, which are of trust: and J will 
that their overseers and governors be 
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of themselves, and that they t live after + Gr. wax. 


their own laws, even as the king hath 
commanded in the land of Judea. 

38 And concerning the three govern- 
ments that are added to Judea from the 
country of Samaria, let them be joined 
with Judea, that they may be reckon- 
ed to be under one, nor bound to obey 
other authority than the high priest’s. 

39 As for Ptolemais, and the land

40 Moreover I give every year fif- 
teen thousand shekels of silver out of 
the king’s accounts from the places 
appertaining. 

41 And all the overplus, which the 
officers payed not in as in former time, 
from henceforth shall be given toward 
the works of the temple. 

42 And beside this, the five thousand 
shekels of silver, which they took from 
the uses of the temple out of the ac- 
counts year by year, even those things 
shall be released, because they apper- 
tain to the priests that minister. 

43 And whosoever they be that flee 
unto the temple at Jerusalem, or be 
within the liberties thereof, being in- 
debted unto the king, or for any other 
matter, let them be at liberty, and all 
that they have in my realm. 

44 For the building also and repair- 
ing of the works of the sanctuary ex- 
pences shall be given of the king’s 
accounts. 

45 Yea, and for the building of the 
walls of Jerusalem, and the fortifying 
thereof round about, expences shall be 
— out of the king’s accounts, as also 
or the building of the walls in Judea. 

46 Now when Jonathan and the 
people heard these words, they gave no 
credit unto them, nor received them, 
because they remembered the great 
evil that he had done in Israel; for he 
had afflicted them very sore. 

47 But with Alexander they were well 
pleased, because he was the first that 
entreated of true peace with them, and 
they were confederate with him always. 

48 Then gathered king Alexander 
great forces, and camped over against 
Demetrius. 

49 And after the two kings had join- 
ed battle, Demetrius’ host fled: but 
Alexander followed after him, and pre- 
vailed against them. 

50 And he continued the battle very 
sore until the sun went down: and 
that day was Demetrius slain. 

51 Afterward Alexander sent ambas- 
sadors to Ptolemee king of Egypt with 
a message to this effect :

of my progenitors, and have gotten the 
dominion, and overthrown Demetrius, 
and recovered our country ; 

53 For after I had joined battle with 


him, both he and his host was discom- | 


fited by us, so that we sit in the throne 
of his kingdom : 

54 Now therefore let us make a league 
of amity together, and give me now thy 
daughter to wife: and I will be thy son 
in law, and will give both thee and her 
gifts according to thy dignity. 

55 Then Ptolemee the king gave an- 
swer, saying, Happy be the day where- 
in thou didst return into the land of 
thy fathers, and satest in the throne 
of their kingdom. 

56 And now will I do to thee, as 
thou hast written: meet me therefore 
at Ptolemais, that we may see one an- 
other; for I will marry my daughter to 
thee according to thy desire. 

57 So Ptolemee went out of Egypt 
with his daughter Cleopatra, and they 
came unto Ptolemais in the hundred 
threescore and second year: 

58 Where king Alexander meeting 
him, he gave unto him his daughter 
Cleopatra, and celebrated her marriage 
at Ptolemais with great glory, as the 
manner of kings is. | 

59 Now king Alexander had written 
unto Jonathan, that he should come 
and meet him. 

60 Who thereupon went honourably 
to Ptolemais, where he met the two 
kings, and gave them and their friends 
silver and gold, and many presents, and 
found favour in their sight. 

61 At that time certain pestilent fel- 
lows of Israel, men of a wicked life, 
assembled themselves against him, to 
accuse him: but the king would not 
hear them. 

62 Yea more than that, the king com- 
manded to take off his garments, and 
clothe him in purple: and they did so. 

63 Also he made him sit by himself, 
and said unto his princes, Go with him 
into the midst of the city, and make 
proclamation, that no man complain 
against him of any matter, and that 
no man trouble him for any manner 
of cause.

64 Now when his accusers saw that 
he was honoured according to the pro- 
clamation, and clothed in purple, they 
fled all away. 

65 So the king honoured him, and 
wrote him among his chief friends, and 
made him a duke, and | partaker of his 
dominion. 

66 Afterward Jonathan returned to 
Jerusalem with peace and gladness. 

67 Furthermore in the hundred three- 
score and fifth year came Demetrius 
son of Demetrius aut of Crete into the 
land of his fathers : 

68 Whereof when king Alexander 
heard tell, he was right sorry, and re- 
turned into Antioch. 

69 Then Demetrius made Apollonius 
the governor of Celosyria his general, 
who gathered together a great host, 
and camped in Jamnia, and sent unto 
Jonathan the high priest, saying, 

70 Thou alone liftest up thyself 
against us, and I am laughed to scorn 
for thy sake, and reproached: and why 
dost thou vaunt thy power against us 
in the mountains ? 

71 Now therefore, if thou trustest in 
thine own strength, come down to us 
into the plain field, and there let us 
try the matter together: for with me 
is the power of the cities. 


72 Ask and learn who I am, and the 


rest that take our part, and they shall 
tell thee that thy foot is not able to 
stand before our face; for thy fathers 
have been twice put to flight in their 
own land. 

73 Wherefore now thou shalt not be 
able to abide the horsemen and so great 
a power in the plain, where is neither 
stone nor flint, nor place to flee unto. 

74 So when Jonathan heard these 
words of Apollonius, he was moved in his 
mind, and choosing ten thousand men 
he went out of Jerusalem, where Simon 
his brother met him for to help him. 

75 And he pitched his tents against 
J Oppe : but they of Joppe shut him out 
of the city, because Apollonius had a 
garrison there. 

76 Then Jonathan laid siege unto it: 
whereupon they of the city let him in 
for fear : and so Jonathan won Joppe. 

77 Whereof when Apollonius heard, 
he took three thousand horsemen, with 
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a great host of footmen, and went to A- , Bere, 
zotus |l as one that journeyed, and there- cir. 148. 
withal || drew him forth into the plain, 
because he had a great number of horse- 
men, in whom he put his trust. ee 
78 Then Jonathan followed after him company. 
to Azotus, where the armies joined 
battle. 
79 Now Apollonius had left a thou- 
sand horsemen in ambush. 
80 And Jonathan knew that there 
was an ambushment behind him; for 
they had compassed in his host, and 
cast darts at the people, from morn- 
ing till evening. 
81 But the people stood still, as Jona- 
than had commanded them: and so the

host, and set them against the footmen, 
(for the horsemen were spent,) who 
were discomfited by him, and fled. 

88 The horsemen also, being scat- 
tered in the field, fled to Azotus, and 
went into Beth-dagon, their idol’s tem- 
ple, for safety. 

84 But Jonathan set fire on Azotus, 
and the cities round about it, and took 
their spoils; and the temple of Dagon, 
with them that were fled into it, he 
burned with fire. 

85 Thus there were burned and slain 
with the sword well nigh eight thou- 
sand men. 

86 And from thence Jonathan re- 
moved his host, and ee against As- 
calon, where the men of the city came 
forth, and met him with great pomp. 

87 After this returned Jonathan and 
his host unto Jerusalem, having many 
spoils. 

88 Now when king Alexander heard 
these things, he honoured Jonathan yet 
more, 

s9 And sent him a buckle of gold, 
as the use is to be given to such as are 
of the king’s blood: he gave him also 
Accaron with the borders thereof in 
possession. 

CHAP. XI. 


12 Ptolemeus taketh away his daughter Mts Alexander, 
and entercth upon his kingdom. 17 Alexander ts slain, 
and Ptolemeus dieth within three days. 20 Jonathan 
besiegeth the tower at Jerusalem. 26 The Jens and he 
are much honoured by Demetrius, 48 who is rescued by 
the Jews from his own subjects in Antioch. 57 Antto- 
chus the younger honoureth Jonathan. 61 His exploits 
in divers places. 
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ND the king of Egypt gathered 

together a ‘great host, like the 

sand that lieth upon the sea shore, and 

many ships, and went about through 

deceit to get Alexander’s kingdom, and 
join it to his own. 

2 Whereupon he took his journey 
into Syria in peaceable manner, 80 as 
they of the cities opened unto him, and 
met him: for king Alexander had com- 
manded them so to do, because he was 
his father in law. 

3 Now as Ptolemee entered into the 
cities, he set in every one of them a 
garrison of soldiers to keep It. 

4 And when he came near to Azotus, 
they shewed him the temple of Dagon 
that was burnt, and Azotus and the 
suburbs thereof that were destroyed, 
and the bodies that were cast abroad, 
and them that he had burnt in the bat- 
tle; for they had made heaps of them 
by the way where he should pass. 

5 Also they told the king whatso- 
ever Jonathan had done, to the intent 
he might blame him: but the king held 
his peace. 

6 Then Jonathan met the king with 
great pomp at Joppe, where they sa- 
luted one another, and f lodged. 

7 Afterward Jonathan, when he had 
gone with the king to the river call- 
ed Eleutherus, returned again to Jeru- 
salem. 

8 King Ptolemee therefore, having 
gotten the dominion of the cities by the 
sea unto Seleucia upon the sea coast, 
imagined wicked counsels against A- 
lexander. 

9 Whereupon he sent ambassadors 
unto king Demetrius, saying, Coie, 
let us make a league betwixt us, and 
I will give thee my daughter whom 
Alexander hath, and thou shalt reign 
in thy father’s kingdom: 

10 For ] repent that I gave my daugh- 
ter unto him, for he sought to slay me. 

11 Thus did he slander him, because 
he was desirous of his kingdom. 

12 Wherefore he took his daughter 
from him, and gave her to Demetrius, 
and forsook Alexander, so that their 
hatred was openly known. 

13 Then Ptolemee entered into An- 
tioch, where he set two crowns uy n his 
head, the crown of Asia, and of gypt. 
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14 In the mean season was king Alex- 
ander in Cilicia, because thdse that dwelt 
in those parts had revolted from him. 

15 But when Alexander heard of this, 
he came to war against him: where- 
upon king Ptolemee brought forth his 
host, and met him with a mighty power, 
and put him to flight. 

16 So Alexander filed into Arabia, 
there to be defended; but king Ptole- 
mee was exalted : 

17 For Zabdiel the Arabian took off 
Alexander’s head, and sent it unto Pto- 
lemee. 

18 King Ptolemee also died the third 
day after, tand they that were in the 
strong holds were slain one of another. 

19 By this means Demetrius reigned 
in the hundred threescore and seventh 
year. 

20 At the same time Jonathan gather- 
ed together them that were in Judea, 
to take the tower that was in Jerusa- 
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War against it. 

21 Then certain ungodly persons, who 
hated their own people, went unto the 
king, and told him that Jonathan be- 
sieged the tower. 

22 Whereof when he heard, he was 
angry, and immediately removing, he 
came to Ptolemais, and wrote unto Jo- 
nathan, that he should not lay siege to 
the tower, but come and speak with 
him at Ptolemais in great haste. 

23 Nevertheless Jonathan, when he 
heard this, commanded to bes ge it 
still: and he chose certain of the ‘lders 
of Israel and the priests, and put him- 
self in peril ; 

24 And took silver and gold, una rai- 
ment, and divers presents besides, and 
went to Ptolemais unto the king, where 
he found favour in his sight. 

25 And * though certain ‘ungodly men 
of the — had made complaints a- 
gainst him, | 

26 Yet the king entreated him as his 
predecessors had done before, and pro- 
moted him in the sight of all his friends, 

27 And »confirmed him in the high 
ea har ie ee and ‘in all the honours that 

e had before, and gave him preemi- 
hence among his chief friends. 

28 Then Jonathan desired the king, 
that he would make Judea free from 
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tribute, as also the three governments, 
with the country of Samaria; and he 
promised him three hundred talents. 

29 So the king consented, and wrote 
letters unto Jonathan of all these things 
after this manner : 

30 King Demetrius unto his brother 
Jonathan, and unto the nation of the 
Jews, sendeth greeting: ° 

31 We send you here a copy of the 
letter which we did write unto our 
cousin Lasthenes concerning you, that 
ye might see it. 

32 King Demetrius unto his father 
Lasthenes sendeth greeting : 

33 We are determined to do good 
to the people of the Jews, who are 
our friends, and keep covenants with 
us, because of their good will toward 
us. 

34 ||Wherefore we have ratified unto 
them the borders of Judea, with the 
three governments of Apherema and 
Lydda and Ramathem, that are added 
unto Judea from the country of Sama- 
ria, and ‘all things appertaining unto 
them, for all such as do sacrifice in Je- 
rusalem, instead of the payments which 
the king received of them yearly afore- 
time out of the fruits of the earth and 
of trees. 

385 And as for other things that be- 
long unto us, of the tithes and customs 
pertaining unto us, as also ‘the salt- 
pits, and the crown taxes, which are due 
unto v3, we discharge them of them all 
for th. cr relief. 

36 And nothing hereof shall be re- 
voked ‘rom this time forth for ever. 

37 Nowy therefore see that thou make 
a copy of these things, and let it be de- 
livered unto Jonathan, and set upon the 
holy mount in a conspicuous place. 

38 After this, when king Demetrius 
saw that the land was quiet before him, 
and that no resistance was made against 
him, he sent away all his forces, every 
one to his own place, except certain 
bands of strangers, whom he had ga- 
thered from the isles of the heathen: 
wherefore all the forces of his fathers 
hated him. 

89 Moreover there was one Tryphon, 
that had been of Alexander’s part afore, 
who, seeing that all the host murmured 
against Demetrius, went to Simalcue 
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the Arabian, that brought up Antiochus 
the young son of Alexander, 

40 And lay sore upon him to deliver 
him this young Antiochus, that he might 
reign in his father’s stead: he told him 
therefore all that Demetrius had done, 
and how his men of war were at en- 
mity with him, and there he remained 
a long season. 

41 In the mean time Jonathan sent 
unto king Demetrius, that he would 
cast those of the tower out of Jerusa- 
lem, and those also in the fortresses: 
for they fought against Israel. 

42 So Demetrius sent unto Jonathan, 
saying, I will not only do this for thee 
and thy people, but I will greatly ho- 
nour thee and thy nation, if opportu- 
nity serve. 

43 Now therefore thou shalt do well, 
if thou send me men to help me; for 
all my forces are gone from me. 

44 Upon this Jonathan sent him three 
thousand strong men unto Antioch: and 
when they came to the king, the king 
was very glad of their coming. 

45 Howbeit they that were of the 
city gathered themselves together into 
the midst of the city, to the number of 
an hundred and twenty thousand men, 
and would have slain the king. 

46 Wherefore the king fied into the 
court, but they of the city kept the pas- 
sages of the city, and began to fight. 

47 Then the king called to the Jews 
for help, who came unto him all at 
once, and dispersing themselves through 
the city slew that day in the city to the 
number of an hundred thousand. 

48 Also they set fire on the city, and 
gat many spoils that day, and delivered 
the king. 

49 So when they of the city saw that 
the Jews had got the city as they would, 
their courage was abated: wherefore 
they made supplication to the king, and 
cried, saying, : 

50 |l|Grant us peace, and let the Jews 
cease from assaulting us and the city. 

51 With that they cast away their 
weapons, and made peace; and the 
Jews were honoured in the sight of 
the king, and in the sight of all that 
were in his realm; and they returned 
to Jerusalem, having great spoils. 

52 So king Demetrius sat on the 
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throne of his kingdom, and the land 
was quiet before him. 

53 Nevertheless he dissembled in all 
that ever he spake, and estranged him- 
self from Jonathan, neither rewarded 
he him according to the benefits which 
he had received of him, but troubled 
him very sore. 

54 After this returned Tryphon, and 
with him the young child Antiochus, 
who reigned, and was crowned. 

55 Then there gathered unto him all 
the men of war, whom Demetrius had 

ut away, and they fought against 

emetrius, who turned his back and 
fled. 

56 Moreover Tryphon took the t ele- 
phants, and won Antioch. 

57 At that time young Antiochus 
wrote unto Jonathan, saying, I confirm 
thee in the high priesthood, and ap- 
point thee ruler over the four govern- 
ments, and to be one of the king’s 
friends. 

58 Upon this he sent him golden ves- 
sels tto be served in, and gave him 
leave to drink in gold, and to be cloth- 
ed in purple, and to wear a golden 
buckle. 

59 His brother Simon also he made 
captain from the place called The ladder 
of Tyrus unto the borders of Egypt. 

60 Then Jonathan || went forth, and 
passed through the cities beyond the 
water, and all the forces of Syria ga- 
thered themselvés unto him for to help 
him: and when he came to Ascalon, 
they of the city met him honourably. 

61 From whence he went to Gaza, 
but they of Gaza shut him out; where- 
fore he laid siege unto it, and burned 
the suburbs thereof with fire, and 
spoiled them. 

62 Afterward, when they of Gaza 
made supplication unto Jonathan, t he 
made peace with them, and took the 
sons of their chief men for hostages, 
and sent them to Jerusalem, and passed 
through the country unto Damascus. 

63 Now when Jonathan heard that 
Demetrius’ princes were come to Ca- 
des, which is in Galilee, with a great 
power, purposing |ito remove him out 
of the country, 

64 He went to meet them, and left 
Simon his brother in the country. 
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65 Then Simon encamped against 
Bethsura, and fought against it a long 
season, and shut it up: 

66 But they desired to have peace 
with him, which he granted them, and 
then put them out from thence, and 
took the city, and set a garrison in it. 

67 As for Jonathan and his host, they 
pitched at the water of Gennesar, from 
whence betimes in the morning they 
gat them to the plain of Nasor. 

6s And, behold, the host of strangers 
met them in the plain, who, having laid 
men in ambush for him in the moun- 
tains, came themselves over against 
him. 

69 So when they that lay in ambush 
rose out of their places, and joined 
battle, all that were of Jonathan’s side 
fled ; 

70 Insomuch as there was not one 
of them left, except Mattathias the son 
of Absalom, and Judas the son of Calphi, 
the captains of the host. 

71 Then Jonathan rent his clothes, and 
cast earth upon his head, and prayed. 

72 Afterwards turning again to bat- 
tle, he put them to flight, and so they 
ran away. 

73 Now when his own then that were 
fled saw this, they turned again unto 
him, and with him pursued them to 
Cades, even unto their own tents, and 
there they camped. 

74 So there were slain of the heathen 
that day about three thousand men: 
but Jonathan returned to Jerusalem. 


CHAP. XII. 


1 Jonathan reneweth his league with the Romans and 
Lacedemonians. 28 The forces of Demetrius, thinking 
to surprise Jonathan, flee away for fear. 35 Jonathan 
Sortifieth the castles in Judea, 48 and is shut up by the 
Sraud of Tryphon in Ptolemais. 

OW when Jonathan saw that the 

time served him, he chose certain 

men, and sent them to Rome, *for to 

confirm and renew the friendship that 
they had with them. 

2 He sent letters also to the Lace- 
demonians, and to other places, for the 
same purpose. 

8 So they went unto Rome, and en- 
tered into the senate, and said, Jona- 
than the high priest, and the people of 
the Jews, sent us unto you, to the end 
ye should renew the friendship, which 
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former time. 

4 Upon this the Romans gave them 
letters unto the governors of every 
place, that they should bring them into 
the land of Judea peaceably. 

5 And this is the copy of the letters 
which Jonathan wrote -to the Lacede- 
monians : 

6 Jonathan the high priest, and the 
elders of the nation, and the priests, 
and the other people of the Jews, unto 
the Lacedemonians their brethren send 
greeting : 

7” There were letters sent in times 
past unto Onias the high priest from 
| Darius, who reigned then among you, 
' to signify that ye are our brethren, as 
the copy here underwritten doth spe- 
cify. 

; At which time Onias entreated the 
ambassador that was sent honourably, 
and received the letters, wherein de- 
claration was made of the || league and 
friendship. 

9 Therefore we also, albeit we need 
none of these things, for that we have 
the holy books of scripture in our hands 
to comfort us, 

10 Have nevertheless attempted to 
send unto you for the renewing of bro- 
therhood and friendship, lest we should 
become strangers unto you altogether : 
for there is a long time passed since ye 
sent unto us. 

11 We therefore at all times without 
ceasing, both in our feasts, and other 
convenient days, do remember you in 
the sacrifices which we offer, and in our 
prayers, as reason is, and as it becometh 
us to think upon our brethren: 

12 And we are right glad of your 
honour. 

18 As for ourselves, we have had great 
troubles and wars on every side, forso- 
much as the kings that are round about 
us have fought against us. 

14 Howbeit we would not be trouble- 
some unto you, nor to others of our con- 
federates and friends, in these wars: 

15 For we have help from heaven 
that succoureth us, so as we are deli- 
vered from our enemies, and our ene- 
mies are brought under foot. 

16 For this cause we chose Numenius 
the son of Antiochus, and Antipater the 
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had with them, and the former league. 
17 We commanded them also to go 


-unto you, and to salute you, and to 


deliver you our letters concerning the 
renewing of our brotherhood. 

18 Wherefore now ye shall do well to 
give us an answer thereto. 

19 And this is the copy of the letters 
ll which Oniares sent. 

20 Areus king of the Lacedemonians 
to Onias the high priest, greeting: 

21 It is found in writing, that the 
Lacedemonians and Jews are brethren, 
and that they are of the stock of A- 
braham : 

22 Now therefore, since this is come 
to our knowledge, ye shall do well to 
write unto us of your t prosperity. 

23 We do write back again to you, 
that your cattle and goods are our’s, 
and our’s are your’s. We do command 
therefore our ambassadors to make re- 
port unto you on this wise. 

24 Now when Jonathan heard that 
Demetrius’ princes were come to fight 
against him with a greater host than 
afore, 

25 He removed from Jerusalem, and 
met them in the land of Amathis: for 
he gave them no respite || to enter his : 
country. 

26 He sent spies also unto their tents, 
who came again, and told him that they 
were 5 ian to come upon them in 
the night season. 

27 Wherefore so soon as the sun was 
down, Jonathan commanded his men 
to watch, and to be in arms, that all 
the night long they might be ready to 
fight: also he sent forth centinels round 
about the host. 

28 But when the adversaries heard 
that Jonathan and his men were ready 
for battle, they feared, and trembled 
in their hearts, and || they kindled fires 
in their camp. 

299 Howbeit Jonathan and his com- 
pany knew it not till the morning: for 
they saw the lights burning. 

30 Then Jonathan ee after them, 
but overtook them not: for they were 
gone over the river Eleutherus. 
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32 And removing thence, he came to 
Damascus, and so passed through all 
the country. 

33 Simon also went forth, and passed 
through the country unto Ascalon, and 
the holds there adjoining, from whence 
he turned aside to Joppe, and won it. 

34 For he had heard that they would 
deliver the hold unto them that took 
Demetrius’ part; wherefore he set a 
garrison there to keep it. 

35 After this came Jonathan home 
again, and calling the elders of the peo- 
ple together, he consulted with them 
about building strong holds in Judea, 

36 And making the walls of Jerusa- 
lem higher, and raising a great mount 
between the tower and the city, for 
to separate it from the city, that so it 
might be alone, that men might nel- 
ther sell nor buy in it. 

87 Upon this they came together to 
build up the city, ||forasmuch as part of 
the wall toward the brook on the east 
side was fallen down, and they repaired 
that which was called Caphenatha. 

38 Simon also set up Adida in Se- 
phela, and made it strong with gates 
and bars. 

39 Now Tryphon went about to get 
the kingdom of Asia, and to kill An- 
tiochus the king, that he might set the 
crown upon his own head. 

40 Howbeit he was afraid that Jona- 
than would not suffer him, and that he 
would fight against him; wherefore he 
sought a way how to take Jonathan, 
that he might kill him. So he removed, 
and came to Bethsan. 

41 Then Jonathan went out to meet 
him with forty thousand men chosen 
for the battle, and came to Bethsan. 

42 Now when Tryphon saw that Jo- 
nathan came with so great a force, he 
durst not stretch his hand against him; 

43 But received him honourably, and 
commended him unto all his friends, 
and gave him gifts, and commanded 
his men of war to be as obedient unto 
him, : to himeelf. | 

(44 Unto Jonathan also he said, Why 
hast thou put all this peop) 
trouble, aaa ieee. gpg

Ptolemais, for I will give it thee, and 
the rest of the strong holds and forces, 
and all that have any charge: as for 
me, I will return and depart: for this 
is the cause of my coming. 

46 So Jonathan believing him did as 
he bade him, and sent away his host, 
who went into the land of Judea. 

47 And with himself he retained but 
three thousand men, of whom he ¢ sent 
two thousand into Galilee, and one 
thousand went with him. 

48 Now as soon as Jonathan entered 
into Ptolemais, they of Ptolemais shut 
the gates, and took him, and all them 
that came with him they slew with the 
sword. 

49 Then sent Tryphon an host of 
footmen and horsemen into Galilee, and 
into the great plain, to destroy. all Jo- 
nathan’s company. 

50 But when they knew that Jona- 
than and they that were with him 
were taken and slain, they encouraged 
one another, and went close together, 
prepared to fight. 

51 They therefore that followed upon 
them, perceiving that they were rea- 
dy to fight for their lives, turned back 
again. | 
52 Whereupon they all came into the 
land of Judea peaceably, and there they 
bewailed Jonathan, and them that were 
with him, and they were sore afraid ; 
wherefore all Israel made great lamen- 
tation. 

53 Then all the heathen that were 
round about them sought to destroy 
them: for said they, They have no 
captain, nor any to help them: now 
therefore let us make war upon them, 
and take away their memorial from 
among men. 

CHAP. XIII. 


8 Stmon is made captain in his brother Jonathan's room. 
19 Tryphon getieth two of Jonathan's sons into his 
hands, and slayelh their father. 27 The tomb of Jo- 


nathan. 36 Stmon is favoured by Demetrius, 40 and 
winneth Gaza, and the tower at Jerusalem. 
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great trembling and fear, he went up 
to Jerusalem, and gathered the people 
together, 

3 And gave them exhortation, saying, 
Ye yourselves know what great things 
I, and my brethren, and my father’s 
house, have done for the laws and the 
sanctuary, the battles also and troubles 
‘which we have seen, 

4 By reason whereof all my brethren 
are slain for Israel’s sake, and I am left 
alone. 

5 Now therefore be it far from me, 
that I should spare mine own life in 
any time of trouble: for I am no better 
than my brethren. 

6 Doubtless I will avenge my nation, 
and the sanctuary, and our wives, and 
our children: for all the heathen are 
gathered to destroy us of very malice. 

7 Now as soon as the people heard 
these words, their spirit revived. 

gs And they answered with a loud 
voice, saying, Thou shalt be our leader 
instead of Judas and Jonathan thy 
brother. 

9 Fight thou our battles, and what- 
soever thou commandest us, that will 
we do. 

10 So then he gathered together all 
the men of war, and made haste *to 
finish the walls of Jerusalem, and he 
fortified it round about. 

11 Also he sent Jonathan the son of 
Absalom, and with him a great power, 
to Joppe: who casting out them that 
were therein remained there in it. 

12 So Tryphon removed from Pto- 
lemais with a great power to invade 
the land of Judea, and Jonathan was 
with him in ward. 

1 But Simon pitched his tents at 
Adida, over against the plain. 

14 Now when Tryphon knew that 
Simon was risen up instead of his bro- 
ther Jonathan, and meant to join bat- 
tle with him, he sent messengers unto 
him, saying, 

15 Whereas we have Jonathan thy 
brother in hold, it is for money that 
he is owing unto the king’s treasure, 
ll concerning the business that was com- 
mitted unto him. 

16 Wherefore now send an hundred 
talents of silver, and two of his sons 


for hostages, that when he is at liberty 
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he may not revolt from us, and we will 
let him go. 

17 Hereupon Simon, albeit he per- 
ceived that they spake deceitfully unto 
him, yet sent he the money and the 
children, lest peradventure he should 
procure to himself great hatred of the 
people : 

18 Who might have said, Because I 
sent him not the money and the chil- 
dren, therefore is Jonathan dead. 

19 So he sent them the children and 
the hundred talents: howbeit Tryphon 
dissembled, neither would he let Jona- 
than go. 

20 And after this came Tryphon to 
invade the land, and destroy it, going 
round about by the way that leadeth 
unto Adora: but Simon and his host 
marched against him in every place, 
wheresoever he went. 

21 Now they that were in the tower 
sent messengers unto Tryphon, to the 
end that he should hasten his coming 
unto them by the wilderness, and send 
them victuals. 

22 Wherefore Tryphon made ready 
all his horsemen to come that night: 
but there fell a very great snow, by 
reason whereof he came not. So he 
departed, and came into the country 
of Galaad. 

23 And when he came near to Bas- 
cama, he slew Jonathan, who was bu- 
ried there. 

24 Afterward Tryphon returned and 
went into his own land. 

25 Then sent Simon, and took the 
bones of Jonathan his brother, and 
buried them in Modin, the city of his 
fathers. : 

26 And "all Israel made great lamen- 
tation for him, and bewailed him many 
days. 

27 Simon also built a monument upon 
the sepulchre of his father and his bre- 
thren, and raised it aloft to the sight, 
with hewn stone behind and before. 

28 Moreover he set up seven pyra- 
mids, one against another, for his fa- 
ther, and his mother, and his four 
brethren. | 

29 And in these he made cunning 
devices, about the which he set great 
pillars, and upon the pillars he made 
all their armour for a perpetual me-

mory, and by the armour ye carved, 
that they might be seen of all that sail 
on the sea. 

30 This is the sepulchre which he 
made at Modin, and it standeth yet 
unto this day. 

31 Now Tryphon dealt deceitfully with 
the young king Antiochus, and slew him. 

32 And he reigned in his stead, and 
crowned himself king of Asia, and 
brought a great calamity upon the land. 

33 Then Simon built up the strong 
holds in Judea, and fenced them about 
with high towers, and great walls, and 
gates, and bars, and laid up victuals 
t therein. 

34 Moreover Simon chose men, and 
sent to king Demetrius, to the end he 
should give the land an immunity, be- 
cause tall that Tryphon did was to 
spoil. 

35 Unto whom king Demetrius an- 
swered and wrote after this mayner : 

86 King Demetrius unto Simon the 
high priest, and friend of kings, as also 
unto the elders and nation of the Jews, 
sendeth greeting : 

87 The golden crown, and the scarlet 
robe, which ye sent unto us, we have 
received: and we are ready to make 
a stedfast peace with you, yea, and to 
write unto our officers, to confirm the 
immunities which we have granted. 

38 And whatsoever covenants we 
have made with you shall stand; and 
the strong holds, which ye have build- 
ed, shall be your own. 

39 As for any oversight or fault com- 
mitted unto this day, we forgive it, and 
the crown tax also, which ye Owe us: 
and if there were any other tribute 
paid in Jerusalem, it shall no more be 
paid. 

40 And look who are meet among 
you to be in our court, let them be en- 
— and let there be peace betwixt 

41 Thus the yoke of the heathen was 
taken away from Israel in the hundred 
and seventieth year. 


42 Then the people of Israel be 
“to write in their instruments and i 
tracts, In the first year of Simon the 
high priest, the governor and leader of 
the Jews. 


43 In those days Simon camped against 
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Gaza, and besieged it round about; he 
made also an engine of war, and set it 
by the city, and battered a certain 
tower, and took it. 

44 And they that were in the engine 
leaped into the city; whereupon there 
was a great yan in the city : 

45 Insomuch as the people of the city 
rent their clothes, and climbed upon the 
walls with their wives and children, and 
cried with a loud voice, beseeching Si- 
mon tto grant them peace. 

46 And they said, Deal not with us 
according to our wickedness, but ac- 
cording to thy mercy. 

47 So Simon was appeased toward 
them, and fought no more against 
them, but put them out of the city, and 
cleansed the houses wherein the idols 
were, and so entered into it with songs 
and thanksgiving. 

48 Yea, he put all uncleanness out of 
it, and placed such men there as would 
keep the law, and made it stronger than 
it was before, and built therein a dwell- 
ingplace for himself. 

49 They also of the tower in Jeru- 
salem were kept so strait, that they 
could neither come forth, nor go into 
the country, nor buy, nor sell: where- 
fore they were in great distress for want 
of victuals, and a great number of them 

perished through famine. 

50 Then cried they to Simon, be- 
seeching him ||to be at one with them: 
which thing he granted them; and 
when he had put them out from thence, 
he cleansed the tower from pollutions : 

51 And entered into it the three and 
twentieth day of the second month, in 
the hundred seventy and first year, 
with thanksgiving, and branches of 
palm trees, and with harps, and cym- 
bals, and with viols, and hymns, and 
songs: because there was destroyed a 
great enemy out of Israel. 

52 He ordained also that that day 
should be kept every year with glad- 
ness. Moreover the hill of the temple

than it was, and there he dwelt him- 
self with his company. 
583 And when Simon saw that John 


his son was a valiant man, he made 
him captain of all the hosts; and ‘he 
dwelt in Gazara. |

2 But when Arsaces, the king of Per- 
sia and Media, heard that Demetrius 
was entered within his borders, he sent 
one of his princes to take him alive: 

3 Who went and smote the host of 
Demetrius, and took him, and brought 
him to Arsaces, by whom he was put 
in ward. 

4 As for the land of Judea, *that was 
quiet all the days of Simon; for he 
sought the good of his nation in such 
wise, as that evermore his authority 
and honour pleased them well. 

5 And as he was honourable in all 
his acts, so in this, that he took Joppe 
for an haven, and made an entrance to 
the isles of the sea, 

6 And enlarged the bounds of his 
nation, and recovered the country, 

7 And gathered together a great 
number of captives, and had the do- 
minion of Gazara, and Bethsura, and 
the tower, out of the which he took 
all uncleanness, neither was there any 
that resisted him. 

8 Then did they till their ground in 
peace, and the earth gave her increase, 
and the trees of the field their fruit. 

9 The ancient men sat all in the 
streets, communing together of || good 
things, and the young men put on glo- 
rious and warlike apparel. 

10 He provided victuals for the cities, 
and set in them all manner of muni- 
tion, so that his honourable name was 
renowned unto the end of the world. 

11 He made peace in the land, and 
Israel rejoiced with great joy: 

12 For every man sat under his vine 
and his fig tree, and there was none to 
fray them: 

18 Neither was there any left in the 
land to fight against them: yea, the 
kings themselves were overthrown in 
those days. 

14 Moreover he strengthened all those 
of his people that were brought low: 


16 Now when it was heard at Rome, 
and as far as Sparta, that Jonathan was 


dead, they were very sorry. 


17 But as soon as they heard that his 
brother Simon was made high priest in 
his stead, and ruled the country, and 
the cities therein : 

18 They wrote unto him in tables 
of brass, to renew the friendship and 
league which they had made with Ju- 
das and Jonathan his brethren: 

19 Which writings were read before 
the congregation at Jerusalem. 

20 And this is the copy of the let- 
ters that the Lacedemonians sent; The 
rulers of the Lacedemonians, with the 
city, unto ‘Simon the high priest, and 
the elders, and priests, and residue of 
the people of the Jews, our brethren, 
send greeting : 

21 The ambassadors that were sent 
unto our people certified us of your 
glory and honour: wherefore we were 
glad of their coming, 

22 And did register the things that 


they spake in the |i council of the peo- tO: 


ple in this manner; Numenius son of 
Antiochus, and Antipater son of Jason, 
the Jews’ ambassadors, came unto us to 
renew the friendship they had with us. 

23 And it pleased the people to en- 
tertain the men honourably, and to put 
the copy of their ambassage in publick 
records, to the end the people of the 
Lacedemonians might have a memorial 
thereof: furthermore we have written 
a copy thereof unto Simon the high 
priest. 

24 After this Simon sent Numenius 
to Rome with a great shield of gold of 
a thousand pound weight, to confirm 
the league with them. 

25 Whereof when the 
they said, What thanks s 
to Simon and his sons? 

26 For he and his brethren and the 
house of his father have established 
Israel, and chased away in fight their 
enemies from them, and confirmed their

27 So then they wrote i in tables of 
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brass, which they set upon pillars in 
mount Sion: and this is the copy of 
the writing; The eighteenth day of the 
month Elul, in the hundred threescore 
and twelfth year, being the third year

28 At || Saramel in the great con- 
gregation of the priests, and people, 
and rulers of the nation, and elders of 
the country, were these things notified 
unto us. 

299 Forasmuch as oftentimes there 
have been wars in the country, where- 
in for the maintenance of their sanc- 
tuary, and the law, Simon the son of 
Mattathias, of the posterity of Jarib, 
together with his brethren, put them- 
selves in jeopardy, and resisting the 
enemies of their nation did their na- 
tion great honour: 

30 (For after that Jonathan, hay- 
ing gathered his nation together, and 
been their high priest, was added to 
his people, 

31 Their enemies purposed to invade 
their country, that they might destroy 
it, and lay hands on the sanctuary: 

32 At which time Simon rose up, and 
fought for his nation, and spent much 
of his own substance, and armed || the 
valiant men of his nation, and gave 
them wages, 

83 And fortified the cities of Judea, 
together with Bethsura, that lieth upon 
the borders of Judea, where the |ar- 
mour of the enemies had been before; 
but he set a garrison of Jews there: 

_34 Moreover he fortified Joppe, which 

lieth upon the sea, and |i Gazara, that 
bordereth upon Azotus, where the ene- 
mies had dwelt before: but he placed 
Jews there, and furnished them with 
all things convenient for the reparation 
thereof.) 

35 The people therefore, seeing the 
acts of Simon, and unto what glory he 
thought to bring his nation, made him 
their governor and chief priest, because 
he had done all these things, and for 
the justice and faith which he kept to 
his nation, and for that he sought by 
all means to exalt his people. 

_ 36 For in his time things rospered 
in his hands, so that the heathen were 
taken out of their country, and they 
also that were in the city of David in

Jerusalem, who had made themselves 
a tower, out of which they issued, and 

olluted all about the sanctuary, and 
vid much hurt || in the holy place: 

37 But he placed Jews therein, and 
fortified it for the safety of the country 
and the city, and raised up the walls 
of Jerusalem.

41 Also that the Jews and priests 
were well pleased that Simon should 
be their governor and high priest for 
ever, ‘until there should arise a faith- 
ful prophet ; 

42 Moreover that he should be their 
captain, and should take charge of the 
sanctuary, to set them over their works, 
and over the country, and over the 
armour, and over the fortresses, that, 
I say, he should take charge of the 
sanctuary ; 

43 Beside this, that he should be 
obeyed of every man, and that all the 
writings in the country should be made 
in his name, and that #he should be 
clothed in purple, and wear gold : 

44 Also that it should be lawful for 
none of the people or priests to break 
any of these things, or to gainsay his 
words, or to gather an assembly in the 
country without him, or to be clothed 
in purple, or wear a buckle of gold: 

45 And whosoever should do other- 
wise, or break any of these things, he 
should be punished. 

46 Thus it liked all the people to 
deal with Simon, and to do as hath 
been said. 

47 Then Simon accepted hereof, and 
was well pleased to be high priest, and 
captain and governor of the Jews and 
priests, and to defend them all.

27 Nevertheless he would not receive 
them, but brake all the covenants which 
he had made with him afore, and be- 
came strange unto him. 

28 Furthermore he sent unto him 
Athenobius, one of his friends, to com- 
mune with him, and say, Ye withhold 
Joppe and Gazara, with the tower that 
is in Jerusalem, which are cities of my 
realm. 

29 The borders thereof ye have wast- 
ed, and done great hurt in the land, 
and got the dominion of many places 
within my kingdom. 

30 Now therefore deliver the cities 
which ye have taken, and the tributes 
of the places, whereof ye have got- 
ten dominion || without the borders of 
Judea: 

31 Or else give me for them five hun- 
dred talents of silver ; and for the harm 
that ye have done, and the tributes of 
the cities, other five hundred talents: 
if not, we will come and | fight against 


ou. 

32 So Athenobius the king’s friend 
came to Jerusalem: and when he saw 
the glory of Simon, and the cupboard 
of gold and silver plate, and his great 
attendance, he was astonished, and told 
him the king’s message. 

33 Then answered Simon, and said 
unto him, We have ncither taken other 
men’s land, nor holden that which ap- 
pertaineth to others, but the inherit- 
ance of our fathers, which our enemies 
an wrongfully in possession a certain 

ime. 

34 Wherefore we, having opportunity, 
hold the inheritance of <3 hem . 

35 And whereas thou demandest Jop- 
pe and Gazara, albeit they did great 

arm unto the people in our country, 
yet will we give an tandesd talents for 
them. Hereunto Athenobius answered 
him not a word; 

$6 But returned in a rage to the king, 
and made report unto ha of these 
speeches, and of the glory of Simon, 
and of all that he had seen: where. 


upon the king was exceeding wroth. 
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37 In the mean time fled Tryphon 
by ship unto Orthosias. 

38 Then the king made Cendebeus 
captain of the sea coast, and gave him 
an host of footmen and horsemen, 

39 And commanded him to remove 
his host toward Judea: also he com- 
manded him to build up ||Cedron, and 
to fortify the gates, and to war against 
the people ; but as for the king Azmself, 
he pursued Tryphon. 

40 So Cendebeus came to Jamnia, 
and began to provoke the people, and 
to invade Judea, and to take the people 
prisoners, and slay them. 

41 And when he had built up Ce- 
dron, he set horsemen there, and an 
host of footmen, to the end that issuing 
out they might make outroads upon the 
ways of Judea, as the king had com- 
manded him. 


CHAP. XVI. 


8 Judas and John prevail against the forces sent by An- 
tiochus. 11 The captain of Jericho inviteth Simon and 
two of his sons tnlo his castle, and there treacherously 
murdereth them. 19 John is sought for, 22 and es- 
capeth, and killeth those that sought for him. 


f igo came up John ‘from Ga- 
zara, and told Simon his father 
what Cendebeus had done. 

2 Wherefore Simon called his two 
eldest sons, Judas and John, and said 
unto them, °I, and my brethren, and 
my father’s house, have ever from our 
youth unto this day fought against the 
enemies of Israel; and ‘things have 
prospered so well in our hands, that 
we have delivered Israel oftentimes. 

3 But now I am old, and ye, by God’s 
mercy, are of a sufficient age: be ye 
instead of me and my brother, and go 
and fight for our nation, and the help 
from heaven be with you. 

4 So he chose out of the countr 
twenty thousand men of war wit 
horsemen, who went out against Cen- 
ae and rested that night at Mo- 

in. 

5 And when as they rose in the 
morning, and went into the plain, be- 
hold, a mighty great host both of foot- 
men and horsemen came against them : 
howbeit there was a water brook be- 
twixt them. | ' 

6 So he and his people pitched over 
against them: and when he saw that 
the people were afraid to go over the 
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water broek, he went first over himself, 


dr.139.. and then the men seeing him passed 


through after him. 

7 That done, he divided his men, and 
set the horsemen in the midst of the 
footmen: for the enemies’ horsemen 
were very many. 

8 Then sounded they with the holy 
trumpets: whereupon Cendebeus and 
his host were put to flight, so that many 
of them were slain, and the remnant 
gat them to the strong hold. 

9 At that time was Judas John’s bro- 
ther wounded; but John still followed 
after them, until he came to Cedron, 
which Cendebeus had built. 

10 ||So they fled even unto the towers 
in the fields of Azotus; wherefore he 
burned it with fire: so that there were 
slain of them about two thousand men. 
Afterward he returned into the land of 
Judea in peace. 

11 Moreover in the plain of Jericho 
was Ptolemeus the son of Abubus made 
captain, and he had abundance of silver 
and gold: 

12 For he was the high priest’s son 
in law. 

13 Wherefore his heart being lifted 
up, he thought to get the country to 
himself, and thereupon consulted de- 
ceitfully against Simon and his sons to 
destroy them. 

14 Now Simon was visiting the cities 
that were in the country, and taking 
care for the good ordering of them ; at 
which time he came down himself to 
Jericho with his sons, Mattathias and 
Judas, in the hundred threescore and 
seventeenth year, in the eleventh month, 
called Sabat: 

15 Where the son of Abubus receiv- 
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ing them deceitfully into a little hold 


them a great banquet: howbeit he had 
hid men there. 

16 So when Simon and his sons had 
drunk largely, Ptolemee and his men 
rose up, and took their weapons, and 
came upon Simon into the banqueting 
place, and slew him, and his two sons, 
and certain of his servants. 

17 In which doing he committed a 
great treachery, and recompensed evil 
for good. 

18 Then Ptolemee wrote these things, 
and sent to the king, that he should send 
him an host to aid him, and he would 
deliver him the country and cities. 

19 He sent others also to Gazara to 
kill John: and unto the t tribunes he 
sent letters to come unto him, that he 
might give them silver, and gold, and 
rewards. 

20 And others he sent to take Jerusa- 
lem, and the mountain of the temple. 

21 Now one had run afore to Gazara, 
and told John that his father and bre- 
thren were slain, and, guoth he, Ptolemee 
hath sent to slay thee also. 

22 Hereof when he heard, he was 
sore astonished: so he laid hands on 
them that were come to destroy him, 
and slew them; for he knew that they 
sought to make him away. 

23 As concerning the rest of the 
acts of John, and his wars, and wor- 
thy deeds which he did, and the build- 
ing of the walls which he made, and 
his doings, 

24 Behold, these are written in the 
chronicles of his priesthood, from the 
time he was made high priest after his 
father. 
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CHAP. I. 
1A letter of the Jews from Jerusalem to them of Egypt, to 
thank God for the death of Antiochus. 19 Of the fire 
that was hid in the pit. 24 The prayer of Neemias. 
HE brethren, the Jews that be at 
Jerusalem and in the land of Ju- 
dea, wish unto the brethren, the Jews 
that are throughout Egypt, health and 
peace : 

2 God be gracious unto you, and re- 
member his covenant that he made 
with Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, his 
faithful servants ; 

8 And give you all an heart to serve 
him, and to do his will, with a good 
courage and a willing mind ; 

4 And open your hearts in his law and 
commandments, and send you peace, 

5 And hear your prayers, and be at 
one with you, and never forsake you 
in time of trouble. 

6 And now we be here praying for 
you. 

7 What time as Demetrius reigned, 

in the hundred threescore and ninth 
year, we the Jews wrote unto you in the 
extremity of trouble that came upon 
us in those years, from the time that 
*Jason and his company revolted from 
the holy land and kingdom, 
8 And burned the porch, and shed 
innocent blood: then we prayed unto 
the Lord, and were heard; we offered 
also sacrifices and fine flour, and lighted 
the lamps, and set forth the loaves. 

9 And now see that ye keep the feast 
of ’ tabernacles in the month Casleu. 

_10 In the hundred fourscore and 
eighth year, the people that were at 
Jerusalem and in lola, and the coun- 
cil, and Judas, sent greeting and health 
unto Aristobulus, king Ptolemeus’ mas- 


ter, who was of the stock of the an- 
ointed priests, and to the Jews that 
were in Egypt: 

11 Insomuch as God hath delivered 
us from great perils, we thank him 
highly, as having been in battle against 
a king. 

12 For he cast them out that fought 
within the holy city. 

13 For when the leader was come 
into Persia, and the army with him 
that seemed invincible, they were slain 
in the temple of Nanea by the deceit 
of Nanea’s priests. 

14 For Antiochus, as though he would 
marry her, came into the place, and his 
friends that were with him, to receive 
money in name of a dowry. 

15 Which when the priests of Nanea 
had set forth, and he was entered with 
a small company into the compass of 
the temple, they shut the temple as soon 
as Antiochus was come in: 

16 And opening a privy door of the 
roof, they threw stones like thunder- 
bolts, and struck down the captain, 
hewed them in pieces, smote off their 
heads, and cast them to those that were 
without. 

17 Blessed be our God in all things, 
who hath delivered up the ungodly. 

18 Therefore whereas we are now 
purposed ‘to keep the purification of 
the temple upon the five and twentieth 
day of the month ‘Casleu, we thought it 
necessary to certify you thereof, that 
ye also might keep it, as the feast of the 
tabernacles, and of the fire, which was 
given us when Neemias offered sacrifice, 
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into Persia, the priests that were then 
devout took the fire of the altar pri- 
vily, and hid it in an hollow place of 
a pit without water, where they kept 
it sure, so that the place was unknown 
to all men. 

20 Now after many years, when it 
pleased God, Neemias, being sent from 
the king of Persia, did send of the pos- 
terity of those priests that had hid it 
to the fire: but when they told us they 
found no fire, but thick water; 

21 Then commanded he them to draw 
it up, and to bring it; and when the 
sacrifices were laid on, Neemias com- 
manded the priests to sprinkle the wood 
and the things laid thereupon with the 
water. 

22 When this was done, and the time 
came that the sun shone, which afore 
was hid in the cloud, there was a great 
fire kindled, so that every man mar- 
velled. 

23 And the priests made a prayer 
whilst the sacrifice was consuming, J 
say, both the priests, and all the rest, 
Jonathan beginning, and the rest an- 
swering thereunto, as Neemias did. 

24 And the prayer was after this 
manner; O Lord, Lord God, Creator of 
all —— who art fearful and strong, 
and righteous, and merciful, and the 
only and gracious King, 

25 The only giver of all things, the 
only just, almighty, and everlasting, 
thou that deliverest Israel from all 
trouble, and didst choose the fathers, 
and sanctify them : 

26 Receive the sacrifice for thy whole 
people Israel, and preserve thine own 
portion, and sanctify it. 

27 Gather those together that are 
scattered from us, deliver them that 
serve among the heathen, look upon 
them that are despised and abhorred, 
and let the heathen know that thou 


art our God. 


28 Punish them that oppress us, and 
with pride do us wrong. 
29 Plant thy people again in thy holy 


place, *as Moses hath spoken. 


80 And the priests sung psalms of 
thankegiving. | 
$1 Now when the sacrifice was con- 


sumed, Neemias commanded the water 
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that was left to be poured on the great 
stones. 

32 When this was done, there was kin- 
dled a flame: but it was consumed by 
the light that shined from the altar. 

33 So when this matter was known, 
it was told the king of Persia, that in 
the place, where the priests that were 
led away had hid the fire, there ap- 
peared water, and that || Neemias had 
purified the sacrifices therewith. 

34 Then the king, inclosing the place, 
made it holy, after he had tried the 
matter. 

85 And the king took many gifts, and 
bestowed thereof on those whom he 
would gratify. 

36 And Neemias called this thing 
Naphthar, which is as much as to say, 
a cleansing: but many men call it 


Nephi. 

CHAP. II. 

1 What Jeremy the prophet did. 5 How he hid the taber- 
nacle, the ark, and the altar. 18 What Neemias and Ju- 
das wrote. 20 What Jason wrote in five books: 25 and 
how those were abridged by the author of this book. 


T is also found in the records, that 

Jeremy the prophet commanded 
them that were carried away to take 
of the fire, *as it hath been signified : 

2 And how that the prophet, having 
given them the law, charged them not 
to forget the commandments of the 
Lord, and that they should not err in 
their minds, °when they see images of 
silver and gold, with their ornaments. 

3 And with other such speeches ex- 
horted he them, that the law should 
not depart from their hearts. 

4 It was also contained in the same 
writing, that the prophet, being warn- 
ed of God, commanded the tabernacle 
and the ark to go with him, as he went 
forth into ‘the mountain, where Mo- 
ses climbed up, and saw the heritage 
of God. 

5 And'when Jeremy came thither, he 
found an hollow cave, wherein he laid 
the tabernacle, and the ark, and the al- 
tar of incense, and so stopped the door. 

6 And some of those that followed 
him came to mark the way, but they 
could not find it. 

7 Which when Jeremy perceived, he 
blamed them, saying, As for that place, 
it shall be unknown until the time that 
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God gather his people again together, 
and receive them unto mercy. 

8 Then shall the Lord shew them 
these things, and the glory of the Lord 
¢Ez.34.6. shall appear, and the cloud also, “as it 
°1 Kings was shewed under Moses, and ‘as when 
rae Solomon desired that the place might 
be honourably sanctified. 
9 It was also declared, that he being 
1 Kings wise ‘offered the sacrifice of dedication, 
* 0% 4 and of the finishing of the temple. 
elev.9.23, 10 And £as when Moses prayed unto 
“ the Lord, the fire came down from hea- 
ven, and consumed the sacrifices: even 
h2Chron. “gq prayed Solomon also, and the fire 
ie came down from heaven, and consum- 
ed the burnt offerings. 
itev.10.16, 11 And ‘Moses said, Because the sin 
a offering was not to be eaten, it was 
consumed. 
12 So Solomon kept those eight days. 
13 The same things also were report- 
ed in the writings and commentaries 
of Neemias; and how he founding a li- 
brary gathered together the acts of the 
kings, and the he and of David, 
and the epistles of the kings concern- 
ing the holy gifts.

23 All these things, I say, being declar- 
ed by Jason of Cyrene in five books, we 
will assay to abridge in one volume. 

24 For considering the infinite num- 
ber, and the difficulty which they find 
that desire to look into the narrations 
of the story, for the variety of the 
matter, 

25 We have been careful, that they 
that will read may have delight, and 
that they that are desirous to commit 
to memory might have ease, and that 
all into whose hands it comes might 
have profit. : 

26 Therefore to us, that have taken 
upon us this painful labour of abridg- 
ing, it was not easy, but a matter of 
sweat and watching; 

27 Even as it is no ease unto him 
that prepareth a banquet, and seek- 
eth the benefit of others: yet || for the 1 or, t ae. 
pleasuring of many we will undertake fay.” ” 
gladly this great pains ; 

28 Leaving to the author the ex- 
act handling of every particular, and 
labouring to follow the rules of an 
abridgement. 

29 For as the master builder of a 
new house must care for the whole 
building; but he that undertaketh to 
set it out, and paint it, must seek out 
fit things for the adorning thereof: 
even so I think it is with us. 

30 To stand upon every point, and 
go over things at large, and to be cu- 
rious in particulars, belongeth to the 
first author of the story: | 

31 But to use brevity, and avoid much 
labouring of the work, is to be granted 
to him that will make an abridgement. 

32 Here then will we begin the story : 
only adding thus much to that which 
hath been said, that it is a foolish thing 
to make a long prologue, and to be 
short in the story itself. : 
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CHAP. III. 

1 Of the honour done to the temple by the kings of the 
Gentiles. 4 Simon uttereth what treasures are in the 
temple. 7 Heliodorus is sent to take them away. 24 He 
és stricken of God, and healed at the prayer of Onias. 


OW when the holy city was .in- 

habited with all peace, and the 
laws were kept very well, because of 
the godliness of Onias the high priest, 
and his hatred of wickedness, 

2 It came to pass that even the kings 
themselves did honour the place, and 
magnify the temple with their best 
gifts ; 

3 Insomuch that Seleucus king of 
Asia of his own revenues bare all the 
costs belonging to the service of the 
sacrifices. 

4 But one Simon of the tribe of Ben- 
jamin, who was made governor of the 
temple, fell out with the high priest 
about disorder in the city. 

5 And when he could not overcome 
Onias, he gat him to Apollonius the son 
of Thraseas, who then was governor of 
Celosyria and Phenice, 

6 And told him that the treasury in 
Jerusalem was full of infinite sums of 
money, so that the multitude of their 
riches, which did not pertain to the 
account of the sacrifices, was innumer- 
able, and that it was possible to bring 
all into the king’s hand. 

7 Now when Apollonius came to the 


_ king, and had shewed him of the mo- 


ney whereof he was told, the king chose 
out Heliodorus his treasurer, and sent 
him with a commandment to bring him 
the foresaid money. 

8 So forthwith Heliodorus took his 
journey, under a colour of visiting the 
cities of Celosyria and Phenice, but in- 
deed to fulfil the king’s purpose. 

9 And when he was come to Jerusa- 
lem, and had been courteously received 
of the high priest of the city, he told 
him what intelligence was given of 
the money, and declared wherefore he 


- came, and asked if these things were 


so indeed. 
10 Then the high priest told him that 
there was such money laid up for the re- 
lief of widows and fatherless children : 
_. 11 And that some of it belonged to 
Hircanus son of Tobias, a man at 
dignity, and not as that wicked Simon 
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had misinformed: the sum whereof in 
all was four hundred talents of silver, 
and two hundred of gold: 

12 And that it was altogether impos- 
sible that such wrongs should be done 
unto them, that had committed it to the 
holiness of the place, and to the majesty 
and inviolable sanctity of the temple, 
honoured over all the world. 

13 But Heliodorus, because of the 
king’s commandment given him, said, 
That in any wise it must be brought 
into the king’s treasury. 

14 So at the day which he appoint- 
ed he entered in to order this matter: 
wherefore there was no small agony 
throughout the whole city. 

15° But the priests, prostrating them- 
selves before the altar in their priests’ 
vestments, called unto heaven upon him 


that *made a law concerning things + rx. 22.7, 
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given to be kept, that they should safely *“ 


be preserved for such as had committed 
them to be kept. 

16 Then whoso had looked the high 
priest in the face, it would have wound- 
ed his heart: for his countenance and 
the changing of his colour declared the 
inward agony of his mind. 

17 For the man was so compassed with 
fear and horror of the body, that it was 
manifest to them that looked upon him, 
what sorrow he had now in his heart. 

18 Others ran flocking out of their 
houses |i to the general supplication, be-

cause the place was like to come into Mev 


contempt. 

19 And the women, girt with sack- 
cloth under their breasts, abounded in 
the streets, and the virgins that were 
kept in ran, some to the gates, and some 
to the walls, and others looked out of 
the windows. 

20 And all, holding their hands to- 
ward heaven, made supplication. 

21 Then it would have pitied a man 
to see the falling down of the multi- 


tude of all sorts, and the t+ fear of the t Gr. exper

25 For there appeared unto them an 
horse with a terrible rider upon him, 
and adorned with a very fair covering, 
and he ran fiercely, and smote at Helio- 
dorus with his forefeet, and it seemed 
that he that sat upon the horse had 
complete harness of gold. 

26 Moreover two other young men 
appeared before him, notable in strength, 
excellent in beauty, and comely in ap- 
parel, who stood by him on either side, 
and scourged him continually, and gave 
him many sore stripes. 

27 And Heliodorus fell suddenly unto 
the ground, and was compassed with 
great darkness: but they that were with 
him took him up, and put him into a 
litter. 

28 Thus him, that lately came with a 
great train and with all his guard into 
the said treasury, they carried out, being 
unable to help himself with his wea- 
pons: and manifestly they acknowledg- 
ed the power of God: 

29 For he by the hand of God was 
cast down, and lay speechless without 
all hope of life. 

30 But they praised the Lord, that had 
miraculously honoured his own place: 
for the temple, which a little afore was 
full of fear and trouble, when the Al- 
mighty Lord appeared, was filled with 

joy and gladness. 

_ 31 Then straightways certain of He- 
liodorus’ friends prayed Onias, that he 
would call upon the most High to grant 
him his life, who lay ready to give up 
the ghost. 

$2 So the high priest, suspecting lest 
the king should Bens that yo 
treachery had been done to Heliodorus 
by the Jews, offered a sacrifice for the 
health of the man. 

_ 33 Now as the high priest was mak- 
ing an atonement, the same young men 
in the same clothing appeared and stood 
beside Heliodorus, saying, Give Onias 
the high priest great thanks, insomuch

when they had spoken these words, they 
appeared no more. 

35 So Heliodorus, after he had offer- 
ed sacrifice unto the Lord, and made 
great vows unto him that had saved his 
life, and saluted Onias, returned with 
his host to the king. 

36 Then testified he to all men the 
works of the great God, which he had 
seen with his eyes. 

37 And when the king asked Helio- 
dorus, who might be a fit man to be sent 
yet once again to Jerusalem, he said, 

38 If thou hast any enemy or traitor, 
send him thither, and thou shalt receive 
him well scourged, if he escape with his 
life: for in that place, no doubt, there 
is an especial power of God. 

39 For he that dwelleth in heaven 
hath his eye on that place, and defend- 
eth it; and he beateth and destroyeth 
them that come to hurt it. 

40 And the things concerning Helio- 
dorus, and the keeping of the treasury, 
fell out on this sort. 


CHAP. IV. 


1 Simon slandereth Onias. 7 Jason, by corrupting the 
king, obtaineth the office of the high priest. 24 Mene- 
laus getteth the same from Jason by the like corruption. 
34 Andronicus traitorously murdereth Onias. 36 The 
king being informed thereof, causeth Andronicus to be 
put lo death. 39 The wickedness of Lysimachus, by the 
wnstigation of Menelaus. 

HIS Simon now, * of whom we 

spake afore, having been a be- 
wrayer of the money, and of his coun- 
try, slandered Onias, as if he had ter- 
rified Heliodorus, and been the worker 
of these evils. 

2 Thus was he bold to call him a 
traitor, that had deserved well of the 
city, and tendered his own nation, and 
was so zealous of the laws. 

3 But when their hatred went so far, 
that by one of Simon’s faction murders 
were committed, 

4 Onias seeing the danger of this con- 
tention, and that Apollonius, as being 
the governor of Celosyria and Phenice, 
did rage, and increase Simon’s malice, 

5 He went to the king, not to be an 
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Bere accuser of his countrymen, but seek- 
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which was 
a stone with 


the midst. 


ing the good of all, both publick and 
private : | 

6 For he saw that it was impossible 
that the state should continue quiet, and 
Simon leave his folly, unless the king 
did look thereunto. 

7 But after the death of Seleucus, 
when Antiochus, called a pepe took 
the kingdom, Jason the brother of Onias 
laboured underhand to be high priest, 

8 Promising unto the king by inter- 
cession three hundred and threescore 
talents of silver, and of another revenue 
eighty talents: 

9 Beside this, he promised to assign 
an hundred and fifty more, if he might 
have licence to set him up "a place 
for exercise, and for the training up of 
youth in the fashions of the heathen, 
and to write them of Jerusalem by the 
name of Antiochians. 

10 Which when the king had grant- 
ed, and he had gotten into his hand 
the rule, he forthwith brought his own 
nation to the Greekish fashion. 

11 And the royal privileges granted 
of special favour to the Jews by the 
means of ‘John the father of Eupole- 
mus, who went ambassador to Rome 
for amity and aid, he took away; and 
putting down the governments which 
were according to the law, he brought 
up new customs against the law: 

12 For he built gladly a place of exer- 
cise under the tower itself, and brought 
the chief young men under his subjec- 
tion, and made them wear a hat. 

13 Now such was the height of Greek 
fashions, and increase of heathenish 
manners, through the exceeding pro- 
faneness of Jason, that ungodly wretch, 
and no high priest; 

14 That the priests had no courage 
to serve any more at the altar, but de- 
spising the temple, and neglecting the 
sacrifices, hastened to be partakers of 
the unlawful allowance in the place of 
exercise, after the game of || Discus call- 
ed them forth ; 

15 Not setting by the honours of 
their fathers, but liking the glory of 
the Grecians best of all. 

16 By reason whereof sore calamity 
came upon them: for they had them to 
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be their enemies and avengers, whose ,,2ere._ 
custom they followed so earnestly, and _ ar. 175. 
unto whom they desired to be like in 

all things. 

17 For it is not a light thing to do 
wickedly against the laws of God: but 
the time following shall declare these 
things. 

18 Now when the game that was used cr. 174. 
every fifth year was kept at Tyrus, the | 
king being present, 

19 This ungracious Jason sent t special + Gr. who 
messengers from Jerusalem, who were jiou am- 
Antiochians, to carry three hundred #2. 
drachms of silver to the sacrifice of Her- 
cules, which even the bearers thereof 
thought fit not to bestow upon the sa-_ 
crifice, because it was not convenient, 
but to be reserved for other charges. 

20 This money then, in regard of 
the sender, was appointed to Hercules’ 
sacrifice; but because of the bearers 
thereof, it was employed to the making 
of gallies. 

21 Now when Apollonius the son of cir. 173. 
Menestheus was sent into Egypt for the 
| coronation of king Ptolemeus Philome- 1\0r, en- 
tor, Antiochus, understanding him not one 
to be well affected to his affairs, pro- 
vided for his own safety: whereupon 
he came to Joppe, and from thence to 
Jerusalem : 

22 Where he was honourably receiv- 
ed of Jason, and of the city, and was 
brought in with torch light, and. with 
great shoutings: and so afterward went 
with his host unto Phenice. 

23 Three years afterward Jason sent = «ir. 172. 
Menelaus, the aforesaid Simon’s brother, 
to bear the money unto the king, and 
to put him in mind of certain neces- 
sary matters. 

24 But he being brought to the pre- 
sence of the king, when he had magni- 
fied him for the glorious appearance of 
his power, got the priesthood to him- 
self, offering more than Jason by three 
hundred talents of silver. 

25 So he came with the king’s man- 
date, bringing nothing worthy the high 
priesthood, but having the fury of a 
cruel tyrant, and the rage of a savage 
beast. 

26 Then Jason, who had undermined 
his own brother, being undermined by 
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onet,, another, was compelled to flee into the; | 38 And being kindled with anger, , Ber, 


dr. 172. country of the Ammonites. forthwith he took away Andronicus his ar. 171. 
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27 So Menelaus got the principality: 
but as for the money that he had pro- 
mised unto the king, he took no good 
order for it, albeit Sostratus the ruler 
of the castle required it: _ 

28 For unto him appertained the ga- 
thering of the customs. Wherefore they 
were both called before the king. 

29 Now Menelaus left his brother 
Lysimachus in his stead in the priest- 
hood; and Sostratus /eft Crates, who 
was governor of the Cyprians. 

30 While those things were in doing, 
they of Tarsus and Mallos made insur- 
rection, because they were given to the 
king’s concubine, called Antiochis. 

31 Then came the king in all haste 
to appease matters, leaving Andronicus, 
a man in authority, for his deputy. 

32 Now Menelaus, supposing that he 
had gotten a convenient time, stole cer- 
tain vessels of gold out of the temple, 
and gave some of them to Andronicus, 
and some he sold into Tyrus and the 
cities round about. 

83 Which when Onias knew of a 
surety, he reproved him, and withdrew 
himself into a sanctuary at Daphne, that 
lieth by Antiochia. 

34 Wherefore Menelaus, taking An- 
dronicus apart, prayed him to get Onias 
into his hands; who being persuaded 
thereunto, and coming to Onias in de- 
ceit, gave him his right hand with oaths; 
and though he were suspected by him, 
yet persuaded he him to come forth of 
the sanctuary: whom forthwith he shut 
up without regard of justice. 

$5 For the which cause not only the 
Jews, but many also of other nations, 
took great indignation, and were much 
grieved for the unjust murder of the 
man. 

86 And when the king was come 
again from the places about Cilicia, the 
J ews that were in the city, and cer- 
tain of the Greeks that abhorred the 
fact also, complained because Onias was 
slain without cause. 

37 oe gp agor was heartily 
sorry, and moved to pity, and we 
because of the sober a modest Ma 
viour of him that was dead. 
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urple, and rent off his clothes, and 
leading him through the whole city 
unto that very place, where he had 
committed impiety against Onias, there 
slew he the cursed miirderer. Thus the 
Lord rewarded him his punishment, as 
he had deserved. 

39 Now when many sacrileges. had 
been committed in the city by Lysima- 
chus with the consent of Menelaus, and 
the bruit thereof was spread abroad, 
the multitude gathered themselves toge- 
ther against Lysimachus, many vessels 
of gold being already carried away. 

40 Whereupon the common people 
rising, and being filled with rage, Ly- 
simachus armed about three thousand 
men, and began first to offer violence ; 
one || Auranus being the leader, a man 
far gone in years, and no less in folly. 

41 They then seeing the attempt of 
Lysimachus, some of them caught stones, 
some clubs, others taking handfuls of 
dust, that was next at hand, cast them 
all together upon Lysimachus, and those 
that set upon them. 

42 Thus many of them they wound- 
ed, and some they struck to the ground, 
and all of them they forced to flee: but 
as for the churchrobber himself, him 
they killed beside the treasury. 

43 Of these matters therefore there 
= an accusation laid against Mene- 

aus. 

44 Now when the king came to Ty- 
rus, three men that were sent from the 
senate pleaded the cause before him: 

45 But Menelaus, being now convict- 
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l| Or, 
Tyrannus. 


ed, promised 4 Ptolemee the son of Do- ¢1 Mac. 3. 


rymenes to give him much money, if he 
would pacify the king toward him. 


38. 


46 Whereupon Ptolemee taking the 


king aside into a certain gallery, as it 
were to take the air, brought him to 
be of another mind: 
47 Insomuch that he discharged M 
nelaus from the accusations, who not- 
withstanding was cause of all the mis- 
chief: and those poor men, who, if they 
had told their cause, yea, before the 
Scythians, should have been judged in- 
nocent, them he condemned to death. 
48 Thus they that followed the mat- 
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ter for the city, and for the people, and 
for the holy vessels, did soon suffer un- 
just punishment. 

49 Wherefore even they of Tyrus, 
moved with hatred of that wicked deed, 
caused them to be honourably buried. 

50 And so through the covetousness 
of them that were of power Menelaus 
remained still in authority, increasing 
in malice, and being a great traitor to 
the citizens. 

CHAP. V.

accabeus ficeth into the milderness. 
BOUT the same time Antiochus 
prepared his second voyage into 
Egypt: 
2 And then it happened, that through 
all the city, for the space almost of forty 
days, there were seen horsemen running 
in the air, in cloth of gold, and armed 
with lances, like a band of soldiers, 

8 And troops of horsemen in array, 
encountering and running one against 
another, with shaking of shields, and 
multitude of ll pikes, and drawing of 
swords, and casting of darts, and glit- 
tering of golden ornaments, and har- 
ness of all sorts. 

4 Wherefore every man prayed that 
that gle might turn to good. 

5 Now when there was gone forth a 
false rumour, as though Antiochus had 
been dead, Jason took at the least a 
thousand men, and suddenly made an 
assault upon the city; and they that 
were upon the walls being put back, 
and the city at length taken, Menelaus 
fled into the castle: 

6 But Jason slew his own citizens 
without mercy, not considering that to 
get the day of them of his own nation 
would be a most unhappy day for him; 
but thinking they had been his ene- 
mies, and not Ais countrymen, whom 
he conquered. 

7 Howbeit for all *his he obtained 
not the principality, but at the last re- 
ceived shame for the reward of his 
treason, and fled again into the coun- 
try of the Ammonites. 

8 In the end therefore he had an 
unhappy return, being accused before 
Aretas the king of the Arabians, fleeing 
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he was cast out into Egypt. 

9 Thus he that had driven many out 
of their country perished in a strange 
land, retiring to the Lacedemonians, 
and thinking there to find succour by 
reason of his kindred : 

10 And he that had cast out many 
unburied had none to mourn for him, 
nor any solemn funerals at all, nor se- 
pulchre with his fathers. 

11 Now when this that was done 
came to the king’s ear, he thought that 
Judea had revolted: whereupon * re- 


moving out of Egypt in a furious mind, ' 


he took the city by force of arms, 

12 And commanded his men of war 
not to spare such as they met, and to 
slay such as went up upon the houses. 

13 Thus there was killing of young 
and old, making away of men, women, 
and children, slaying of virgins and 
infants. 

14 And there were destroyed within 
the space of three whole days fourscore 
thousand, whereof forty thousand were 
slain in the conflict; and no fewer sold 
than slain. 

15 Yet was he not content with this, 
but presumed to go into the most holy 
temple of all the world; Menelaus, that 
traitor to the laws, and to his own 
country, being his guide: 

16 And taking the holy vessels with 
polluted hands, and with profane hands 
pulling down the things that were de- 
dicated by other kings to the augmen- 
tation and glory and honour of the 
place, he gave them away. 

17 And so haughty was Antiochus in 
mind, that he considered not that the 
Lord was angry for a while for the 
sins of them that dwelt in the city, 
and therefore his eye was not upon the 
place. 

18 For had they not been formerly 
wrapped in many sins, this man, as soon 
as he had come, had forthwith been 
scourged, and put back from his pre- 
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19 Nevertheless God did not choose 


the people for the place’s sake, but the 


place for the people’s sake. 

20 And therefore the place itself, that 
was partaker with them of the adver- 
sity that happened to the nation, did 
afterward communicate in the benefits 
sent from the Lord: and as it was for- 
saken in the wrath of the Almighty, so 
again, the great Lord being reconciled, 
it was set up with all glory. 

21 So when Antiochus had carried 
out of the temple a thousand and eight 
hundred talents, he departed in all haste 
unto Antiochia, weening in his pride to 
make the land navigable, and the sea 
passable by foot: such was the haugh- 
tiness of his mind. 

22 And ‘he left governors to vex the 
nation: at Jerusalem, Philip, for his 
country a Phrygian, and for manners 
more barbarous than he that set him 
there ; 

23 And at Garizim, Andronicus; and 
besides, Menelaus, who worse than all 
the rest bare an heavy hand over the 
citizens, having a malicious mind against 
his countrymen the Jews. 

24 He sent also ‘that detestable ring- 
leader Apollonius with an army of two 
and twenty thousand, commanding him 
to slay all those that were in their best 
age, and to sell the women and the 
younger sort: 

25 Who coming to Jerusalem, and 
oh tegen peace, did forbear till the 

oly day of the sabbath, when taking 
the Jews keeping holy day, he com- 
manded his men to arm themselves. 

26 And so he slew all them that were 
gone to the celebrating of the sabbath, 
and running through the city with wea- 
pons slew great multitudes. 

27 But Judas Maccabeus t with nine 
others, or thereabout, * withdrew him- 
self into the wilderness, and lived in the 
mountains after the manner of beasts, 
with his company, who fed on herbs 
continually, lest they should be partak- 
ers of the pollution. 


or CHAP. VI. 
€ Jews are compelled to leave the law of God. 4 
The temple is defied. 8 C

Not long after this the king sent 
an old man of || Athens to com- 


pel the Jews to depart from the laws | Antica: 


of their fathers, and not to live after 
the laws of God: 

2 And to pollute also the temple in 
Jerusalem, and to call it the temple of 
Jupiter Olympius; and that in Garizim, 
of Jupiter the Defender of strangers, 
las they did desire that dwelt in the 
place. 

3 The coming in of this mischief was 
sore and grievous to the people : 

4 For the temple was filled with riot 
and revelling by the Gentiles, who dal- 
lied with harlots, and had to do with 
women within the circuit of the holy 
places, and besides that brought in 
things that were not lawful. 

5 *The altar also was filled with pro- 
fane things, which the law forbiddeth. 

6 Neither was it lawful for a man to 
keep sabbath days or ancient feasts, or 
to profess himself at all to be a Jew. 

7 And in the day of the king’s birth 
every month they were brought by bit- 
ter constraint to eat of the sacrifices ; 
and when the feast of Bacchus was kept, 
the Jews were compelled to go in pro- 
cession to Bacchus, carrying ivy. 

8 Moreover there went out a decree 
to the neighbour cities of the t heathen, 
by the suggestion of Ptolemee, against “ 
the Jews, that they should observe the 
same fashions, and be partakers of their 
sacrifices : : 

9 And whoso would not conform 
themselves to the manners of the Gen- 
tiles should be put to death. Then 
might a man have seen the present 
misery. 

10 For *there were two women 
brought, who had circumcised their ° 
children; whom when they had openly 
led round about the city, the babes 
hanging at their breasts, they cast them 
down headlong from the wall. 

11 And others, that had run together 
into caves near by, to keep the sabbath 
day secretly, being discovered to Philip, 
were all burnt together, because they 
made a conscience to help themselves 
for the honour of the most sacred day. 

12 Now I beseech those that read 
this book, that they be not discouraged 
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struction, but for a chastening of our 
nation. 

13 For it is a token of his great 
goodness, when wicked doers are not 
suffered any long time, but forthwith 
punished. 

14 For not as with other nations, 
whom the Lord patiently forbeareth to 
punish, till they be come to the fulness 
of their sins, so dealeth he with us, 

15 Lest that, being come to the height 
of sin, afterwards he should take ven- 
geance of us. 

16 And therefore he never withdraw- 
eth his mercy from us: and though he 
punish with adversity, yet doth he ne- 
ver forsake his people. 

17 But let this that we have spoken 
be for a warning unto us. And now will 
we come to the declaring of the matter 
in few words. 

18 Eleazar, one of the principal scribes, 
an aged man, and of a well favoured 
countenance, was constrained to open 
his mouth, and to eat swine’s flesh. 

19 But he, choosing rather to die glo- 
riously, than to live stained with such 
an abomination, spit it forth, and came 
of his own accord to ‘the torment, 

20 As it behoved them to come, that 
are resolute to stand out against such 
things, as are not lawful for love of life 
to be tasted. 

21 But they that had the charge of 
that wicked feast, for the old acquaint- 
ance they had with the man, taking 
him aside, besought him to bring flesh 
of his own provision, such as was law- 
ful for him to use, and make as if he 
did eat of the flesh taken from the sa- 
crifice commanded by the king ; 

22 That.in so doing he might be de- 
livered from death, and for the old 
friendship with them find favour. 

23 But he began to consider discreet- 
ly, and as became his age, and the ex- 
cellency of his ancient years, and the 
honour of his gray head, whereunto he 
was come, and his most honest educa- 
tion from a child, or rather the holy law 
made and given by God: therefore he 
answered accordingly, and willed them 


straightways to send him to the grave. 
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24 For it becometh not our age, said 


‘he, in any wise to dissemble, where- 


by many young persons might think 
that Eleazar, being fourscore years old 
and ten, were now gone to a strange 
religion ; 

25 And so they through mine hypo- 
crisy, and desire to live a little time and 
a moment longer, should be deceived by 
me, and I get a stain to mine old age, 
and make it abominable. 

26 For though for the present time 
I should be delivered from the punish- 
ment of men: yet should I not escape 
the hand of the Almighty, neither alive, 
nor dead. 

27 Wherefore now, manfully chang- 
ing this life, I will shew myself such 
an one as mine age requireth, 

28 And leave a notable example to 
such as be young to die willingly and 
courageously for the honourable and 
holy laws. And when he had said these 
words, immediately he went to the 
torment : - 

29 They that led him changing the 
good will they bare him a little be- 
fore into hatred, because the foresaid 
speeches proceeded, as they thought, 
from |la desperate mind. | 

30 But when he was ready to die 
with stripes, he groaned, and said, It 
is manifest unto the Lord, that hath 
the holy knowledge, that whereas I 
might have been delivered from death, 
I now endure sore pains in body by 
being beaten: but in soul am well con- 
tent to suffer these things, because I 
fear him. 

31 And thus this man died, leaving 
his death for an example of a noble 
courage, and a memorial of virtue, not 
only unto young men, but unto all his 
nation. 


CHAP. VII. 

The constancy and cruel death of seven brethren and their 
mother in one day, because they would not eat swine's 
fresh at the king’s commandment. 

if came to pass also, that seven bre- 

thren with their mother were taken, 
and compelled by the king against the 
law to taste swine’s flesh, and were tor- 
mented with scourges and whips. 

2 But one of them that spake first 
said thus, What wouldest thou ask or 
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learn of us? we are ready to die, ra- 
ther than to transgress the laws of our 
fathers. 

8 Then the king, being in a rage, 
commanded pans and caldrons to be 
made hot: 

4 Which forthwith being heated, he 
commanded to cut out the tongue of 
him that spake first, and to cut off the 
utmost parts of his body, the rest of his 
brethren and his mother looking on. 

5 Now when he was thus maimed in 
all his members, he commanded him 
being yet alive to be brought to the 
fire, and to be fried in the pan: and as 
the vapour of the pan was for a good 
space dispersed, they exhorted one an- 
other with the mother to die manfully, 
saying thus, 

6 The Lord God looketh upon us, and 
in truth hath comfort in us, as * Moses 
in his song, which witnessed to their 
faces, declared, saying, And he shall be 
comforted in his servants. 

7 So when the first was dead after 
this manner, they brought the second 
to make him a mocking stock: and 
when they had pulled off the skin of 
his head with the hair, they asked him, 
Wilt thou eat, before thou be punish- 
ed throughout every member of thy 
body ? 

8 But he answered in his own lan- 
guage, and said, No. Wherefore he also 
received the next torment in order, as 
the former did. 

9 And when he was at the last gasp, 
he said, Thou like a fury takest us out 
of this present life, but the King of the 
world shall raise us up, who have died 
for his laws, unto everlasting life. 

10 After him was the third made a 
mocking stock: and when he was re- 
quired, he put out his tongue, and that 
right soon, holding forth his hands 
manfully, 

11 And said courageously, These I 
had from heaven; and for his laws I 
despise them; and from him I hope to 
receive them again. 

12 Insomuch that the king, and they 
that were with him, marvelled at the 
young man’s courage, for that he no- 
thing regarded the pains. 

18 Now when this man was dead also, 
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they tormented and mangled the fourth 
in like manner. 

14 So when he was ready to die he 
said thus, It is good, being put to death 
by men, to look for hope from God 
to be raised up again by him: as for 
thee, thou shalt have no resurrection 
to life. 

15 Afterward they brought the fifth 
also, and mangled him. 

16 Then looked he unto the king, and 
said, Thou hast power over men, thou 
art corruptible, thou doest what thou 
wilt; yet think not that our nation is 
forsaken of God ; 

17 But abide a while, and behold his 
great power, how he will torment thee 
and thy seed. 

18 After him also they brought the 
sixth, who being ready to die said, Be 
not deceived without cause: for we 
suffer these things for ourselves, having 
sinned against our God: therefore mar- 
vellous things are done unto us. 

19 But think not thou, that takest in 
hand to strive against God, that thou 
shalt escape unpunished. 

20 But the mother was marvellous 
above all, and worthy of honourable 
memory: for when she saw her seven 
sons slain within the space of one day, 
she bare it with a good courage, be- 
cause of the hope that she had in the 
Lord. 

21 Yea, she exhorted every one of 
them in her own language, filled with 
courageous spirits; and stirring up her 
womanish thoughts with a manly sto- 
mach, she said unto them, 

22 I cannot tell how ye came into m 
womb; for I neither gave you breat 
nor life, neither was it I that formed 
the members of every one of you ; 

23 But doubtless the Creator of the 
world, who formed the generation of 
man, and found out the beginning of 
all things, will also of his own mercy 
give you breath and life again, as ye 
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24 Now Antiochus, thinking himself 
despised, and suspecting it to be a re- 
proachful speech, whilst the youngest 
Was yet alive, did not only exhort him 
by words, but also assured him with 
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oaths, that he would make him both a 
rich and a happy man, if he would turn 
from the laws of his fathers; and that 
also he would take him for his friend, 
and trust him with affairs. 

25 But when the young man would 
in no case hearken unto him, the king 
called his mother, and exhorted her 
that she would counsel the young man 
to save his life. 

26 And when he had exhorted her 
with many words, she promised him 
that she would counsel her son. 

27 But she bowing herself toward 
him, laughing the cruel tyrant to scorn, 
spake in her country language on this 
manner; O my son, have pity upon 
me that bare thee nine months in my 
womb, and gave thee suck three years, 
and nourished thee, and brought thee 
up unto this age, and endured the trou- 
<= of education. 

28 I beseech thee, my son, look upon 
the heaven and the earth, and all that 
is therein, and consider that "God made 
them of things that were not; and so 
was mankind made likewise. 

29 Fear not this tormentor, but, be- 
ing worthy of thy brethren, take thy 
death, that I may receive thee again in 
mercy with thy brethren. 

80 Whiles she was yet speaking these 
words, the young man said, Whom wait 
ye for? I will not obey the king’s com- 
mandment: but I will obey the com- 
mandment of the law that was given 
unto our fathers by Moses. 

81 And thou, that hast been the au- 
thor of all mischief against the He- 
— shalt not escape the hands of 


82 For we suffer because of our sins. 

83 And though the living Lord be 
angry with us a little while for our 
chastening and correction, yet shall he 
be at one again with his servants. 

34 But thou, O ess man, and of 
all other most wicked, be not lifted u 
without a cause, nor puffed up wi 
uncertain hopes, lifting up thy hand 
against the servants of God: 

_ 35 For thou hast not yet escaped the 
judgment of Almighty God, who seeth 
all things. 

86 For our brethren, who now have 
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suffered a short pain, are dead under 
God’s covenant of everlasting life: but 
thou, through the judgment of God, 
shalt receive just punishment for thy 
pride. 

37 But I, as my brethren, offer up 
my body and life for the laws of our 
fathers, beseeching God that he would 
speedily be merciful unto our nation ; 
and that ‘thou by torments and plagues 
mayest confess, that he alone is God ; 

38 And that in‘me and my brethren 
the wrath of the Almighty, which is 
justly brought upon all our nation, may 
cease. 

39 Then the king, being in a rage, 
handled him worse than all the rest, 
and took it grievously that he was 
mocked. 

40 So this man died undefiled, and 
put his whole trust in the Lord. 

41 Last of all after the sons the mo- 
ther died. 

42 Let this be enough now to have 
spoken concerning the idolatrous feasts, 
and the extreme tortures. 


CHAP. VIII. 


1 Judas gathereth an host. 9 Nicanor is sent against 
him: who presumeth to make much money of his pri- 
soners, 16 Judas encourageth his men, and putteth 
Nicanor to flight, 28 and divideth the spoils. 30 Other 
enemies are also defeated, 35 and Nicanor flecth with 
grief to Antioch. 


fern Judas Maccabeus, and they 
that were with him, went privily 
into the towns, and called their kins- 
folks together, and took unto them alt 
such as continued in the Jews’ reli- 
gion, and assembled about six thousand 
men. 

2 And they called upon the Lord, 
that he would look upon the people 
that was trodden down of all; and also 
pity the temple profaned of ungodly 
men ; 

3 And that he would have compassion 
upon the city, sore defaced, and ready 
to be made even with the ground; and 
hear the blood that cried unto him, 

4 And remember the wicked slaugh- 
ter of harmless infants, and the blas- 
phemies committed against his name; 
and that he would shew his hatred 
against the wicked. 

5 Now when Maccabeus had his com- 
pany about him, he could not be with- 
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stood by the heathen: for the wrath of 
the Lord was turned into mercy. 

6 Therefore he came at unawares, 
and burnt up towns and cities, and got 
into his hands the most commodious 
places, and overcame and put to flight 
no small number of his enemies. 

7 But specially took he advantage of 
the night for such privy attempts, in- 
somuch that the bruit of his manliness 
was spread every where. 

8 So when Philip saw that this man 
increased by little and little, and that 
things prospered with him still more 
and more, he wrote unto Ptolemeus, the 
governor of Celosyria and Phenice, to 
yield more aid to the king’s affairs. 

9 Then forthwith choosing Nicanor 
the son of Patroclus, one of his special 
friends, he sent him with no fewer than 
twenty thousand of all nations under 
him, to root out the whole generation 
of the Jews; and with him he joined 
also Gorgias a captain, who in matters 
of war had great experience. 

10 So Nicanor undertook to make so 
much money of *the captive Jews, as 
should defray the tribute of two thou- 
sand talents, which the king was to pay 
to the Romans. 

11 Wherefore immediately he sent to 
the cities upon the sea coast, proclaim- 
ing a sale of the captive Jews, and pro- 
mising that they should have fourscore 
and ten bodies for one talent, not ex- 
pagans the vengeance that was to fol- 
ow upon him from the Almighty God. 

12 Now when word was brought unto 
Judas of Nicanor’s coming, and he had 
imparted unto those that were with him 
that the army was at hand, 

13 ° They that were fearful, and dis- 
trusted the justice of God, fled, and 
conveyed themselves away. 

14 Others sold all that they had left, 
and withal besought the Lord to de- 
liver them, being sold by the wicked 
Nicanor before they met together : 

15 And if not for their own sakes, yet 
for the covenants he had made with 
their fathers, = for his holy and glo- 
rious name’s sake, by whi 
called. y ch they were 

16 So Maccabeus called 


his men toge- 
ther unto the number of : 


six thousand, 
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and exhorted them ‘not to be stricken 
with terror of the enemy, nor to fear 
the great multitude of the heathen, who 
came wrongfully against them; but to 
fight manfully, | 

17 And to set before their eyes the 
injury that they had unjustly done to 
the holy place, and the cruel handling 
of the city, whereof they made a mock- 
ery, and also the taking away of the 
government of their forefathers : 

18 For they, said he, tru&t in their 
weapons and boldness; but our confi- 
dence is in the Almighty God, who at a 
beck can cast down both them that come 
against us, and also all the world. 

19 Moreover he recounted unto them 
what helps their forefathers had found, 
and “how they were delivered, when un- 
der Sennacherib an hundred fourscore 
and five thousand perished. 

20 And he told them of the battle 
that they had in Babylon with the Ga- 
latians, how they came but eight thou- 
sand in all to the business, with four 
thousand Macedonians, and that the 
Macedonians being perplexed, the eight 
thousand destroyed an hundred and 
twenty thousand because of the help 
that they had from heaven, and so re- 
ceived a great booty. 

21 Thus when he had made them bold 
with these words, and ready to die for 
the laws and the country, he divided 
his army into four parts ; 

22 And joined with himself his own 
brethren, leaders of each band, to wit, 
Simon, and Joseph, and Jonathan, giv- 
ing each one fifteen hundred men. 

23 Also he appointed Eleazar to read 
the holy book: and when he had given 
them this watchword, The help of God; 
himself leading the first band, he joined 
battle with Nicanor. 

24 And by the help of the Almighty 
they slew above nine thousand of their 
enemies, and wounded and maimed the 
most part of Nicanor’s host, and so put 
all to flight ; 

25 And took ¢‘ their money that came 
to buy them, and pursued them far: 
but lacking time they returned: 
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26 For it was the day before the 


sabbath, and therefore they would no 
longer pursue them.

CHAP. IX. 


1 Antiochus is chased from Persepolis. 5 He is stricken 
with a sore disease, 14 and promiseth to become a Jen, 
28 He dieth miserably. 


BOUT that time came Antiochus 
| with dishonour ‘out of the coun- 1. 
try of Persia. ae 
2 For he had entered the city called 1,4. © 
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had given part of the spoils to the 
|| maimed, and the widows, and orphans, 
the residue they divided among them- 
selves and their servants. 


{| Or, 
lamed with 
tortures. 


29 When this was done, and they had 
made a common supplication, they be- 
sought the merciful Lord to be recon- 
ciled with his servants for ever. 

30 Moreover of those that were with 
Timotheus and Bacchides, who fought 
against them, they slew above twenty 


thousand, and very easily got high and 


strong holds, and divided among them- 
selves many spoils more, and made the 
ll maimed, orphans, widows, yea, and the 
aged also, equal in spoils with them- 
selves. 

31 And when they had gathered their 
armour together, they laid them up all 
carefully in convenient places, and the 
remnant of the spoils they brought to 
Jerusalem. 

82 They slew also Philarches, that 
wicked person, who was with Timo- 
theus, and had annoyed the Jews many 
ways. 

33 Furthermore at such time as they 
kept the feast for the victory in their 
country they burnt Callisthenes, that 
had set fire upon the holy gates, who 
had fled into a little house; and so he 
received a reward meet for his wick- 
edness. 

34 As for that most ungracious Ni- 
canor, who had brought a thousand 
merchants ‘to buy the Jews, 

35 He was through the help of the 
Lord brought down by them, of whom 
he made least account; and putting off 
his glorious apparel, and discharging his 
company, he came like a fugitive ser- 
vant through the midland unto Antioch, 
having very great dishonour, for that 
his host was destroyed. 

86 Thus he, that °* took — him to 
make good to the Romans their tribute 


Persepolis, and went about to rob the 
temple, and to hold the city; where-- 
upon the multitude running to defend 
themselves with their weapons put them 
to flight; and so it happened, that An- 
tiochus being put to flight of the inha- 
bitants returned with shame. 

3 Now when he came to Ecbatane, 
news was brought him what had hap- 
pened unto Nicanor and Timotheus. 

4 Then swelling with anger, he 
thought to avenge upon the Jews the 
disgrace done unto him by those that 
made him flee. Therefore commanded 
he his chariotman to drive without ceas- 
ing, and to dispatch the journey, the 
judgment of God now following him. 
For he had spoken proudly in this sort, 
That he would come to Jerusalem, and 
make it a common buryingplace of the 
Jews. 

5 But the Lord Almighty, the God 
of Israel, smote him with an incurable 
and invisible plague: for as soon as he 
had spoken these words, °a pain of the 
bowels that was remediless came upon 
him, and sore torments of the inner 
parts ; 

6 And that most justly: for he had 
tormented other men’s bowels with 
many and strange torments. 

7 Howbeit he nothing at all ceased 
from his bragging, but still was filled 
with pride, breathing out fire in his 
rage against the Jews, and commanding 
to haste the journey: but it came to 
pass that he fell down from his chariot, 
carried violently; so that having a sore 
fall, all the members of his body were 
much pained. 

8 And thus he that a little afore 
thought he might command the waves 
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of the séa, (so proud was he beyond 
the condition of man) and weigh the 
high mountains in a balance, was now 
cast on the ground, and carried in an 
horselitter, shewing forth unto all the 
manifest power of God. 

9 So that ‘the worms rose up out: of 
the body of this wicked man, and whiles 
he lived in sorrow and pain, his flesh 
fell away, and the filthiness of his smell 
was noisome to all his army. 

10 And the man, that thought a little 
afore he could reach to the stars of hea- 
ven, no man could endure to carry for 
his intolerable stink. 

11 Here therefore, being plagued, he 
began to leave off his great pride, and 
to come to the knowledge of himself by 
the scourge of God, his pain increasing 
every moment. 

12 And when he himself could not 
abide his own smell, he said these words, 
It is meet to be subject unto God, and 
that a man that is mortal should not 
proudly think of himself, as if he were 
God. 


18 This wicked person vowed also 
unto the Lord, who now no more would 
have mercy upon him, saying thus, 

14 That the holy city (to the which 
he was going in haste, to lay it even 

‘with the ground, and to make it a 
common buryingplace,) he would set 
at liberty : 

15 And as touching the Jews, whom he 
had judged not worthy so much as to 
be buried, but to be cast out with their 
children to be devoured of the fowls 
and wild beasts, he would make them 
all equals to the citizens of || Athens: 

16 And the holy temple, which before 
he had spoiled, he would garnish with 
goodly gifts, and restore all the holy 


‘Sof vessels with many more, and ‘out of 
10. 39,40. his own revenue defray the charges be- 


longing to the sacrifices: 

17 Yea, and that also he would be- 
come a Jew himself, and go through 
all the world that was inhabited, and 
declare the power of God. 

18 But for all this his pains would 
not cease: for the just judgment of God 
was come upon him: therefore despair- 


ing of his health, he wrote unto the 
Jews the letter underwritten, contain- 


Il. MACCABEES, IX. 


ing the form of a supplication, after 
this manner : : 

19 Antiochus, king and governor, to 
the good Jews his citizens wisheth much 
joy, health, and prosperity: 

20 If ye and your children fare well, 
and your affairs be to your content- 
ment, I give very great thanks to God, 
having my hope in heaven. 

21 As for me, I was weak, or else I 
would have remembered kindly your 
honour and good will. Returning out of 
Persia, and being taken with a grievous 
disease, I thought it necessary to care 
for the common safety of all: 

22 Not distrusting mine health, but 
having great hope to escape this sick- 
ness. 

23 But considering that even my 
father, at what time he led an army 
into the high countries, appointed a 
successor, 

24 To the end that, if any thing 
fell out contrary to expectation, or if 
any tidings were brought that were 
grievous, they of the land, knowing to 
whom |i the state was left, might not be 
troubled : 

25 Again, considering how that the 
princes that are borderers and neigh- 
bours unto my kingdom wait for op- 
portunities, and expect what shall be 
the event, I have appointed my son 
Antiochus king, whom I often com- 
mitted and commended unto many of 
you, when I went up into the high 
provinces; to whom I have written as 
followeth : 

26 Therefore I pray and request you 
to remember the benefits that I have 
done unto you generally, and in special, 
and that every man will be still faith- 
ful to me and my son. 
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27 For I am persuaded that he [I un- 10" 


derstanding my mind will favourably 
and graciously yield to your desires. 

28 Thus the murderer and blasphemer 
having suffered most grievously, as he 
entreated other men, so died he a mi- 
serable death in a strange country in 
the mountains. | 

29 And Philip, that was brought up 
with him, carried away his body, who 
also fearing the son of Antiochus went 


into Egypt to Ptolemeus Philometor. 
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165, 1 Judas recovereth the city, and purifieth the temple. 14 


Gorgias vexeth the Jews. 16 Judas winneth their holds. 
‘29 Fimotheus and his men are discomfited. 35 Gazara 
is taken, and Timotheus slain. 


~~. Maccabeus and his company, 
the Lord guiding them, recover- 
ed the temple and the city: 

2 But the altars which the heathen 
had built in the open street, and also 
the chapels, they pulled down. 

3 And having cleansed the temple 
*they made another altar, and striking 
stones they took fire out, of them, and 
offered a sacrifice after two years, and 
set forth incense, and lights, and shew- 
bread. 

4, When that was done, they fell flat 
down, and besought the Lord that they 
might come no more into such troubles ; 
but if they sinned any more against 


him,that he himself would chasten them . 


with mercy, and that they might not 
be delivered unto the blasphemous and 
barbarous nations. 

5 Now °upon the same day that the 
strangers profaned the temple, on the 
very same day it was cleansed again, 
even the five and twentieth day of the 


same month, which is Casleu. 


6 ‘And they kept eight days with 
gladness, as in the feast of the taberna- 
cles, remembering that not long afore 
they had held the feast of the taber- 
nacles, when as they wandered in the 
mountains and dens like beasts. 

7 Therefore they bare branches, and 
fair boughs, and palms also, and sang 
psalms unto him that had given them 


good success in cleansing his place. 


8 ‘They ordained also by a common 
statute and decree, That every year 
those days should be kept of the whole 
nation of the Jews. 

9 And this was the end of Antiochus, 
called Epiphanes. | 

10 Now will we declare the acts of 


Antiochus Eupator, who was the son 


of this wicked man, gathering briefly 


' the calamities of the wars. 


-- 11 So when he was come to the 


_ crown, he set one Lysias over the af- 


fairs of his realm, and inted him 


chief governor of Celosyria and Phe- 
12 For Ptolemeus, that . was called | 
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Macron, choosing rather to do justice 
unto the Jews for the wrong that had 
been done unto them, endeavoured to 
continue peace with them. 

13 Whereupon being accused of the 
king’s friends before Eupator, and call- 
ed traitor at every word, because he 
had left Cyprus, that Philometor had 
committed unto him, and departed to 
Antiochus Epiphanes, || and seeing that 
he was in no honourable place, he was 
so discouraged, that he poisoned him- 
self and died. 

14 But when Gorgias was governor 
of the |{holds, he hired soldiers, and 
nourished war continually with the 
Jews: 

15 And therewithal the Idumeans, 
having gotten into their hands the most 
commodious holds, kept the Jews oc- 
cupied, and receiving those that were 
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rity as be- 
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| Or, strong Z 
places. 


banished from Jerusalem, they went a-_ 


bout to nourish war. 

16 Then they that were with Macca- 
beus made supplication, and besought 
God that he would be their helper; 
and so they ran with violence upon the 
strong holds of the Idumeans, 

17 And assaulting them strongly, 
they won the holds, and kept off all 
that fought upon the wall, and slew all 


that fell into their hands, and killed no - 


fewer than twenty thousand. 

18 And because certain, who were 
no less than nine thousand, were fled 
together into two very strong castles, 
having all manner of things convenient 
to sustain the siege, 

19 Maccabeus left Simon and Joseph, 
and Zaccheus also, and them that were 
with him, who were i to besiege 
them, and departed himself unto those 
places which more needed his help. 

20 Now Iithey that were with Simon, 
being led with covetousness, were per- 
suaded for money through certain of 
those that were in the castle, and took 
seventy thousand drachms, and let some 
of them escape. 

21 But when it was told Maccabeus 
what was done, he called the gover- 
nors of the people together, and accused 
those men, that they had sold their bre- 
thren for money, and set their enemies 


free to fight against them. | 
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traitors, and immediately took the two 
castles. 

23 And having good success with his 
weapons in all things he took in hand, 
he slew in the two holds more than 
twenty thousand. 

24 Now Timotheus, ‘whom the Jews 
had overcome before, when he had ga- 
thered a great multitude of foreign 
forces, and horses out of Asia not a few, 
came as though he would take Jewry 
by force of arms. 

25 But when he drew near, |i they 
that were with Maccabeus turned them- 


. selyes to pray unto God, and sprinkled 


earth upon their heads, and girded their 
loins with sackcloth, 

26 And fell down at the foot of the 
altar, and besought him to be merciful 
to them, and to be ‘an enemy to their 
enemies, and an adversary to their ad- 
versaries, as the law declareth. 

27 So after the prayer they took their 
Weapons, and went on further from the 
city: and when they drew near to their 
enemies, they kept by themselves. 

28 Now the sun being newly risen, 
they joined both together ; the one part 
having together with their virtue their 
refuge also unto the Lord for a || pledge 
of their success and victory: the other 
side making their rage leader of their 
battle. 

29 But when the battle waxed strong, 
®there appeared unto the enemies from 
heaven five comely men upon horses, 
with bridles of gold, and two of them 
led the Jews, 

30 And took Maccabeus betwixt them, 
and covered him on every side with 
their weapons, and kept him safe, but 
shot arrows and lightnings against the 
enemies: so that being confounded with 
blindness, and full of trouble, they were 
killed. 

$1 And there were slain of footmen 
twenty thousand and five hundred, and 
six hundred horsemen. 

_ 32 As for Timotheus himself, he fled 
into a very strong hold, called Gazara, 
where Chereas was governor. 

88 But they that were with Macca- 
beus laid siege against the fortress cou- 


Peed four days. 





34 And they that were within, trust- 
ing to the strength of the place, blas- 
phemed exceedingly, and uttered wick- 
ed words. 

35 Nevertheless upon the fifth day 
early twenty young men of Maccabeus’ 
company, inflamed with anger because 
of the blasphemies, assaulted the wall 
manly, and with a fierce courage killed 
all that they met withal. 

36 Others likewise ascending after 
them, whiles they were busied with 
them that = within, burnt the tow- 
ers, and kindiing fires burnt the blas- 
phemers alive; and others broke open 
the gates, and, having received in the 
rest of the army, took the city, 

37 And killed Timotheus, that was 
hid in a certain pit, and Chereas his 
brother, with Apollophanes. 

38 When this was done, they praised 
the Lord with psalms and thanksgiv- 
ing, who had done so great things for 
Israel, and given them the victory.

4 Not at all considering the power of 
God, but puffed up with his ten thou- 
sands of footmen, and his thousands of 
horsemen, and his fourscore elephants. 

5 So he came to Judea, and drew near 
to Bethsura, which was a strong town, 
but distant from Jerusalem about five 
furlongs, and he laid sore siege unto it.

mentation and tears besought the Lord 
that he would send a good angel to de- 
liver Israel. : f |

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7 Then Maccabeus himself first of all 
took weapons, exhorting the other that 
they would jeopard themselves together 
with him to help their brethren: so 
they went forth together with a will- 
ing mind. 

8 And as they were at Jerusalem, 
>there appeared before them on horse- 
back one in white clothing, shaking his 
armour of gold. . 

9 Then they praised the merciful God 
all together, and took heart, insomuch 
that they were ready ng only to fight 
with men, but with most cruel beasts, 
and to pierce through walls of iron. 

10 Thus they marched forward in 
their armour, having an helper from 
heaven: for the Lord was merciful 
unto them. 

11 And giving a charge upon their 
enemies like lions, they slew eleven 
thousand jfootmen, and sixteen hundred 
horsemen, and put all the other to 
flight. 

12 Many of them also being wounded 
escaped naked; and Lysias himself fled 
away shamefully, and so escaped. 

13 Who, as he was a man of under- 
standing, casting with himself what loss 
he had had, and considering that the 
Hebrews could not be overcome, be- 
cause the Almighty God helped them, 
he sent unto them, 

14 And persuaded them to agree to 
all reasonable conditions, and promised 
‘that he would persuade the king that 
he must needs be a friend unto them. 

15 Then Maccabeus consented to all 
that Lysias desired, being careful of the 
common good; and whatsoever Macca- 
beus wrote unto Lysias concerning the 
Jews, the king granted it. 

16 For there were letters written unto 
the Jews from Lysias to this effect: Ly- 
sias unto the people of the Jews send- 
eth greeting: 

17 John and Absalon, who were sent 
from you, delivered me the petition 
subscribed, and made request for the 
performance of the contents thereof. 

18 Therefore what things soever were 
meet to be reported to the king, I have 
declared them, and he hath granted as 


much as might be. © 


19 If then ye will keep yourselves 
gt 
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loyal to the state, hereafter also will I 
endeavour to be a means of your good. 

20 But of the particulars I have given 
order both to these, and the other that 
came from me, to commune with you. 

21 Fare ye well. The hundred and 
eight and fortieth year, the four and 
twentieth day of the month || Diosco- 
rinthius. 

22 Now the king’s letter contained 
these words: King Antiochus unto his 
brother Lysias sendeth greeting : 

23 Since our father is translated unto 
the gods, our will is, that they that are 
in our realm live quietly, that every one 
may attend upon his own affairs. 

24 We understand also that the Jews 
would not consent to our father, for 
to be brought unto the custom of the 
Gentiles, but had rather keep their own 
manner of living: for the which cause 
they require of us, that we should suf- 
fer them to live after their own laws. 

25 Wherefore our mind is, that this 
nation shall be in rest, and we have 
determined to restore them their tem- 
ple, that they may live according to the 
customs of their forefathers. 

26 Thou shalt do well therefore to send 
unto them, and |i grant them peace, that 
when they are certified of our mind, 
they may be of good comfort, and ever 
go cheerfully about their own affairs. 

27 And the letter of the king ‘unto 
the nation of the Jews was after this 
manner: King Antiochus sendeth greet- 
ing unto the council, and the rest of 
the Jews: 

28 If ye fare well, we have our de- 
sire; we are also in good health. 

29 Menelaus declared unto us, that 
your desire was to return home, and 
to follow your own business: 

30 Wherefore they that will depart 
shall have safe conduct till the thirtieth 
day of Xanthicus with security. 

31 And the Jews shall use their own 
kind of meats and laws, as before; and 
none of them any manner of ways shall 
be molested for things ignorantly done. 

82 I have sent also Menelaus, that he 
may comfort you. 

88 Fare ye well. In the hundred 
forty and eighth year, and the fifteenth 
day of the month || Xanthicus. 
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34 The Romans also sent unto them 
a letter containing these words: Quin- 
tus Memmius and Titus Manlius, || am- 
bassadors of the Romans, send greeting 
unto the people of the Jews. _ 

35 Whatsoever Lysias the king’s cou- 
sin hath granted, therewith we also are 
well pleased. 

36 But touching such things as he 
judged to be referred to the king, af- 
ter ye have advised thereof, send one 
forthwith, that we may declare as it 
is convenient for you: for we are now 
going to Antioch. 

37 Therefore send some with speed, 
that we may know what is your mind. 

38 Farewell. This hundred and eight 
and fortieth year, the fifteenth day of 
the month Xanthicus. 


CHAP. XII. 

1 The king's lieutenants vex the Jews. 3 They of Joppe 
drown two hundred Jews. 6 Judas is avenged upon 
them. 11 He maketh peace with the Arabians, 16 and 
taketh Caspis. 22 Timotheus’ armies overthrown. 

HEN these covenants were made, 
Lysias went unto the king, and 
the Jews were about their husbandry. 

2 But of the governors of several 
places, * Timotheus, and Apollonius the 
son of Genneus, also Hieronymus, and 
Demophon, and beside them Nicanor the 
governor of Cyprus, would not suffer 
them to be quiet, and live in peace. 

8 The men of Joppe also did such 
an ungodly deed: they prayed the Jews 
that dwelt among them to go with their 
wives and children into the boats which 
they had prepared, as though they had 
meant them no hurt. 

4 Who accepted of it according to the 
common decree of the city, as being 
desirous to live in peace, and suspect- 
ing nothing: but when they were gone 
forth into the deep, they drowned no 
Jess than two hundred of them. 

5 When Judas heard of this cruelty 
done unto his countrymen, he com- 
manded those that were with him to 
make them ready. , 

6 And calling upon God the righteous 

J udge, he came against those murderers 

of his brethren, and burnt the haven by 

night, and set the boats on fire, and 
those that fled thither he slew. 

7 And when the town was shut up,

10 Now when they were gone from 
thence nine fuylongs in their journey 
toward Timotheus, no fewer than five 
thousand men on foot and five hundred 
horsemen of the Arabians set upon him. 

11 Whereupon there was a very sore 
battle; but Judas’ side by the help of 
God got the victory; so that the No- 
mades of Arabia, being overcome, be- 
sought Judas for peace, promising both 
to give him cattle, and to pleasure him 
otherwise. 

12 Then Judas, thinking indeed that 
they would be profitable in many things, 
granted them peace: whereupon they 
shook hands, and so they || departed to 
their tents. 

13 He went also about to make a 
bridge to a certain strong city, which 
was fenced about with walls, and in- 
habited by people of divers countries ; 
and the name of it was Caspis. 

14 But they that were within it put 
such trust in the strength of the walls

and provision of victuals, that they be- _ 


haved themselves rudely toward them 
that were with Judas, railing and blas- 
pheming, and uttering such words as 
were not to be spoken. 


15 Wherefore Judas with his com- 


pany, calling. upon the great Lord of 


the world, >who without any rams or 
engines of war did cast down Jericho 
In the time of Joshua, gave a fierce 
assault against the walls, 


16 And took the city by the will of 


God, and made unspeakable slaughters, 
insomuch that a lake two furlongs broad 
near adjoining thereunto, being filled 
full, was seen running with blood. 

17 Then departed they from thence 
seven hundred and fifty furlongs, and 
came to Characa unto the Jews that 
are called Tubieni. oS 
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him not in the places: for before he 
had dispatched any thing, he departed 
from thence, having left a very strong 
garrison in a certain hold. 

19 Howbeit Dositheus and Sosipater, 
who were of Maccabeus’ captains, went 
forth, and slew those that Timotheus 
had left in the fortress, above ten thou- 
sand men. 

20 And Maccabeus ranged his army 
by bands, and set | ther,{. over the bands, 
and went against Timotheus, who had 
about him an hundred and twenty thou- 
sand men of foot, and two thousand and 
five hundred horsemen. 

21 Now when Timotheus had know- 
ledge of Judas’ coming, he sent the wo- 
men and children and the other bag- 

age unto a fortress called ‘Carnion: 
for the town was hard to besiege, and 
uneasy to come unto, by reason of the 
straitness of all the places. 

22 But when Judas his first band 
came in sight, the enemies, being smit- 
ten with fear and terror through the 
appearing of him that seeth all things, 
fled amain, one running this way, ano- 
ther that way, so as that they were often 
hurt of their own men, and wounded 
with the points of their own swords. 

23 Judas also was very earnest in 
pursuing them, killing those wicked 
wretches, of whom he slew about thirty 
thousand men. 

24 Moreover Timotheus himself fell 
into the hands of Dositheus and Sosi- 
pater, whom he besought with much 
craft to let him go with his life, because 
he had many of the Jews’ parents, and 
the brethren of some of them, who, if 
they put him to death, should not be 
regarded. | 

25 So when he had assured them with 
many words that he would restore them 
without hurt, according to the agree- 
ment, they let him go for the saving of 
their brethren. 

26 Then Maccabeus marched forth 
to Carnion, and to the temple of {| Atar- 
gatie, and there he slew five and twenty 


aoOusand persons. 
RT Fes after he had put to flight 


and destroyed them, Judas removed 
the hort toward Ephron, a strong city, 
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Apocrypha. 
wherein Lysias abode, and a great mul- 2, 
titude of divers nations, and the strong _ cir.16¢. 
young men kept the walls, and defend- 

ed them mightily: wherein also was 
great provision of engines and darts. 

28 But when Judas and his company 
had called upon Almighty God, who 
with his power breaketh the strength 
of his enemies, they won the city, and 
slew twenty and five thousand of them 
that were within. 

29 From thence they departed to 
Scythopolis, which lieth six hundred 
furlongs from Jerusalem. 

30 But when the Jews that dwelt 
there had testified that the Scythopo- 
litans dealt lovingly with them, and 
entreated them kindly in the time of 
their adversity ; 

31 They gave them thanks, desiring 
them to be friendly still unto them: and 
so they came to Jerusalem, the feast of 
the weeks approaching. 

32 And after the feast, called Pente- 
cost, they went forth against Gorgias 
the governor of || Idumea, ll Or, 

33 Who came out with three thou- 177" 55. 
sand men of foot and four hundred 
horsemen. 

34 And it happened that in their 
fighting together a few of the Jews 
were slain. 

35 At which time Dositheus, one of 
Bacenor’s company, who was on horse- 
back, and a strong man, was still upon 
Gorgias, and taking hold of his coat 
drew him by force; and when he would 
have taken that cursed man alive, a 
horseman of Thracia coming upon him 
lismote off his shoulder, so that Gorgias 1 Or, mu ty 
fled unto Marisa. ane 

36 Now when they that were with %m in 
| Gorgias had fought long, and were o, struc 
weary, Judas called upon the Lord, preeiretas 
that he would shew himself to be their 10", 
helper and leader of the battle. 

37 And with that he be in his 
own language, and sung 8 with a 
loud voice, and ener. unawares upon 
Gorgias’ men, he put them to flight. 

38 So Judas gathered his host, and 
came into the city of Odollam. And 
when the seventh day came, they puri- 
fied themselves, as the custom was, and 
kept the sabbath in the same place. 
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39 And upon the day following, las the 
use had been, Judas and his company 
came to take up the bodies of them that 
were slain, and to bury them with their 
kinsmen in their fathers’ graves. 

40 Now under the coats of every one 
that was slain they found things con- 
secrated to the idols of the Jamnites, 
which is forbidden the Jews by “the 
law. Then every man saw that this was 
the cause wherefore they were slain. 

41 All men therefore praising the 
Lord, the righteous Judge, who had 
opened the things that were hid, 

42 Betook themselves unto prayer, 
and besought him that the sin commit- 


‘ed might wholly be put out of remem- 


brance. Besides, that noble Judas ex- 
horted the people to keep themselves 
from sin, forsomuch as they saw before 
their eyes the things that came to pass 
for the sins of those that were slain. 

43 And when he had made a gather- 
ing throughout the company to the sum 
of two thousand drachms of silver, he 
sent it to Jerusalem to offer a sin offer- 
ing, doing therein very well and ho- 
nestly, in that he was mindful of the 
resurrection : 

44 For if he had not hoped that 
they that were slain should have risen 
again, it had been superfluous and vain 
to pray for the dead. | 

45 And also in that he perceived that 
there was great favour laid up for those 
that died godly, it was an holy and good 
thought. Whereupon he made a recon- 
ciliation for the dead, that they might 
be delivered from sin. 


CHAP. XIII.

4 But the King of kings moved Anti- 
ochus’ mind against this wicked wretch, 
and Lysias informed the king that this 
man was the cause of all mischief, so 
that the king commanded to bring him 
unto Berea, and to put him to death, 
as the manner ig in that place. | 

5 Now there was in that place a tower 
of fifty cubits high, full of ashes, and it 
had a round instrument, which on every 
side hanged down into the ashes. | 


6 And whosoever was condemned of — 


sacrilege, or had committed any other 
grievous crime, there did all men thrust 
him unto death. 

7 Such a death it happened that wic- 
ked man to die, not having so much 
as burial in the earth; and that most 
justly: 

8 For inasmuch as he had committed 
many sins about the altar, whose fire 
and ashes were holy, he received. his 
death in ashes. 

9 Now the king came with a barba- 
rous and haughty mind to do far worse 
to the Jews, than had been done in his 
father’s time. 

10 Which things when Judas per- 
ceived, he commanded the multitude 
to call upon the Lord night and day, 
that if ever at any other time, he would 
now also help them, being at the point 
to be put from their law, from their 
country, and from the holy temple: 

11 And that he would not suffer the

3 Now ’one Alcimus, who had been 
high priest, and had defiled himself wil-

fully in the times of their mingling with’ 


the Gentiles, seeing that by no means he 
could save himself, nor have any more 
access to the holy altar, 

4 Came to king Demetrius in the 
hundred and one and fiftieth year, pre- 
senting unto him a crown of gold, and 
a palm, and also of the boughs which 


were |lused solemnly in the temple: and ! 


so that day he held his peace. 

5 Howbeit, having gotten opportunity 
to further his foolish enterprize, and 
being called into counsel by Demetrius, 
and asked how the Jews stood affected, 
and what they intended, he answered 
thereunto : 

6 Those of the Jews that be called 
Assideans, whose captain is Judas Mac- 
cabeus, nourish war, and are seditious, 
and will not let the realm be in peace. 

7 Therefore I, being deprived of mine 
ancestors’ honour, I mean the high 
priesthood, am now come hither : 

8 First, verily for the unfeigned care 
I have of things pertaining to the king; 
and secondly, even for that I intend 
the good of mine own countrymen: for 
all our nation is in no. small misery 
through the unadvised dealing of them 
aforesaid. . . 


9 Wherefore, O king, seeing thou 


knowest all these things, be careful for 


the country, and our nation, which is 
pressed on every side, according to the 
clemency that thou readily shewest 
unto all. ms 

10 For as long as Judas liveth, it

_20 So when they had taken long ad- 
visement thereupon, and the captain had 
made the multitude acquainted there- 
with, and it appeared that they were 
all of one mind, they consented to the 
covenants, .

29 But because there was no dealing 
against the king, he watched his time 
to accomplish this thing by policy. 

30 Notwithstanding, when Maccabeus 
saw that Nicanor began to be churlish 
unto him, and that he entreated him 
more roughly than he was wont, per- 


ceiving that such sour behaviour came - 


not of good, he gathered together not a 
few of his men, and withdrew himself 
from Nicanor. 

81 But the other, knowing that he
